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GENESIS 
Story  of  Creation 

IIn  the  beginning  God  created  the  heaven 
and  the  earth.  2  Now  the  earth  was  un¬ 
formed  and  void,  and  darkness  was  upon  the 
face  of  the  deep;  and  the  spirit  of  God  hovered 
over  the  face  of  the  waters.  3  And  God  said: 
'Let  there  be  light.'  And  there  was  light. 
4  And  God  saw  the  light,  that  it  was  good;  and 
God  divided  the  light  from  the  darkness. 
5  And  God  called  the  light  Day,  and  the  dark¬ 
ness  He  called  Night.  And  there  was  evening 
and  there  was  morning,  one  day. 

6  And  God  said:  ‘Let  there  be  a  firmament 
in  the  midst  of  the  waters,  and  let  it  divide  the 
waters  from  the  waters.'  7  And  God  made  the 
firmament,  and  divided  the  waters  which  were 
under  the  firmament  from  the  waters  which 
were  above  the  firmament;  and  it  was  so. 
8  And  God  called  the  firmament  Heaven. 
And  there  was  evening  and  there  was  morning, 
a  second  day. 

9  And  God  said:  ‘Let  the  waters  under  the 
heaven  be  gathered  together  unto  one  place, 
and  let  the  dry  land  appear.’  And  it  was  so. 
10  And  God  called  the  dry  land  Earth,  and  the 
gathering  together  of  the  waters  called  He 
Seas;  and  God  saw  that  it  was  good.  11  And 
God  said:  ‘Let  the  earth  put  forth  grass,  herb 
yielding  seed,  and  fruit-tree  bearing  fruit  after 
its  kind,  wherein  is  the  seed  thereof,  upon  the 
earth.'  And  it  was  so.  12  And  the  earth 
brought  forth  grass,  herb  yielding  seed  after  its 
kind,  and  tree  bearing  fruit,  wherein  is  the  seed 
thereof*  after  its  kind;  and  God  saw  that  it  was 
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good.  13  And  there  was  evening  and  there  was 
morning,  a  third  day. 

14  And  God  said:  'Let  there  be  lights  in  the 
firmament  of  the  heaven  to  divide  the  day  from 
the  night;  and  let  them  be  for  signs,  and  for 
seasons,  and  for  days  and  years;  15  and  let 
them  be  for  lights  in  the  firmament  of  the 
heaven  to  give  light  upon  the  earth.’  And  it 
was  so.  16  And  God  made  the  two  great  lights: 
the  greater  light  to  rule  the  day,  and  the  lesser 
light  to  rule  the  night;  and  the  stars.  17  And 
God  set  them  in  the  firmament  of  the  heaven 
to  give  light  upon  the  earth,  18  and  to  rule 
over  the  day  and  over  the  night,  and  to  divide 
the  light  ,  from  the  darkness;  and  God  saw  that 
it  was  good.  19  And  there  was  evening  and 
there  was  mornings  a  fourth  day.^^ 

20  And  God  said:  'Let  the  waters  swarm; 
with  swarms  of  living  creatures,  and  let  fowl 
fly  above  the  earth  in  the  open  firmament  of 
heaven.’  21  Aj'«d  God  ereat^  the  great  sea- 
raonsters,  and  every  living  creature  that  creep:- 
eth,  wherewith  the  waters  swarmed,  after  its  ; 
kind,  and  every  winged  fowl  after  its  kind;  and 
God  saw  that  it  was  good.  22  And  God  blessed 
them,  saying:  'Be  fruitful,  and  multiply,  and 
fill  the  waters  in  the  seas,-and  let  fowl  multiply 
in  the  earth/  23  And  there  was  evening  and 
there  was  morning,  a  fifth  day. 

24  And  God  said:  'Let  the  earth  bring  forth 
the  living  creature  after  its  kind,  cattle,  and 
creeping  thing,  and  beast  of  the  earth  after  its 
kind.’  And  it  was  so.  25  And  God  made  the 
beast  of  the  earth  after  its  kind,  and  the  cattle 
after  their  kind,  and  every  thing  that  creepeth 
upon  the  ground  after  its  kind;  and  God  saw 
that  it  was  good.  26  And  God  said:  'Let  us 
make  man  in  our  image,  after  our  likeness;  and 
let  them  have  dominion  over-  the  fish  of  the. 
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sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and  over  the 
cattle,  and  over  all  the  earth,  and  over  every 
creeping  thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth.* 
27  And  God  created  man  in  His  own  image, 
in  the  image  of  God  created  He  him;  male  and 
female  created  He  them.  28  And  God  blessed 
them;  and  God  said  unto  them:  ‘Be  fruitful, 
and  multiply,  and  replenish  the  earth,  and  sub¬ 
due  it;  and  have  dominion  over  the  fish  of  the 
sea,  and  over  the  fov/1  of  the  air,  and  over  every 
living  thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth,’ 
29  And  God  said:  ‘Behold,  I  have  given  you 
every  herb  yielding  seed,  which  is  upon  the 
face  of  all  the  earth,  and  every  tree,  in  which 
is  the  fruit  of  a  tree  yielding  seed— to  you  it 
shall  be  for  food;  30  and  to  every  beast  of  the 
earth,  and  to  every  fowl  of  the  air,  and  to  every 
thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth,  wherein 
there  is  a  living  soul,  [I  have  given]  every  green 
herb  for  food.*  And  it  was  so.  31  And  God 
saw  every  thing  that  He  had  «made,  and,  be¬ 
hold,  it  was  very  good.  And  there  was  evening 
and  there  was  morning,  the  sixth  day. 

2  And  the  heaven  and  the  earth  were  fin¬ 
ished,  and  all  the  host  of  them.  2  And  on 
the  seventh  day  God  finished  His  work  which 
He  had  made;  and  He  rested  on  the  seventh 
day  from  all  His  work  which  He  had  made. 
3  And  God  blessed  the  seventh  day,  and  hal¬ 
lowed  it;  because  that  in  it  He  rested  from  all 
tiis  work  which  God  in  creating  had  made. 

4  These  are  the  generations  of  the  heaven 
and  of  the  earth  when  they  were  created,  in 
the  day  that  the  Lord  God  made  earth  and 
heaven. 

5  No  shrub  of  the  field  was  yet  in  the  earth, 
and  no  herb  of  the  field  had  yet  sprung  up; 
for  the  Lord. God -had  not  caused  it  to  raio. 
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upon  the  earth,  and  there  was  not  a  man  to 
till  the  ground;  6  but  there  went  up  a  mist 
from  the  earth,  and  watered  the  whole  face  of 
the  ground.  7  Then  the  Lord  God  formed 
man  of  the  dust  of  the  ground,  and  breathed 
into  his  nostrils  the  breath  of  life;  and  man  be¬ 
came  a  living  soul.  8  And  the  Lord  God 
planted  a  garden  eastward,  in  Eden;  and  there 
He  put  the  man  whom  He  had  formed,  g  And 
out  of  the  ground  made  the  Lord  God  to  grow 
every  tree  that  is  pleasant  to  the  sight,  and 
good  for  food;  the  tree  of  life  also  in  the  midst 
of  the  garden,  and  the  tree  of  the  knowledge 
of  good  and  evil.  10  And  a  river  went  out  of 
Eden  to  water  the  garden;  and  from  thence:  it 
was  parted,  and  became  four  heads.  11  The 
name  of  the  first  is  Pishon;  tha t  is  it  which 
coinpasseth  the  whole  land  of  Havilah,  where 
there  is  gold;  12  and  the  gold  of  that  land  is 
good;  there  is  bdelliuni  and  the  onyx  stone. 
13  the  name  of  the  second  river  is  Gihon; 
the  same  is  it  that  coinpasseth  the  whole  land 
of  Cush.  14  And  the  name  of  .  the  third  river 
is  Tigris;  that  is  it  which  goeth  toward  the  east 
of  Asshur.  And  the  fourth  river  is  the  Eu¬ 
phrates.  15  And  the  Lord  God  took  the  man, 
s.hd  put  him  into  the  garden  of  Eden  to  dress 
it  and  to  keep  it.  16  And  the  Lord  God  com¬ 
manded  the  man,  saying:  *Of  every  tree  of  the 
garden  thou  mayest  freely  eat;  17  but  of  the 
tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  thou 
shalt  not  eat  of  it;  for  in  the  day  that  thou 
eaiest  thereof  thou  shalt  surely  die.’ 

18  And  the  Lord  God  said:  ‘It  is  not  good 
that  the  man  should  be  alone;  I  will  make  him 
a  help  meet  for  him.’  19  And  out  of  the 
ground  the  Lord  God  formed  every  beast  of  the 
lield,  and  every  fo^vl  of  the  air;  and  brought 
them  unto  the  man  to  see  what  he  would  call 
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them:  and  whatsoever  the  man  would  call 
every  living  creature,  that  was  to  be  the  name 
thereof.  20  And  the  man  gave  names  to  all 
cattle,  and  to  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and  to  every 
beast  of  the  field;  but  for  Adam  there  was  not 
found  a  help  meet  for  him.  21  And  the  Lord 
God  caused  a  deep  sleep  to  fall  upon  the  man, 
and  he  slept;  and  He  took  one  of  his  ribs,  and 
closed  up  the  place  with  flesh  instead  thereof. 
22  And  the  rib,  which  the  Lord  God  had  taken 
from  the  man,  made  He  a  woman,  and  brought 
her  unto  the  man.  23  And  the  man  said:  ‘This 
is  now  hope  of  my  bones,  and  flesh  of  my  flesh; 
she  shall  be  called  Woman,  because  she  was 
taken  out  of  ^^lan.’  24  Therefore  shall  a  man 

leave  his  father  and  his  mother,  and  shall 
cleave  unto  his  wife,  and  they  shall  be  one  flesh. 
25  And  they  were  both  naked,  the  man  and  his 
wife,  and  were  not  ashamed. 

3  Now  the  serpent  was  more  subtle  than  any 
beast  of  the  field  which  the  Lord  God  had 
made.  And  he  said  unto  the  woman;  ‘Yea,  hath 
God  said:  Ye  shall  not  eat  of  any  tree  of  the 
garden?’  2  And  the  woman  said  unto  the 
serpent:  ‘Of  the  fruit  of  the  trees  of  the  garden 
we  may  eat;  3  but  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree 
which  is  in  the  inidst  of  the  garden,  God  hath 
said:  Ye  shall  not  eat  of  it,  neither  shall  ye 
touch  it,  lest  ye  die.’  4  And  the  serpent  said 
unto  the  woman:  ‘Ye  shall  not  surely  die;  5  for 
God  doth  know  that  in  the  day  ye  eat  thereof, 
then  your  eyes  shall  be  opened,  and  ye  shall  be 
as  God,  knowing  good  and  evil.*  6  And  when 
the  woman  saw  that  the  tree  was  good  for  food, 
and  that  it  was  a  delight  to  the  eyes,  and  that 
the  tree  was  to  be  desired  to  make  one  wise, 
she  took  of  the  fruit  thereof,  and  did  eat;  and 
she  gave  also  unto  her  husband  with  her,  and 
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he  did  eat.  7  And  the  eyes  of  them  botli  were 
opened,  and  they  knew  that  they  were  naked; 
and  they  sewed  fig-leaves  together,  and  made 
themselves  girdles.  8  And  they  heard  the  voice 
of  the  Lord  God  walking  in  the  garden  toward 
the  cool  of  the  day;  and  the  man  and  his  wife 
hid  themselves  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord 
God  amongst  the  trees  of  the  garden,  g  And 
the  Lord  God  called  unto  the  man,  and  said 
unto  him:  ‘Where  art  thou?’  10  And  he  said: 

heard  Thy  voice  in  the  garden,  and  I  was 
afraid,  because  I  was  naked;  and  I  hid  myself.’ 

11  And  He  said:  ‘Who  told  thee  that  thou  wast 
naked?  Hast  thou  eaten  of  the  tjee,  whereof  I 
commanded  thee  that  thou  shouldest  not  eat?* 

12  And  the  man  said:  ‘The  woman  whom 
Thou  ga vest  to  be  with  me,  she  gave  me  of  the 
tree,  and  I  did  eat.’  13  And  the  Loan  God 
said  unto  the  woman:  ‘What  is  this  thou  hast 
done?’  And  the  woman  said:  ‘The  serpent  be¬ 
guiled  me,  and  I  did  eat.*  14  And  the  Lord 
God  said  unto  the  serpent:  ‘Because  thou  hast 
done  this,  cursed  art  thou  from  among  all 
cattle,  and  from  among  all  beasts  of  the  field; 
upon  thy  belly  shalt  thou  go,  and  dust  shalt 
thou  eat  all  the  days  of  thy  life.  15  And  I  will 
put  enmity  between  thee  and  the  womanj  and 
between  thy  seed  and  her  seed;  they  shall  bruise 
thy  head,  and  thou  shalt  bruise  their  heel.* 

16  Unto  the  woman  He  said:  ‘I  will  greatly 
multiply  thy  pain  and  thy  travail;  in  pain  thou 
shalt  bring  forth  children;  and  thy  desire  shall 
be  to  thy  husband,  and  he  shall  rule  over  thee.* 

17  And  unto  Adam  He  said:  ‘Because  thou 
hast  hearkened  unto  the  voice  of  thy  wife,  and 
hast  eaten  of  the  tree,  of  which  I  commanded 
thee,  saying:  Thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it;  cursed 
is  the  gi'ound  for  thy  sake;  in  toil  shalt  thou 
eat  of  it  all  the  days  of  thy  life.  18  Thorns 
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also  and  thistles  shall  it  bring  forth  to  thee:  and 
thou  shalt  eat  the  herb  of  the  field.  19  In  the 
sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat  bread,  till  thou 
return  unto  the  ground;  for  out  of  it  wast 
thou  taken;  for  dust  thou  art,  and  unto  dust 
shalt  thou  return.’  20  And  the  man  called  his 
wife’s  name  Eve;  because  she  was  the  mother 
of  all  living.  21  And  the  Lord  God  made  for 
Adam  and  for  his  wife  garments  of  skins,  and 
clothed  them. 

22  And  the  Lord  God  said:  /Behold,  the  man 
is  become  as  one  of  us,  to  know  good  and  evil; 
and  now,  lest  he  put  forth  his  hand,  and  take 
also  of  the  tree  of  life,  and  eat,  and  live  for 
ever.’  23  Therefore  the  Lord  God  sent  him 
forth  from  the  garden  of  Eden,  to  till  the 
ground  from  whence  he  was  taken.  24  So  He 
drove  out  the  man;  and  He  placed  at  the  east 
of  the  garden  of  Eden  the  cherubim,  and  the 
flaming  sword  which  turned  every  way,  to  keep 
the  way  to  the  tree  of  life. 


The  Call  of  Abraham 


“I  O  Now  the  Lord  said  unto  Abram;  ‘Get 
AdW  thee  out  of  thy  country,  and  from  thy 
kindred,  and  from  thy  father’s  house,  unto  the 
land  that  I  will  show  thee.  2  And  I  will  make 
of  thee  a  great  nation,  and  I  will  bless  thee, 
and  make  thy  name  great;  and  be  thou  a  bless¬ 
ing.  3  And  I  will  bless  them  that  bless  thee, 
and  him  that  curseth  thee  will  I  curse;  and  in 
thee  shall  all  the  families  of  the  earth  be 
blessed.*  4  So  Abram  went,  as  the  Lord  had 
spoken  unto  him;  and  Lot  went  with  him;  and 
Abram  was  seventy  and  five  years  old  when  he 
departed  out  of  Haran.  5  And  Abram  took 
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Sarai  his  wife*  and  Lot  his  brother’s  son,  and 
all  their  substance  that  they  had  gathered,  and 
the  souls  that  they  had  gotten  iii  Haran;  and 
they  went  forth  to  go  into  the  land  of  Canaan; 
and  into  the  land  of  Canaan  they  came.  6  And 
Abram  passed  through  the  land  unto  the  place 
of  Shechem,  unto  the  terebinth  of  Moreh.  And 
the  Canaanite  was  then  in  the  land.  7  And  the 
Lord  appeared  unto  Abram,  and  said:  ‘Unto 
thy  seed  will  I  give  this  land’;  and  he  builded 
there  an  altar  unto  the  Lord,  who  appeared 
unto  him.  8  And  he  removed  from  thence 
unto  the  mountain  on  the  east  of  Beth-el,  and 
pitched  his  tent,  having  Beth-el  bn  the  west, 
and  Ai  on  the  east;  and  he  builded  there  an 
altar  unto  the  Lord,  and  called  upon  the  name 
of  the  Lord.  9  And  Abrani  journeyed,  going 
on  still  toward  the  South. 


The  Promised  Land 


T  Q  And  Abram  went  up  out  of  Egypt,  he, 
JLO  and  his  wife,  and  all  that  he  had,  and 
Lot  with  him,  into  the  South.  2  And  Abram 
was  very  rich- in  cattle,  in  silver,  and  in  gold. 
5  And  he  went  on  his  journeys  from  the  South 
even  to  Beth-el,  unto  the  place  where  his  tent 
had  been  at  the  beginning,  between  Beth-el  and 
Ai;  4  unto  the  place  of  the  altar,  which  he  had 
made  there  at  the  first;  and  Abram  called  there 
on  the  name  of  the  Lord.  5  And  Lot  also,  who 
went  with  Abram,  had  flocks,  and  herds,  and 
tents.  6  And  the  land  was  not  able  to  bear 
them,  that  they  might  dwell  together;  for  their 
substance  was  great,  so  that  they  could  not  dwell 
together.  7  And  there  was  a  strife  between  the 
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herdmen  of  Abram’s  cattle  and  the  herdmen  of 
Lot’s  cattle.  And  the  Canaanite  and  the  Periz- 
zite  dwelt  then  in  the  land.  8  And  Abram  said 
unto  Lot:  ‘Let  there  be  no  strife,  I  pray  thee, 
between  me  and  thee,  and  between  my  herd- 
men  and  thy  herdmen;  for  we  are  brethren. 
9  Is  not  the  whole  land  before  thee?  separate 
thyself,  I  pray  thee,  from  me;  if  thou  wilt  take 
the  left  hand,  then  I  will  go  to  the  right;  or  if 
thou  take  the  right  hand,  then  I  will  go  to  the 
left.’  10  And  Lot  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  be¬ 
held  all  the  plain  of  the  Jordan,  that  it  was 
well  watered  every  where,  before  the  Lord  de¬ 
stroyed  Sodom  and  Gornorrah,  like  the  garden 
of-  the  Lord,  like  the  land  of  Egypt,  as  thou 
goest  unto  Zoar.  11  So  Lot  chose  him  all  the 
plain  of  the  Jordan;  and  Lot  journeyed  east; 
and  they  separated  themselves  the  one  from  the 
other.  12  Abram  dwelt  in  the  land  of  Canaan, 
and  Lot  dwelt  in  the  cities  of  the  Plain,  and 
moved  his  tent  -as  far  as  Sodom^  1 3  Now  the 
men  of  Sodom  were  wicked  and  sinners  against 
the  Lord  exceedingly.  14  And  the  Lord  said 
unto  Abram,  after  that  Lot  was-  separated  from 
him:  ‘Lift  up  now  thine  eyes,  and  look  from 
the  place  where  thou  art,  northward  and  south* 
ward  and  eastward  and  westward;  15  for  all  the 
land  which  thou  seest,  to  thee  will  I  give  it,  and 
to  thy  seed  for  ever.  16  And  I  will  make  thy 
seed  as  the  dust  of  the  earth;  so  that  if  a  man 
can  number  the  dust  of  the  earth,  then  shall 
thy  seed  also  be  numbered.  17  Arise,  walk 
through  the  land  in  the  length  of  it  and  in  the 
breadth  of  it;  for  unto  thee  will  I  give  it.' 
18  And  Abram  moved  his  tent,  and  came  and 
dwelt  by  the  terebinths  of  Mamre,  which  are 
in  Hebron,  and  built  there  an  altar  unto  the 
Lord. 
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Saving  Potve'r  of  Goodness  ; 

T  o  And  the  Lord  appeared  unto  him  by  the 
XO  terebinths  of  Mamre,  as  he  sat  in  the  tent 
door  in  the  heat  of  the  day;  2  and  he  lifted  up 
his  eyes  and  looked,  and,  lo,  three  men  stood 
over  against  him;  and  when  he  saw  them,  he 
ran  to  meet  them  from  the  tent  door,  and 
bowed  down  to  the  earth,  3  and  said:  ‘My  lord, 
if  now  I  have  found  favour  in  thy  sight,  pass 
not  away,  I  pray  thee,  from  thy  servant.  4  Let 
now  a  little  water  be  fetched,  and  wash  your 
feet,  and  recline  yourselves  ^  under  the  tree. 
5  And  I  wdll  fetch  a  rhorsel  of  bread,  and  stay 
ye  your  heart;  after  that  ye  shall  pass  on;  for¬ 
asmuch  as  ve  are  come  to  your  servant/  And 
they  said:  ‘So  do,  as  thou  hast  said/.  6  And 
Abraham  hastened  into  the  tent  unto  Sarah, 
and  said:  ‘Make  ready  quickly  three  measures 
of  fine  meal,  knead  it,  and  make  cakes.’  7  And 
Abmham  ran  unto  the  herd,  and  fetched  a  calf 
tender  and  good,  and  gave  it  unto  the  servant; 
and  he  hastened  to  dress  it.  8  And  he  took 
curd,  and  milk,  and  the  calf  w^hich  he  had 
dressed,  and  set  it  before  them;  and  he  stood  by 
them  under  the  tree,  and  they  did  eat.  9  And 
they  said  unto  him:  ‘Where  is  Sarah  thy  wdfe?’ 
And  he  said:  ‘Behold,  in  the  tent/  10  And  He 
said:  ‘I  will  certainly  return  unto  thee  when 
the  season  cometh  round;  and,  lo,  Sarah  thy 
wife  shall  have  a  son.*  And  Sarah  heard  in 
the  tent  door,  which  was  behind  him.— 11  Now 
Abraham  and  Sarah  were  old,  and  well  stricken 
in  age;  it  had  ceased  to  be  with  Sarah  after  the 
manner  of  women— 12  And  Sarah  laughed 
within  herself,  saying:  ‘After  I  am  waxed  old 
shall  I  have  pleasure,  my  lord  being  old  also?* 
13  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Abraham:  ‘Where- 
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fore  did  Sarah  laugh,  saying:  Shall  1  of  a  surety 
bear  a  child,  who  am  old?  14  Is  any  thing  too 
hard  for  the  Lord?  At  the  set  time  I  will  re¬ 
turn  unto  thee,  when  the  season  cometh  round, 
and  Sarah  shall  have  a  son.’  15  Then  Sarah 
denied,  saying:  T  laughed  not’;  for  she  was 
afraid.  And  He  said:  ‘Nay;  but  thou  didst 
laugh.* 

16  And  the  men  rose  up  from  thence,  and 
looked  out  toward  Sodom;  and  Abraham  went 
with  them  to  bring  them  on  the  way.  17  And 
the  Lord  said:  ‘Shall  I  hide  from  Abraham 
that  which  I  am  doing;  18  seeing  that  Abra¬ 
ham  shall  surely  become  a  great  and  mighty 
nation,  and  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  shall 
be  blessed  in  him?  19  For  I  have  known  him, 
to  the  end  that  he  may  command  his  children 
and  his  household  after  him,  that  they  may 
keep  the  way  of  the  Lord,  to  do  righteousness 
and  justice;  to  the  end  that  the  Lord  may 
bring  upon  Abraham  that  which  He  hath 
spoken  of  him.’  20  And  the  Lord  said:  ‘Verily, 
the  cry  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  is  great,  and, 
verily,  their  sin  is  exceeding  grievous.  21  I  will 
go  down  now,  and  see  whether  they  have  done 
altogether  according  to  the  cry  *of  it,  which 
is  come  unto  Me;  and  if  not,  I  will  know.* 
22  And  the  men  turned  from  thence,  and  went 
toward  Sodom;  but  Abraham  stood  yet  before 
the  Lord.  23  And  Abraham  drew  near,  and 
said:  ‘Wilt  Thou  indeed  sweep  away  the  right¬ 
eous  with  the  wicked?  24  Peradventure  there 
are  fifty  righteous  within  the  city;  wilt  Thou 
indeed  sweep  away  and  not  forgive  the  place 
for  the  fifty  righteous  that  are  therein?  25  That 
be  far  from  Thee  to  do  after  this  manner,  to 
slay  the  righteous  with  the  wicked,  that  so  the 
righteous  should  be  as  the  wicked;  that  be  far 
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from  Thee;  shall  not  the  Judge  of  all  the  earth 
do  justly?’  26  And  the  Lord  said: /If  I  find  in 
Sodom  fifty  righteous  within  the  city,  then  I 
will  forgive  all  the  place  for  their  sake.’  27  And 
Abraham  answered  and  said:  ‘Behold  now,  I 
have  taken  upon  me  to  speak  unto  the  Lord, 
who  am  but  dust  and  ashes.  28  Peradventure 
there  shall  lack  five  of  the  fifty  righteous;  wilt 
Thou  destroy  all  the  city  for  lack  of  five?* 
And  He  said:  ‘1  will  not  destroy  it,  if  I  find 
there  forty  and  five.’  29  And  he  spoke  unto 
Him  yet  again,  and  said:  ‘Peradventure  there 
shall  be  forty  found  there.’  And  He  said;  T 
will  not  do  it  for  the  forty’s  sake.’  30  And 
he  said:  ‘Oh,  let  not  the  Lord  be  angry,  and  I 
will  speak.  Peradventure  there  shall  thirty  be 
found  there.’  And  He  said:  ‘1  will  not  do  it, 
if  I  find  thirty  there.’  31  And  he  said:  ‘Behold 
now,  I  have  taken  upon  me  to  speak  unto  the 
Lord.  Peradventure  there  shall  be  twenty 
found  there.’  And  He  said:  ‘I  Avill  not  destroy 
it  for  the  twenty’s  sake.’  32  And  he  said:.  ‘Oh, 
let  not  the  Lord  be  angry,  and  I  will  speak  yet 
but  this  once.  Peradventure  ten  shall  be 
found  there.’  And  He  said:  ‘I  will  not  destroy 
it  for  the  ten’s  sake.’  33  And  the  Lord  went 
His  way,  as  soon  as  He  had  left  off  speaking'  to 
Abraham;  and  Abraham  returned  unto  his  place. 


Sarah  and  Hagar 

And  the  Lord  remembered  Sarah  as  He 
4UX  had  said,  and  the  Lord  did  unto  Sarah 
as  He  had  spoken.  2  And  Sarah  conceived, 
and  bore  Abraham  a  son  in  his  old  age,  at  the 
set  time  of  which  God  had  spoken  to  him. 
3  And  Abraham  called  the  name  of  Bis  son 
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that  was  born  unto  him,  whom  Sarah  bore  to 
him,  Isaac.  4  And  Abraham  circumcised  his 
son  Isaac  when  he  was  eight  days  old,  as  God 
had  commanded  him.  5  And  Abraham  was  a 
hundred  years  old,  when  his  son  Isaac  was  bom 
unto  him.  6  And  Sarah  said:  ‘God  hath  made 
laughter  for  me;  every  one  that  heareth  will 
laugh  on  account  of  me.'  7  And  she  said;  ‘Who 
would  have  said  unto  Abraham,  that  Sarah 
should  give  children  suck?  for  I  have  borne  him 
a  son  in  his  old  age.* 

8  And  the  child  grew,  and  was  weaned. 
And  Abraham  made  a  great  feast  on  the  day 
that  Isaac  was  weaned.  9  And  Sarah  saw  the 
son  of  Hagar  the  Egyptian,  whom  she  had  borne 
unto  Abraham,  making  sport.  10  Wherefore 
she  said  unto  Abraham:  ‘Cast  out  this  bond- 
woman  and  her  son;  for  the  son  of  this  bond- 
woman  shall  not  be  heir  with  my  son,  even 
with  Isaac.’  11  And  the  thing  was  very  grievous 
in  Abraham’s  sight  on  account  of  his  son. 
12  And  God  said  unto  Abraham:  ‘Let  it  not  be 
grievous  in  thy  sight  because  of  .  the  lad,  and 
because  of  thy  bondwoman;  in  all  that  Sarah 
saith  unto  thee,  hearken  unto  her  voice;  for  in 
Isaac  shall  seed  be  called  to  thee.  1 3  And  also 
of  the  son  of  the  bondwoman  will  I  make  a 
nation,  because  he  is  thy  seed.’  14  And  Abra¬ 
ham  arose  up  early  in  the  morning,  and  took 
bread  and  a  bottle  of  water,  and  gave  it  unto 
Hagar,  putting  it  on  her  shoulder,  and  the 
child,  and  sent  her  away;  and  she  departed, 
and  strayed  in  the  wilderness  of  Beer-sheba. 

15  And  the  water  in  the  bottle  was  spent,  and 
she  cast  the  child  under  one  of  the  shrubs. 

16  And  she  went,  and  sat  her  down  over  against 
him  a  good  way  off,  as  it  were  a  bowshot;  for 
she  said:  ‘Let  me  not  look  upon  the  death  of 
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the  child/  And  she  sat  over  against  him,  and 
lifted  up  her  voice,  and  wept.  17  And  God 
heard  the  voice  of  the  lad;  and  the  angel  of 
God  called  to  Hagar  out  of  heaven,  and  said 
unto  her:  ‘What  aileth  thee,  Hagar?  fear  not; 
for  God  hath  heard  the  voice  of  the  lad  where 
he  is.  18  Arise,  lift  up  the  lad,  and  hold  him 
fast  by  thy  hand;  for  I  wall  make  him  a  great 
nation.’  19  And  God  opened  her  eyes,  and  she 
saw  a  well  of  water;  and  she  went,  and  filled 
the  bottle  with  water,  and  gave  the  lad  drink.- 
20  And  God  was  with  the  lad,  and  he  grew; 
and  he  dwelt  in  the  wilderness,  and  became  an 
archer.  21  And  he  dwelt  in  the  wilderness  of 
Paran;  and  his  mother  took  him  a  wife  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt. 

22  And  it  came  to  pass  at  that  time,  that 
Abimelech  and  Phi  col  the  captain  of  his  Kost 
spoke  unto  Abraham,  saying:  ‘God  is  wdth  thee 
in  all  that  thou  doest.  23  Now  therefore  swear 
unto  me  here  by  God  that  thou  wilt  not  deal 
falsely  with  me,  nor  with  my  son,  nor  With  my 
son’s  son;  but  according  to  the  kindness  that  I 
have  done  unto,  thee,  thou  shalt  do  unto  me, 
and  to  the  land  wherein  thou  hast  sojourned.’ 
24  And  Abraham  said:  ‘I  wall  sw^ear.’  25  And 
Abraham  reproved  Abimelech  because  of  the 
ivell  of  water,  w^hich  Abimelech ’s  servants  had 
violently  taken  aw^ay.  26  And  Abimelech  said: 
‘I  know  not  who  hath  done  this  thing;  neither 
didst  thou  tell  me,  neither  yet  heard  I  of  it, 
but  to-day.’  27  And  Abraham  took  sheep  and 
oxen,  and  gave  them  unto  Abimelech;  and  they 
tw^o  made  a  covenant.  28  And  Abraham  set 
seven  ewe-lambs  of  the  flock  by  themselves. 
29  And  Abimelech  said  unto  Abraham:  ‘What 
mean  these  seven  ewe -la mbs  which  thou  hast 
set  by  themselves?’  30  And  he  said:  ‘Verily, 
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these  seven  ewe-lambs  shalt  thou  take  of  my 
hand,  that  it  may  be  a  witness  unto  me,  that  I 
have  digged  this  well/  31  Wherefore  that  place 
was  called  Beer-sheba;  because  there  they  swore 
both  of  them.  32  So  they  made  a  covenant  at 
Beer-sheba;  and  Abimelech  rose  up,  and  Phicoi 
the  captain  of  his  host,  and  they  returned  into 
the  land  of  the  Philistines.  33  And  Abraham 
planted  a  tamarisk-tree  in  Beer-sheba,  and 
called  there  on  the  name  of  the  Lord,  the  Ever¬ 
lasting  God.

20  And  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things, 
that  it  was  told  Abraham,  saying:  ‘Behold, 
Milcah,  she  also  hath  borne  children  unto  thy 
brother  Nahor:  21  Uz  his  first-born,  and  Buz  his 
brother,  and  Kemuel  the  father  of  Aram;  22  and 
Chesed,  and  Hazo,  and  Pildash,  and  Jidlaph, 
and  Bethuel/  23  And  Bethuel  begot  Rebekah; 
these  eight  did  Milcah  bear  to  Nahor,  Abra¬ 
ham’s  brother.  24  And  his,  concubine,  whose 
name  was  Reumah,  she  also  bore  Tebah,  and 
Gaham,  and  Tahash,  and  Maacah.

57  And  they  said:  ‘We  will  call  the  damsel,  and 
inquire  at  her  mouth,’  58  And  they  called  Re- 
bekah,  and  said  unto  her:  ‘Wilt  thou  go  with 
this  man?’  And  she  said:  ‘I  will  go.’  59  And 
they  sent  away  Rebekah  their  sister,  and  her 
nurse,  and  Abraham’s  servant,  and  his  men. 
60  And  they  blessed  Rebekah,  and  said  unto 
her :  ‘  Our  sister,  be  thou  the  inother  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  ten  thousands,  and  let  thy  seed  possess ; 
the  gate  of  those  that  hate  them.’  61  And  Re¬ 
bekah  arose,  and  her  damsels,  and  they  rode 
upon  the  camels,  and  followed  the  man.  And 
the  servant  took  Rebekah,  and  went  his  way* 

62  And  Isaac  came  from  the  way  of  Beer-lahai- 
roi;  for  he  dwelt  in  the  land  of  the  South. 

63  And  Isaac  went  out  to  meditate  in  the  field 
at  the  eventide;  and  he  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and 
saw,  and,  behold,  there  were  camels  coming. 

64  And  Rebekah  lifted  up  her  eyes,  and  when 
she  saw  Isaac,  she  alighted  from  the  camel. 

65  And  she  said  unto  the  servant:  ‘What  man 
is  this  that  walketh  in  the  field  to  meet  us?’ 
And  the  servant  said:  'It  is  my  master.;  And  she  - 
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took  her  veil,  and  covered  herself.  66  And  the 
servant  told  Isaac  all  the  things  that  he  had 
done.  67  And  Isaac  brought  her  into  his 
mother  Sarah’s  tent,  and  took  Rebekah,  and  she 
became  his  wife;  and  he  loved  her.  And  Isaac 
was  comforted  for  his  mother. 


Joseph  and  His  Brethren 

qQ  And  Joseph  was  brought  down  to  Egypt; 
ijy  and  Potiphar,  an  officer  of  Pharaoh’s,  the 
captain  of  the  guard,  an  Egyptian,  bought  him 
of  the  hand  of  the  Ishmaelites,  that  had  brought 
him  down  thither.  2  And  the  Lord  was  with 
Joseph,  and  he  was  a  prosperous  man;  and  he 
\\ras  in  the  house  of  his  master  the  Egyptian. 
3  And  his  master  saw  that  the  Lord  was  with 
him,  and  that  the  Lord  made  all  that  he  did 
to  prosper  in  his  hand.  4  And  Joseph  found 
favour  in  his,  sight,  and  he  ministered  unto  him. 
And  he  appointed  him  overseer  over  his  house, 
and  all  that  he  had  he  put  into  his  hand. 
5  And  it  came  to  pass  from  the  time  that  he 
appointed  him  overseer  in  his  house,  and  over 
all  that  he  had,  that  the  Lord  blessed  the 
Egyptian’s  house  for  Joseph’s  sake;  and  the 
blessing  of  the  Lord  was  upon  all  that  he  had, 
in  the  house  and  in  the  field.  6  And  he  left 
all  that  he  had  in  Joseph’s  hand;  and,  having 
him,  he  knew  not  aught  save  the  bread  which 
he  did  eat.  And  Joseph  was  of  beautiful  form, 
and  fair  to  look  upon. 

7  And  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things,  that 
his  master's  wife  cast  her  eyes  upon  Joseph; 
and  she  said:  ‘Lie  with  me.'  8  But  he  refused, 
and  said  unto  his  master’s  wife:  ‘Behold,  my 
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master,  having  me,  kfioweth  not  what  is  in  the 
house,  and  he  hath  put  all  that  he  hath  into 
my  hand;  9  he  is  not  greater  in  this  house  than 
I;  neither  hath  he  kept  back  any  thing  from  me 
but  thee,  because  thou  art  his  wife.  How  then 
can  I  do  this  great  wickedness,  and  sin  against 
God?’  10  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  she  spoke 
to  Joseph  day  by  day,  that  he  hearkened  not 
unto  her,  to  lie  by^  her,  or  to  be  with  her. 
11  And  it  came  to  pass  on  a  certain  day,  when 
he  went  into  the  house  to  do  his  work,  and 
there  was  none  of  the  men  of  the  house  there 
within,  12  that  she  caught  him  by  his  garment, 
saying:  ‘Lie  with  me.’  And  he  left  his  garment 
in  her  hand,  and  fled,  and  got  him  out.  13  And 
it  came  to  pass,  when  she  saw  that  he  had 
left  his  garment  in  her  hand,  and  wais  fled 
forth,  14  that  she  called  unto  the  men  of  her 
house,  and  spoke  unto  them,  saying:  ‘See,  he 
hath  brought  in  a  Hebrew  unto  us  to  mock  us; 
he  came  in  unto  me  to  lie  with  me,  and  I 
cried  with  a  loud  voice.  15  And  it  came  to 
pass,  when  he  heard  that  I  lifted  up  my  voice 
and  cried,  that  he  left  his  garment  by  me,  and 
fled,  and  got  him  out.’  16  And  she  laid  up  his 
garment  by  her,  until  his  master  came  home. 
17  And  she  spoke  unto  ,  him  according  to  these 
words,  saying:  ‘The  Hebrew  servant,  whotn  thou 
hast  brought  unto  us,  came  in  unto  me  to 
mock  me.  18  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  I  lifted 
»  up  my  voice  and  cried,  that  he  left  bis  garment 
by  me,  and  fled  out.’  ig  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  his  master  heard  the  Words  of  his  wife, 
which  she  spoke  unto  him,  saying:  ‘After  this 
manner  did  thy  servant  to  me’;  that  his  wrath 
was  kindled.  20  And  Joseph’s  master  took  him, 
and  put  him  into  the  prison,  the  place  where 
the  king’s  prisoners  were  bound;  and  he  was 
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there  in  the  prison.  21  But  the  Lord  was  with 
Joseph,  and  showed  kindness  unto  him,  and 
gave  him  favour  in  the  sight  of  the  keeper  of 
the  prison.  22  And  the  keeper  of  the  prison 
committed  to  Joseph’s  hand  all  the  prisoners 
that  were  in  the  prison;  and  whatsoever  they 
did* there,  he  was  the  doer  of  it.  23  The  keeper 
of  the  prison  looked  not  to  any  thing  that 
was  under  his  hand,  because  the  Lord  was  with 
him;  and  that  which  he  did,  the  Lord  made  it 
to  prosper. 

A  ^  And  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things, 
that  the  butler  of  the  king  of  Egypt  and 
his  baker  offended  their  lord  the  king  of  Egypt. 
2  And  Pharaoh  was  wroth  against  his  two  offi¬ 
cers,  against  the  chief  of  the  butlers,  and  against 
the  chief  of  the  bakers.  3  And  he  put  them 
in  ward  in  the  house  of  the  captain  of  the 
guard,  into  the  prison,  the  place  where  Joseph 
was  bound.  4  And  the  captain  of  the  guard 
charged  Joseph  to  be  with  them,  and  he  min¬ 
istered  unto  them;  and  they  continued  a  season 
in  ward.  5  And  they  dreamed  a  dream  both 
of  them,  each  man  his  dream,  in  one  night,  each 
man  according  to  the  interpretation  of  his 
dream,  the  butler  and  the  baker  of  the  king 
of  Egypt,  who  were  bound  in  the  prison. 

6  And  Joseph  came  in  unto  them  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  and  saw  them,  and,  behold,  they  were  sad. 

7  And  he  asked  Pharaoh’s  officers  that  were 
with  him  in  the  ward  of  his  master’s  house, 
saying:  ‘Wherefore  look  ye  so  sad  to-day?' 

8  And  they  said  unto  him:  ‘We  have  dreamed 
a  dream,  and  there  is  none  that  can  interpret 
it.’  And  Joseph  said  unto  them:  ‘Do  not  in¬ 
terpretations  ,belong  to  God?  tell  it  me,  I  pray 
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you/  9  And  the  chief  butler  told  his  dream 
to  Joseph,  and  said  to  him:  ‘In  my  dream,  be¬ 
hold,  a  vine  was  before  me;  lo  and  in  the  vine 
were  three  branches;  and  as  it  was  budding,  its 
blossoms  shot  forth,  and  the  clusters  thereof 
brought  forth  ripe  grapes;  ii  and  Pharaoh’s 
cup  was  in  my  hand;  and  I  took  the  grapes, 
and  pressed  them  into  Pharaoh’s  cup,  and  I 
gave  the  cup  into  Pharaoh’s  hand.’  12  And 
Joseph  said  unto  him:  ‘This  is  the  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  it:  the  three  branches  are  three  days; 
13  within  yet  three  days  shall  Pharaoh  lift  up 
thy  head,  and  restore  thee  unto  thine  office; 
and  thou  shalt  give  Pharaoh’s  cup  into  his 
hand,  after  the  former  manner  when  thou  wast 
his  butler.  14  But  have  me  in  thy  remem¬ 
brance  when  it  shall  be  well  with  thee,  and 
show  kindness,  I  pray  thee,  unto  me,  and  make 
mention  of  me  unto  Pharaoh,  and  bring  me  out 
of  this  house.  15  For  indeed  I  was  stolen  away, 
out  of  the  land  of  the  Hebrews;  and  here  also 
have  I  done  nothing  that  they  should  put  me 
into  the  dungeon.’  16  When  the  chief  baker 
saw  that  the  interpretation  was  good,  he  said 
unto  Joseph:  ‘I  also  saw  in  my  dream,  and,  be¬ 
hold,  three  baskets  of  white  bread  were  on  my 
head;  17  and  in  the  uppermost  basket  , there 
was  of  ail  manner  of  baked  food  for  Pharaoh; 
and  the  birds  did  eat  them  out  of  the  basket 
upon  my  head.’  18  And  Joseph  answered  and 
said:  ‘This  is  the  interpretation  thereof:  the 
three  baskets  are  three  days;  19  within  yet  three 
days  shall  Pharaoh  lift  up  thy  head  from  off 
thee,  and  shall  hang  thee  on  a  tree;  and  the 
birds  Siiall  eat  thy  flesh  from  off  thee.’  20  And  it 
came  to  pass  the  third  day,  which  was  Pharaoh’s 
birthday,  that  he  made  a  ieast  rnnto  all  his/ 
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servants;  and  he  lifted  up  the  head  of  the  chief 
butler  and  the  head  of  the  chief  baker  among 
his  servants.  21  And  he  restored  the  chief 
butler  back  unto  his  butlership;  and  he  gave 
the  cup  into  Pharaoh’s  hand.  22  But  he 
hanged  the  chief  baker,  as  Joseph  had  inter¬ 
preted  to  them.  23  Yet  did  not  the  chief  butler 
remember  Joseph,  but  forgot  him. 

A  “I  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  two 
full  years,  that  Pharaoh  dreamed:  and, 
behold,  he  stood  by  the  river.  2  And,  behold, 
there  came  up  out  of  the  river  seven  kine,  well- 
favoured  and  fat-fleshed;  and  they  fed  in  the 
reed-grass.  3  And,  behold,  seven  other  kine 
came  up  after  them  out  of  the  river,  ill-favoured 
and  lean-fleshed;  and  stood  by  the  other  kine 
upon  the  brink  of  the  river.  4  And  the  ill- 
favoured  and  lean-fleshed  kine  did  eat  up  the 
seven  well-favoured  and  fat  kine.  So  Pharaoh 
awoke.  5  And  he  slept  and  dreamed  a  second 
time;  and,  behold,  seven  ears  of  corn  came  up 
upon  one  stalk,  rank  and  good.  6  And,  behold, 
seven  ears,  thin  and  blasted  with  the  east  wind, 
sprung  up  after  them.  7  And  the  thin  ears 
swallowed  up  the  seven  rank  and  full  ears.  And 
Pharaoh  awoke,  and,  behold,  it  was  a  dream. 
8  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  morning  that  his 
spirit  was  troubled,  and  he  sent  and  called  for 
all  the  magicians  of  Egypt,  and  all  the  wise 
men  thereof;  and  Pharaoh  told  them  his  dream; 
but  there  was  none  that  could  interpret  them 
unto  Pharaoh.  9  Then  spoke  the  chief  butler 
unto  Pharaoh,  saying:  ‘I  make  mention  of  my 
faults  this  day:  10  Pharaoh  was  wroth  with  his 
servants,  and  put  me  in  the  ward  of  the  house 
of  the  captain  of  the  guard,  me  and  the  chief 
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baker,  ii  And  we  dreamed  a  dream  in  one 
night,  I  and  he;  we  dreamed  each  man  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  interpretation  of  his  dream.  12  And 
there  was  with  us  there  a  young  man,  a  He¬ 
brew,  servant  to  the  captain  of  the  guard;  and 
we  told  him,  and  he  interpreted  to  us  our 
dreams;  to  each  man  according  to  his  dream 
he  did  interpret.  13  And  it  came  to  pass,  as 
he  interpreted  to  us,  so  it  v/as:  I  was  restored 
unto  mine  office,  and  he  was  hanged.’  14  Then 
Pharaoh  sent  and  called  Joseph,  and  they 
brought  him  hastily  out  of  the  dungeon.  And 
he  shaved  himself,  and  changed  his  raiment, 
and  came  in  unto  Pharaoh.  15  And  Pharaoh 
said  unto  Joseph:  ‘I  have  dreamed  a  dream,  and 
there  is  none  that  can  interpret  it;  and  I  have 
heard  say  of  thee,  that  when  thou  hearest  a 
dream  thou  canst  interpret  it.*  16  And  Joteph 
answered  Pharaoh,  saying:  ‘It  is  not  in  me;  God 
will  give  Pharaoh  an  answer  of  peace.*  17  And 
Pharaoh  spoke  unto  Joseph:  ‘In  my  dream, 
behold,  I  stood  upon  the  brink  of  the  river. 
18  And,  behold,  there  came  up  out  of  the 
river  seven  kine,  fat-fieshed  and  well-favoured; 
and  they  fed  in  the  reed*grass.  19  And,  be¬ 
hold,  seven  other  kine  came  up  after  them, 
poor  and  very  ill-favoured  and  lean-fleshed, 
such  as  I  never  saw  in  all  the  land  of  Egypt  for 
badness.  20  And  the  lean  and  ill-favoured  kine 
did  eat  up  the  first  seven  fat  kine.  21  And 
when  they  had  eaten  them  up,  it  could  not  be 
known  that  they  had  eaten  them;  but  they  were 
still  ill-favoured  as  at  the  beginning.  So  I 
awoke.  22  And  I  saw  in  my  dream,  and,  be¬ 
hold,  seven  ears  came  up  upon  one  stalk,  full 
and  good.  23  And,  behold,  seven  ears,  withered, 
thin,  and  blasted  with  the  east  wind,  sprung 
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up  after  them.  24  And  the  thin  ears  swallowed 
up  the  seven  good  ears.  And  1  told  it  unto 
the  magicians;  but  there  was  none  that  could 
declare  it  to  me.’  25  And  Joseph  said  unto 
Pharaoh:  ‘The  dream  of  Pharaoh  is  one;  what 
(Jod  is  about  to  do  He  hath  declared  unto  Pha¬ 
raoh.  26  The  seven  good  kine  are  seven  years; 
and  the  seven  good  ears  are  seven  years:  the 
dream  is  one.  27  And  the  seven  lean  and  ill- 
favoured  kine  that  came  up  after  them  are  seven 
years,  and  also  the  seven  empty  ears  blasted 
with  the  east  wind;  they  shall  be  seven  years 
of  famine.  28  That  is  the  thing  which  I  spoke 
uiuo  Pharaoh:  what  God  is  about  to  do  He 
hath  shown  unto  Pharaoh.  29  Behold,  there 
come  seven  years  of  great  plenty  throughout  all 
the  land  of  Egypt.  30  And  there  shall  arise 
after  them  seven  years  of  famine;  and  all  the 
plenty  shall  be  forgotten  in  the  land  of  Egypt; 
and  the  famine  shall  consume  the  land;  31  and 
the  plenty  shall  not  be  known  in  the  land  by 
reason  of  that  famine  which  followeth;  for  it 
shall  be  very  grievous.  32  And  for  that  the 
dream  was  doubled  unto  Pharaoh  twice,  it  is 
because  the  thing  is  established  by  God,  and 
God  will  shortly  bring  it  to  pass.  33  Now 
therefore  let  Pharaoh  look  out  a  man  discreet 
and  wise,  and  set  him  over  the  land  of  Eg)'pt. 
34  Let  Phamoh  do  this,  and  let  him  appoint 
overseers  over  the  land,  and  take  up  the  fifth 
part  of  the  land  of  Egypt  in  the  seven  years  of 
plenty.  35  And  let  them  gather  all  the  food 
of  these  good  years  that  come,  and  lay  up  corn 
under  the  hand  of  Pharaoh  for  food  in  the 
cities,  and  let  them  keep  it.  36  And  the  food 
shall  be  for  a  store  to  the  land  against  the 
seven  years  of  famine,  which  shall  be  in  the 
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land  of  Egypt;  that  the  land  perish  not  through 
the  famine/  37  And  the  thing  was  good  in  the 
eyes  of  Pharaoh,  and  in  the  eyes  of  all  his 
servants.  38  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  his  serv¬ 
ants:  ‘Can  we  find  such  a  one  as  this,  a  man 
in  whom  the  spirit  of  God  is?*  39  And  Pha¬ 
raoh  said  unto  Joseph:  ‘Forasmuch  as  God  hath 
shown  thee  all  this,  there  is  none  so  discreet 
and  wise  as  thou.  40  Thou  shalt  be  over  my 
house,  and  according  unto  thy  word  shall  all 
my  people  be  ruled;  only  in  the  throne  will  I 
be  greater  than  thou/  41  And  Pharaoh  said 
unto  Joseph:  ‘See,  I  have  set  thee  over  all  the 
land  of  Egypt.*  42  And  Pharaoh  took  off  his 
signet  ring  from  his  hand,  and  put  it  upon 
Joseph’s  hand,  and  arrayed  him  in  vestures  of 
fine  linen,  and  put  a  gold  chain  about  his  neck. 
43  And  he  made  him  to  ride  in  the  second 
chariot  which  he  had;  and  they  cried  before 
him:  ‘Abrech’;  and  he  set  him  over  all  the  land 
of  Egypt.  44  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  Joseph: 
‘I  am  Pharaoh,  and  without  thee  shall  no  man 
lift  up  his  hand  or  his  foot  in  all  the  land  of 
Egypt.*  45  And,  Pharaoh  called  Joseph’s  name 
Zaphenath-paneah;  and  he  gave  him  to  wife 
Asenath  the  daughter  of  Poti-phera  priest  of  On/ 
And  Joseph  went  out  over  the  land  of  Egypt.— 

46  And  Joseph  was  thirty  years  old  when  he 
stood  before  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt.— And  Jo¬ 
seph  went  out  from  the  presence  of  Pharaoh, 
and  went  throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt. 

47  And  in  the  seven  years  of  plenty  the  earth 
brought  forth  in  heaps,  48  And  he  gathered 
up  all  the  food  of  the  seven  years  which  were 
in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  laid  up  the  food 
in  the  cities;  the  food  of  the  field,  which  was 
round  about  every  city,  laid  he  up  in  the  s^me. 
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49  And  Joseph  laid  up  corn  as  the  sand  of  the 
sea,  very  much,  until  they  left  off  numbering; 
for  it  was  without  number.  50  And  unto  Jo¬ 
seph  were  born  two  sons  before  the  year  of 
famine  came,  whom  Asenath  the  daughter  of 
Poti-phera  priest  of  On  bore  unto  him.  51  And 
Joseph  called  the  name  of  the  first-born 
Manasseh:  ‘for  God  hath  made  me  forget  all 
my  toil,  and  all  my  father’s  house.’  52  And  the 
name  of  the  second  called  he  Ephraim:  ‘for 
God  hath  made  me  fruitful  in  the  land  of  my 
affliction.*  53  And  the  seven  years  of  plenty, 
that  was  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  came  to  an  end. 
54  And  the  seven  years  of  famine  began  to 
come,  according  as  Joseph  had  said;  and  there 
was  famine  in  all  lands;  but  in  all  the  land  of 
Egypt  there  was  bread.  55  And  when  all  the 
land  of  Egypt  was  famished,  the  people  cried 
to  Pharaoh  for  bread;  and  Pharaoh  said  unto 
all  the  Egyptians:  ‘Go  unto  Joseph;  what  he 
saith  to  you,  do.*  56  And  the  famine  was  over 
all  the  face  of  the  earth;  and  Joseph  opened 
all  the  storehouses,  and  sold  unto  the  Egyptians; 
and  the  famine  was  sore  in  the  land  of  Egypt. 
57  And  all  countries  came  into  Egypt  to  Joseph 
to  buy  corn;  because  the  famine  was  sore  in 
all  the  earth. 

A  cy  Now  Jacob  saw  that  there  was  corn  in 
Egypt,  and  Jacob  said  unto  his  sons: 
‘Why  do  ye  look  one  upon  another?*  2  And 
he  said:  ‘Behold,  I  have  heard  that  there  is 
corn  in  Egypt.  Get  you  down  thither,  and  buy 
for  us  from  thence;  that  we  may  live,  and  not 
die.*  3  And  Joseph’s  ten  brethren  went  down 
to  buy  corn  from  Egypt.  4  But  Benjamin,  Jo¬ 
seph’s  brother,  Jacob  sent  not  with  his  breth- 
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ren;  for  he  said:  ‘Lest  peradvehture  harm  befall 
him.’  5  And  the  sons  of  Israel  came  to  buy 
among  those  that  came;  for  the  famine  was  in 
the  land  of  Canaan.  6  And  Joseph  was  the 
governor  over  the  land;  he  it  was  that  sold  to 
all  the  people  of  the  land.  And  Joseph’s  breth¬ 
ren  came,  and  bowed  down  to  him  with  their 
faces  to  the  earth.  7  And  Joseph  saw  his 
brethren,  and  he  knew  them,  but  made  himself 
strange  unto  them,  and  spoke  roughly  with 
them;  and  he  said  unto  them:  ‘Whence  come 
ye?’  And  they  said:  ‘From  the  land  of  Canaan 
to  buy  food.’  8  And  Joseph  knew  his  brethren, 
but  they  knew  not  him.  9  And  Joseph  remem¬ 
bered  the  dreams  which  he  dreamed  of  them, 
and  said  unto  them:  ‘Ye  are  spies;  to  see  the 
nakedness  of  the  land  ye  are  come.’  10  And 
they  said  unto  him:  ‘Nay,  my  lord,  but  to  buy 
food  are  thy  servants  come,  li  We  are  all  one 
man’s  sons;  we  are  upright  men,  thy  servants 
are  no  spies.’  12  And  he  said  unto  them:  ‘Nay, 
but  to  see  the  nakedness  of  the  land  ye  are 
come.’  13  And  they  said:  ‘We  thy  servants 
are  twelve  brethren,  the  sons  of  One  man  in 
the  land  of  Canaan;  and,  behold,  the  youngest 
is  this  day  with  our  father,  and  one  is  not.' 

14  And  Joseph  said  unto  them:  ‘That  is  it  that 
I  spoke  unto  you,  saying:  Ye  are  spies. 

15  Hereby  ye  shall  be  proved:  as  Pharaoh  liveth, 
ye  shall  not  go  forth  hence,  except  your  young¬ 
est  brother  come  hither.  16  Send  one  of  you, 
and  let  him  fetch  your  brother,  and  ye  shall  be 
bound,  that  Vour  words  may  be  proved,  whether 
there  be  truth  in  you;  or  else,  as  Pharaoh  liveth, 
surely  ye  are  spies.’  17  And  he  put  them  all 
together  into  ward  three  days.  18  And  Joseph 
said  unto  them  the  third  day:  ‘This  do,  and 
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live;  for  I  fear  God:  19  if  ye  be  upright  men, 
let  one  of  your  brethren  be  bound  in  your 
prison-house;  but  go  ye,  carry  corn  tor  the 
famine  of  your  houses;  20  and  bring  your 
youngest  brother  unto  me;  so  shall  your  words 
be  verified,  and  ye  shall  not  die.’  And  they  did 
so.  21  And  they  said  one  to  another:  ‘We  are 
verily  guilty  concerning  our  brother,  in  that 
we  saw  the  distress  of  his  soul,  when  he  be¬ 
sought  us,  and  we  would  not  hear;  therefore 
is  this  distress  come  upon  us.’  22  And  Reuben 
answered  them,  saying:  ^Spoke  I  not  unto  you, 
saying:  Do  not  sin  against  the  child;  and  ye 
would  not  hear?  therefore  also,  behold,  his 
blood  is  required.’  23  And  they  knew  not  that 
Joseph  understood  them;  for  the  interpreter 
was  between  them.  24  And  he  turned  himself 
about  from  them,  and  wept;  and  he  returned 
to  them,  and  spoke  to  them,  and  took  Simeon 
from  among  them,  and  bound  him  before  their 
eyes.  25  Then  Joseph  commanded  to  fill  their 
vessels  with  coni/,  and  to  restore  every  man’s 
money  into  his  sack,  and  to  give  them  provision 
for  the  way;  and  thus  was  it  done  unto  them. 
26  And  they  laded  their  asses  with  their  corn, 
and  departed  thence.  27  And  as  one  of  them 
opened  his  sack  to  give  his  ass  provender  in 
the  lodging-place,  he  espied  his  money;  and, 
behold,  it  was  in  the  mouth  of  his  sack.  28  And 
he  said  unto  his  brethren:  ‘My  money  is  re¬ 
stored;  and,  lo,  it  is  even  in  ray  sack.’  And 
their  heart  failed  them,  and  they  turned  trem- 
Ifiing  orie  to  another,  saying:  ‘What  is  this  that 
God  hath  done  unto  us?’  29  And  they  came 
unto  Jacob  their  father  unto  the  land  of  Canaan, 
and  told  him  all  that  had  befallen  them,  say¬ 
ing:  30  ‘The  nian,  the  lord  of  the  land,  spoke 
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roughly  with  us,  and  took  us  for  spies  of  the 
country.  31  And  we  said  unto  him:  We  are 
upright  men;  we  are  no  spies.  32  We  are  twelve 
brethren,  sons  of  our  father;  one  is  not,  and 
the  youngest  is  this  day  with  our  father  in  the 
land  of  Canaan.  And  the  man,  the  lord 
of  the  land,  said  unto  us:  Hereby  shall  I  know 
that  ye  are  upright  men:  leave  one  of  your 
brethren  with  me,  and  take  corn  for  the  famine 
of  your  houses,  and  go  your  way.  34  And  bring 
your  youngest  brother  unto  me;  then  shall  I 
know  that  ye  are  no  spies,  but  that  ye  are 
upright  men;  so  will  I  deliver  you  your  brother,- 
and  ye  shall  traffic  in  the  land.*  35  And  it- 
came  to  pass  as  they  eniptied  their  sacks,  that, 
behold,  every  man*s  bundle  of  money  was  in 
his  sack;  and  when  they  and  their  father  saw 
their  bundles  of  money,  they  were  afraid. 

36  And  Jacob  their  father  said  unto  them:  ‘Me 
have  ye  bereaved  of  my  children:  Joseph  is  not, 
and  Simeon  is  not,  and  ye  will  take  Benjamin 
away;  upon  me  are  all  these  things  ^me.’ 

37  And  Reuben  spoke  unto  his  father,  saying: 
‘Thou  shalt  slay  my  two  sons^  if  I  bring  him 
not  to  thee;  deliver  him  into  my  hand,  and  I 
will  bring  him  back  to  thee.*  38  And  he  said: 
‘My  son  shall  not  go  down  with  you;  for  his 
brother  is  dead,  and  he  only  is  left;  if  harm 
befall  him  by  the  way  in  which  ye  go,  then  Will 
ye  bring  down  iny  gray  hairs  with  sorrow  to 
the  grave.* 
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And  the  famine  was  sore  in  the  land. 
2  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  they  had 
eaten  up  the  corn  which  they  had  brought  out 
of  Tgypt,  that  their  father  said  Unto  them: 
‘Go  again,  buy  us  a  little  food.*  3  And  Judah 
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spoke  unto  him,  saying:  “The  man  did  earnestly 
forewarn  us,  saying:  Ye  shall  not  see  my  face, 
except  your  brother  be  with  you.  4  If  thou 
wilt  send  our  brother  with  us,  we  will  go  down 
and  buy  thee  food;  5  but  if  thou  wilt  not  send 
him,  we  will  not  go  down,  for  the  man  said 
unto  us:  Ye  shall  not  see  my  face,  except  your 
brother  be  with  you.'  6  And  Israel  said: 
‘Wherefore  dealt  ye  so  ill  with  me,  as  to  tell 
the  man  whether  ye  had  yet  a  brother?’  7  And 
they  said:  ‘The  man  asked  straitly  concerning 
ourselves,  and  concerning  our  kindred,  saying: 
Is  your  father  yet  alive?  have  ye  another 
brother?  and  we  told  him  according  to  the  tenor 
of  these  words;  could  we  in  any  wise  know  that 
he  would  say:  Bring  your  brother  down?* 
8  And  Judah  said  unto  Israel  his  father:  ‘Send 
the  lad  with  me,  and  we  will  arise  and  go,  that 
we  may  live,  and  not  die,  both  we,  and  thou, 
and  also  our  little  ones.  9  I  will  be  surety  for 
him;  of  my- hand  shalt  thou  require  him;  if 
I  bring  him  not  unto  thee,  and  set  him  before 
thee,  then  let  me  bear  the  blame  for  ever. 
10  For  except  we  had  lingered,  surely  we  had 
now  returned  a  second  time.’  11  And  their 
father  Israel  said  unto  them:  ‘If  it  be  so  now, 
do  this:  take  of  the  choice  fruits  of  the  land 
in  your  vessels,  and  carry  down  the  man  a 
present,  a  httle  balm,  and  a  little  honey,  spicery 
and  ladanum,  nuts,  and  almonds;  12  and  take 
double  money  in  your  hand;  and  the  money 
that  was  returned  in  the  mouth  of  your  sacks 
carry  back  in  your  hand;  peradventure  it  was 
an  oversight;  13  take  also  your  brother,  and 
arise,  go  again  unto  the  man;  14  and  God 
Almighty  give  you  mercy  before  the  man,  that 
he  may  release  unto  you  your  other  brother 
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and  Benjamin.  And  as  for  'me,  if  I  be  be» 
leaved  of  my  children,  I  am  bereaved/ 

15  And  the  men  took  that  present,  and  they 
took  double  money  in  their  hand,  and  Ben¬ 
jamin;  and  rose  up,  and  went  down  to  Eg)pt, 
and  stood  before  Joseph,  id  And  when  Joseph 
saw  Benjamin  with  them,  he  said  to  the  stew¬ 
ard  of  his  house:  ‘Bring  the  men  into  the 
house,  and  kill  the  beasts,  and  prepare  the 
meat;  for  the  men  shall  dine  with  me  at  noon.’ 

17  And  the  man  did  as  Joseph  bade;  and  the 
man  brought '  the  men  into  Joseph’s  house. 

18  And  the  men  were  afraid,  becaxise  -they 
were  brought  into  Joseph’s  house;  and  they 
said:  .  ‘Because  of  the  money  that  was  returned 
in  our  sacks  at  the  first  time  are  we  brought 
in;  that  he  may  seek  occasion:  against  us,  and 
fall  upon  us,  and  take  us  for  bondmen,  and  our 
asses.’  ig  And  they  came  near  to  the  steward 
of  Joseph’s  houses  and  they  spoke  unto  him 
at  the  door  of  the.  house,  20  and  said*:  iOh  my 
lord,  we  came  indeed  down  at  the  first  time  to 
buy  food.  21  And  lit  came  to  pass,  when  we 
came  to  the  lodging-place,  that  we  opened  our 
sacks,  and,  behold,  every  man’s  money  was  in 
the  mouth  of  his  sack,  our  money  in  full  weight; 
and  we  have  brought  it  back  in  our  hand. 
22  And  Other  money  have  we  brought  down  in 
our  hand  to  buy  food.  We  know  not  who  put 
our  money  in  our  sacks.’  23  And  he  said: 
‘Peace  be  to  you,  fear  not;  your  God,  and  the 
God  of  your  father,  hath  given  you  treasure 
in  your  sacks;  I  had  your  money.’  And  he 
brought  Simeon  out  unto  them.  24  And  the 
man  brought  the  men  into  Joseph’s  house,  and 
gave  them  water,- and  they  washed  their  feet; 
and  he  gave  their  asses  provender.  25  And 
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they  made  ready  the  present  against  Joseph’s 
coming  at  noon;  for  they  heard  that  they 
should  eat  bread  there.  26  And  when  Joseph 
came  home,  they  brought  him  the  present  which 
was  in  their  hand  into  the  house,  and  bowed 
down  to  him  to  the  earth.  27  And  he  asked 
them  of  their  welfare,  and  said:  Is  your  father 
well,  the  old  man  of  whom  ye  spoke?  Is  he  yet 
alive?’  28  And  they  said:  ‘Thy  servant  pur 
father  is  well,  he  is  yet  alive.’  And  they  bowed 
the  head,  and  made  obeisance.  29  And  he 
lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw  Benjamin  his  brother, 
his  niother’s  son,  and  said:  ‘Is  this  your  young¬ 
est  brother  of  whom  ye  spoke  unto  me?*  And 
he  said:  ‘God  be  gracious  unto  thee,  my  son.* 
30  And  Joseph  made  haste;  for  his  heart  yearned 
toward  his  brother;  and  he  sought  where  to 
weep;  ^nd  he  entered  into  his  chamber,  and 
wept  there.  31  And  he  washed  his  face,  and 
came  out;  and  he  refrained  himself,  and  said: 
‘Spt  on  bread.’  32  And  they  set  on  for  him 
by  himself,  and  for  them  by  themselves,  and 
for  the  Egyptians,  that  did  eat  with  him,  by 
themselves;  because  the  Egyptians  might  not 
eat  bread  with  the  Hebrews;  for  that  is  an 
abomination  unto  the  Egyptians.  33  And  they 
sat  before  him,  the  first-born  according  to  his 
birthright,  and  the  youngest  according  to  his 
youth;  and  the  men  marvelled  one  with  an¬ 
other.  34  And  portions  were  taken  unto  them 
from  before  him;  but  Benjamin’s  portion  was 
five  times  so  much  as  any  of  theirs.  And  they 
drank,  and  were  merry  with  him. 

y|  j  And  he  commanded  the  steward  of  his 
house,  saying:  ‘Fill  the  men’s  sacks  with 
food,  as  much  as  they  can  carry,  and  put  every 
man’s  money  in  his  sack’s  mouth.  2  And  put

my  goblet,  the  silver  goblet,  in  the  sack;s  mouth 
of  the  youngest,  and  his  corn  money/  And  he 
did  according  to  the  word  that  Joseph  had 
spoken.  3  As  soon  as  the  morning  was  light, 
the  men  were  sent  away,  they  and  their  asses. 

4  And  when  they  were  gone  out  of  the  city, 
and  were  not  yet  far  off,  Joseph  said  unto  his 
steward:  ‘Up,  follow  after  the  men;  and  when 
thou  dost  overtake  them,  say  unto  them: 
Wherefore  have  ye  rewarded  evil  for  good? 

5  Is  not  this  it  in  which  my  lord  drinketh,  and 
whereby  he  indeed  divineth?  ye  have  done  evil 
in  so  doing.'  6  x4nd  he  overtook  them,  and  he 
spoke  unto  them  these  words.  7  And  they  said 
unto  him:  ‘Wherefore  speaketh  my  lord  such 
words  as  these?  Par  be  it  from  thy  servants 
that  they  should  do  such  a  thing.  8  Behold, 
the  money,  which  we  found  in  our  sacks* 
mouths,  we  brought  back  unto  thee  out  of  the 
land  of  Canaan;  how  then  should  we  steal  out 
of  thy  lord’s  house  silver  or  gold?  9  With 
whomsoever  of  thy  servants  it  be  found,  let 
him  die,  and  we  also  will  be  my  lord's  bond- 
men.’  10  And  he  said:  ‘Now  also  let  it  be 
according  unto  your  words:  he  with  whom  it 
is  found  shall  be  my  bondman;  and  ye  shall 
be  blameless.'  11  Then  they  hastened,  and  took 
down  every  man  his  sack  to  the  ground,  and 
opened  every  man  his  sack.  12  And  he 
searched,  beginning  at  the  eldest,  and  leaving 
ofE  at  the  youngest;  and  the  goblet  was  found 
in  Benjamin's  sack.  13  Then  they  rent  their 
clothes,  and  laded  every  man  his  ass,  and  re¬ 
turned  to  the  city.  14  And  Judah  and  his 
brethren  came  to  Joseph's  house,  and  he  was 
yet  there;  and  they  fell  before  him  on  the 
ground.  15  And  Joseph  said  unto  them:  ‘What 
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deed  is  this  that  ye  have  done?  know  ye  not 
that  such  a  man  as  I  will  indeed  divine?* 
i6  And  Judah  said:  ‘What  shall  we  say  unto  my 
lord?  what  shall  we  speak?  or  how  shall  we 
clear  ourselves?  God  hath  found  out  the  in¬ 
iquity  of  thy  servants;  behold,  we  are  my  lord’s 
bondmen,  both  we,  and  he  also  in  whose  hand 
the  cup  is  found.*  17  And  he  said:  ‘Far  be  it 
from  me  that  I  should  do  so;  the  man  in  whose 
hand  the  goblet  is  found,  he  shall  be  my  bond- 
man;  but  as  for  you,  get  you  up  in  peace  unto 
your  father.’ 

18  Then  Judah  came  near  unto  him,  and 
said:  ‘Oh  my  lord,  let  thy  servant,  I  pray  thee, 
speak  a  word  in  my  lord’s  ears*  arid  let  not  thine 
anger  burn  against  thy  servant;  for  thou  art 
even  as  Pharaoh,  ig.  My  lord  asked  his  serv¬ 
ants,  saying:  Have  ye  a  father,  or  a  brother? 
20  And  we  said  unto  my  lord:  We  have  a 
father,  an  old  man,  and  a  child  of  his  old  age, 
a  little  one;  and  his  brother  is  dead,  and  he 
alone  is  left  of  his  mother,  and  his  father,  loveth 
him.  21  And  thou  saidst  unto  thy  servants: 
Bring  him  down  unto  me,  that  I  may  set  mine 
eyes  upon  him.  22  And  we  said  unto  my  lord: 
The  lad  cannot  leave  his  father;  for  if  he  should 
leave  his  father,  his  father  would  die.  23  And 
thou  saidst  unto  thy  servants:  Except  your 
youngest  brother  come  down  with  you,  ye  shall 
see  my  face  no  more.  24  And  it  came  to  pass 
when  we  came  up  unto  thy  servant  my  father, 
we  told  him  the  words  of  my  lord.  25  And  our 
father  said:  Go  again,  buy  us  a  little  food. 
26  And  we  said:  We  cannot  go  down;  if  our 
youngest  brother  be  with  us,  then  will  we  go 
down;  for  we  m«y  not  see  the  man’s  face,  except 
our  youngest  brother  be  with  us.  27  And  thy 
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servant  my  father  said  uftto  us:  Ve  kpaw  that 
my  wife  bore  me  two  sons;  28  apd  the  one 
went  out  from  me,  and  I  said:  Surely  he  is  torn 
in  pieces;  and  I  have  not  seen  him  sir^ee;  29  and 
if  ye  take  this  one  also  from  me,  and  harm  be¬ 
fall  him,  ye  will  bring  down  my  gray  hairs  with 
sorrow  to  the  grave.  30  Now  therefore  when  I 
come  to  thy  servant  my  father,  an4  the  lad  is 
not  with  us;  seeing  that  his  soul  is  bound  up 
with  the  lad’s  soul;  31  it  will  come  to  pass, 
when  he  seeth  that  the  lad  is  not  with  us,  that 
he  will  die;  and  thy  servants  will  bring  down 
the  gray  hairs  of  thy  servant  our  father  with 
sorrow  to  the  grave*  32  For  thy  servant  be¬ 
came  surety  for  the  lad  unto  my  father,  saying: 
If  I  bring  him  not  unto  thee,  then  shall  I  bear 
the  blame  to  my  father  for  ever.  33  Now 
therefore,  let  thy  servant,  I  pray  thee,  abide 
instead  of  the  lad  a  bondman  to  my  lord;  and 
let  the  lad  go  up  with  his  brethren.  34  For  how 
shall  I  go  up  to  my  father,  if  the  lad  be  not 
with  me?  lest  1  look  upon  the  evil  that  shall 
come  on  my  father.’ 

A  ^  Then  Joseph  could  not  refrain  himself 
before  all  them  that  stood  by  him;  and 
he  cried:  'Cause  every  man  to  go  out  from  me.’ 
And  there  stood  no  man  with  him,  while  Joseph 
made  himself  knowm  unto  his  brethren.  2  And 
he  w^ept  aloud;  and  the  Egyptians  heard,  and 
the  house  of  Pharaoh  heard.  3  And  Joseph 
said  unto  his  brethren:  ‘I  am  Joseph;  doth  my 
father  yet  live?’  And  his  brethren  could  not 
answer  him;  for  they  w-ere  affrighted  at  his 
presence.  4  And  Joseph  said  unto  his  brethren: 
‘Come  near  to  me,  I  pray  you.*  And  they  came 
near.  And  he  said:  ‘I  am  Joseph  your  brother. 
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whom  ye  sold  into  Egypt.  5  And  now  be  not 
grieved,  nor  angry  with  yourselves,  that  ye 
sold  me  hither;  for  God  did  send  me  before 
you  to  preserve  life.  6  For  these  two  years  hath 
the  famine  been  in  the  land;  and  there  are  yet 
five  years,  in  which  there  shall  be  neither 
plowing  nor  harvest.  7  And  God  sent  me  before 
you  to  give  you  a  remnant  on  the  earth,  and 
to  save  you  alive  for  a  great  deliverance.  8  So 
now  it  was  not  you  that  sent  me  hither,  but 
God;  and  He  hath  made  me  a  father  to  Pha¬ 
raoh,  and  lord  of  all  his  house,  and  ruler  over 
all  the  land  of  Egypt.  9  Hasten  ye,  and  go  up 
to  my  father,  and  say  unto  him:  Thus  saitdi  thy 
son  Joseph:  God  hath  made  me  lord  of  all 
Egypt;  come  dowm  unto  me,  tarry  not.  10  And 
thou  shalt  dwell  in  the  land  of  Goshen,  and 
thou  shalt  be  near  unto  me,  thou,  and  thy 
children,  and  thy  children’s  children,  and  thy 
flocks,  and  thy  herds,  and  all  that  thou  hast; 
11  and  there  will  I  sustain  thee;  for  there  are 
yet  five  years  of  famine;  lest  thou  come  to 
poverty,  thou,  and  thy  household,  and  all  that, 
thou  hast.  12  And,  behold,  your  eyes  see,  and 
the  eyes  of  my  brother  Benjamin,  that  it  is  my 
mouth  that  speaketh  unto  you.  13  And  ye  shall 
tell  my  father  of  all  my  glory  in  Egypt,  and  of 
all  that  ye  have  seen;  and  ye  shall  hasten  and 
bring  down  my  father  hither.’  14  And  he  fell 
upon  his  brother  Benjamin’s  neck,  and  wept; 
and  Benjamin  wept  upon  his  neck.  15  And  he 
kissed  all  his  brethren,  and  wept  upon  them; 
and  after  that  his  brethren  talked  wath  him. 

16  And  the  report  thereof  was  heard  in  Pha¬ 
raoh’s  house,  saying:  'Joseph’s  brethren  are 
come’;  and  it  pleased  Pharaoh  well,  and  his 
servants.  17  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  Joseph: 
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‘Say  unto  thy  brethren:  This  do  ye:  lade  your 
beasts,  and  go,  get  you  unto  the  land  of  Canaan; 
18  and  take  your  father  and  your  households, 
and  come  unto  me;  and  I  will  give  you  the  good 
of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  ye  shall  eat  the  fat 
of  the  land.  19  Now  thou  art  commanded, 
this  do  ye:  take  you  wagons  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt  for  your  little  ones,  and  for  your  wives, 
and  bring  your  father,  and  come.  20  Also  re¬ 
gard  not  your  stuff;  for  the  good  things  of  all 
the  land  of  Egypt  are  yours.*  21  And  the  sons 
of  Israel  did  so;  and  Joseph  gave  them  wagons, 
according  to  the  commandment  of  Pharaoh, 
and  gave  them  provision  for  the  way.  22  To 
all  of  them  he  gave  each  man  changes  of 
raiment;  but  to  Benjamin  he  gave  three  hun¬ 
dred  shekels  of  silver,  and  five  changes  of 
raiment.  23  And  to  his  father  he  sent  in  like 
manner  ten  asses  laden  with  the  good  things  of 
Egypt,  and  ten  she-asses  laden  with  corn  and 
bread  and  victual  for  his  father  by  the  way. 
24  So  he  sent  his  brethren  away,  and  they  de¬ 
parted;  and  he  said  unto  them:  ‘See  that  ye 
fall  not  out  by  the  way.*  25  And  they  went 
up  out  of  Egypt,  and  came  into  the  land  of 
Canaan  unto  Jacob  their  father.  26  And  they 
toJd  him,  saying:  ‘Joseph  is  yet  alive,  and  he  is 
ruler  over  all  the  land  of  Egypt.*  And  his  heart 
faintedr  for  he  believed  them  not.  27  And  they 
told  him  all  the  words  of  Joseph,  which  he  had 
said  unto  them;  and  when  he  saw  the  wagons 
which  Joseph  had  sent  to  carry  him,  the  spirit 
of  Jacob  their  father  revived.  28  And  Israel 
said:  ‘It  is  enough;  Joseph  my  son  is  yet  alive; 
I  will  go  and  see  him  before  I  die.* 
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Jacob  Goes  to  Egypt 

ji  ^  And  Israel  took  his  journey  with  all  that 
he  had,  and  came  to  Beer-sheba,  and  of¬ 
fered  sacrifices  unto  the  God  of  his  father  Isaac. 
2  And  God  spoke  unto  Israel  in  the  visions  of 
the  night,  and  said:  ‘Jacob,  Jacob.*  And  he 
said:  ‘Here  am  I.*  3  And  He  said:  ‘I  am  God, 
the  God  of  thy  father;  fear  not  to  go  down  into 
Egypt;  for  I  will  there  make  of  thee  a  great 
nation.  4  i  will  go  down  with  thee  into 
Egypt;  and  I  wall  also  surely  bring  thee  up 
again;  and  Joseph  shall  put  his  hand  upon  thine 
eyes.*  5  And  Jacob  rose  up  from  Beer-sheba; 
and  the  sons  of  Israel  carried  Jacob  their  father, 
and  their  little  ones,  and  their  waves,  in  the 
wagons  which  Pharaoh  had  sent  to  carry  him. 
6  And  they  took  their  cattle,  and  their  goods, 
which  they  had  gotten  in  the  land  of  Ganaan, 
arid  came  into  Egypt,  Jacob,  and  all  his  seed 
with  him;  7  his  sons,  and  his  sons’  sons  with 
him,  his  daughters,  and  his  sons’  daughters,  and 
all  his  seed  brought  he  with  him  into  Egypt.

A  Fj  Then  Joseph  went  in  and  told  Pharaoh, 
4  and  said:  ‘My  father-  and  my  brethren, 
and  their  flocks,  and  their  herds,  and  all  that 
they  have,  are  come  out  of  the  land  of  Canaan; 
and,  behold,  they  are  in  the  land  of  Goshen/ 
2  And  from  among  his  brethren  he  took  five 
men,  and  presented  them  unto  Pharaoh.  3  And 
Pharaoh  said  unto  his  brethren:  ‘What  is  your 
occupation?’  And  they  said  unto  Pharaoh:  ‘Thy 
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servants  are  shepherds,  both  we,  and  our 
fathers.’  4  And  they  said  unto  Pharaoh:  ‘To 
sojourn  in  the  iand  are  we  come;  for  there  is 
no  pasture  for  thy  servants’  flocks;  for  the 
famine  is  sore  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  Now 
therefore,  we  pray  thee,  let  thy  servants  dwell 
in  the  land  of  Goshen.’  5  And  Pharaoh  spoke 
unto  Joseph,  saying:  ‘Thy  father  and  thy 
brethren  are  come  unto  thee;  6  the  land  of 
Egypt  is  before  thee;  in  the  best  of  the  land 
make  thy  father  and  thy  brethren  to  dwell; 
in  the  land  of  Goshen  let  them  dwell.  And  if 
thou  knowest  any  able  men  among  them,  then 
make  them  rulers  over  my  cattle.’  7  And  Jo-, 
seph  brought  in  Jacob  his  father,  and  set  him 
before  Pharaoh.  And  Jacob  blessed  Phara<3i. 
8  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  Jacob:  ‘How  many 
are  the  days  of  the  years  of  thy.  life?’  9  And 
Jacob  said  unto  Pharaoh:  ‘The  days  of  the  years 
of  my  sojpurnings  are  a  hundred  and  thirty 
years;  few  and  evil  have  been  the  days  nf  the 
years  of  my  life,  and  they  have  not  attained 
unto  the  days,  of  the  years  of  the  life  of  my 
fathers  in  the  days  of  their  sojournings.^’ 
10  And  Jacob  blessed  Pharaoh,  and  went  out 
from  the  presence  of  Pharaoh.  11  And  Joseph 
placed  his  father  and  his  brethren,  and  gave 
them  a  possession  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  in  the 
best  of  the  land,  in  the  land  of  Rameses,  as 
Pharaoh  had  commanded.  12  And  Joseph  sus¬ 
tained  his  father,  and  his  brethren,  and  all  his 
father’s  household,  with  bread,  according  to  the 
want  of  their  little  ones. 
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EXODUS 
Birth  of  Moses 

2  And  there  tvent  a  man  of  the  house  of  Levi, 
and  took  to  wife  a  daughter  of  Levi.  2  And 
the  woman  conceived,  and  bore  a  son;  and  when 
she  saw  him  that  he  was  a  goodly  child  she 
hid  him  three  months.  3  And  when  she  could 
not  longer  hide  him,  she  took  for  him  an  ark 
of  bulrushes,  and  daubed  it  with  slime  and  with 
pitch;  and  she  put  the  child  therein,  and  laid  it 
in  the  flags  by  the  river’s  brink.  4  And  his 
sister  stood  afar  off,  to  know  what  would  be 
done  to  him.  5  And  the  daughter  of  Pharaoh . 
came  down  to  bathe  in  the  river;  and  her 
maidens  walked  along  by  the  river-side;  and 
she  saw  the  ark  among  the  flags,  and  sent  her 
handmaid  to  fetch  it.  6  And  she  opened  it, 
and  saw  it,  even  the  child;  and  behold  a  boy 
that  wept.  And  she  had  compassion  on  him, 
and  said:  ‘This  is  one  of  the  Hebrews’  children  ’ 
7  Then  said  his  sister  to  Pharaoh’s  daughter: 
‘Shall  I  go  and  call  thee  a  nurse  of  the  Hebrew 
women,  that  she  may  nurse  the  child  for  thee?’ 
8  And  Pharaoh’s  daughter  said  to  her:  ‘Go.’ 
And  the  maiden  went  and  called  the  child’s 
mother.  9  And  Pharaoh’s  daughter  said  unto 
her:  ‘Take  this  child  away,  and  nurse  it  for  me, 
and  I  will  give  thee  thy  wages.’  And  the 
woman  took  the  child,  and  nursed  it.  10  And 
the  child  grew,  and  she  brought  him  unto  Pha¬ 
raoh’s  daughter,  and  he  became  her  son.  And 
she  called  his  name  Moses,  and  said:  ‘Because  I 
drew  him  out  of  the  water.* 
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11  And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  when 
Moses  was  grown  up,  that  he  went  out  unto  his 
brethren,  and  looked  on  their  burdens;  and  he 
saw  an  Egyptian  smiting  a  Hebrew,  one  of  his 
brethren.  12  And  he  looked  this  way  and  that 
tvay,  and  when  he  saw  that  there  was  no  man, 
he  smote  the  Egyptian,  and  hid  him  in  the  sand. 
13  And  he  went  out  the  second  day,  and,  be¬ 
hold,  two  men  of  the  Hebrews  were  striving  to¬ 
gether;  and  he  said  to  him  that  did  the  wrong: 
‘Wherefore  smitcst  thou  thy  fellow?*  14  And  he 
said:  ‘Who  made  thee  a  ruler  and  a  judge  ovei 
us?  thinkest  thou  to  kill  me,  as  thou  didst  kill 
the  Egyptian?*  And  Moses  feared,  and  said; 
‘Surely  the  thing  is  known.*  15  Now  when  Pha¬ 
raoh  heard  this  thing,  he  sought  to  slay  Moses. 
But  Moses  fled  from  the  face  of  Pharaoh,  and 
dwelt  in  the  land  of  Midian;  and  he  sat  down 
by  a  well. 

The  Burning  Bush 

23  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  course  of  those 
many  days  that  the  king  of  Egypt  died;  and  the 
children  of  Israel  sighed  by  reason  of  the  bond¬ 
age,  and  they  cried,  and  their  cry  came  up  unto 
God  by  reason  of  the  bondage.  24  And  God 
heard  their  groaning,  and  God  remembered  His 
covenant  wit4i  Abraham,  with  Isaac,  and  with 
Jacob.  25  And  God  saw  the  children  of  Israel, 
and  God  took  cognizance  of  them. 

3  Now  Moses  was  keeping  the  flock  of  Jethro 
his  father-in-law,  the  priest  of  Midian;  and 
he  led  the  flock  to  the  farthest  end  of  the  wil¬ 
derness,  and  came  to  the  mountain  of  God,  unto 
Horeb.  2  And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  appeared 
unto  him  in  a  flame  of  fire  out  of  the  midst  of

a  bush;  and  he  looked,  and,  behold,  the  bush 
burned  with  fire,  and  the  bush  was  not  con¬ 
sumed.  3  And  Moses  said:  will  turn  aside 

now,  and  sec  this  great  sight,  why  the  bush  i. 
not  burnt.'  4  And  when  the  Lord  saw  that  he 
turned  aside  to  see,  God  called  unto  him  out  ol 
the  midst  of  the  bush,  and  said:  ‘Moses,  Moses.’ 
And  he  said:  ‘Here  am  I.'  5  And  He  said; 

‘Draw  not  nigh  hither;  put  off  thy  shoes  from 
off  thy  feet,  for  the  place  whereon  thou  standest 
is  holy  ground.'  6  Moreover  He  said:  ‘I  am  the 
God  of  thy  father,  the  God  of  Abraham,  the 
God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob.*  And  Moscs 
hid  his  face;  for  he  was  afraid  to  look  upon  God. 
7  And  the  Lord  said:  ‘I  have  surely  seen  the 
affliction  of  My  people  that  are  in  Egypt,  and 
have  heard  their  cry  by  reason  of  their  taskmas¬ 
ters;  for  I  know  their  pains;  8  and  I  am  come 
down  to  deliver  them  out  of  the  hand  of  the 
Egyptians,  and  to  bring  them  up  out  of  that 
land  unto  a  good  land  and  a  large,  unto  a  land 
flowing  with  milk  and  honey;  unto  the  place  of 
the  Canaanite,  and  the  Hittite,  and  the  Amorite, 
and  the  Perizzite,  and  the  Hivite,  and  the  Jebu- 
site.  9  And  now,  behold,  the  cry  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  is  come  unto  Me;  moreover  I  have 
seen  the  oppression  wherewith  the  Egyptians 
oppress  them.  10  Come  now  therefore,  and  I 
will  send  thee  unto  Pharaoh,  that  thou  mayest 
bring  forth  My  people  the  children  of  Israel  out 
of  Egypt.*  11  And  Moses  said  unto  God:  ‘Who 
am  I,  that  I  should  go  unto  Pharaoh,  and  that 
I  should  bring  forth  the  children  of  Israel  out 
of  Egypt?*  12  And  He  said:  ‘Certainly  I  will  be 
with  thee;  and  this  shall  be  the  token  unto  thee, 
that  I  have  sent  thee:  when  thou  hast  brought 
forth  the  people  out  of  Egypt,  ye  shall  serve 
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God  upon  this  mountain/  13  And  Moses  said 
unto  God:  'Behold,  when  I  come  unto  the  chil° 
dren  of  Israel,  and  shall  say  unto  them:  The 
God  of  your  fathers  hath  sent  me  unto  you;  and 
they  shall  say  to  me:  What  is  His  name?  what 
shall  I  say  unto  them?’  14  And  God  said  unto 
Moses:  T  am  that  I  am’;  and  He  said:  ‘Thus 
shalt  thou  say  unto  the  children  of  Israel:  I  am 
hath  sent  me  unto  you/  15  And  God  said  more-- 
over  unto  Moses:  ‘Thus  shalt  thou  say  unto  the 
children  of  Israel:  The  Lord,  the  God  of  your 
fathers,  the  God  of  Abraham,  the  God  of  Isaac, 
and  the  God  of  Jacob,  hath  sent  me  unto  you; 
this  is  My  name  for  ever,  and  this  is  My  memo¬ 
rial  unto  all  generations.  16  Go,  and  gather 
the  elders  of  Israel  togetheXi  and  say  unto  them: 
The  Lord,  the  God  of  your  fathers,  the  God  of 
Abraham,  of  Isaac,  and  of  Jacob,  hath  appeared 
unto  me,  saying:  I  have  surely  remembered  you, 
and  seen  that  which  is  done  to  you  in  Egypt. 

17  And  I  have  said:  I  wall  bring  you  up  out  of 
the  affliction  of  Egypt  unto  the  land  of  the 
Canaanite,  and  the  Hittite,  and  the  Amorite, 
and  the  Perizzite,  and  the  Hivite,  and  the  Jebu- 
site,  unto  a  land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey. 

18  And  they  shall  hearken  to  thy  voice.  And 
thou  shalt  come,  thou  and  the  elders  of  Israel, 
unto  the  king  of  Egypt,  and  ye  shall  say  unto 
him:  The  Lord,  the  God  of  the  Hebrews,  hath 
met  with  us.  And  now  let  us  go,  we  pray  thee, 
three  days’  journey  into  the  wilderness,  that  we 
may  sacrifice  to  the  Lord  our  God.  19  And  I 
know  that  the  king  of  Eg}^pt  will  not  give  you 
leave  to  go,  except  by  a  mighty  hand.  20  And 
I  will  put  forth  My  hand,  and  smite  Egypt  with 
all  My  wonders  which  I  will  do  in  the  midst 
thereof.  And  after  that  he  will  let  you  go.’ 
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427  And  the  Lord  said  to  Aaron:  ‘Go  into 
the  wilderness  to  meet  Moses.’  And  he  went, 
and  met  him  in  the  mountain  of  God,  and  kissed 
him.  28  And  Moses  told  Aaron  all  the  words  of 
the  Lord  wherewith  He  had  sent  him,  and  all  the 
signs  wherewith  He  had  charged  him.  29  And 
Moses  and  Aaron  went  and  gathered  together  all 
the  elders  of  the  children  of  Israel.  30  And 
Aaron  spoke  all  the  words  which  the  Lord  had 
spoken  unto  Moses,  and  did  the  signs  in  the 
sight  of  the  people.  31  And  the  people  be¬ 
lieved;  and  when  they  heard  that  the  Lord  had 
remembered  the  children  of  Israel,  and  that  He 
had  seen  their  affliction,  then  they  bowed  their 
heads  and  worshipped. 

5  And  afterward  Moses  and  Aaron  came,  and 
said  unto  Pharaoh:  ‘Thus  saith  the  Lord, 
the  God  of  Israel:  Let  My  people  go,  that  they 
may  hold' a  feast  unto  Me  in  the  wilderness.^: 
2  And  Pharaoh  said:  ‘Who  is  the  Lord,  that  I 
should  hearken  unto  His  voice  to  let  Israel  go? 

I  know  not  the  Lord,  and  moreover  I  will  not 
let  I&rael  go.’  3  And  they  said:  ‘The  God  of  the 
Hebrews  hath  met  with  us.  Let  us  go,  we  pray 
thee,  three  days’  journey  into  the  wilderness,  and 
sacrifice  unto  the  Lord  our  God;  lest  He  fall 
upon  us  with  pestilence,  or  with  the  sword.* 
4  And  the  king  of  Egypt  said  unto  them:  ‘Where¬ 
fore  do  ye,  Moses  and  Aaron,  cause  the  people 
to  break  loose  from  their  work?  get  you  unto 
your  burdens.’  5  And  Pharaoh  said:  ‘Behold, 
the  people  of  the  land  are  now  many,  and  will 
ye  make  them  rest  from  their  burdens?’  6«And 
the  same  day  Pharaoh  commanded  the  taskraas- 
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ters  of  the  people,  and  their  officers,  saying: 
7  ‘Ye  shall  no  more  give  the  people  straw  to 
make  brick,  as  heretofore.  Let  them  go  and 
gather  straw  for  themselves.  8  And  the  tale  of 
the  bricks,  which  they  did  make  heretofore,  ye 
shall  lay  upon  them;  ye  shall  not  diminish 
aught  thereof;  for  they  are  idle;  therefore  they 
cry,  saying:  Let  us  go  and  sacrifice  to  our  God. 
9  Let  heavier  work  be  laid  upon  the  men,  that 
they  may  labour  therein;  and  let  them  not  re¬ 
gard  lying  words.'  lo  And  the  taskmasters  of 
the  people  went  out,  and  their  officers,  and  they 
spoke  to  the  people^  saying:  ‘Thus  saith  Pharaoh: 
I  will  not  give  you  straw,  ii  Go  yourselves,  get 
you  straw  where  ye  can  find  it;  for  nought  of 
your  work  shall  be  diminished.'  12  So  the  peo¬ 
ple  were  scattered  abroad  throughout  all  the  land 
of  Egypt  to  gather  stubble  for  straw.  13  And 
the  taskmasters  were  urgent,  saying:  ‘Fulfil  your 
work,  youis  daily  -task,  as  when  there  was  straw.' 
14  And  the  Officers  of  the  children  of  Israel,  whom 
Pharaoh’s  taskmasters  had  set  over  them,  were 
beaten,  saying:  ‘Wherefore  have  ye  not  fulfilled 
your  appointed  task  in  making  brick  both  yes¬ 
terday  and  to-day  as  heretofore?’  15  Then  the 
officers  of  the  children  of  Israel  came  and  cried 
unto  Pharaoh,  saying:  ‘Wherefore  dealest  thou 
thus  with  thy  servants?  16  There  is  no  straw 
given  unto  thy  servants,  and  they  say  to  us:  Make 
brick;  and,  behold,  thy  servants  are  beaten,  but 
the  fault  is  in  thine  own  people.'  17  But  he 
said:  ‘Ye  are  idle,  ye  are  idle;  therefore  ye  say: 
Let  us  go  and  sacrifice  to  the  Lord.  18  Go 
therefore  now,  and  work;  for  there  shall  no  straw 
be  given  you,  yet  shall  ye  deliver  the  tale  of 
bricks.'  19  And  the  officers  of  the  children  of 
Israel  did  see  that  they  were  set  on  mischief. 
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when  they  said:  *Ye  shall  not  diminish  aught 
from  your  bricks,  your  daily  task/  20  And  they 
met  Moses  and  Aaron,  who  stood  in  the  way,  as 
they  cajQie  forth  from  Pharaoh;  21  and  they 
said  unto  them:  ‘The  Lord  look  upon  you,  and 
judge;  because  ye  have  made  our  savour  to  be 
abhorred  in  the  eyes  of  Pharaoh,  and  in  the  eyes 
of  his  servants,  to  put  a  sword  in  their  hand  to 
slay  us/  22  And  Moses  returned  unto  the  Lord, 
and  said:  ‘Lord,  wherefore  hast  Thou  dealt  ill 
with  this  people?  why  is  it  that  Thou  hast  sent 
me?  23  For  since  1  came  to  Pharaoh  to  speak  in 
Thy  name,  he  hath  dealt  ill  with  this  people; 
neither  bast  Thou  delivered  Thy  people  at  all/ 


The  First  Passover 

T  And  the  Lord  spoke  unto  Moses  and  Aaron 
\.  4U  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  saying:  2  ‘This  month 
shall  be  unto  you  the  beginning  of  months;  it 
shall  be  the  first  month  of  the  year  to  you. 

3  Speak  ye  unto  all  the  congregation  of  Israel, 
saying:  In  the  tenth  day  of  this  month  they  shall 
take  to  them  every  man  a  lamb,  according  to 
their  fathers'  houses,  a  lamb  for  a  household; 

4  and  if  the  household  be  too  little  for  a  lamb, 
then  shall  he  and  his  neighbour  next  unto  his 
house  take  one  according  to  the  number  of  the 
souls;  according  to  every  man’s  eating  ye  shall 
make  your  count  for  the  lamb.  5  Your  lamb 
shall  be  without  blemish,  a  male  of  the  first 
year;  ye  shall  take  it  from  the  sheep,  or  from  the 
goats;  6  and  ye  shall  keep  it  until  the  fourteenth 
day  of  the  same  month;  and  the  v/hole  a^embly 
of  the  congregation  of  Israel  shall  kill  it  at  dusk. 
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7  And  they  shall  take  of  the  blood,  and  put  it 
on  the  two  side-posts  and  on  the  lintel,  upon 
the  houses  wherein  they  shall  eat  it.  8  And  they 
shall  eat  the  flesh  in  that  night,  roast  with  fire, 
and  unleavened  bread;  with  bitter  herbs  they 
shall  eat  it.  9  Eat  not  of  it  raw,  nor  sodden  at 
all  with  water,  but  roast  with  fire;  its  head  with 
its  legs  and  with  the  inwards  thereof.  10  And 
ye  shall  let  nothing  of  it  remain  until  the  morn¬ 
ing;  but  that  v/hich  remaineth  of  it  until  the 
morning  ye  shall  burn  with  fire.  11  And  thus 
shall  ye  eat  it:  with  your  loins  girded,  your  shoes 
on  your  feet,  and  your  staff  in  your  hand;  and 
ye  shall  eat  it  in  haste— it  is  the  Lord’s  passover, 
12  For  I  will  go  through  the  land  of  Egypt  in 
that  night,  and  will  smite  all  the  first-born  in 
the  land  of  Egypt,  both  man  and  beast;  and 
against  all  the  gods  of  Egypt  I  will  execute  judg¬ 
ments;  I  am  the  Lord.  13  And  the  blood  shall 
be  to  you  for  a  token  upon  the  houses  where  ye 
are;  and  when  I  see  the  blood,  I  will  pass  over 
you,  and  there  shall  no  plague  be  upon  you  to 
destroy  you,  when  I  smite  the  land  of  Egypt. 
14  And  this  day  shall  be  unto  you  for  a  memo¬ 
rial,  and  ye  shall  keep  it  a  feast  to  the  Lord; 
throughout  your  generations  ye  shall  keep  it  a 
feast  by  an  ordinance  for  ever.  15  Seven  days 
shall  ye  eat  unleavened  bread;  howbeit  the  first 
day  ye  shall  put  away  leaven  out  of  your  houses; 
for  whosoever  eateth  leavened  bread  from  the 
first  day  until  the  seventh  day,  tfiat  soul  shall 
be  cut  off  from  Israel.  16  And  in  the  first  day 
there  shall  be  to  you  a  holy  convocation,  and  in 
the  seventh  day  a  holy  convocation;  no  manner 
of  work  shall  be  done  in  them,  save  that  which 
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every  man  must  eat,  that  only  may  be  done  by 
you.  17  And  ye  shall  observe  the  feast  of  un¬ 
leavened  bread;  for  in  this  selfsame  day  have  I 
brought  your  hosts  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt; 
therefore  shall  ye  observe  this  day  throughout 
your  generations  by  an  ordinance  for  ever.  18  In 
the  first  month,  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  the 
month  at  even,  ye  shall  eat  unleavened  bread, 
until  the  one  and  twentieth  day  of  the  month  at 
even.  19  Seven  days  shall  there  be  no  leaven 
found  in  your  houses;  for  v/hosoever  eateth  that 
which  is  leavened,  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from 
the  congregation  of  Israel,  whether  he  be  a  so¬ 
journer,  or  one  that  is  born  in  the  land.  20  Ye 
shall  eat  nothing  leavened;  in  all  your  habita¬ 
tions  shall  ye  eat  unleavened  bread." 

21  Then  Moses  called  for  all  the  elders  of  Is¬ 
rael,  and  said  unto  them:  ‘Draw  out,  and  take 
you  lambs  according  to  your  families,  and  kill 
the  passover  Iamb.  22  And  ye  shall  take  a  bunch 
of  hyssop,  and  dip  it  in  the  blood  that  is  in  the 
basin,  and  strike  the  lintel  and  the  two  side- 
posts  with  the  blood  that  is  in  the  basin;  and 
none  of  you  shall  go  out  of  the  door  of  his  house 
until  the  morning.  23  For  the  Lord  will  pass 
through  to  smite  the  Egyptians;  and  when  He 
seeth  the  blood  upon  the  lintel,  and  on  the  two 
side-posts,  the  Lord  will  pass  over  the  door,  and 
will  not  suffer  the  destroyer  to  come  in  unto 
your  houses  to  smite  you.  24  And  ye  shall  ob¬ 
serve  this  thing  for  an  ordinance  to  thee  and  to 
thy  sons  for  ever.  25  And  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
when  ye  be  come  to  the  land  which  the  Lord 
will  give  you,  according  as  He  hath  promised, 
that  ye  shall  keep  this  service.  26  And  it  shall 
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come  to  pass,  when  your  children  shall  say  unto 
you:  What  mean  ye  by  this  service?  27  that  ye 
shall  say:  It  is  the  sacrifice  of  the  Lord^s  pass- 
over,  for  that  He  passed  over  the  houses  of  the 
children  of  Israel  in  Egypt,  when  He  smote  the 
Egyptians,  and  delivered  our  houses/  And  the 
people  bowed  the  head  and  worshipped.  28  And 
the  children  of  Israel  went  and  did  so;  as  the 
Lord  had  commanded  Moses  and  Aaron,  so  did 
they. 

29  And  it  came  to  pass  at  midnight,  that  the 
Lord  smote  all  the  first-bom  in  the  land  of 
Egjrpt,  from  the  first-born  of  Pharaoh  that  sat 
on  his  throne  unto  the  first-born  of  the  captive 
that  was  in  the  dungeon;  and  all  the  first-born 
of  cattle.  30  And  Pharaoh  rose  up  in  the  night, 
he,  and  all  his  servants,  and  all  the  Egyptians; 
and  there  was  a  great  cry  in  Eg)^pt;  for  there 
was  not  a  house  where  there  was  not  one  dead. 
31  And  he  called  for  Moses  and  Aaron  by.  nighty 
and  Said:  ‘Rise.up^  get  you  forth  foom  among 
my  people,  both  ye  and  the  children  of  Israel} 
and  go,  serve  the  Lord,  as  ye  haye  said.  32  Take 
both  your  flocks  and  your  herds,  as:  ye  have  said, 
and  be  gone;  and  bless  me  also,’  33  And  the 
Egyptians  were  urgent  upon  the  people,  to  send 
them  out  of  the  land  in  haste;  for  they  said:  *We 
are  all  dead  men.’  34  And  the  people  took  their 
dough  before  it  was  leavened,  their  kneading- 
troughs  being  bound  up  in  their  clothes  upon 
their  shoulders.  35  And  the  children  of  Israel 
did  according  to  the  word  of  Moses;  and  they 
asked  of  the  Egyptians  jewels  of  silver,  and  jew¬ 
els  of  gold,  and  raiment.  36  And  the  Lord  gave 
the  people  favour  in  the  sight  of  the  Egyptians, . 
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so  that  they  let  them  have  what  they  asked.  And 
they  despoiled  the  Egyptians. 

37  And  the  children  of  Israel  journeyed  from 
Raineses  to  Succoth,  about  six  hundred  thousand 
men  on  foot,  beside  children.  38  And  a  mixed 
multitude  went  up  also  with  them;  and  flocks, 
and  herds,  even  very  much  cattle.  39  And  they 
baked  unleavened  cakes  of  the  dough  which  they 
brought  forth  out  of  Egypt,  for  it  was  not  leav¬ 
ened;  because  they  were  thrust  out  of  Egypt,  and 
could  not  tarry,  neither  had  they  prepared  for 
themselves  any  victual.  40  Now  the  time  that 
the  children  of  Israel  dwelt  in  Egypt  was  four 
hundred  and  thirty  years.  41  And  it  came  to 
pass  at  the  ^nd  of  four  hundred  and  thirty  years, 
even  the  selfsame  day  it  came  to  pass,  that  all 
the  hosts  of  the  Lord  went  out  from  the  land  of 
Egypt.  42  It  was  a  night  of  watching  unto  the 
Lord  for  bringing  them  out  from  the  land  of 
Egypt;  this  same  night  is  a  night  of  watching 
unto  the  Lord  for  all  the  children  of  Israel 
throughout  their  generations. 

43  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses  and  Aaron: 
‘This  is  the  ordinance  of  the  passover:  there 
shall  no  alien  eat  thereof;  44  but  every  man’s 
servant  that  is  bought  for  money,  when  thou 
hast  circumcised  him,  then  shall  he  eat  thereof. 
45  A  sojourner  and  a  hired  servant  shall  not  eat 
thereof.  46  In  one  house  shall  it  be  eaten;  thou 
shalt  not  carry  forth  aught  of  the  flesh  abroad 
out  of  the  house;  neither  shall  ye  break  a  bone 
thereof.  47  All  the  congregation  of  Israel  shall 
keep  it.  48  And  when  a  stranger  shall  sojourn 
with  thee,  and  will  keep  the  passover  to  the 
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Lord,  let  all  his  males  be  circumcised,  and  then 
let  him  come  near  and  keep  it;  and  he  shall  be 
as  one  that  is  born  in  the  land;  but  no  uncir- 
Gumcised  person  shall  eat  thereof.  49  One  law 
shall  be  to  him  that  is  home-born,  and  unto  the 
stranger  that  sojourneth  among  you.*  50  Thus 
did  all  the  children  of  Israel;  as  the  Lord  com¬ 
manded  Moses  and  Aaron,  so  did  they. 

51  And  it  came  to  pass  the  selfsame  day  that 
the  Lord  did  bring  the  children  of  Israel  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt  by  their  hosts. 

The  Exodus  from  Egypt 

B17  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Pharaoh 
had  let  the  people  go,  that  G6d  led  them 
hot  by  the  way  of  the  land  of  the  Philistines, 
although  that  was  near;  for  God  said:  ‘Lest  per- 
adventure  the  people  repent  when  they  see  war, 
and  they  return  to  Egypt.*  18  But  Gbd  led  the 
people  abou'  by  the  way  of  the  wildernesk  by 
the  Red  Sea;  and  the  children  of  Israel  went  up 
armed  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  ig  And  Moses 
took  the  bones  of  Joseph  with  him;  for  he  had 
straitly  sworn  the  children  of  Israel,  saying:  ‘God 
will  surely  remember  you;  and  ye  shall  carry  up 
my  bones  away  hence  with  you.*  20  And  they 
took  their  journey  from  Succoth,  and  encamped 
in  Etham,  in  the  edge  of  the  wilderness.  21  And 
the  Lord  went  before  them  by  day  in  a  pillar  of 
cloud,  to  lead  them  the  way;  and  by  night  in  a 
pillar  of  fire,  to  give  them  light;  that  they  might 
go  by  day  and  by  night:  22  the  pillar  of  cloud 
by  day,  and  the  pillar  of  fire  by  night,  departed 
not  from  before  the  people. 
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1  M  And  the  Lord  spoke  unto  Moses,  saying: 
JL~e  2  ‘Speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  that 
they  turn  back  and  encamp  before  Pi-hahiroth, 
between  Migdol  and  the  sea,  before  Baal-zephon, 
over  against  it  shall  ye  encamp  by  the  sea.  3  And 
Pharaoh  will  say  of  the  children  of  Israel:  They 
are  entangled  in  the  land,  the  wilderness  hath 
shut  them  in.  4  And  I  will  harden  Pharaoh’s 
heart,  and  he  shall  follow  after  them;  and  I  will 
get  Me  honour  upon  Pharaoh,  and  upon  all  his 
host;  and  the  Egyptians  shall  know  that  I  am 
the  Lord.’  And  they  did  so.  5  And  it  was  told 
the  king  of  Egypt  that  the  people  were  fled;  and 
the  heart  of  Pharaoh  and  of  his  servants  was 
turned  towards  the  people,  and  they  said:  ‘What 
is  this  we  have  done,  that  we  have  let  Israel  go 
from  serving  us?’  6  And  he  made  ready  his 
chariots,  and  took  his  people  with  him.  7  And 
he  took  six  hundred  chosen  chariots,  and  all  the 
chariots  of  Egypt,  and  captains  over  all  of  them. 
8  And  the  Lord  hardened  the  heart  of  Pharaoh 
king  of  Egypt,  and  he  pursued  after  the  children 
of  Israel;  for  the  children  of  Israel  went  out 
with  a  high  hand.  9  And  the  Egyptians  pur¬ 
sued  after  them,  all  the  horses  and  chariots  of 
Pharaoh,  and  his  horsemen,  and  his  army,  and 
overtook  them  encamping  by  the  sea,  beside  Pi- 
hahiroth,  in  front  of  Baal-zephon.  10  And  when 
Pharaoh  drew  nigh,  the  children  of  Israel  lifted 
up  their  eyes,  and,  behold,  the  Egyptians  were 
marching  after  them;  and  they  were  sore  afraid; 
and  the  children  of  Israel  cried  out  unto  the 
Lord.  11  And  they  said  unto  Moses:  ‘Because 
there  were  no  graves  in  Egypt,  hast  thou  taken 
us  away  to  die  in  the  wilderness?  wherefore  hast

thoii  dealt  thus  with  us,  to  bring  us  forth  out  of 
Egypt?  12  Is  not  this  the  word  that  we  spoke 
unto  thee  in  Egypt,  saying:  Let  us  alone,  that 
we  may  serve  the  Egyptians?  For  it  were  better 
for  us  to  serve  the  Egyptians,  than  that  we 
should  die  in  the  wilderness.*  13  And  Moses 
said  unto  the  people:  ‘Fear  ye  not,  stand  still, 
and  see  the  salvation  of  the  Lord,  which  He  will 
work  for  you  to-day;  for  whereas  ye  have  seen 
the  Egyptians  to-day,  ye  shall  see  them  again  no 
more  for. ever.  14  The  Lord  will  fight  for  you, 
and  ye  shall  hold  your  peace.* 

15  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses:  ‘Where* 
fore  criest  thou  iinto  Me?  speak  unto  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel,  that  they  go  forward.  16  And 
lift  thou  up  -  thy  rod,  and  stretch  out  thy  hand 
over  the  sea,  and  divide  it;:  and  the  children  of 
Israel  shall  go  into  the  midst  of  the  sea  on  dry 
ground.  17  And  I,  behold,  I  will  harden:  the 
hearts  of  the  Egyptians,  and  they  ^hall:  go  in 
after  them;  and.  I  .will  get  Me  honour ;  upon 
Pharaoh,  and  upon  all  his  host,  upon  his  charh^ 
ots,  and  upon  his  horsemen.:  18  And  the  Egyp¬ 
tians  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  when :  I : 
have  gotten  Me  honour  upon  Pharaohj  Upon  his:  : 
chariots,  and  upon  his  horsemen.*  19  And  the 
angel  of  God,  who  .went  before  the:  camp  of  : 
Israel,  removed  and  went  behind  them;  and  the 
pillar  of  cloud  removed  from  before  them,  and 
stood  behind  them;  20  and  it  came  between  the 
camp  of  Egypt  and  the  camp  of  Israel;  and  there 
was  the  cloud  and  the  darkness  here>  yet  gave  it 
light  by  night  there;  and  the  one  came  not  near 
the  other  all  the  night.  21  And  Moses  stretched 
out  his  hand  over  the  sea;  arid  the  Lord  Caused 
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the  sea  to  go  back  by  a  strong  east  wind  all  the 
night,  and  made  the  sea  dry  land,  and  the  waters 
were  divided.  22  And  the  children  of  Israel 
went  into  the  midst  of  the  sea  upon  the  dry 
ground;  and  the  waters  were  a  wall  unto  them 
on  their  right  hand,  and  on  their  left.  23  And 
the  Egyptians  pursued,  and  went  in  after  them 
into  the  midst  of  the  sea,  all  Pharaoh’s  horses, 
his  chariots,  and  his  horsemen.

27  And  Moses  stretched 
forth  his  hand  over  the  sea,  and  the  sea  re¬ 
turned  to  its  strength  when  the  morning  ap¬ 
peared;  and  the  Egyptians  fled  against  it;  and 
the  Lord  overthrew  the  Egyptians  in  the  midst 
of  the  sea.  28  And  tlie  waters  returned,  and 
covered  the  chariots,  and  the  horsemen,  even  all 
the  host  of  Pharaoh  that  went  in  after  them  into 
the  sea;  there  remained  not  so  much  as  one  of 
them.  29  But  the  children  of  Israel  walked  upon 
dry  land  in  the  midst  of  the  sea;  and  the  waters 
were  a  wall  unto  them  on  their  right  hand,  and 
on  their  left.  30  Thus  the  Lord  saved  Israel 
that  day  out  of  the  hand  of  the  Egyptians;  and 
Israel  saw  the  Egyptians  dead  upon  the  sea- 
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shore.  31  And  Israel  saw  the  great  work  which 
the  Lord  did  upon  the  Egyptians,  and  the  peo¬ 
ple  feared  the  Lord;  and  they  believed  in  the 
Lord,  and  in  His  servant  Moses. 

1  r  Then  sang  Moses  and  the  children  of  Is- 
iO  rael  this  song  unto  the  Lord,  and  spoke, 
saying:

5  The  deeps  cover  them— 

They  went  down  into  the  depths  like  a 
stone. 

G  Thy  right  hand,  O  Lord,  glorious  in  power, 

Thy  right  hand,  O  Lord,  dasheth  in  pieces 
the  enemy. 

7  And  in  the  greatness  of  Thine  excellency 
Thou  overthrowest  them  that  rise  up 
against  Thee; 

Thou  sendest  forth  Thy  wrath,  it  consumeth 
them  as  stubble. 
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8  And  with  the  blast  o£  Thy  nostrils  the  waters 

were  piled  up— 

The  floods  stood  upright  as  a  heap; 

The  deeps  were  congealed  in  the  heart  of 
the  sea. 

9  The  enemy  said: 

T  will  pursue,  I  will  overtake,  I  will  divide 
the  spoil;

mighty? 

Who  is  like  unto  Thee,  glorious  in  holiness. 
Fearful  in  praises,  doing  wonders? 

12  Thou  stretchedst  out  Thy  right  hand— 

The  earth  swallowed  them. 

13  Thou  in  Thy  love  hast  led  the  people  that 

Thou  hast  redeemed; 

Thou  hast  guided  them  in  Thy  strength  to 
Thy  holy  habitation. 

14  The  peoples  have  heard,  they  tremble; 
Pangs  have  taken  hold  on  the  inhabitants 

of  Philistia. 

15  Then  were  the  chiefs  of  Edom  affrighted; 
The  mighty  men  of  Moab,  trembling  taketh 

hold  upon  them; 

All  the  inhabitants  of  Canaan  are  melted 
away.

1  ^  And  they  took  their  journey  from  Elim, 
X  O  and  .  all  the  congregation  of  the  children 
■  of  Israe!  caine  unto  the  wilderness  of  Sin,  which 
is  between  Elim  and  Sinai,  on  the  fifteenth  day 
of  the  second  month  after  their  departing  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt.  2  And  the  whole  congrega- 
'  f ion  of  the  children  of  Israel  murmured  against 
Moses  and  against  Aaron  in  the  wilderness; 
3  and  the  children  of  Israel  said  unto  them: 
‘Would  that  we  had  died  by  the  hand  of  the 
Lord  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  when  we  sat  by  the

be  kept  until  the  morning.’  24  And  they  laid  it 
up  till  the  morning,  as  Moses  bade;  and  it  did 
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not  rot,  neither  was  there  any  worm  therein. 
25  And  Moses  said:  ‘Eat  that  to-day;  for  to-day 
is  a  sabbath  unto  the  Lord;  to-day  ye  shall  not 
find  it  in  the  field.  26  Six  days  ye  shall  gather 
it;  but  on  the  seventh  day  is  the  sabbath,  in  it 
there  shall  be  none.'  27  And  it  came  to  pass  on 
the  seventh  day,  that  there  went  out  some  of  the 
people  to  gather,  and  they  found  none.  28 .  And 
the  Lord  said  unto  Moses:  ‘How  long  refuse  ye 
to  keep  My  commandments  and  My  laws?  29  See 
that  the  Lord  hath  given  you  the  sabbath;  there¬ 
fore  He  giveth  you  on  the  sixth  day  the  bread 
of  two  days;  abide  ye  every  man  in  his  place»  let 
no  man  go  out  of  his  place  on  the  seventh  day.* 

30  So  the  people  rested  on  the  seventh  day. 

31  And  the  house  of  Israel  called  the  name 
thereof  Manna;  and  it  was  like  coriander  seed, 
white;  and  the  taste  of  it  was  like  wafers  made 
with  honey.  32  And  Moses  said;  ‘This  is  the 
thing  which  the  Lord  hath  commanded;  Let  an 
omerful  of  it  be  kept  throughout  your  genera¬ 
tions;  that  they  may  see  the  bread  wherewith  I. 
fed  you  in  the  wilderness,  when  I  brought  you 
forth  from  the  land  of  Egypt.'  33  And  Moses 
said  unto  Aaron:  ‘Take  a  jar,  and  put  an  omer¬ 
ful  of  manna  therein,  and  lay  it  up  before  the 
Lord,  to  be  kept  throughout  your  generations/ 
34  As  the  Lord  commanded  Moses,  so  Aaron  laid 
it  up  before  the  Testimony,  to  be  kept.  35  And 
the  children  of  Israel  did  eat  the  manna  forty 
years,  until  they  came  to  a  land  inhabited;  they 
did  eat  the  manna,  until  they  came  unto  the 
borders  of  the  land  of  Canaan.  36  Now  an 
omer  is  the  tenth  part  of  an  ephah.

Moses  and  his  People 

nAnd  ail  the  congregation  of  the  children 
of  Israel  journeyed  from  the  wilderness  of 
Sin,  by  their  stages,  according  to  the  command¬ 
ment  of  the  Lord,  and  encamped  in  Rephidim; 
and  there  Tvas  no  water  for  the  people  to  drink. 
2  Wherefore  the  people  strove  with  Moses,  and 
said:  ‘Give  us  water  that  we  may  drink.’  And 
Moses  said  unto  them:  ‘Why  strive  ye  with  me? 
wherefore  do  ye  try  the  Lord?’  3  And  the  peo¬ 
ple  thirsted  there  for  water;  and  the  people 
murmured  against  Moses,  and  said:  ‘Wherefore 
hast  thou  brought  us  up  out  of  Egypt,  to -kill  us 
and  our  children  and  our  cattle  with  tlursti^* 
4  And.  Moses  cried  unto  the  Lord,  saying:  ‘What 
shall:  L  do  unto  this  people?  they:  are  almost 
ready  to  stone  me.*  5  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
Moses:  ‘Pass  on  before  the  people,  and  take 
with  thee  of  the  elders  of  Israel;  and  thy  rod, 
wherewith  thou  smo test :  the  river,  take  in  thy 
hand,  and  go.  6  Behold,  I  will  stand  before  thee 
there  upon  the  rock  in  Horeb;  and  thou  shalt 
smite  the  rock,  and  there  shall  come  water  out 
of  it,  that  the  people  may  drink.’  And  Moses 
did  so  in  the  sight  of  the  elders  of  Israel.  7  And 
the*  name*  of  the  place  was  called  Massah,  and 
Meribah,  because  of  the  striving  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel,  and  because  they  tried  the  Lord, 
sayingT  ‘Is  the  Lord  among  us,  or  not?’ 

8  Then  came  Amalek,  and  fought  with  Israel 
in  Rephidim.  9  And  Moses  said  unto  Joshua: 
‘Choose  us  out  men,  and  go  out,  fight  with 
Amalek;  to-moirow  I  will  stand  on  the  top  of 
the  hill  with  theTod  of  God  in  my  hand.’  10  So 
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Joshua  did  as  Moses  had  said  to  him,  and  fought 
with  Amalek;  and  Moses,  Aaron,  and  Hiir  went 
Up  to  the  top  of  the  hill,  ii  And  it  came  to 
pass,  when  Moses  held  up  his  hand,  that  Israel 
prevailed;  and  when  he  let  down  his  hand, 
Amalek  prevailed.  12  But  Moses’  hands  were 
heavy;  and  they  took  a  stone,  and  put  it  under 
him,  and  he  sat  thereon;  and  Aaron  and  Hur 
stayed  up  his  hands,  the  one  on  the  one  side, 
and  the  other  on  the  other  side;  and  his  hands 
were  steady  until  the  going  down  of  the  sun. 
13  And  Joshua  discomfited  Amalek  and  his  peo¬ 
ple  with  the  edge  of  the  sword. 

14  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses:  ‘Write  this 
for  a  memorial  in  the  book,  and  rehearse  it  in 
the  ears  of  Joshua:  for  I  will  utterly  blot  out 
the  remembrance  of  Amalek  from  under  heaven.'

The  Ten  Commandments 

“I  Q  In  the  third  month  after  the  children  of 
\.y  Israel  were  gone  forth  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  the  same  day  came  they  into  the  wilder¬ 
ness  of  Sinai.  2  And  when  they  were  departed 
from  Rephidim,  and  were  come  to  the  wilder¬ 
ness  of  Sinai,  they  encamped  in  the  wilderness; 
and  there  Israel  encamped  before  the  mount. 
3  And  Moses  went  up  unto  God,  and  the  Lord 
called  unto  him  out  of  the  mountain,  saying: 
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‘Thus  shall  thou  say  to  the  house  of  Jacob,  and 
tell  the  children  of  Israel:  4  Ye  have  seen  what 
I  did  unto  the  Egyptians,  and  how  I  bore  you 
on  eagles’  wings,  and  brought  you  unto  Myself. 
5  Now  therefore,  if  ye  will  hearken  unto  My 
voice  indeed,  and  keep  My  covenant,  then  ye 
shall  be  Mine  own  treasure  from  among  all  peo¬ 
ples;  for  all  the  earth  is  Mine;  6  and  ye  shall  be 
unto  Me  a  kingdom  of  priests,  and  a  holy  na¬ 
tion.  These  are  the  words  which  thou  shall 
speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel.’  7  And  Moses 
came  and  called  for  the  elders  of  the  people, 
and  set  before  them  all  these  words  which  the 
Loim  commanded  him.  8  And  all  the  people 
answered  together,  and  said:  ‘All  that  the  Lord 
hath  spoken  we  wilt  do.’  And  Moses  reported 
the  words  of  the  people  unto  the  Lord.  9  And 
the  Lord  said  Unto  Moses:  ‘Lo,  I  come  unto 
thee  in  a  thick  cloud,  that  the  people  may  hear 
when  I  speak  with  thee,  and  may  also  believe 
thee  for  ever.’  And  Moses  told  the  words  of 
the  people  unto  the  Lord.  10  And  the  Lord  said 
unto  Moses:  ‘Go  unto  the  people,  and  sanctify 
therri  to-day  and  to-morrow,  and  let  them  wash 
their  garments,  11  and  be  ready  against  the 
third  day;  for  the  third  day  the  Lord  will  come 
down  in  the  sight  of  all  the  people  upon  mount 
Sinai.  12  And  thou  shalt  set  bounds  unto  the 
people  round  about,  saying:  Take  heed  to  your¬ 
selves,  that  ye  go  not  up  into  the  mount,  or 
touch  the  border  of  it;  whosoever  toucheth  the 
'mount  shall  be  surely  put  to  death;  13  no  hand 
shall  touch  him,  but  he  shall  surely  be  stoned, 
or  shot  through;  whether  it  be  beast  or  man,  it 
shall  not  live;  when  the  ram’s  horn  soundeth 
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long,  they  shall  come  up  to  the  mount.’  14  And 
Moses  went  down  from  the  mount  unto  the 
people,  and  sanctified  the  people;  and  they 
washed  their  garments.  15  And  he  said  unto 
the  people:  ‘Be  ready  against  the  third  day; 
come  not  near  a  woman.’  16  And  it  came  to 
pass  on  the  third  day,  when  it  was  morning, 
that  there  were  thunders  and  lightnings  and  a 
thick  cloud  upon  the  mount,  and  the  voice  of  a 
horn  exceeding  loud;  and  all  the  people  that 
were  in  the  camp  trembled.  17  And  Moses 
brought  forth  the  people  out  of  the  camp  to 
meet  God;  and  they  stood  at  the  nether  part  of 
the,  mount.  18  Now  mount  Sinai  was  altogether 
on  smoke,  because  the  Lord  descended  upon  it 
in  fire;  and  the  smoke  thereof  ascended  as  the 
smoke  of  a  furnace,  and  the  whole  mount  quaked 
greatly.,  ig  And  when  the  voice  of  the  hprn 
waxed  louder  and  louder,  Moses  spoke,  arid  God 
answered  him  by  a  voice.  .  20  And  the  Lorb 
came  down  upon  mount  Sinai,  to  the  top  of  the 
mount;  and  the  Lord  called  Moses  to  the  top 
of  the  mount;  and  Moses  went  up.  21  And  the 
Lord  said  unto  Moses:.  ‘Go  down,  charge  the 
people,  lest  they  break  through  unto  the  Lord 
to  gaze,  and  many  of  them  perish.  22  And  let 
the  priests  also,  that  come  near  to  the  Lord, 
sanctify  themselves,  lest  the  Lord  break  forth 
upon  them.’  23  And  Moses  said  unto  the  Lord: 
‘The  people  cannot  come  up  to  mount  Sinai; 
for  thou  didst  charge  iis,  saying:  Set  bojunds 
about  the  mount,  and  sanctify  it.’  24  And  the 
Lord  said  unto  him:  ‘Go,  get  thee  down,  and 
thou  shalt  come  up,  thou,  and  Aaron  with  thee; 
but.  let  not.  the  priests  and  the  people  break 
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through  to  come  up  unto  the  Lord,  lest  He 
break  forth  upon  them/  25  So  Moses  went 
down  unto  the  people,  and  told  them. 

OA  ^J^d  God  spoke  all  these  words,  saying: 

2  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  who  brought 
thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  out  of  the  house 
of  bondage. 

3  Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  Me. 

4  Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  a  graven 
image,  nor  any  manner  of  likeness,  of  any  thing 
that  is  in  heaven  above,  or  that  is  in  the  earth 
beneath,  or  that  is  in  the  water  under  the  earth; 

5  thou  shalt  not  bow  down  unto  them,  nor 
serve  them;  for  I  the  Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous 
God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon 
the  children  unto  the  third  and  fourth  genera- 

of  them  that  hate  Me;  6  and  showing 
mercy  unto  the  thousandth  generation  of  them 
that,  love  Me  and  keep  My  commandments. 

7  Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Lord 

thy  God  in  vain;  for  the  Lord  will  not  hold  him 
guiltless  that  taketh  His  name  jn  vain.  ^ 

8  Remember  the  sabbath  day,  to  keep  it  holy. 

9  Six  days  shalt  thou  labour,  and  do  all  thy 
work;  10  but  the  seventh  day  is  a  sabhath  unto 
the  Lord  thy  God,  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any 
manner  of  work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy 
daughter,  nor  thy  man-servant,  nor  thy  maid¬ 
servant,  nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger  that  is 
within  thy  gates;  11  for  in  six  days  the  Lord 
made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that  in 
them  is,  and  rested  on  the  seventh  day;  where¬ 
fore  the  Lord  blessed  the  sabbath  day,  and  hah 
lowed  it. 
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12  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother*  that 
thy  days  may  be  long  upon  the  land  which  the 
Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee. 

13  Thou  shalt  not  murder. 

Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery. 

Thou  shalt  not  steal. 

Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness  against  thy 
neighbour. 

14  Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour’s  house; 
thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour’s  wife,  nor 
his  man-servant,  nor  his  maid-servant,  nor  his 
ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor  any  thing  that  is  thy  neigh¬ 
bour’s. 

And  all  the  people  perceived  the  thunder- 
ings.,  -and  the  lightnings,  arid  the  voice  of  the 
horn,  and  the  mountain  smoking;  and  when  the 
people  saw  it,  they  trembled,  and  stood  a^r  off^ 
16  And  they  said  unto  Moses:  ‘Speak  thou  ^viih 
us,  and  we  will  hear;  but  let  not  God  speak 
withr  us,  lest  we  die.’  Arid  Moses  said  urito 
the  people:  ‘Fear  not;  for  God  is  come  to: prove 
you,  and  that  His  fear  may  be  before:  you,  that 
ye  sin  not.’  18  And  the  people  Stood:  afar  off; 
but  Moses  drew  near  unto  the  thick  darkness 
ivhere  God  was.

C%0  Thou  shalt  not  utter  a  false  report;  put 
^0  not  thy  hand  with  the  wicked  to  be  aii  un¬ 
righteous  witness.  .  2  Thou  shalt  not  follow  a 
multitude  to  do  evil;  neither. shalt  thou  bea.r 
witness  in  a  cause  to  turn  aside  after  a  iSuUb 
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tude  to  pervert  justice;  3  neither  shalt  thou  fa¬ 
vour  a  poor  man  in  his  cause. 

4  If  thou  meet  thine  enemy’s  ox  or  his  ass 
going  astray,  thou  shalt  surely  bring  it  back  to 
him  again. 

5  If  thou  see  the  ass  of  him  that  hateth  thee 
lying  under  its  burden,  thou  shalt  forbear  to 
pass  by  him;  thou  shalt  surely  release  it  with 
him. 

6  Thou  shalt  not  wrest  the  judgment  of  thy 
poor  in  his  cause.  7  Keep  thee  far  from  a  false 
matter;  and  the  innocent  and  righteous  slay 
thou  not;  for  I  will  not  justify  the  wicked. 
8  And  thou  shalt  take  no  gift;  for  a  gift  blind- 
eth  them  that  have  sight,  and  perverteth  the 
words  of  the  righteous.  9  And  a  stranger  shalt 
thou  not  oppress;  for  ye  know  the  heart  of  a 
stranger,,  seeing  ye  were  strangers  in  the  land

;  The  Golden  Calf  . 

Q  o  And  when  the  people  saw  that  Moses  de- 
layed  to  come  down  from  the  mount,  the 
people  gathered  themselves  together  unto  Aaron, 
and.  said  unto  him:  ‘Up,  make  us  a  god  who 
shall  go  before  us;  for  as  for  this  Moses,  the 
man  that  brought  us  up  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  we  know  not  what  is  become  of  him.* 
2  And  Aaron  said  unto  them;  ‘Break  off  the 
golden  rings,  which  are  in  the  ears  of  your 
wiveSi  of  your  sons^  and  of  your  daughters,  and 
bring  them  unto  me.*  3  And  all  the  people 
broke  off  the  golden  rings  which  were  in  their 
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ears,  and  brought  them  unto  Aaron.  4  And  he 
received  it  at  their  hand,  and  fashioned  it  with 
a  graving  tool,  and  made  it  a  molten  calf;  and 
they  said;  'This  is  thy  god,  O  Israel,  which 
brought  thee  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt/ 

5  And  when  Aaron  saw  this,  he  built  an  altar 
before  it;  and  Aaron  made  proclamation,  and 
said:  ‘To-morrow  shall  be  a  feast  to  the  Lord/ 

6  And  they  rose  up  early  on  the  morrow,  and 
offered  burnt-offerings,  and  brought  peace-offer¬ 
ings;  and  the  people  sat  down  to  eat  and  to 
drink,  and  rose  up  to  make  merry. 

7  And  the  Lord  spoke  unto  Moses:  ‘Go,  get 
thee  down;  for  thy  people,  that  thou  broughtest 
up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  have  dealt  cor¬ 
ruptly;  8  they  have  turned  aside  quickly  out  of 
the  way  which  I  commanded  them;  they  have 
made  them  a  molten  calf,  and  have  worshipped 
it,  and  have  sacrificed  unto  it,  and  said:- This  is 
thy  god,  O  Israel,  which  brought  thee  up  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt/  9  And  the  Lord  said 
unto  Moses:  ‘I  have  seen  this  people,  and,  be¬ 
hold,  it  is  a  stiffnecked  people.

QQ  And  the  Lord  spoke  unto  Moses:  ‘Depart, 
00,  go  up  hence,  thou  and  the  people  that 
thou  hast  brought  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
unto  the  land  of  which  I  swore  unto  Abraham, 
to  Isaac,  and  to  Jacob,  saying:  Unto  thy  seed 
will  I  give  it— 2  and  I  will  send  an  angel  before 
.thee;  and  I  will  drive  out  the  Canaanite,. -the 
Amorite,  and  the  Hittite,  and  the,  Perizzite,  the 
Hivite,  and  the  Jebusite— 3  unto  a  land  flowing 
with  milk  and  honey;  for  I  will  not  go  up  in  the 
midst  of  thee;  for  thOu  art  a  stiffnecked  peo¬ 
ple;  lest  I  consume  thee  in  the  way.'  4  And 
when  the  people  heard  these  evil  tidings,  they 
mourned; .  and  -  no  man  did  put  on  him  his 
ornaments.  5  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses: 
.‘Say  unto  the  children  of  Israel:  Ye  are  a  stiff¬ 
necked  people;  if  I  go  up  into  the  midst  of  thee 
for  one  moment,  I  shall  consume  thee;  there¬ 
fore  now.  put  off  thy  ornaments  from  thee,  that 
I  may:  know  Avhat-  to  do  unto  thee.’  6  And  the 
children  of  Israel  stripped  themselves  of  their 
ornaments  from  mount  Horeb  onward. 
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7  Now  Moses  used  to  take  the  tent  and  to 
pitch  it  without  the  camp,  afar  off  from  the 
camp;  and  he  called  it  The  tent  of  meeting. 
And  it  came  to  ^Dass,  that  every  one  that  sought 
the  Lord  went  out  unto  the  tent  of  meeting, 
which  was  without  the  camp.  8  And  it  came 
to  pass,  when  Moses  went  out  unto  the  Tent, 
that  all  the  people  rose  up,  and  stood,  every 
man  at  his  tent  door,  and  looked  after  Moses, 
until  he  was  gone  into  the  Tent.

13  Thou  shalt  not  op¬ 
press  thy  neighbour,  nor  rob  him;  the  wages 
of  a  hired  servant  shall  not  abide  with  thee  all 
night  until  the  morning.  14  Thou  shalt  not 
curse  the  deaf,  nor  put  a  stumbling-block  be¬ 
fore  the  blind,  but  thou  shalt  fear  thy  God:  I 
am  the  Lord.  15  Ye  shall  do  no  unrighteous- 
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ness  in  judgment;  thou  shall  not  respect  the 
person  of  the  poor,  nor  favour  the  person  of 
the  mighty;  but  in  righteousness  shall  thou 
judge  thy  neighbour.

3  Six  days 
shall  work  be  done;  but  on  the  seventh  day  is  a 
sabbath  of  solemn  rest,  a  holy  convocation;  ye 
shkli  do  no  *  mariner  of  work;  it  is  a  sabba  th 
unto  the  Lord  in  ail  your  dwellings. 

.4  These  are  the  appointed  .  seasbris-  of  the 
Lord,  pteti  holy  convocations^  which  ye  shall 
proclaim  in  their  appointed  season.  5  In  the

17  Ye  shall  bring  out 
of  your  dwellings  two  wave-loaves  of  two  tenth 
parts  of  an  ephah;  they  shall  be  of  fine  flour, 
they  shall  be  baked  with  leaven,  for  first-fruits 
unto  the  Lord.  18  And  ye  shall  present  with 
the  bread  seven  lambs  without  blemish  of  the 
first  year,  and  one  young  bullock,  and  two  rams; 
they  shall  be  a  burnt-offering  unto  the  Lord, 
with  their  meal -offering,  and  their  drink-offer¬ 
ings,  even  an  offering  made  by  fire,  of  a  sweet 
savour  unto  the  Lord.

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memorial  proclaimed  with  the  blast  of  horns, 
a  holy  convocation.  25  Ye  shall  do  no  manner 
of  servile  work;  and  ye  shall  bring  an  offering 
made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord. 

26  And  the  Lord  spoke  unto  Moses,  saying: 

27  Howbeit  on  the  tenth  day  of  this  seventh 
month  is  the  day  of  atonement;  there  shall  be  a 
holy  convocation  unto  you,  and  ye  shall  afflict 
your  souls;  and  ye  shall  bring  an  offering  made 
by  fire  unto  the  Lord.  28  And  ye  shall  do  no 
manner  of  work  in  that  same  day;  for  it  is  a  day 
of  atonement,  to  make  atonement  for  you  before 
the  Lord  your  God.  29  For  whatsoever  soul  it 
be  that  shall  not  be  afflicted  in  that  same  day, 
he  shall  be  cut  off  from  his  people.  30  And 
whatsoever  «oul  it  be  that  doeth  any  manner 
of  work  in  that  same  day,  that  soul  will  I  de¬ 
stroy  from  among  his  people.  31  Ye  shall  do 
no  manner  of  work;  it  is  a  statute  for  ever 
throughout  your  generations  in  all  your  dwell¬ 
ings.

33  And  the  Lord  spoke  unto  Moses,  saying:

On  the  fifteenth  day  of  this  seventh  month 
is  the  feast  of  tabernacles  for  seven  days  unto 
the  Lord.  35  On  the  first  day  shall  be  a  holy 
convocation;  ye  shall  do  no  manner  of  servile 
work.  36  Seven  days  ye  shall  bring  an  offering 
made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord;  on  the  eighth  day 
shall  be  a  holy  convocation  unto  you;  and  ye 
shall  bring  an  offering  made  by  fire  unto  the 
Lord;  it  is  a  day  of  solemn  assembly;  ye  shall 
do  no  manner  of  servile  work. 
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37  Tfiese  are  the  appointed  seasons  o£  the 
Lord,  which  ye  shall  proclaim  to  be  holy  con¬ 
vocations,  to  bring  an  offering  made  by  fire 
unto  the  Lord,  a  burnt-offering,  and  a  meal¬ 
offering,  a  sacrifice,  and  drink-offerings,  each 
on  its  own  day;  38  beside  the  sabbaths  of  the 
Lord,  and  beside  your  gifts,  and  beside  all  your 
VOW’S,  and  beside  all  your  freewill-offerings, 
which  ye  give  unto  the  Lord. 

39  Howbeit  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  sev¬ 
enth  month,  when  ye  have  gathered  in  the 
fruits  of  the  land,  ye  shall  keep  the  feast  of  the 
Lord,  seven  days;  on  the -first  day  shall  be  a 
solemn  rest,  and  on  the  eighth  day  shall  he  a 
solemn  rest.  40  And  ye  shall  take  you  on  the 
first  day  the  firuit  of  goodly  trees,  branches  of 
palm-trees,  and  boughs- of  thick  trees,  and  wil¬ 
lows.  of  the  brook,-  and  ye  shall  rejoice  before 
the  Lord  your  God  seven  days,  41  And  ye 
shall  keep  it  a  feast  unto  the  Lord  seven  days 
iri  the  yearl  it  ia  a  Tstatxite  for  even  in  your 
generations;  ye  shall  keep  it  in .  the  seventh 
month,  .  42  Ye  shall  dwell  in  booths  s^en  days; 
all  that  are  home-born  in  Israer  shall  dwell  in 
bpoths;  43  that  your  generations  may  know  that 
1  made  the.  children  of  Israel  to  dwell  in  booths, 
when  I  brought  them  put  of  the  land  of  Egypt: 
I  am  the  Lord  your  God. 

44  And  Moses  declared  unto  the  children  of 
Israel  the  appointed  seasons  of  the  Lord.

Cy  Cf  And  the  Lord  spoke  unto  Moses  in  mount 
Sinai,  saying:  2  Speak  unto  the  children 
of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them: 
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When  ye  come  into  the  land  which  I  give 
you,  then  shall  the  land  keep  a  sabbath  unto 
the  Lord.  3  Six  years  thou  shalt  sow  thy  field, 
and  six  years  thou  shalt  prune  thy  vineyard, 
and  gather  in  the  produce  thereof.  4  But  in 
the  seventh  year  shall  be  a  sabbath  of  solemn 
rest  for  the  land,  a  sabbath  unto  the  Lord;  thou 
shalt  neither  sow  thy  field,  nor  prune  thy  vine¬ 
yard.  5  That  which  groweth  of  itself  of  thy 
harvest  thou  shalt  not  reap,  and  the  grapes  of 
thy  undressed  vine  thou  shalt  not  gather;  it 
shall  be  a  year  of  solemn  rest  for  the  land, 
6  And  the  sabbath-produce  of  the  land  shall  be 
for  food  for  you:  for  thee,  and  for  thy  servant 
and  for  thy  maid,  and  for  thy  hired  servant 
and  for  the  settler  by  thy  side  that  sojourn  with 
thee;  7' and  for  thy  cattle,  and  for  the  beasts 
that  are  in  thy  land,  shall  all  the  increase 
thereof  be  for  food. 

8  And  thou  shalt  number  seven  sabbaths  of 
years  unto  thee,  seven  times  seven  years;  and 
there  shall  be  unto  thee  the  days  of  seven  sab¬ 
baths  of  years,  even  forty  and  nine  years. 
9  Then  shalt  thou  make  proclamation  with 
the  blast  of  the  horn  on  the  tenth  day  of  .  the 
seventh  month;  in  the  day  of  atonemeint  shall 
ye  make  proclamation  with  the  horn  through¬ 
out  all  your  land.  10  And  ye  shall  hallow  the 
fiftieth  year,  and  proclaim  liberty  throughout 
the  land  unto  all  the  inhabitants  thereof;  it 
shall  be  a  jubilee  unto  you;  and  ye  shall  return 
every  man  unto  his  possession,  and  ye  shall 
return  every  man  unto  his  family.  11  A  jubilee 
shall  that  fiftieth  year  be  unto  you;  ye  shall 
not  sow,  neither  reap  that  which  groweth  of 
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itself  in  it,  nor  gather  the  grapes  in  it  of  the 
undressed  vines.  12  For  it  is  a  jubilee;  it  shall 
be  holy  unto  you;  ye  shall  eat  the  increase 
thereof  out  of  the  field.  13  In  this  year  of 
jubilee  ye  shall  return  every  man  unto  his 
possession.  14  And  if  thou  sell  aught  unto  thy 
neighbour,  or  buy  of  thy  neighbour’s  hand,  ye 
shall  not  wrong  one  another.  15  According  to 
the  number  of  years  after  the  jubilee  thou 
shait  buy  of  thy  neighbour,  and  according  unto 
the  number  of  years  of  the  crops  he  shall  sell 
unto  thee.  16  According  to  the  multitude  of 
the  years  thou  shait  increase  the  price  thereof, 
and  according  to  the  fewness  of  the  years  thou 
shait  diminish  the  price  of  it;  for  the  number 
of  crops  doth  he  sell  unto  thee.  17  And  ye 
shall  not  wrong  one  another;  but  thou  shait 
fear  thy  God;  for  .  I  am  the  Lord-  your  God. 
18  Wherefore  ye  shall  do  My  statutes,  and 
keep  Mine  ordinances  and  do  them;  and  ye 
shall .  dwell  in :  the  land  in  safety.  1  g  And  the 
land  shall  yield  her  fruit,  and  ye  shall  eat  until 
ye  have  enough,  and  dwell  therein  in  safety. 
20  And  if  ye  shall  say:  ^What  shall  we  eat  the 
seventh  year?  behold,  we  may  not  sow,  -  nor 
gather  in  our  increase';  21  then  I  will  command 
My  blessing  upon  you  in  the  sixth  year,  and  it 
shall  bring  forth  produce  for  the  three  years. 
22  And  ye  shall  sow  the  eighth  year,  and  eat 
Of  the  produce,  the  old  store;  until  the  ninth 
year,  until  her  produce  come  in,  ye  shall  eat  the 
old  store,  23  And  the  land  shall  not  be  sold 
in  perpetuity;  for  the  land  is  Mine;  for  ye  are 
strangers  and  settlers  with  Me.  24  And  in  all 
the  land  of  your  possession  ye  shall  grant  a 
redemption  for  the  land. 
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25  If  thy  brother  be  waxen  poor,  and  sell 
some  of  his  possession,  then  shall  his  kinsman 
that  is  next  unto  him  come,  and  shall  redeem 
that  which  his  brother  hath  sold.  26  And  if  a 
man  have  no  one  to  redeem  it,  and  he  be 
waxen  rich  and  find  sufficient  means  to  redeem 
it;  27  then  let  him  count  the  years  of  the  sale 
thereof,  and  restore  the  overplus  unto  the  man 
to  whom  he  sold  it;  and  he  shall  return  unto 
his  possession.  28  But  if  he  have  not  sufficient 
means  to  get  it  back  for  himself,  then  that 
which  he  hath  sold  shall  remain  in  the  hand 
of  him  that  hath  bought  it  until  the  year  of 
jubilee;  and  in  the  jubilee  it  shall  go  out,  and 
Jie  shall  return  unto  his  possession* 


Obligations  of  Brotherhood 

35  And  if  thy  brother  be  waxen  poor,  and  his 
means  fail  with  thee;  then  thou  shalt  uphold 
him:  as  a  stranger  and  a  settler  shall  he  live 
with  thee.  36  Take  thou  no  interest  of  him 
or  increase;  but  fear  thy  God;  that  thy  brother 
may  live  with  thee.  37  Thou  shalt  not  give 
him  thy  money  upon  interest,  nor  give  him  thy 
victuals  for  increase.  38  I  am  the  Loan  your 
God,  who  brought  you  forth  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  to  give  you  the  land  of  Canaan,  to  be 
your  God. 

39  And  if  thy  brother  be  waxen  poor  with 
thee,  and  sell  himself  unto  thee,  thou  shalt 
not  make  him  to  serve  as  a  bondservant.  40  As 
a  hired  servant,  and  as  a  settler,  he  shall  be  with 
thee;  he  shall  serve  with  thee  unto  the  year  of 
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jubilee.  41  Then  shall  he  go  out  from  thee, 
he  and  his  children  with  him,  and  shall  return 
unto  bis  own  family,  and  unto  the  possession 
of  his  fathers  shall  he  return.  42  For  they  are 
My  servants,  whom  I  brought  forth  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt;  they  shall  not  be  sold  as  bond- 
men.  43  Thou  shalt  not  rule  over  him  with 
rigour;  but  shalt  fear  thy  God.  44  And  as  for 
thy  bondmen,  and  thy  bondmaids,  whom  thou 
mayest  have:  of  the  nations  that  are  round 
about  you,  of  them  shall  ye  buy  bondmen  and 
bondmaids.  45  Moreoiver  of  the  children  of 
the  strangers  that  do  sojourn  among  you,  of 
them  may  ye  buy,  and  of  their  families  that- are 
wrth  you,  which  they  have  begotten  in  your 
land;  and  they  may  be  your  possession.  46  And 
ye  may  make  them  an  inheritance  for  your 
children  after  you,  to  hold  for  a  possession:  of 
them  may  ye  take  your  bondmen  for  ever;  but 
over  your  brethren  the  children  of  Israel  ye 
shall  not  rule,  on6  over  another,  with  rigour. 

47  And  if  a  stranger  who  is  a  settler  with 
thee  be  wax^  rich,  and  thy  brother  be  waxen 
jpoor  beside  him,  and  sell  himself  unto  the 
stranger  who  is  a .  settler  with  thee,  or  to  the 
offshoot  of  a  stranger’s  family,  48  after  that  he 
is  sold  he  may  be  redeemed;  one  of  his  brethren 
may  redeem  him;  49  or  his  uncle,  or  his  uncle’s 
r  son,  may  redeem  him,  or  any  that  is  nigh  of  kin 
unto  him  of  his  family  may  redeem  him;  or  if 
he  be  waxen  rich,  he  may  redeem  himself. 
50  And  he  shall  reckon  with  him  that  bought 
him  from  the  year  that  he  sold  himself  to  him 
unto  the  year  of  .  jubilee;  and  the  price  of  his 
sale  shall  be  according  unto  the  number  of 
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years;  according  to  the  time  of  a  hired  servant 
shall  he  be  with  him.  51  If  there  be  yet  many 
years,  according  unto  them  he  shall  give  back 
the  price  of  his  redemption  out  of  the  money 
that  he  was  bought  for.  52  And  if  there  re¬ 
main  but  few  years  unto  the  year  of  jubilee, 
then  he  shall  reckon  with  him;  according  unto 
his  years  shall  he  give  back  the  price  of  his 
redemption.  53  As  a  servant  hired  year  by 
year  shall  he  be  with  him;  he  shall  not  rule 
with  rigour  over  him  in  thy  sight.  54  And  if 
he  be  not  redeemed  by  any  of  these  means, 
then  lie  shall  go  out  in  the  year  of  jubilee,  he, 
and  his  children  with  him.  55  For.  unto  Me 
the  children  of  Israel  are,  servants;-  they  are  My 
servants  whom  I  brought  forth  out  of  the -land 
-pf -Egypt:  I  am  the  Lord  your  God.

^  §9  And  Moses  said  unto  Hobab,  the  son  of 
JL  U  Reuel  the  Midianite,  Moses*  father-in-law: 
‘We  are  journeying  unto  the  place  of  which  the 
Lord  said:  I  will  give  it  you;  come  thou  with 
us,  and  we  will  do  thee  good;  for  the  Lord  hath 
spoken  good  concerning  Israel.*  50  And  he  said 
unto  him:  ‘r  will  not  go;  but  I  will  depart  to 
mine  own  land,  and  to  my  kindred.*  31  And  he 
said:  'Leave  us  not,  I  pray  thee;  forasmuch  as 
thou  knowest  how  we  are  to  encamp  in  the 
wilderness,  and  thou  shalt  be  to  us  instead  of 
eyes.

6  Of  the  tribe  of 
Judah,  Caleb  the  son  of  Jephunneh.  7  Of  the 
tribe  of  Issachar,  Igal  the  son  of  Joseph.  8  Of 
the  tribe  of  Ephraim,  Hoshea  the  son  of  Nun. 
9  Of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  Palti  the  son  of 
Raphu,  10  Of  the  tribe  of  Zebulun^  Gaddiel 
the  son  of  Sodi.  11  Of  the  tribe  of  Joseph, 
namely,  of  the  tribe  of  Manasseh,  Gaddi  the 
son  of  Susi.  12  Of  the  tribe  of  Dan,  Ammiel 
the  son  of  Gemalli.  13  Of  the  tribe  of  Asher, 
Sethur  the  son  of  Michael.  14  Of  the  tribe  of 
Naphtali,  Nahbi  the  son  of  Vophsi.  15  Of  the 
tribe  of  Gad,  Geuel  the  son  of  Machi.  16  These 
are  the  names  of  the  men  that  Moses  sent  to 
spy  out  the  land.  And  Moses  called  Hoshea  the 
son  of  Nun  Joshua.  17  And  Moses  sent  them 
to  spy  out  the  land  of  Canaan,  and  said  unto 
them:  ‘Get  you  up  here  into  the  South,  and  go 
up  into  the  mountains;  18  and  see  the  land, 
what  it  is;  and  the  people  that  dwelleth  therein, 
whether  they  are  strong  or  weak,  whether  they 
are  few  or  many;  19  and  what  the  land  is  that 
they  dwell  in,  whether  it  is  good  or  bad;  and 
what  cities  they  are  that  they  dwell  in,  whether 
in  camps,  or  in  strongholds;  20  and  what  the 
land  is,"  whether  it  is  fat  or  lean,  whether  there 
is  wood  therein,  or  not.

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courage,  and  bring  of  the  fruit  of  the  land/— ' 
Now  the  time  was  the  time  of  the  first-ripe 
grapes.— 21  So  they  went  up,  and  spied  out  the 
land  from  the  wilderness  of  Zin  unto  Rehob, 
at  the  entrance  to  Hamath.  22  And  they  went 
up  into  the  South,  and  came  unto  Hebron;  and 
Ahiman,  Sheshai,  and  Talmai,  the  children  of 
Anak,  were  there.— Now  Hebron  was  built  seven 
years  before  Zoan  in  Egypt.— 23  And  they  came 
unto  the  valley  of  Eshcol,  and  cut  down  from 
thence  a  branch  with  one  cluster  of  grapes,  and

because  of  the  cluster  which  the  children  of

turned  from  spying  put  the  land  at  the  end  of 
forty  V days.

.Mpse^j^nd  to  Aaron,  and  to  all  the  congrega¬

-1  A  And  all  the  congregation  lifted  up  their 
voice,  and  cried;  and  the  people  wept  that 
night.  2  And  all  the  children  of  Israel  mur¬ 
mured  against  Moses  and  against  Aaron;  and 
the  whole  congregation  said  unto  them:  ‘Would 
that  we  had  died  in  the  land  of  Egypt!  or  would 
we  had  died  in  this  wilderness!

wilderness.  1 7  And  now,  I  pray  Thee,  let  the 
power  of  the  Lord  be  great,  according  as  Thou 
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hast  spoken,  saying:  i8  The  Lord  is  slow  to 
anger,  and  plenteous  in  lovingkindness,  forgiv¬ 
ing  iniquity  and  transgression,  and  that  will  by 
no  means  clear  the  guilty;  visiting  the  iniquity 
of  the  fathers  upon  the  children,  upon  the  third 
and  upon  the  fourth  generation.

And  they-  journeyed  front  Kadesh;  c  and 
The  children  of  Israel,  even  the  whole  congrega- 
itioriv  came  unto  mount  Hor;  23  And  the  Lord 
i^oke  unto  Moses  and  Aaron  in  mount  Hor,  by 
the  border  of  the  land  of  Edom,  saying:  24  ‘Aaron 
-OshalT  be  gathered  unto  his  people;  for  he  shall 
not  enter  into  the  land  which  I  have  given 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  because  ye  retailed 
against  My  word  at  the  waters  of  Meribah. 
2§  Take  Aaron  and  Eleazar  his  son,  and  bring 
them  up  unto  mount  Hor.

fore  the  Lord  to  the  war,  21  and  every  armed 
man  of  you  will  pass  over  the  Jordan  before 
the  Lord,  until  He  hath  driven  out  His  enemies 
from  before  Him,  22  and  the  land  be  subdued 
before  the  Lord,  and  ye  return  afterward;  then 
ye  shall  be  clear  before  the  Lord,  and  before 
Israel,  and  this  land  shall  be  unto  you  for  a 
possession  before  the  Lord.

Social  Maxims 

If  one  be  found  slain  in  the  land  which 
"A  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee  to  possess 
it,  lying  in  the  field,  and  it  be  not  known  who 
hath  smitten  him;  2  then  thy  elders  and  thy 
judges  shall  come  forth,  and  they  shall  measure 
unto  the  cities  which  are  round  about  him  that 
is  slain.  3  And  it  shall  be,  that  the  city  which 
is  nearest  unto  the  slain  man,  even  the  elders 
of  that  city  shall  take  a  heifer  of  the  herd,  which 
hath  not  been  wrought  with,  and  which  hath 
not  drawn  in  the  yoke.  4  And  the  elders  of 
that  city  shall  bring  down  the  heifer  unto  a 
rough  valley,  which  may  neither  be  plowed  nor 
sown,  and  shall  break  the  heifer’s  neck  there 
in  the  valley.  5  And  the  priests  the  sons  of 
Levi  shall  come  near— for  them  the  Lord  thy 
God  hath  chosen  to  minister  unto  Him,  "^nd 
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to  bless  in  the  name  of  the  Lord;  and  according 
to  their  word  shall  every  controversy  and  every 
stroke  be.  6  And  all  the  elders  of  that  city, 
who  are  nearest  unto  the  slain  man,  shall  wash 
their  hands  over  the  heifer  whose  neck  wat 
broken  in  the  valley.

6  If  a  bird’s  nest  chance  to  be  before  thee 
in  the  way,  in  any  tree  or  on  the  ground,  with 
young  ones  or  eggs,  and  the  dam  sitting  upon 
the  young,  or  upon  the  eggs,  thou  shalt  not 
take  the  dam  with  the  young;  7  thou  shalt  in 
any  wise  let  the  dam  go,  but  the  young  thou 
mayest  take  unto  thyself;  that  it  may  be  well 
with  thee,  and  that  thou  mayest  prolong  thy 
days. 

8  When  thou  buildest  a  new  house,  ‘then 
thouv  shalt  make  a  parapet  for  thy  roof,  that 
thou  bring  not  blood  upon  thy  house,  if  ariy 
man  fall  from  thence. 

8  Thou  shalt  not  abhor  an  Edomite,  for 


he  is  thy  brother;  thou  shalt  not  abhor  an 
Egyptian,  because  thou  wast  a  stranger  in  his 
land.  9  The  children  of  the  third  generation 
that  are  born  unto  them  may  enter  into  the 
assembly  of  the  Lord^ 

16  Thou  shalt  not  deliver  unto  his  master  a 
bondman  that  is  escaped  from  his  master  unto 
thee;  17  he  shall  dwell  with  thee,  in  the  midst 
of  thee,  in  the  place  which  he  shall  choose 
within  one  of  thy  gates,  where  it  liketh  him 
best;  thou  shalt  not  wrong  him.

22  and  that  the  whole  land  thereof  is  brimstone, 
and  salt,  and  a  burning,  that  it  is  not  sown, 
nor  beareth,  nor  any  grass  groweth  therein,  like 
the  overthrow  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  Admah 
and  Zeboiim,  which  the  Lord  overthrew  in  His 
anger,  and  in  His  wrath;  23  even  all  the  na^ 
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tions  shall  say:  ‘Wherefore  hath  the  Lord  done 
thus  unto  this  land?  what  meaneth  the  heat  of 
this  great  anger?’  24  then  men  shall  say:  ‘Be¬ 
cause  they  forsook  the  covenant  of  the  Lord, 
the  God  of  their  fathers,  which  He  made  with 
them  when  He  brought  them  forth  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt;  25  and  went  and  served  other 
gods,  and  worshipped  them,  gods  that  they  knew 
not,  and  that  He  had  not  allotted  unto  them; 
26  therefore  the  anger  of  the  Lord  was  kindled 
against  this  land,  to  bring  upon  it  all  the  curse 
thav  is  written  in  this  book;  27  and  the  Lord 
rooted  them  out  of  their  land  in  anger,  and  in 
wrath,  and  in  great  indignation,  and  cast  them 
into  another  land,  as  it  is  this  day’.— 28  The 
secret  things  belong  unto  the  Lord  our  God; 
but  the  things  that  are  revealed  belong  unto 
us  and  to  our  children  for  ever,  that  we  may 
do  all  the  tvords  of  this  law. 

*  ill  come  to  pass,  when  all  these 


come  upon  thee,  the  blessing 


and  the  curse,  which  I  have  set  before  thee,  and 
thou  shalt  bethink  thyself  among  alT  the  na¬ 
tions,  whither  the  Lord  thy  God  hath  driven 
thee,  2  and  shalt  return  unto  the  Lord  thy 
God,  and  hearken  to  His  voice  according  to  all 
that  I  command  thee  this  day,  thou  and  thy 
children,  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy 
soul;  3  that  then  the  Lord  thy  God  will  turn 
thy  captivity,  and  have  compassion  upon  thee, 
and  will  return  and  gather  thee  from  all  the 
peoples,  whither  the  Lord  thy  God  hath  scat¬ 
tered  thee.  4  If  any  of  thine  that  are  dispersed 
be  in  the  uttermost  parts  of  heaven,  from  thence 
will  the  Lord  thy  God  gather  thee,  and  from 
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thence  will  He  fetch  thee.  5  And  the  Lord  thy 
God  will  bring  thee  into  the  land  which  thy 
fathers  possessed,  and  thou  shalt  possess  it;  and 
He  will  do  thee  good,  and  multiply  thee  above 
thy  fathers.  6  And  the  Lord  thy  God  will  cir¬ 
cumcise  thy  heart,  and  the  heart  of  thy  seed, 
to  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart, 
and  with  all  thy  soul,  that  thou  mayest  live. 
7  And  the  Lord  thy  God  will  put  all  these 
curses  upon  thine  enemies,'  and  on  them  that 
hate  thee,  that  persecuted  thee.  8  And  thou 
shalt  return  and  hearken  to  the  voice  of  the 
Lord,  and  do  all  His  commandments  which  I 
command  thee  this  day.  9  And  the  Lord  thy 
God  will  make  thee  overabundant  in  all  the 
work  of  thy  hand,  in  the  fruit  of  thy  body, 
and  in  the  fruit  of  thy  cattle,  and  in  the  fruit 
of  thy  land,  for  good;  for  the  Lord  will  again 
rejoice  over  thee  for  good,  as  He  rejoiced  over 
thy  fathers;  10  if  thou  shalt  hearken  to  the  voice 
of  the  Lord  thy  God,  to  keep  His  command¬ 
ments  and  His  statutes  which  are  written  in  this 
book  of  the  law;  if  thou  turn  unto  the  Lord 
thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy 
soul. 

11  For  this  commandment  which  I  command 
thee  this  day,  it  is  not  too  hard  for  thee,  neither 
is  it  far  off.  12  It  is  not  in  heaven,  that  thou 
shouldest  say:  ‘Who  shall  go  up  for  us  to  heaven, 
and  bring  it  unto  us,  and  make  us  to  hear  it, 
that  we  may  do  it?*  13  Neither  is  it  beyond 
the  sea,  that  thou  shouldest  say:  ‘Who  shall  go 
over  the  sea  for  us,  and  bring  it  unto  us,  and 
make  us  to  hear  it,  that  we  may  do  it?’  14  But 
the  word  is  very  nigh  unto  thee,  in  thy  mouth. 
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and  in  thy  heart,  that  thou  mayest  do  it. 

15  See,  I  have  set  before  thee  this  day  life 
and  good,  and  death  and  evil,  16  in  that  I 
command  thee  this  day  to  love  the  Lord  thy 
God,  to  walk  in  His  ways,  and  to  keep  His 
commandments  and  His  statutes  and  His  ordi¬ 
nances;  then  thou  shalt  live  and  multiply,  and 
the  Lord  thy  God  shall  bless  thee  in  the  land 
whither  thou  goest  in  to  possess  it.  17  But  if 
thy  heart  turn  away,  and  thou  wilt  not  hear, 
but  shalt  be  drawn  away,  and  worship  other 
gods,  and  serve  them;  18  I  declare  unto  you 
this  day,  that  ye  shall  surely  perish;  ye  shall 
not  prolong  your  days  upon  the  land,  whither 
thou  passest  over  the  Jordan  to  go  in  to  pos¬ 
sess  it.  19  I  call  heaven  and  earth  to-  witness 
against  you  this  day,  that  1  have  set  before  thee 
life  and  death,  the  blessing  and  the  curse;  there¬ 
fore  choose  life,  that  thou  mayest  live,  thou  and 
thy  seed;  20  to  love^  the  Lord  thy  God,  to 
hearken  to  His  voice^  and  to  cleave  unto  Hini; 
for  that  is  thy  life,  and  the  length  of  thy  days; 
that  thou  mayest  dwell  ih  the  land  which  the 
Lord  swore  unto  thy  fathers,  to  Abraham,  to 
Isaac,  and  to  Jacob,  to  give  them. 

Q -1  And  Moses  went  and  spoke  these  words 
Ox  unto  all  Israel.  2  And  he  said  unto 
them-  ‘I  am  a  hundred  and  nventy  years  old 
this  day;  I  can  no  more  go  out  and  come  in; 
ari  the  Lord  hath  said  unto  me:  Thou  shalt 
not  go  over  this  Jordan.  3  The  Lord  thy  God, 
He  will  go  over  before  thee;  He  will  destroy 
these  nations  from  before  thee,  and  thou  shalt 
dispossess  them;  and  Joshua,  he  shall  go  over 
before  thee,  as  the  Lord  hath  spoken.  4  And 
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the  Lord  will  do  unto  them  as  He  did  to  Sihon 
and  to  Og,  the  lyings  of  the  Amorites,  and  unto 
their  land;  whom  He  destroyed.  5  And  the 
Lord  will  deliver  them  up  before  you,  and 
ye  shall  do  unto  them  according  unto  all  the 
commandment  which  I  have  commanded  you. 
6  Be  strong  and  of  good  courage,  fear  not,  nor 
be  affrighted  at  them;  for  the  Lord  thy  God, 
He  it  is  that  doth  go  with  thee;  He  will  not 
fail  thee,  nor  forsake  thee.* 

7  And  Moses  called  unto  Joshua,  and  said 
unto  him  in  the  sight  of  all  Israel:  *Be  strong 
and  of  good  courage;  for  thou  shalt  go  with 
this  people  into  the  land  which  the  Lord  hath 
sworn  unto  their  fathers  to  give  them;  and 
thou  shalt  cause  them  to  inherit  it.  8  And  the 
LoRD,rHe  it  is  that  doth  go  before  thee;  He  will 
be  with  thee.  He  will  not  fail  thee,  neither  for¬ 
sake  thee;  fear  not,  neither  be  dismayed.* 

9  And  Moses  wrote  this  law,  and  delivered 
it  unto  the  priests  the  sons  of  Levi,  that  bore 
the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Lord,  and  unto 
all  the  elders  of  Israel.  10  And  Moses  com¬ 
manded  them,  saying:  ‘At  the  end  of  every  seven 
years,  in  the  set  time  of  the  year  of  release,  in 
the  feast  of  tabernacles,  11  when  all  Israel  is 
come  to  appear  before  the  Lord  thy  God  in  the 
place  which  He  shall  choose,  thou  shalt  read 
this  law  before  all  Israel  in  their  hearing. 

12  Assemble  the  people,  the  men  and  the  women 
and  the  little  ones,  and  thy  stranger  that  is 
within  thy  gates,  that  they  may  hear,  and  that 
they  may  learn,  and  fear  the  Lord  your  God, 
and  observe  to  do  all  the  words  of  this  law; 

13  and  that  their  children,  who  have  not  known. 
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may  hear,  and  learn  to  fear  the  Lord  your  God,, 
as  long  as  ye  live  in  the  land  ^whither  ye  go 
over  the  Jordan  to  possess  it.* 

14  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses:  ‘Behold, 
thy  days  approach  that  thou  must  die;  call 
Joshua,  and  present  yourselves  in  the  tent  of 
meeting,  that  I  may  give  him  a  charge.’  And 
Moses  and  Joshua  went,  and  presented  them¬ 
selves  in  the  tent  of  meeting.  15  And  the  Lord 
appeared  in  the  Tent  in  a  pillar  of  cloud;  and 
the  pillar  of  cloud  stood  over  the  door  of  the 
Tent.  16  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses:  ‘Be¬ 
hold,  thou  art  about  to  sleep  with  thy  fathers; 
and  this  people  will  rise  up,  and  go  astray  after 
the  foreign  gods  of  the  land,  whither  they  go 
to  be  among  them,  and  will  forsake  Me,  and 
break  My  covenant  which  I  have  made  with 
them.  17  Then  My  anger  shall  be  kindled 
against  them  in  that  day,  and  I  will  forsake 
them,  and  I  will  hide  My  face  from  them,  and 
the)  shall  be  devoured,  and  many  evils  and 
troubles  shall  come  upon  them;  so  that  they 
will  say  in  that  day:  Are  not  these  evils  come 
upon  us  because  our  God  is  not  among  us? 

18  And  I  will  surely  hide  My  face  in  that  day 
for  all  the  evil  which  they  shall  have  wrought, 
in  that  they  are  turned  unto  other  gods. 

19  Now  therefore  write  ye  this  song  for  you, 
and  teach  thou  it  the  children  of  Israel;  put  it 
in  their  mouths,  that  this  song  may  be  a  wit¬ 
ness  for  Me  against  the  children  of  Israel. 

20  For  v/hen  I  shall  have  brought  them  into 
the  land  which  I  swore  unto  their  fathers,  flow¬ 
ing  with  milk  and  honey;  and  they  shall  have 
eaten  their  fill,  and  waxen  fat;  and  turned  unto 
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other  gods,  and  served  them,  and  despised  Me, 
and  broken  My  covenant;  21  then  it  shall  come 
to  pass,  when  many  evils  and  troubles  are  come 
upon  them,  that  this  song  shall  testify  before 
them  as  a  witness;  for  it  shall  not  be  forgotten 
out  of  the  mouths  of  their  seed;  for  I  know 
their  imagination  how  they  do  even  now,  before 
I  have  brought  them  into  the  land  which  I 
swore/  22  So  Moses  wrote  this  song  the  same 
day,  and  taught  it  the  children  of  Israel. 
23  And  he  gave  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun  a  charge, 
and  said:  ‘Be  strong  and  of  good  courage;  for 
thou  shalt  bring  the  children  of  Israel  into  the 
land  which  I  swore  unto  them;  and  I  will  be 
with  thee.* 

24  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Moses  had 
made  an  end  of  writing  the  words  of  this  law 
in  a  book,  until  they  were  finished,  25  that 
Moses  commanded  the  Levites,  that  bore  the 
ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Lord,  saying: 
26  ‘Take  this  book  of  the  law,  and  put  it  by 
the  side  of  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Lord 
your  God,  that  it  may  be  there  for  a  witness 
against  thee.  27  For  I  know  thy  rebellion,  and 
thy  stiff  neck;  behold,  while  I  am  yet  alive 
with  you  this  day,  ye  have  been  rebellious 
against  the  Lord;  and  how  much  more  after 
my  death?  28  Assemble  unto  me  all  the  elders 
of  your  tribes,  and  your  officers,  that  I  may 
speak  these  words  in  their  ears,  and  call  heaven 
and  earth  to  witness  against  them.  29  For  I 
know  that  after  my  death  ye.  will  in  any  wise 
deal  corruptly,  and  turn  aside  from  the  way 
which  I  have  commanded  you;  and  evil  will 
befall  you  in  the  end  of  days;  because  ye  will 
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do  that  which  is  evil  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord, 
to  provoke  Him  through  the  work  of  your 
hands.*  30  And  Moses  spoke  in  the  ears  of 
all  the  assembly  of  Israel  the  words  of  this  song, 
until  they  were  finished: 

The  Death  of  Moses 

Q  M  And  Moses  went  up  from  the  plains  of 
Moab  unto  mount  Nebo,  to  the  top  of 
Pisgah,  that  is  over  against  Jericho.  And  the 
Lord  showed  him  all  the  land,  even  Gilead  as 
far  as  Dan;  2  and  all  Naphtali,  and  the  land 
of  Ephraim  and  Maiiasseh,  atid  all  the  land 
of  Judah  as,  far  as  the  hinder  sea;  3  and  the 
South"  and;  the  Plain,  eveii  the  valkey;  bf  Jericho 
the  city  of  palm-trees,  as  far  as  Zoar.  4  And 
tfie  Lord  said  unto  him:  ‘This  is  the  land  which 
I;  swore  unto  Abraha^i^^^  unto  Isaac,  and  unto 
Jacob,  saying;;  I  will  give  it  unto  thy  seed;  I 
have  caused  thee  to  see  it  with  thine  eyes,  but 
.  thou  shalf  not  go  over  thither.’  5  So  Moses 
the  servant  of  the  Lord  died  there  in  the  land 
of  Moab,  according  to  the  word  of  the  Lord. 
6  And  he  was  buried  in  the  valley  in  the  land 
of  Moab  over  against  Beth-peor;  and  no  man 
knoweth  of  his  sepulchre  unto  this  day.  7  And 
Hoses  was  a  hundred  and  twenty  years  old 
when  he  died;  his  eye  was  not  dim,  nor  his 
natural  force  abated.  8  And  the  children  of 
Israel  wept  for  Moses  in  the  plains  of  Moab 
thirty  days;  so  the  days  of  weeping  in  the 
mourning  for  Moses  were  ended.  9  And  Joshua 
the  son  of  Nun  was  full  of  the  spirit  of  wisdom; 
for  Moses  had  laid  his  hands  upon  him;  and 
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the  children  of  Israel  hearkened  unto  him,  and 
did  as  the  Lord  commanded  Moses.  10  And 
there  hath  not  arisen  a  prophet  since  in  Israel 
like  unto  Moses,  whom  the  Lord  knew  face  to 
face;  11  in  all  the  signs  and  the  wonders,  which 
the  Lord  sent  him  to  do  in  the  land  of  Egypt, 
to  Pharaoh,  and  to  all  his  servants,  and  to  all 
his  land;  12  and  in  all  the  mighty  hand,  and 
in  all  the  great  terror,  which  Moses  wrought 
in  the  sight  of  all  Israel. 


JOSHUA 

Joshua  Leads  Israel 

1  Now  it  came  to  pass  after  the  death  of  Moses 
i  the  servant  of  the  Lord,  that  the  Lord  spoke 
unto  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  Moses’  minister,  say¬ 
ing:  2  /Moses  My  servant  is  dead;  now  therefore 
arise,  go  over  this  Jordan,  thou,  and  all  this 
people,  unto  the  land  which  I  do  give  to  them, 
even  to  the  children  of  Israel.  3  Every  place 
that  the  sole  of  your  foot  shall  tread  upon,  to 
yo_u  have  I  given  it,  as  I  spoke  unto  Moses. 
4  From  the  wilderness,  and  this  Lebanon,  even 
unto  the  great  riyer,  the  river  Euphrates,  all  the 
land  of  the  Hittites,  and  unto  the  Great  Sea 
toward  the  going  down  of  the  sun,  shall  be  your 
border.  5  There  shall  not  any  man  be  able  to 
stand  before  thee  all  the  days  of  thy  life;  as 
I  was  with  Moses,  so  I  will  be  with  thee;  I  will 
not  fail  thee,  nor  forsake  thee.  6  Be  strong  and 
of  good  courage;  for  thou  shalt  cause  this  people 
to  inherit  the  land  which  I  swore  unto  their 
fathers  to  give  them.  7  Only  be  strong  and 
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very  courageous,  to  observe  to  do  according  to 
all  the  law,  which  Moses  My  servant  com¬ 
manded  thee;  turn  not  from  it  to  the  right 
hand  or  to  the  left,  that  thou  mayest  have  good 
success  whithersoever  thou  goest.  8  This  book 
of  the  law  shall  not  depart  out  of  thy  mouth, 
but  thou  shalt  meditate  therein  day  and  night, 
that  thou  mayest  observe  to  do  according  to  all 
that  is  written  therein;  for  then  thou  shalt  make 
thy  ways  prosperous,  and  then  thou  shalt  have 
good  success.  9  Have  not  I  commanded  thee? 
Be  strong  and  of  good  courage;  be  not  affrighted, 
neither  be  thou  dismayed;  for  the  Lord  thy 
God  is  with  thee  whithersoever  thou  goest,* 

10  Then  Joshua  commanded  the  ofikers  ol 
the  peopje,  saying:  n  Tass  through  the  imdst 
of  the  camp,  and  command  the  people,  saying: 
Prepare  you  victuals;  for  within  three  days  ye 
are  to  pass  over  this  Jordan,  to  go  in  to  pos¬ 
sess,  the  land,  which  the  Lord  your  God  giveth 
you  to  possess  it.* 

12  And  to  the  Reubenites,  and  to  the  Gadites, 
and  to  the  half-tribe  of  Manasseh,  spoke  Joshua, 
saying:  13  ‘Remember  the  word  which  Moses 
the  servant  of  the  Lord  commanded  you,  say¬ 
ing:  The  Lord  your  God  giveth  you  rest,  and 
will  give  you  this  land.  14  Your  wives,  your 
little  ones,  and  your  cattle,,  shall  abide  in  the 
land  which  Moses  gave  you  beyond  the  Jordan; 
but  ye  shall  pass  over  before  your  brethren 
armed,  all  the  mighty  men  of  valour,  and  shall 
help  them;  15  until  the  Lord  have  given  your 
brethren  rest,  as  unto  you,  and  they  also  have 
possessed  the  land  which  the  Lord  your  Goct 
giveth  them;  then  ye  shall  return  unto  the 
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l3.n.(i  of  your  possession,  2^nd  possess  it,  which 
Moses  the  servant  of  the  Lord  gave  you  beyond 
the  Jordan  toward  the  sunrising/ 

16  And  they  answered  Joshua,  saying:  ‘All 
that  thou  hast  commanded  us  we  will  do,  and 
whithersoever  thou  sendest  us  we  will  go. 
jiy  According  as  we  hearkened  unto  Moses  in 
all  things,  so  will  we  hearken  unto  thee;  only 
the  Lord  thy  God  be  with  thee,  as  He  was  with 
Moses.  18  Whosoever  he  be  that  shall  rebel 
against  thy  commandment,  and  shall  not 
hearken  unto  thy  words  in  all  that  thou  com- 
mandest  him,  he  shall  be  put  to  death;  only 
be  strong  and  of  good  courage/ 

The  Gibeonite  Embassy 

9  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  all  the  kings 
that  were  beyond  the  Jordan,  in  the  hill- 
country,  and  in  the  Lowland,  and  on  all  the 
shore  of  the  Great  Sea  in  front  of  Lebanon,  the 
Hittite,  and  the  Amorite,  the  Canaanite,  the 
Perizzite,  the  Hivite,  and  the  Jebusite,  heard 
thereof,  2  that  they  gathered  themselves  to¬ 
gether,  to  fight  with  Joshua  and  with  Israel, 
with  one  accord. 

3  But  when  the  inhabitants  of  Gibeon  heard 
what  Joshua  had  done  unto  Jericho  and  to  Ai, 
4  they  also  did  work  wilily,  and  went  and  made 
as  if  they  had  been  ambassadors,  and  took  old 
sacks  upon  their  asses,  and  wine-skins,  worn  and 
rent  and  patched  up;  5  and  worn  shoes  and 
clouted  upon  their  feet,  and  worn  garments 
upon  them;  and  all  the  bread  of  their  provision 
was  dry  and  was  become  crumbs.  6  And  they 
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went  to  Joshua  unto  the  camp  at  Gilgal,  and 
said  unto  him,  and  to  the  men  of  Israel:  ‘Wei 
are  come  from  a  far  country;  now  therefore 
make  ye  a  covenant  with  us/  7  And  the  men 
of  Israel  said  unto  the  Hivites:  ‘Peradventure 
ye  dwell  among  us;  and  how  shall  we  make  a 
covenant  with  you?'  8  And  they  said  unto 
Joshua:  ‘We  are  thy  servants/  And  Joshua  said 
unto  them:  ‘Who  are  ye?  and  from  whence  coine 
ye?'  9  And  they  said  unto  him:  ‘From  a  very 
far  country  thy  servants  are  come  because  oF 
the  name  of  the  Lord  thy  God;  for  we  have 
heard  the  fame  of  Him,  and  all  that  He  did 
in  Egypt,  10  and  all  that  He  did  to  the  two 
kings  of  the  Amorites,  that  were  beyond  the 
Jordan,  to  Sihon  king  of  Heshbon,  and  to  Og 
king  of  Bashan,  who  was  at  Ashtarofh.  11  And 
our  elders  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  our  coun¬ 
try  spoke  to  us,  saying:  Take  provision  in  your 
hand  for  the  journey,  and  go  to  Ineet  them,^ 
and  say  unto  them:  We  are  your  servants;  and^ 
now  make  ye  a  covenant  with  us,  12  This  bur 
bread  we  took  hot  for  our  provision  out  of  our 
houses  on  the  day  we  came  forth  to  go  unto 
you;  but  now,  behold,  it  is  dry,  and  is  become 
crumbs.  13  And  these  wine-skins,  which  we 
filled,  were  new;  and,  behold,  they  are  rent. 
And  these  our  garments  and  our  shoes  are  Worn 
by  reason  of  the  very  long  journey/  14  And  the 
men  took  of  their  provision,  and  asked  hot 
counsel  at  the  mouth  of  the  Lord.  15  And 
Joshua  made  peace  with  them,  and  made  a 
covenant  with  them,  to  let  them  live;  and  the 
princes  of  the  congregation  swore  unto  them. 

16  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  three 
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days  after  they  had  made  a  covenant  with  them, 
that  they  heard  that  they  were  their  neighbours, 
and  that  they  dwelt  among  them.  17  And  the 
children  of  Israel  journeyed,  and  came  unto 
their  cities  on  the  third  day.  Now  their  cities 
were,  Gibeon,  and  Chephirah,  and  Beeroth,  and 
Kiriath-jearim.  18  And  the  children  of  Israel 
smote  them  not,  because  the  princes  of  the  con¬ 
gregation  had  sworn  unto  them  by  the  Lord, 
the  God  of  Israel.  And  all  the  congregation 
murmured  against  the  princes.  19  But  all  the 
princes  s^id  unto  all  the  congregation:  ‘We  have 
sworn,  unto  them  by  the  Lord,  the  God  of 
Israel;  now  therefore  we  may  not  touch  them. 
20  This  we  will  do  to  them,  and  let  them  live; 
lest  wrath  be  upon  us,  because  of  the  oath  which 
we  swore  unto  them.’  21  And  the  princes  said 
concerning  them:  ‘Let  them  live’;  so  they  be¬ 
came  hewers  of  wood  and  drawers  of  water  unto 
all  the  congregation,  as  the  princes  had  spoken 
concerning  them.  22  And  Joshua  called  for 
them,  and  he  spoke  unto  them,  saying:  ‘Where¬ 
fore  have  ye  beguiled  us,  saying:  We  are  very 
far  -from  you,  when  ye  dwell  among  us?  23  Now 
therefore  ye  are  cursed,  and  there  shall  never 
fail  to  be  of  you  bondmen,  both  hewers  of  wood 
and  drawers  of  water  for  the  house  of  my  God.' 
24  And  they  answered  Joshua,  and  said:  ‘Because 
it  was  certainly  told  thy  servants,  how  that  the 
Lqrd  thy  God  commanded  His  servant  Moses 
to  give  you  all  the  .  land,  and  to  destroy  all  the 
inhabitants  of  the  land  from  before  you;  there¬ 
fore  we  were  sore  afraid  for  our  lives  because 
of  you,  and  have  done  this  thing.  25  And 
now,  behold,  we  are  in  thy  hand:  as  it  seemeth 
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good  and  right  unto  thee  to  do  unto  us,  do/ 
26  And  so  did  he  unto  them,  and  delivered  them 
out  of  the  hand  of  the  children  of  Israel,  that 
they  slew  them  not.  27  And  Joshua  made  them 
that  day  hewers  of  wood  and  drawers  of  water 
for  the  congregation,  and  for  the  altar  of  the 
Lord,  unto  this  day,  in  the  place  which  He 
should  choose. 

Joshua* s  Farewell 

OQ  And  it  came  to  pass  after  many  days, 
^  O  when  the  Lord  had  given  rest  unto  Israel 
from  all  their  enemies  round  about,  and  Joshua 
was  old  and  well  stricken  in  years;  2  that 
Joshua  called  for  all  Israel,  for  their  elders  and 
for  their  heads,  and  for  their  judges  and  for 
their  officers,  and  said  unto  them:  ‘I  am  old  and 
well  stricken  in  years.  3  And  ye  have  seen  all 
that  the  Lord  your  God  hath  done  unto  all 
these  nations  because  of  you;  for  the  Lord  your 
God,  He  it  is  that  hath  fought  for  you.  4  Be¬ 
hold,  I  have  allotted  unto  you  for  an  in¬ 
heritance,  according  to  your  tribes,  these  nations 
that  remain,  from  the  Jordan,  with  all  the 
nations  that  I  have  cut  off,  even  unto  the  Great 
Sea  toward  the  going  down  of  the  sun.  5  And 
the  Lord  your  God,  He  shall  thrust  them  out 
from  before  you,  and  drive  them  from  out  of 
your  sight;  and  ye  shall  possess  their  land,  as  the 
Lord  your  God  spoke  unto  you.  6  Therefore 
be  ye  very  courageous  to  keep  and  to  do  all, 
that  is  written  in  the  book  of  the  law  of  Moses, 
that  ye  turn  not  aside  therefrom  to  the  right 
hand  or  to  the  left;  7  that  ye  come  not  among 
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these  nations,  these  that  remain  among  you; 
neither  make  mention  of  the  name  of  their  gods, 
nor  cause  to  swear  by  them,  neither  serve  them, 
nor  worship  them;  8  but  cleave  unto  the  Lord 
your  God,  as  ye  have  done  unto  this  day; 
g  wherefore  the  Lord  hath  driven  out  from 
before  you  great  nations  and  mighty;  but  as 
for  you,  no  man  hath  stood  against  you  unto 
this  day.  lo  One  man  of  you  hath  chased  a 
thousand;  for  the  Lord  your  God,  He  it  is  that 
fought  for  you,  as  He  spoke  unto  you.  ii  Take 
good  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves,  that  ye 
love  the  Lord  your  God.  12  Else  if  ye  do  in 
any  wise  go  back,  and  cleave  unto  the  remnant 
of  these  nations,  even  these  that  remain  among 
you,  and  make  marriages  with  them,  and  go  in 
unto  them,  and  they  to  you;  13  know  for  a 
certainty  that  the  Lord  your  God  will  no  more 
drive  these  nations  from  out  of  your  sight;  but 
they  shall  be  a  snare  and  a  trap  unto  you,  and 
a  scourge  in  your  sides,  and  pricks  in  your  eyes, 
until  ye  perish  from  off  this  good  land  which 
the  Lord  your  God  hath  given  you.  14  And, 
behold,  this  day  I  am  going  the  way  of  all  the 
earth;  consider  ye  therefore  in  all  your  heart 
and  in  all  your  soul,  that  not  one  thing  hath 
failed  of  all  the  good  things  which  the  Lord 
your  God  spoke  concerning  you;  all  are  come 
to  pass  unto  you,  not  one  thing  hath  failed 
thereof.  15  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  as 
all  the  good  things  are  come  upon  you  of  which 
the  Lord  your  God  spoke  unto  you,  so  shall  the 
Lord  bring  upon  you  all  the  evil  things,  until 
He  have  destroyed  you  from  off  this  good  land 
which  the  Lord  your  God  hath  given  you. 
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16  When  ye  transgress  the  covenant  of  the  j 
Lord  your  God,  which  He  commanded  you,  and 
go  and  serve  other  gods,  and  worship  them;  i 
then  shall  the  anger  of  the  Lord  be  kindled 
against  you,  and  ye  shall  perish  quickly  from  > 
off  the  good  land  which  He  hath  given  unto 
you/ 

cyA  And  Joshua  gathered  all  the  tribes  of 
Israel  to  Shechem,  and  called  for  the 
elders  of  Israel,  and  for  their  heads,  and  for 
their  judges,  and  for  their  officers;  and  they 
presented  themselves  before  God.  2  And 
Joshua  said  unto  all  the  people:  ‘Thus  saith 
the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel:  Your  fathers  dwelt 
of  old  time  beyond  the  River,  even  Terah,  the 
father  of  Abraham,  and  the  father  of  Nahor; 
and  they  served  other  gods.  3  And  I  took  your 
father  Abraham  from  beyond  the  RiVer,  and 
led  him  throughout  all  the  land  of  Canaan,  and 
multiplied  his  seed,  and  gave  him  Isaac.  4  And 
I  gave  unto  Isaac  Jacob  and  Esau;  and  1  gave 
unto  Esau  mount  Seir,  to  possess  it;  and  Jatob 
and  his  children  went  down  into  Egypt.  5  And 
I  sent  Moses  and  Aaron,  and  I  plagued  Egypt, 
according  to  that  which  I  did  in-  the  midst 
thereof;  and  afterward  I  brought  you  out. 
6  And  I  brought  your  fathers  out  of  Egypt;  and 
ye  came  unto  the  sea;  and  the  Egyptians  pur¬ 
sued  after  your  fathers  with  chariots  and  with 
horsemen  unto  the  Red  Sea.  7  And  when  they 
cried  out  unto  the  Lord,  He  put  darkness  be¬ 
tween  you  and  the  Egyptians,  and  brought  the 
sea  upon  them,  and  covered  them;  and  your 
eyes  saw  what  I  did  in  Egypt;  and  ye  dwelt 
in  the  wilderness  many  days.  8  And  I  brought 
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you  into  the  land  of  the  Amorites,  that  dwelt 
beyond  the  Jordan;  and  they  fought  with  you; 
and  I  gave  them  into  your  hand,  and  ye  pos¬ 
sessed  their  land;  and  I  destroyed  them  from 
before  you.  g  Then  Balak  the  son  of  Zippor, 
king  of  Moab,  arose  and  fought  against  Israel; 
and  he  sent  and  called  Balaam  the  son  of  Beor 
to  curse  you.  lo  But  I  would  not  hearken  unto 
Balaam;  therefore  he  even  blessed  you;  so  I 
delivered  you  out  of  his  hand,  ii  And  ye  went 
over  the  Jordan,  and  came  unto  Jericho;  and 
the  men  of  Jericho  fought  against  you,  the 
Amorite,  and  the  Perizzite,  and  the  Canaanite, 
and  the  Hittite,  and  the  Girgashite,  the  Hivite, 
and  the  Jebusite;  and  I  delivered  them  into 
your  hand.  12  And  I  sent  the  hornet  before 
you,  which  drove  them  out  from  before  you, 
even  the  two  kings  of  the  Amorites;  hot  with 
thy  sword,  nor  with  thy  bow.  13  And  I  gave 
you  a  land  whereon  thou  hadst  not  laboured, 
and  cities  which  ye  built  not,  and  ye  dwell 
therein;  of  vineyards  and  olive-yards  which  ye 
planted  not  do  ye  eat.  14  Now  therefore  fear 
the  Lord,  and  serve  Him  in  sincerity  and  in 
truth;  and  put  away  the  gods  which  your 
fathers  served  beyond  the  River,  and  in  Egypt; 
and  serve  ye  the  Lord.  15  And  if  it  seem  evil 
unto  you  to  serve  the  Lord,  choose  you  this  day 
whom  ye  will  serve;  whether  the  gods  which 
your  fathers  served  that  were  beyond  the  River, 
or  the  gods  of  the  Amorites,  in  whose  land  ye 
dwell;  but  as  for  me  and  my  house,  we  will 
serve  the  Lord.’ 

16  And  the  people  answered  and  said:  ‘Far 
be  it  from  us  that  we  should  forsake  the  Lord, 
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to  serve  other  gods;  17  for  the  Lord  our  God, 
He  it  is  that  brought  us  and  our  fathers  up 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  from  the  house  of 
bondage,  and  that  did  those  great  signs  in  our 
sight,  and  preserved  us  in  all  the  way  wherein 
we  went,  and  among  all  the  peoples  through] 
the  midst  of  whom  we  passed;  18  and  the  LordI 
drove  out  from  before  us  all  the  peoples,  even 
the  Amorites  that  dwelt  in  the  land;  therefore 
we  also  will  serve  the  Lord;  for  He  is  our  God.* 

19  And  Joshua  said  unto  the  people:  *Ye 
cannot  serve  the  Lord;  for  He  is  a  holy  God; 
He  is  a  jealous  God;  He  will  not  forgive  your 
transgression  nor  your  sins.  20  If  ye  forsake 
the  Lord,  and  serve  strange  gods,  then  He  will 
turn  and  do  you  evil,  and  consume  you,  after 
that  He  hath  done  you  good/ 

21  And  the  people  said  unto  Joshua:  /Nay; 
but  we  will  serve  the  Lord/  22  And  Joshua 
said  unto  the  people:  ‘Ye  are  witnesses  against 
yourselves  that  ye  have  chosen  you  the  Lord,' 
to  serve  Him.*— And  they  said:  ‘We  ate  wit¬ 
nesses/— 23  ‘Now  therefore  put  away  the  strange 
gods  which  are  among  you,  and  incline  your 
heart  unto  the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel/  24:  And  j 
the  people  said  unto  Joshua:  ‘The  Lord  our! 
God  will  we  serve,  and  unto  His  voice  will  we : 
hearken.* 

25  So  Joshua  made  a  covenant  with  the  people! 
that  day,  and  set  them  a  statute  and  an  ordi- ! 
nance  in  Shechem.  26  And  Joshua  wrote  these  ; 
words  in  the  book  of  the  law  of  God;  and  hei 
took  a  great  stone,  and  set  it  up  there  under 
the  oak  that  was  by  the  sanctuary  of  the  Lord.  ; 
27  And  Joshua  said  unto  all  the  people:  ‘Be-i 
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hold,  this  stone  shall  be  a  witness  against  us; 
for  it  hath  heard  all  the  words  of  the  Lord 
which  He  spoke  unto  us;  it  shall  be  therefore'  a 
witness  against  you,  lest  ye  deny  your  God/ 
28  So  Joshua  sent  the  people  away,  every  man 
unto  his  inheritance. 

29  And  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things, 
that  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  the  servant  of  the 
Lord,  died,  being  a  hundred  and  ten  years  old. 
30  And  they  buried  him  in  the  border  of  his 
inheritance  in  Timnath-serah,  which  is  in  the 
hill-country  of  Ephraim,  on  the  north  of  the 
mountain  of  Gaash.  31  And  Israel  served  the 
Lord  all  the  days  of  Joshua,  and  all  the  days 
of  the  elders  that  outlived  Joshua,  and  had 
known  all  the  work  of  the  Lord,  that  He  had 
wrought  for  Israel.  32  And  the  bones  of  Joseph, 
which  the  children  of  Israel  brought  up  out  of 
Egypt,  buried  they  in  Shechem,  in  the  parcel 
of  ground  which  Jacob  bought  of  the  sons  of 
Hamor  the  father  of  Shechem  for  a  hundred 
pieces  of  money;  and  they  became  the  in¬ 
heritance  of  the  children  of  Joseph.  33  And 
Eleazar  the  son  of  Aaron  died;  and  they  buried 
him  in  the  Hill  of  Phinehas  his  son,  which  was 
given  him  in  mount  Ephraim.

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11  Louder  than  the  voice  of  archers,  by  the 

watering-troughsi 

There  shall  they  rehearse  the  righteous  acts 
of  the  Lord, 

Even  the  righteous  acts  of  His  rulers  in 
Israel. 

Then  the  people  Of  the  Lord  went  down  to 
the  gates. 

12  Awake,  awake,  Deborah; 

Awake,  awake,  utter  a  song; 

Arise,  Barak,  and  lead  thy  captivity  captive, 
thou  son  of  Abinoam. 

13  Then  made  He  a  remnant  to  have  dominion 

over  the  nobles  and  the  people; 

The  Lord  made  me  have  dominion  over  the 
mighty. 

14  Out  of  Ephraim  came  they  whose  root  is  in 

Amalek; 

After  thee,  Benjamin,  among  thy  peoples;

18  Zebulun  is  a  people  th^^^  jeoparded  their 

lives  unto  the  death. 

And  Naphtali,  upon  the  high  places  of  the 
field. 

19  The  kings  came,  they  fought; 

Then  fought  the  kings  of  Canaan, 

In  Taanach  by  the  waters  of  Megiddo; 
They  took  no  gain  of  money. 

20  They  fought  from  heaven. 

The  stars  in  their  courses  fought  against 
Sisera. 

21  The  brook  Kishon  swept  them  away. 

That  ancient  brook,  the  brook  Kishon.

22  Then  did  the  horsehoofs  stamp

23  ‘Curse  ye  Meroz’,  said  the  angel  of  the  Lord, 
‘Curse  ye  bitterly  the  inhabitants  thereof.

24  Blessed  above  .women  shall  Jael  be. 

The  wife  of  Heber  the  Kenite, 

Above  women  in  the  tent  shall  she  be 
blessed. 

25  Water  he  asked,  milk  she  gave  him; 

In  a  lordly  bowl  she  brought  hini  curd. 

26  Her  hand  she  put  to  the  tent-pin, 

And  her  right  hand  to  the  workmen’s 
hammer; 

And  with  the  hammer  she  smote  Sisera, 
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she  smote  through  his  head. 

Yea,  she  pierced  and  struck  through  his 
temples. 

27  At  her  feet  he  sunk,  he  fell,  he  lay; 

At  her  feet  he  sunk,  he  fell; 

Where  he  sunk,  there  he  fell  down  dead. 

28  Through  the  window  she  looked  forth,  and 

peered. 

The  mother  of  Sisera,  through  the  lattice: 
‘Why  is  his  chariot  so  long  in  coming? 

Why  tarry  the  wheels  of  his  chariots?’ 

29  The  wisest  of  her  princesses  answer  her. 
Yea,  she  returneth  answer  to  herself: 

30  ‘Are  they  not  finding,  are  they  not  dividing 

the  spoil? 

A  damsel,  two  damsels  to  every  man; 

To  Sisera  a  spoil  of  dyed  garments, 

A  spoil  of  dyed  garments  of  embroidery. 
Two  dyed  garments  of  broidery  for  the  neck 
of  every  spoiler?’ 

31  So  perish  all  Thine  enemies,  O  Lord; 

But  they  that  love  Him  be  as  the  sun  when 
he  goeth  forth  in  his  might. 

And  the  land  had  rest  forty  years. 

Gideon 

6  And  the  children  of  Israel  did  that  which 
was  evil  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord;  and  the 
Lord  delivered  them  into  the  hand  of  Midian 
seven  years.  2  And  the  hand  of  Midian  pre¬ 
vailed  against  Israel;  and  because  of  Midian  the 
children  of  Israel  made  them  the  dens  which  are 
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in  the  mountains,  and  the  caves,  and  the  strong¬ 
holds.  3  And  so  it  was,  when  Israel  had  sown, 
that  the  Midianites  came  up,  and  the  Amale- 
kites,  and  the  children  of  the  east;  they  came 
up  against  them;  4  and  they  encamped  against 
them,  and  destroyed  the  produce  of  the  earth, 
till  thou  come  unto  Gaza,  and  left  no  sus¬ 
tenance  in  Israel,  neither  sheep,  nor  ox,  nor  ass. 

5  For  they  came  up  with  their  cattle  and  their 
tents,  and  they  came  in  as  locusts  for  multitude; 
both  they  and  their  camels  \yere  without  num¬ 
ber;  and  they  came  into  the  land  ta  destroy  it. 

6  And  Israel  was  brought  very  low  because  of 
Midian;  and  the  children  of  Israel  cried  unto 
the  Lord. 

7  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  children  of 
Israel  cried  unto  the  Lord  because  of  Midian, 
8  that  the  Lord  sent  a  prophet  unto  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel;  and  he  said  unto  them:  ‘Thus 
saith  the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel:  I  brought 
you  up  from  Egypt,  and  brought  you  forth 
out  of  the  house  of  bondage;  9  and  I  delivered 
you  out  of  the  hand  of  the  Egyptians,  and  out 
of  the  hand  of  all  that  oppressed  you,  and 
drove  them  out  from  before  you>  and  gave  you 
their  land.  10  And  I  said  unto  you:  I  am  the 
Lord  your  God;  ye  shall  not  fear  the  gods  of 
the  Amorites,  in  whose  land  ye  dwell;  but  ye 
have  not  hearkened  unto  My  voice.* 

11  And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  eame,  and  ^at 
under  the  terebinth  which  was  in  Ophrah,  that 
belonged  unto  Joash  the  Abiezrite;  and  his  son 
Gideon  was  beating  out  wheat  in  the  winepress, 
to  hide  it  from  the  M;idianites.  12  And  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  appeared  unto  him,  and  said 
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unto  him:  ‘The  Lord  is  with  thee,  thou  mighty 
man  of  valour.’  13  And  Gideon  said  unto  him: 
‘Oh,  my  lord,  if  the  Lord  be  with  us,  why  then 
is  all  this  befallen  us?  and  where  are  all  His 
wondrous  works  which  our  fathers  told  us  of, 
saying:  Did  not  the  Lord  bring  us  up  from 
Egypt?  but  now  the  Lord  hath  cast  us  off,  and 
delivered  us  into  the  hand  of  Midian.’  14  And 
the  Lord  turned  towards  him,  and  said:  ‘Go  in 
this  thy  might,  and  save  Israel  from  the  hand 
of  Midian;  have  not  I  sent  thee?’  15  And  he 
said  unto  him:  ‘Oh,  my  lord,  wherewith  shall  I 
save  Israel?  behold,  my  family  is  the  poorest  in 
Manasseh,  and  I  am  the  least  in  my  father’s 
house.’  16  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him:  ‘Surely 
I  will  be  with  thee,  and  thou  shalt  smite  the 
Midianites  as  one  man.’  17  And  he  said  unto 
him:  ‘If  now  I  have  found  favour  in  thy  sight, 
then  show  me  a  sign  that  it  is  thou  that  talkest 
with  me.  18  Depart  not  hence,  I  pray  thee, 
until  I  come  unto  thee,  and  bring  forth  my 
present,  and  lay  it  before  thee.’  And  he  said: 
‘I  will  tarry  until  thou  come  back.’  19  And 
Gideon  went  in,  and  made  ready  a  kid,  and  un¬ 
leavened  cakes  of  an  ephah  of  meal;  the  flesh 
he  put  in  a  basket,  and  he  put  the  broth  in  a 
pot,  and  brought  it  out  unto  him  under  the 
terebinth,  and  presented  it.  20  And  the  angel 
of  God  said  unto  him:  ‘Take  the  flesh  and  the 
unleavened  cakes,  and  lay  them  upon  this  rock, 
and  pour  out  the  broth.’  And  he  did  so. 
21  Then  the  angeV  of  the  Lord  put  forth  the 
end  of  the  staff  that  was  in  his  hand,  and 
touched  the  flesh  and  the  unleavened  cakes; 
and  there  went  up  fire  out  of  the  rock,  and 
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consumed  the  flesh  and  the  unleavened  cakes; 
and  the  angel  of  the  Lord  departed  out  of  his 
sight.  22  And  Gideon  saw  that  he  was  the 
angel  of  the  Lord;  and  Gideon  said;  *Alas,  O 
Lord  God!  forasmuch  as  I  have  seen  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  face  to  face.’  23  And  the  Lord  said 
unto  him:  ‘Peace  be  unto  thee;  fear  not;  thou! 
shalt  not  die.’  24  Then  Gideon  built  an  altar; 
there  unto  the  Lord,  and  called  it  ‘Adonai- 
shalom’;  unto  this  day  it  is  yet  in  Ophrah  of 
the  Abiezrites. 

25  And  it  came  to  pass  the  same  night,  that 
the  Lord  said  unto  him:  ‘Take  thy  father’s 
bullock,  and  the  second  bullock  of  seven  years 
old,  and  throw  down  the  altar  of  Baal  that  thy 
father  hath,  and  cut  down  the  Asherah  that  is 
by  it;  26  and  build  an  altar  unto  the  Lord  thy 
God  upon  the  top  of  this  stronghold,  in  the 
ordered  place,  and  take  the  second  bullock,  and 
offer  a  burnt-offering  with  the  wood  of  the 
Asherah  which  thou  shalt  cut  down.’  27  Then 
Gideon  took  ten  men  of  his  servants,  and  did  as 
the  Lord  had  spoken  unto  him;  and  it  came  to 
pass,  because  he  feared  his  father’s  household  and 
the  men  of  the  city,  so  that  he  could  not  do  it 
by  day,  that  he  did  it  by  night.  28  And  when 
the  men  of  the  city  arose  early  in  the  morning, 
behold,  the  altar  of  Baal  was  broken  down,  and 
the  Asherah  was  cut  down  that  was  by  it,  and 
the  second  bullock  was  offered  upon  the  altar 
that  was  built.  29  And  they  said  one  to  an¬ 
other:  ‘Who  hath  done  this  thing?’  And  when 
they  inquired  and  asked,  they  said:  ‘Gideon  the 
son  of  Joash  hath  done  this  thing.’  30  Then  the 
men  of  the  city  said  unto  Joash:  ‘Bring  out  thy 
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son,  that  he  may  die;  because  he  hath  broken 
down  the  altar  of  Baal,  and  because  he  hath  cut 
down  the  Asherah  that  was  by  it/  31  And  Joash 
said  unto  all  that  stood  against  him:  'Will  ye 
contend  for  Baal?  or  will  ye  save  him?  he  that 
will  contend  for  him,  shall  be  put  to  death 
before  morning;  if  he  be  a  god,  let  him  con¬ 
tend  for  himself,  because  one  hath  broken  down 
his  altar/  32  Therefore  on  that  day  he  was 
called  Jerubbaal,  saying:  ‘Let  Baal  contend 
against  him,  because  he  hath  broken  down  his 
altar/ 

33  Now  all  the  Midianites  and  the  Amalekites 
and  the  children  of  the  east  assembled  them¬ 
selves  together;  and  they  passed  over,  and  pitched 
in  the  valley  of  Jezreel.  34  But  the  spirit  of  the 
Lord  clothed  Gideon;  and  he  blew  a  horn;  and 
Abiezer  was  gathered  together  after  him.  35  And 
he  sent  messengers  throughout  all  Manasseh;  and 
they  also  were  gathered  together  after  him;  and 
he  sent  messengers  unto  Asher,  and  unto  Zebu- 
lun,  and  unto  Naphtali;  and  they  came  up  to 
meet  them.  36  And  Gideon  said  unto  God:  ‘If 
Thou  wilt  save  Israel  by  my  hand,  as  Thou  hast 
spoken,  37  behold,  I  will  put  a  fleece  of  wool 
on  the  threshing-floor;  if  there  be  dew  on  the 
fleece  only,  ^d  it  be  dry  upon  all  the  ground, 
then  shall  I  Know  that  Thou  wilt  save  Israel  by 
ray  hand,  as  Thou  hast  spoken.'  38  And  it  was 
so;  for  he  rose  up  early  on  the  morrow,  and 
pressed  the  fleece  together,  and  wrung  dew  out 
of  the  fleece,  a  bowlful  of  water.  39  And  Gid¬ 
eon  said  unto  God:  ‘Let  not  Thine  anger  be 
kindled  against  me,  and  I  will  speak  but  this 
once:  let  me  make  trial,  I  pray  Thee,  but  this 
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once  with  the  fleece;  let  it  now  be  dry  only 
upon  the  fleece,  and  upon  all  the  ground  let 
there  be  dew.’  40  And  God  did  so  that  night; 
for  it  was  dry  upon  the  fleece  only,  and  there 
was  dew  on  all  the  ground. 

7  Then  Jerubbaal,  who  is  Gideon,  and  all  the 
people  that  were  with  him,  rose  up  early, 
and  pitched  beside  En-harod;  and  the  camp  of 
Midian  was  on  the  north  side  of  them,  by 
Gibeath-moreh,  in  the  valley. 

2  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Gideon:  ‘The  peo¬ 
ple  that  are  with  thee  are  too  many  for  Me  to 
give  the  Midianites  into  their  hand,  lest  Israel 
vaunt  themselves  against  Me,  saying:  Mine  own 
hand  hath  saved  me.  3  Now  therefore  make 
proclamation  in  the  ears  of  the  people,  saying: 
Whosoever  is  fearful  and  trembling,  let  him  re¬ 
turn  and  depart  early  from  mount  Gilead.*  And 
there  returned  of  the  peoplp  twenty  and  two 
thousand;  and  there  remained  teii  thousand. 

4  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Gideon:  ‘The  peo¬ 
ple  are  yet  top  many;  bring  them  down  Unto 
the  water,  and  I  will  try  them  for  thee  there; 
and  it  shall  be,  that  of  whom  I  say  unto  thee: 
This  shall  go  with  thee,  the  same  shall  go  with 
thee;  and  of  whomsoever  I  say  unto  thee:  This 
shall  not  go  with  thee,  the  same  shall  not  go.’ 
5  So  he  brought  down  the  people  unto  the 
water;  and  the  Lord  said  unto  Gideon;  ‘Every 
one  that  lappeth  of  the  water  with  his  tongue, 
as  a  dog  lappeth,  him  shaft  thou  set  by  himself; 
likewise  every  one  that  boweth  down  upon  his 
knees  to  drink,’  6  And  the  number  of  them 
that  lapped,  putting  their  hand  to  their  mouth, 
was  three  hundred  men;  but  all  the  rest  of  the 
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people  bowed  down  upon  their  knees  to  drink 
water.  7  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Gideon:  ‘By 
the  three  hundred  men  that  lapped  will  I  save 
you,  and  deliver  the  Midianites  into  thy  hand; 
and  let  all  the  people  go  every  man  unto  his 
place.*  8  So  they  took  the  victuals  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  in  their  hand,  and  their  horns;  and  he  sent 
all  the  men  of  Israel  every  man  unto  his  tent, 
but  retained  the  three  hundred  men;  and  the 
camp  of  Midian  was  beneath  him  in  the  valley. 

9  And  it  came  to  pass  the  same  night,  that 
the  Lord  said  unto  him:  ‘Arise,  get  thee  down 
upon  the  camp;  for  I  have  delivered  it  into  thy 
hand.  10  But  if  thou  fear  to  go  down,  go  thou 
with  Purah  thy  servant  down  to  the  camp. 
11  And  thou  shalt  hear  what  they  say;  and  after¬ 
ward  shall  thy  hands  be  strengthened  to  go  down 
upon  the  camp.*  Then  went  he  dowm  with 
Purah  his  servant  unto  the  outermost  part  of 
the  armed  men  that  w^ere  in  the  camp.  12  Now 
the  Midianites  and  the  Amalekites  and  all  the 
children  of  the  east  lay  along  in  the  valley  like 
locusts  for  rnultitude;  and  their  camels  were 
without  number,  as  the  sand  which  is  upon  the 
sea-shore  for  multitude.  13  And  when  Gideon 
was  come,  behold,  there  was  a  man  telling  a 
dream  unto  his  fellow^  and  saying:  ‘Behold,  I 
dreamed  a  dream,  and,  lo,  a  cake  of  barley 
bread  tumbled  into  the  camp  of  Midian,  and 
came  unto  the  tent,  and  smote  it  that  it  fell, 
and  turned  it  upside  down,  that  the  tent  lay 
flat.^  14  And  his  fellow  answered  and  said: 
‘This  is  nothing  else  save  the  sword  of  Gideon 
the  son  of  Joash,  a  man  of  Israel:  into  his  hand 
God  hath  delivered  Midian,  and  all  the  host.* 
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15  And  it  was  so,  when  Gideon  heard  the  telling 
of  the  dream,  and  the  interpretation  thereof,  that 
he  worshipped;  and  he  returned  into  the  camp  of 
Israel,  and  said:  'Arise;  for  the  Lord  hath  deliv¬ 
ered  into  your  hand  the  host  of  Midian.’  16  And 
he  divided  the  three  hundred  men  into  three 
companies,  and  he  put  into  the  hands  of  all  of 
them  horns,  and  empty  pitchers,  with  torches 
within  the  pitchers.  17  And  he  said  unto  them: 
'Look  on  me,  and  do  likewise;  and,  behold,  when 
I  come  to  the  outermost  part  of  the  camp,  it 
shall  be  that,  as  I  do,  so  shall  ye  do.  18  When 
I  blow  the  horn,  I  and  all  that  are  with  me, 
then  blow  ye  the  horns  also  bn  every  side  of  all 
the  camp,  and  say:  For  the  Lord  and  for  Gideon!' 

19  So  Gideon,  and  the  hundred  men  that  were 
with  him,  came  unto  the  outermost  part  of  the 
camp  in  the  beginning  of  the  middle  watch, 
when  they  had  but  newly  set  the  watch;  and 
they  blew  the  horns,  and  broke  in  pieces  the 
pitchers  that  were  in  their  hands.  20  And  the 
three  companies  blew  the  horns,  and  broke  the 
pitchers,  and  held  the  torches  in  their  left  hands, 
and  the  horns  in  their  right  hands  wherewith  to 
blow;  and  .they  cried:  ‘The  sword  for  the  Lord 
and  for  Gideon!'  21  And  they  stood  every  man 
in  his  place  round  about  the  camp;  and  all  the 
host  ran;  and  they  shouted,  and  fled.  22  And 
they  blew  the  three  hundred  horns,  ahd  the 
Lord  set  every  man’s  sword  against  his  fellow, 
even  throughout  all  the  host;  and  the  host  fled 
as  far  as  Beth-shittah  toward  Zererah,  as  far  as  the 
border  of  Abel-meholah,  by  Tabbath.  23  And 
the  men  of  Israel  were  gathered  together  oiit  of 
Naphtali,  and  out  of  Asher,  and  out  of  all  Ma- 
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nasseh,  and  pursued  after  Midian.  24  And  Gid¬ 
eon  sent  messengers  throughout  all  the  hill- 
country  of  Ephraim,  saying:  *Come  down  against 
Midian,  and  take  before  them  the  waters,  as  far 
as  Beth-barah,  and  also  the  Jordan.’  So  all  the 
men  of  Ephraim  were  gathered  together,  and 
took  the  waters  as  far  as  Beth-barah,  and  also 
the  Jordan.  25  And  they  took  the  two  princes 
of  Midian,  Oreb  and  Zeeb;  and  they  slew  Oreb 
at  the  Rock  of  Oreb,  and  Zeeb  they  slew  at  the 
Winepress  of  Zeeb,  and  pursued  Midian;  and 
they  brought  the  heads  of  Oreb  and  Zeeb  to 
Gideon  beyond  the  Jordan.

FIRST  SAMUEL 
The  Birth  of  Samuel 

1N0W  there  was  a  certain  man  of  Ramathaim- 
zpphim,  of  the  hill-country  of  Ephraim,  and 
his  name  was  Elkanah,  the  son  of  Jeroham,  the 
son  of  Elihu,  the  son  of  Tohu,  the  son  of  Zuph, 
an  Ephraimite.  2  And  he  had  two  wives:  the 
name  of  the  one  was  Hannah,  and  the  name  of 
the  other  Peninnah;  and  Peninnah  had  chil¬ 
dren,  but  Hannah  had  no  children.  3  And  this 
man  went  up  out  of  his  city  from  year  to  year 
to  worship  and  to  sacrifice  unto  the  Lord  of 
hosts  in  Shiloh.  And  the  two  sons  of  Eli>  Hophni 
and  Phinehas,  were  there  priests  unto  the  Lord. 
4  And  it  came  to  pass  upon  a  day,  when  El- 
kanah  sacrificed,  that  he  gave  to  Peninnah  his 
wife,  and  to  all  her  sons  and  her  daughters,  por¬ 
tions;  5  but  unto  Flannah  he  gave  a  double 
portion;  for  he  loved  Hannah,  but  the  Lord  had 
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shut  up  her  womb.  6  And  her  rival  vexed  her 
sore,  to  make  her  fret,  because  the  Lord  had 
shut  up  her  womb.  7  And  as  he  did  so  year  by 
year,  when  she  went  up  to  the  house  of  the 
Lord,  so  she  vexed  "her;  therefore  she  wept,  and 
would  not  eat.  8  And  Elkanah  her  husband 
said  unto  her:  'Hannah,  why  weepest  thou?  and 
why  eatest  thou  not?  and  why  is  thy  heart 
grieved?  am  not  I  better  to  thee  than  ten  sons?’ 
9  So  Hannah  rose  up  after  they  had  eaten  in 
Shiloh,  and  after  they  had  drunk— now  Eli  the 
priest  sat  upon  his  seat  by  the  door-post  of  the 
temple  of  the  Lord;  10  and  she  was  in  bitter¬ 
ness  of  soul— and  prayed  unto  the  Lord,  and 
wept  sore.  1 1  And  she  vowed  a  vow,  and  said: 
‘O  Lord  of  hosts,  if  Thou  wilt  indeed  look  on 
the  affliction  of  Thy  handmaid,  and  remember 
me,  and  not  forget  Thy  handmaid,  but  wilt  give 
unto  Thy  handmaid  a  man-child,  then  I  .will 
give  him  unto  the  Lord  all  the  days  of  his  life, 
and  there  shall  no  razor  come  upon  Ms  head/ 

12  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  she  prayed  long 
before  the  Lord,  that  Eli  watched  her  mouth. 

13  Now  Hannah,  she  spoke  in  her  heart;  only 
her  lips  moved,  but  her  voice  could  not  be 
heard;  therefore  Eli  thought  she  had  been 
drunken.  14  And  Eli  said  unto  her:  'How  long 
wilt  thou  be  drunken?  put  away  thy  ^ine  from 
thee.’  15  And  Hannah  answered  and  said:  ‘No, 
my  lord,  I  am  a  woman  of  a  sorrowful  spirit;  I 
have  drunk  neither  wine  nor  strong  drink,  but  I 
poured  out  my  soul  before  the  Lord.  u6  Count 
not  thy  handmaid  for  a  wicked  woman:  for  out 
of  the  abundance  of  my  complaint  and  my  vex¬ 
ation  have  I  spoken  hitherto.’  17  Then  Eli  an- 
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swered  and  said:  ‘Go  in  peace,  and  the  God  of 
Israel  grant  thy  petition  that  thou  hast  asked  of 
Him/  18  And  she  said:  ‘Let  thy  servant  find 
favour  in  thy  sight/  So  the  woman  went  her 
way,  and  did  eat,  and  her  countenance  was  no 
more  sad.  19  And  they  rose  up  in  the  morning 
early,  and  worshipped  before  the  Lord,  and  re¬ 
turned,  and  came  to  their  house  to  Ramah;  and 
Elkanah  knew  Hannah  his  wife;  and  the  Lord 
remembered  her.  20  And  it  came  to  pass,  when 
the  time  was  come  about,  that  Hannah  con¬ 
ceived,  and  bore  a  son;  and  she  called  his  name 
Samuel:  ‘because  I  have  asked  him  of  the  Lord.* 
21  And  the  man  Elkanah,  and  all  his  house, 
went  up  to  offer  unto  the  Lord  the  yearly  sacri¬ 
fice,  and  his  vow.  22  But  Hannah  went  not  up; 
for  she  said  unto  her  husband:  ‘Until  the  child 
be  weaned,  when  I  will  bring  him,  that  he  may 
appear  before  the  Lord,  and  there  abide  for 
ever.*  23  And  Elkanah  her  husband  said  unto 
her:  ‘Do  what  seemeth  thee  good;  tarry  until 
thou  have  weaned  him;  only  the  Lord  establish 
His  word.*  So  the  woman  tarried  and  gave  her 
son  suck,  until  she  weaned  him.  24  And  when 
she  had  weaned  him,  she  took  him  up  with  her, 
with  three  bullocks,  and  one  ephah  of  meal, 
and  a  bottle  of  wine,  and  brought  him  unto  the 
house  of  the  Lord  in  Shiloh;  and  the  child  was 
young.  25  And  when  the  bullock  was  slain,  the 
child  was  brougm  to  Eli.  26  And  she  said:  ‘Oh, 
my  lord,  as  thy  soul  liveth,  my  lord,  I  am  the 
woman  that  stood  by  thee  here,  praying  unto 
the  Lord.  27  For  this  child  I  prayed;  and  the 
Lord  hath  granted  me  my  petition  which  I  asked 
of  Him;  28  therefore  I  also  have  lent  him  to 
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the  Lord;  as  long  as  he  liveth  he  is  lent  to  the 
Lord/  And  he  worshipped  the  Lord  there. 

2  And  Hannah  prayed,  and  said: 

My  heart  exulteth  in  the  Lord, 

My  horn  is  exalted  in  the  Lord; 

My  mouth  is  enlarged  over  mine  enemies; 
Because  I  rejoice  in  Thy  salvation. 

2  There  is  none  holy  as  the  Lord; 

For  there  is  none  beside  Thee; 

Neither  is  there  any  rock  like  our  God. 

3  Multiply  not  exceeding  proud  talk; 

Let  not  arrogancy  come  out  of  your  mouth; 
For  the  Lord  is  a  God  of  knowledge, 

And  by  Him  actions  are  weighed. 

4  The  bows  of  the  mighty  men  are  broken,  ^ 
And  they  that  stumbled  are  girded  with 
strength. 

g  They  that  were  full  have  hired  out  them¬ 
selves  for  bread; 

And  they  that  were  hungry  have  ceased; 
While  the  barren  hath  borne  seven. 

She  that  had  many  children  hath  languished. 

6  The  Lord  killeth,  and  maketh  alive; 

He  bringeth  down  to  the  grave,  and  bring- 
eth  up. 

7  The  Lord  maketh  poor,  and  maketh  rich; 

He  bringeth  low.  He  also  lifteth  up. 

8  He  raiseth  up  the  poor  oiif  of  the  dust, 

He  lifteth  up  the  needy  from  the  dung-hill. 
To  make  them  sit  with  princes. 

And  inherit  the  throne  of  glory; 

For  the  pillars  of  the  earth  are  the  Lord’s, 
And  He  hath  set  the  world  upon  them. 
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9  He  will  keep  the  feet  of  His  holy  ones, 

But  the  wicked  shall  be  put  to  silence  in 
darkness; 

For  not  by  strength  shall  man  prevail. 

10  They  that  strive  with  the  Lord  shall  be 
broken  to  pieces; 

Against  them  will  He  thunder  in  heaven; 
The  Lord  will  judge  the  ends  of  the  earth; 
And  He  will  give  strength  unto  His  king. 
And  exalt  the  horn  of  His  anointed. 

A  Prophet's  View  of  the  Kingship 

8  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Samuel  was  old, 
that  he  made  his  sons  judges  over  Israel. 
2  Now  the  name  of  his  first-born  was  Joel;  and 
the  name  of  his  second,  Abijah;  they  were  judges 
in  Beer-sheba,  3  And  his  sons  walked  not  in 
his  ways,  but  turned  aside  after  lucre,  and  took 
bribes,  and  perverted  justice. 

4  Then  all  the  elders  of  Israel  gathered  them¬ 
selves  together,  and  came  to  Samuel  unto  Ramah. 
5  And  they  said  unto  him:  ‘Behold,  thou  art 
old,  and  thy  sons  walk  not  in  thy  ways;  now 
make  us  a  king  to  judge  us  like  all  the  nations.’ 
6  But  the  thing  displeased  Samuel,  when  they 
said:  ‘Give  us  a  king  to  judge  us.*  And  Samuel 
prayed  unto  the  Lord.  7  And  the  Lord  said 
unto  Samuel:  ‘Hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the 
people  in  all  that  they  say  unto  thee;  for  they 
have  not  rejected  thee,  but  they  have  rejected 
Me,  that  I  should  not  be  king  over  them.  8  Ac¬ 
cording  to  all  the  works  which  they  have  done 
since  the  day  that  I  brought  them  up  out  of 
Egypt  even  unto  this  day,  in  that  they  have  for- 
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saken  Me,  and  served  other  gods,  so  do  they  also 
unto  thee.  9  Now  therefore  hearken  unto  their 
voice;  howbeit  thou  shalt  earnestly  forewarn 
them,  and  shalt  declare  unto  them  the  manner 
of  the  king  that  shall  reign  oyer  them.* 

10  And  Samuel  told  all  the  words  of  the  Lord 
unto  the  people  that  asked  of  him  a  king. 
1 1  And  he  said:  ‘This  will  be  the  manner  of  the 
king  that  shall  reign  over  you:  he  will  take  your 
sons,  and  appoint  them  unto  him,  for  hjs  char¬ 
iots,  and  to  be  his  horsemen;  and  they  shall  run 
before  his  chariots.  12  And  he  will  appoint 
them  unto  him  for  captains  of  thousands,  and 
captains  of  fifties;  and  to  plow  his  ground,  and 
to  reap  his  harvest,  and  to  make  his  instruments 
of  war,  and  the  instruments  of  his  chariots. 

13  And  he  will  take  your  daughters  to  be  per¬ 
fumers,  and  to  be  cooks,  and  to  be  bakers. 

14  And  he  will  take  your  fields,  and  your  vine^ 
yards,  and  your  olive-yards,  even  the  best  of 
them,  and  give  them  to  his  servants.  15  And  he 
will  take  the  tenth  of  your  seed,  and  of  your 
vineyards,  and  give  to  his  ofl&cers,  and  to  his 
servants.  16  And  he  will  take  your  men-servr 
ants,  and  your  maid-servants,  and  your  goodliest 
young  men,  and  your  asses,  and  put  them  to  his 
work.  17  He  will  take  the  tenth  of  your  flocks; 
and  ye  shall  be  his  servants.  18  And  ye  shall 
cry  out  in  that  day  because  of  your  king  whom 
ye  shall  have  chosen  you;  and  the  Lord  will  not 
answer  you  in  that  day.’  19  But  the  people  re¬ 
fused  to  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  Samuel;  and 
they  said:  ‘Nay;  but  there  shall  be  a  king  over 
us;  20  that  we  also  may  be  like  all  the  nations; 
and  that  our  king  may  judge  us,  and  go  out 
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before  us,  and  fight  our  battles/  21  And  Sam¬ 
uel  heard  all  the  words  of  the  people,  and  he 
spoke  them  in  the  ears  of  the  Lord.  22  And  the 
Lord  said  to  Samuel:  ‘Hearken  unto  their  voice, 
and  make  them  a  king/  And  Samuel  said  unto 
the  men  of  Israel;  ‘Go  ye  every  ihan  unto  his 
city/

"I  C%  And  Samuel  said  unto  all  Israel:  ‘Behold, 
I  have  hearkened  unto  your  voice  in  all 
that  ye  said  unto  me,  and  have  made  a  king 
over  you.  2  And  now,  behold,  the  king  walketh 
before  you;  and  I  am  old  and  gray-headed;  and, 
behold,  my  sons  are  with  you;  and  I  have  walked 
before  you  from  my  youth  unto  this  day.  3  Here 
I  am;  witness  against  me  before  the  Lord,  and 
before  His  anointed:  whose  ox  have  I  taken?  or 
whose  ass  have  I  taken?  or  whom  have  I  de¬ 
frauded?  or  whom  have  I  oppressed?  or  of  whose 
hand  have  I  taken  a  ransom  to  blind  mine  eyes 
therewith?  and  I  will  restore  it  you.*  4  And 
they  said:  ‘Thou  hast  not  defrauded  us,  nor  op¬ 
pressed  us,  neither  hast  thou  taken  aught  of 
any  man’s  hand.’  5  And  he  said  unto  them:  ‘The 
Lord  is  witness  against  you,  and  His  anointed 
is  witness  this  day,  that  ye  have  not  found  aught 
in  my  hand/  And  they  said:  ‘He  is  witness.’ 

The  Rule  of  Saul 

1  Q  Saul  was  ® - years  old  when  he  began 

xO  to  reign;  and  two  years  he  reigned  over 
Israel.  2  And  Saul  chose  him  three  thousand 

*  The  number  is  wanting  in  the  Hebrew. 
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men  of  Israel;  whereof  two  thousand  were  with 
Saul  in  Michmas  and  in  the  mount  of  Beth-el, 
and  a  thousand  werje  with  Jonathan  in  Gibeath- 
benjamin;  and  the  rest  of  the  people  he  sent 
every  man  to  his  tent.  3  And  Jonathan  smote 
the  garrison  of  the  Philistines  that  was  in  Geba,  | 
and  the  Philistines  heard  of  it.  And  Saul  blew  | 
the  horn  throughout  all  the  land,  saying:  ‘Let 
the  Hebrews  hear.*  4  And  all  Israel  heard  say 
that  Saul  had  smitten  the  garrison  of  the  Philis¬ 
tines,  and  that  Israel  also  had  made  himself  odi¬ 
ous  with  the  Philistines.  And  the  people  were 
gathered  together  after  Saul  to  Gilgal. 

5  And  the  Philistines  assembled  themselves  to¬ 
gether  to  fight  with  Israel,  thirty  thousand  char¬ 
iots,  and  six  thousand  horsemen,  and  people  as 
the  sand  which  is  on  the  sea-shore  in  multitude; 
and  they  came  up,  and  pitched  in  Michmas, 
eastward  of  Beth-aven.  6  When  the  men  of 
Israel  saw  that  they  were  in  a  strait-^for  the 
people  were  distressed-then  the  people  did  hide 
themselves  in  caves,  and  in  thickets,  and  in 
rocks,  and  in  holds,  and  in  pits.  7  Now  some 
of  the  Hebrews  had  gone  over  the  Jordan  to  the 
land  of  Gad  and  Gilead;  but  as  for  Saul,  he  was 
yet  in  Gilgal,  and  all  the  people  followed  him 
trembling. 

8  And  he  tarried  seven  days*  according  to  the 
set  time  that  Samuel  had  appointed;  but  Samuel 
came  not  to  Gilgal;  and  the  people  were  scat¬ 
tered  from  him.  9  And  Saul  said:  ‘Bring  hither 
to  me  the  burnt-offering  and  the  peace-offerings.’ 
And  he  offered  the  burnt -offering.  10  And  it 
came  to  pass  that,  as  soon  as  he  had  made  an 
end  of  offering  the  burnt-offering,  behold,  Sam- 
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iiel  came;  and  Saul  went  out  to  meet  him,  that 
he  might  salute  him.  11  And  Samuel  said: 
‘W^hat  hast  thou  done?’  And  Saul  said:  ‘Because 
I  saw  that  the  people  were  scattered  from  me, 
and  that  thou  earnest  not  within  the  days  ap¬ 
pointed,  and  that  the  Philistines  assembled 
themselves  together  against  Michmas;  12  there¬ 
fore  said  I:  Now  will  the  Philistines  come  down 
upon  me  to  Gilgal,  and  I  have  not  entreated  the 
favour  of  the  Lord;  I  forced  myself  therefore, 
and  offered  the  burnt-offering.’  13  And  Samuel 
said  to  Saul:  ‘Thou  hast  done  foolishly;  thou 
hast  not  kept  the  commandment  of  the  Lord 
thy  God,  which  He  commanded  thee;  for  now 
would  the  Lord  have  established  thy  kingdom 
upon  Israel  for  ever.  14  But  now  thy  kingdom 
shall  not  continue;  the  Lord  hath  sought  him  a 
man  after  His  own  heart,  and  the  Lord  hath 
appointed  him  to  be  prince  over  His  people, 
because  thou  hast  not  kept  that  which  the  Lord 
commanded  thee.* 

15  And  Samuel  arose,  and  got  him  up  from 
Gilgal  unto  Gibeath-benjamin.  And  Saul  num¬ 
bered  the  people  that  were  present  with  him, 
about  six  hundred  men.  16  And  Saul,  and  Jon¬ 
athan  his  son,  and  the  people  that  were  present 
with  them,  abode  in  Gibeath-benjamin;  but  the 
Philistines  encamped  in  Michmas.  17  And  the 
spoilers  came  out  of  the  camp  of  the  Philistines 
in  three  companies:  one  company  turned  unto 
the  way  that  leadeth  to  Ophrah,  unto  the  land 
of  Shual;  18  and  another  company  turned  the 
way  to  Beth-horon;  and  another  company  turned 
the  way  of  the  border  that  looketh  down  upon 
the  valley  of  Zeboim  toward  the  wilderness. 
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i§  Now  there  was  no  smith  found  throughoiit 
all  the  land  of  Israel;  for  the  Philistines  said: 
'Lest  the  Hebrews  make  them  swords  or  spears*; 

20  but  all  the  Israel tes  went  down  to  the  Phil» 
istines,  to  sharpen  every  man  his  plowshare, 
and  his  coulter,  and  his  axe,  and  his  mattock. 

21  And  the  pried  of  the  filing  was  a  pini  for 
the  mattocks,  and  for  the  coulters,  and  for  the 
forks  with  three  teeth,  and  for  the  axes;  arid  to 
set  the  goads.  22  So  it  came  to  pass  in  the  day 
of  battle,  that  there  was  neither  sword  nor  spear 
found  in  the  hand  of  any  of  the  people  that 
were  with  Saul  and  Jonathan;  but  with .  Saul 
and  with  Jonathan  his  son  was  there  founds 
23  And  the  garrison  of  the  Philistines  went  out 
unto  the  pass  of  Michmas. 

MNow  it  fell  upon  a  day,  that  Jonathan  the 
son  of  Saul  said  unto  the  young  man  that 
bore  his  armour:  ‘Gome  and  let  us  go  over  to 
the  Philistines*  garrison,  that  is  on  yonder  side.* 
But  he  told  not  his  father.  2  And  Saul  tarried 
in  the  uttermost  part  of  Gibeah  under  the  pome¬ 
granate-tree  which  is  in  Migron;  and  the:  p^« 
pie  that  were  with  him  were  about  six  hundred 
men,  3  and  Ahijah,  the  sort  of  Ahitub,  Icha- 
bod’s  brother,  the  son  of  Phinehas,  the  -Son  of 
Eli,  the  priest  of  the  Lord  in  Shiloh,  wearing  an 
ephod.  And  the  people  knew  not  that  Jonathan 
was  gone.  4  And  between  the  passes,  by  which 
Jonathan  sought  to  go  over  unto  the  Philistines* 
garrison,  there  was  a  rocky  crag  on  the  one  side, 
and  a  rocky  crag  on  the  other  side;  and  the 
name  of  the  one  was  Bozez,  and  the  name  of 
Xhe  other  Seneh.  5  The  one  crag  rose  up  ori 
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the  north  in  front  of  Michmas,  and  the  other  on 
the  south  in  front  of  Geba. 

6  And  Jonathan  said  to  the  young  man  that 
bore  his  armour:  'Come  and  let  us  go  over 
unto  the  garrison  of  these  uncircumcised;  it  may 
be  that  the  Lord  will  work  for  us;  for  there  is 
no  restraint  to  the  Lord  to  save  by  many  or  by 
few.*  7  And  his  armour-bearer  said  unto  him: 
‘Do  all  that  is  in  thy  heart;  turn  thee,  behold  I 
am  with  thee  according  to  thy  heart.*  8  Then 
said  Jonathan:  ‘Behold,  we  will  pass  over  unto 
the  men,  and  we  will  disclose  ourselves  unto 
them.  9  If  they  say  thus  unto  us:  Tarry  until 
we  come  to  you;  then  we  will  stand  still  in  our 
place,  and  will  not  go  up  unto  them.  10  But  if 
they  say  thus:  Come  up  unto  us;  then  we  will 
go  up;  for  the  Lord  hath  delivered  them  into 
our  hand;  and  this  shall  be  the  sign  unto  us.* 
11  And  both  of  them  disclosed  themselves  unto 
the  garrison  of  the  Philistines;  and  the  Philis¬ 
tines  said:  ‘Behold  Hebrews  coming  forth  out 
of  the  holes  where  they  hid  themselves.*  12  And 
the  men  of  the  garrison  spoke  to  Jonathan  and 
his  armour-bearer,  and  said:  ‘Come  up  to  Us, 
and  we  will  show  you  a  thing.*  And  Jonathan 
said  unto  his  armour-bearer:  ‘Come  up  after 
me;  for  the  Lord  hath  delivered  them  into  the 
hand  of  Israel.*  13  And  Jonathan  climbed  up 
upon  his  hands  and  upon  his  feet,  and  his 
armour-bearer  after  him;  and  they  fell  before 
Jonathan;  and  his  armour-bearer  slew  them 
after  him.  14  And  that  first  slaughter,  which 
Jonathan  and  his  armour-bearer  made,  was 
about  twenty  men,  within  as  it  were  half  a  fur¬ 
row’s  length  in  an  acre  of  land.  15  And  there 
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was  a  trembling  in  the  camp  in  the  field,  and 
among  all  the  people;  the  garrison,  and  the  spoil¬ 
ers,  they  also  trembled;  and  the  earth  quaked; 
so  it  grew  into  a  terror  from  God.  i6  And  the 
watchmen  of  Saul  in  Gibeath-benjamin  looked; 
and,  behold,  the  multitude  melted  away,  and 
they  went  hither  and  thither. 

17  Then  said  Saul  unto  the  people  that  were 
with  him:  ‘Number  now,  and  see  who  is  gone 
from  us.’  And  when  they  had  numbered,  be¬ 
hold,  Jonathan  and  his  armour-bearer  were  not 
there.  18  And  Saul  said  unto  Ahijah:  ‘Bring 
hither  the  ark  of  God.’  For  the  ark  of  God  was 
there  at  that  time  with  the  children  of  Israel. 

19  And  it  came  to  pass,  while  Saul  talked  unto 
the  priest,  that  the  tumult  that  was  in  the  camp 
of  the  Philistines  went  on  and  increased;  and 
Saul  said  unto  the  priest:  ‘Withdraw  thy  hand.* 

20  And  Saul  and  all  the  people  that  were  with 
him  were  gathered  together,  and  came  to  the 
battle;  and,  behold,  every  man’s  sword  was 
against  his  fellow,  and  there  was  a  very  gr^t 
discomfiture.  21  Now  the  Hebrews  that  were 
with  the  Philistines  as  beforetime,  and  that  went 
up  with  them  into  the  camp  round  about;  even 
they  also  turned  to  be  with  the  Israelites  that 
were  with  Saul  and  Jonathan.  22  Likewise  all 
the  men  of  Israel  that  had  hid  themselves  in  the 
hill-country  of  Ephraim,  when  they  heard  that 
the  Philistines  fled,  even  they  also  followed 
hard  after  them  in  the  battle.  23  So  the  Lord 
saved  Israel  that  day;  and  the  battle  passed  bn 
as  far  as  Beth-aven. 

24  And  the  men  of  Israel  were  distressed  that 
day;  but  Saul  adjured  the  people,  saying: 
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‘Cursed  be  the  man  that  eateth  any  food  until  it 
be  evening,  and  I  be  avenged  on  mine  enemies.’ 
So  none  of  the  people  tasted  food.  25  And  all 
the  people  came  into  the  forest;  and  there  was 
honey  upon  the  ground.  26  And  when  the  peo¬ 
ple  were  come  unto  the  forest,  behold  a  flow  of 
honey;  but  no  man  put  his  hand  to  his  mouth; 
for  the  people  feared  the  oath.  27  But  Jona¬ 
than  heard  not  when  his  father  charged  the 
people  with  the  oath;  and  he  put  forth  the  end 
of  the  rod  that  was  in  his  hand,  and  dipped  it 
in  the  honeycomb,  and  put  his  hand  to  his 
mouth;  and  his  eyes  brightened.  28  Then  an¬ 
swered  one  of  the  people,  and  said:  ‘Thy  father 
straitly  charged  the  people  with  an  oath,  saying: 
Cursed  be  the  man  that  eareth  food  this  day; 
and  the  people  are  faint.’  29  Then  said  Jona¬ 
than:  ‘My  father  hath  troubled  the  land;  see,  I 
pray  you,  how  mine  eyes  are  brightened,  be¬ 
cause  I  tasted  a  little  of  this  honey.  30  How 
much  more,  if  haply  the  people  had  eaten  freely 
to-day  of  the  spoil  of  their  enemies  w^hich  they 
found?  had  there  not  been  then  a  much  greater 
slaughter  among  the  Philistines?’  31  And  they 
smote  of  the  Philistines  that  day  from  Michmas  to 
Aijalon;  and  the  people  were  very  faint.  32  And 
the  people  flew  upon  the  spoil,  and  took  sheep, 
and  oxen,  and  calves,  and  slew  them  on  the 
ground;  and  the  people  did  eat  them  with  the 
blood.  33  Then  they  told  Saul,  saying:  ‘Be¬ 
hold,  the  people  sin  against  the  Lord,  in  that 
they  eat  with  the  blood.’  And  he  said:  ‘Ye  have 
dealt  treacherously;  roll  a  great  stone  unto  me 
this  day.’  34  And  Saul  said:  ‘Disperse  your¬ 
selves  among  the  people,  and  say  unto  them: 
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Bring  me  hither  every  man  his  ox,  and  every 
man  his  sheep,  and  slay  them  here,  and  eat; 
and  sin  not  against  the  Lord  in  eating  with  the 
blood/  And  all  the  people  brought  every  man 
his  ox  with  him  that  night,  and  slew  them  there. 
35  And  Saul  built  an  altar  unto  the  Lord;  the 
same  was  the  first  altar  that  he  built  unto  the 
Lord. 

36  And  Saul  said:  ‘Let  us  go  down  after  the 
Philistines  by  night,  and  spoil  them  until  the 
morning  light,  and  let  us  not  leave  a  man  of 
them.*  And  they  said:  ‘Do  whatsoever  seemeth 
good  unto  thee.*  Then  said  the  priest:  ‘Let  us 
draw  near  hither  unto  God.*  37  And  Saul 
asked  counsel  of  God:  ‘Shall  I  go  down  after 
the  Philistines?  wilt  Thou  deliver  them  into  the 
hand  of  Israel?*  But  He  answered  him  not  that 
day.  38  And  Saul  said:  ‘Draw  nigh  hither,  all 
ye  chiefs  of  the  people;  and  know  and  see  wharein 
this  sin  hath  been  this  day.  39  For,  as  the 
Lord  liveth,  who  saveth  Israel,  though  it  be  in 
Jonathan  my  son,  he  shall  surely  die.*  But 
there  was  not  a  man  among  all  the  people  that 
answered  him.  40  Then  said  he  unto  all  Israel: 
‘Be  ye  on  one  side,  and  I  and  Jonathan  my  son 
will  be  on  the  other  side.*  And  the  people  said 
unto  Saul:  ‘Do  what  seemeth  good  unto  thee/ 
41  Therefore  Saul  said  unto  the  Lord,  the  God 
of  Israel:  ‘Declare  the  right.*  And  Jonathan 
and  Saul  were  taken  by  lot;  but  the  people  es¬ 
caped.  42  And  Saul  said:  ‘Cast  lots  between 
me  and  Jonathan  my  son.*  And  Jonathan  was 
taken.  43  Then  Saul  said  to  Jonathan:  ‘Tell 
me  what  thou  hast  done.'  And  Jonathan  told 
him,  and  said:  ‘I  did  certainly  taste  a  little 
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honey  with  the  end  of  the  rod  that  was  in  my 
hand;  here  am  I:  I  will  die/  44  And  Saul  said: 
*God  do  so  and  more  also;  thou  shalt  surely  die, 
Jonathan/  45  And  the  people  said  unto  Saul: 
‘Shall  Jonathan  die,  who  hath  wrought  this 
great  salvation  in  Israel?  Far  from  it;  as  the 
Lord  liveth,  there  shall  not  one  hair  of  his  head 
fall  to  the  ground;  for  he  hath  wrought  with 
God  this  day/  So  the  people  rescued  Jonathan, 
that  he  died  not.  46  Then  Saul  went  up  from 
following  the  Philistines;  and  the  Philistines 
went  to  their  own  place. 

47  So  Saul  took  the  kingdom  over  Israel,  arid 
fought  against  all  his  enemies  on  every  side, 
against  Moab,  and  against  the  children  of  Am- 
inon,  and  against  Edom,  and  against  the  kings  of 
Zobah,  and  against  the  Philistines;  and  whither¬ 
soever  he  turned  himself,  he  put  them  to  the 
worse.  48  And  he  did  valiantly,  and  smote  the 
Amalekites,  and  delivered  Israel  out  of  the  hands 
of  them  that  spoiled  them. 

49  Now  the  sons  of  Saul  were  Jonathan,  and 
Ishvi,  and  Malchi-shua;  and  the  names  of  his 
two  daughters  were  these:  the  name  of  the  first¬ 
born  Merab,  and  the  name  of  the  younger 
Michal;  50  and  the  name  of  Saul’s  wife  was 
Ahinoam  the  daughter  of  Ahimaaz;  and  the 
nairie  of  the  captain  of  his  host  was  Abner,  the 
son  of  Ner,  Saul’s  uncle.  51  And  Kish  was  the 
father  of  Saul,  and  Ner  the  father  of  Abner  was 
the  son  of  Abiel. 

52  And  there  was  sore  war  against  the  Philis¬ 
tines  all  the  days  of  Saul;  and  when  Saul  saw 
any  mighty  man,  or  any  valiant  man,  he  took 
him  unto  him. 
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1  And  Samuel  said  unto  Saul:  ‘The  Lord 
XO  sent  -me  to  anoint  thee  to  be  king  over 
His  people,  over  Israel;  now  therefore  hearken 
thou  unto  the  voice  of  the  words  of  the  Lord. 

2  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts:  I  remember 
that  which  Amalek  did  to  Israel,  how  he  set 
himself  against  him  in  the  way,  when  he  came 
up  out  of  Egypt.  3  Now  go  and  smite  Amalek, 
and  utterly  destroy  all  that  they  have,  and  spare 
them  not;  but  slay  both  man  and  woman,  infant 
and  suckling,  ox  and  sheep,  camel  and  ass.’ 

4  And  Saul  summoned  the  people,  and  num¬ 
bered  them  in  Telaim,  two  hundred  thousand 
footmen,  and  ten  thousand  men  of  Judah.  5  And 
Saul  came  to  the  city  of  Amalek,  and  lay  in  wait 
in  the  valley.  6  And  Saul  said  unto  the  Kenites: 
‘Go,  depart,  get  you  down  from  among  the 
Amalekites,  lest  I  destroy  you  with  them;  for  ye 
showed  kindness  to  all  the  children  of  Israel, 
when  they  came  up  out  of  Egypt.’  So  the  Kenites 
departed  from  among  the  Amalekites.  7  And 
Saul  smote  the  Amalekites,  from  Havilah  as 
thou  goest  to  Shur,  that  is  in  front  of  Egypt. 
8  And  he  took  Agag  the  king  of  the  Amalekites 
alive,  and  utterly  destroyed  all  the  people  with 
the  edge  of  the  sword.  9  But  Saul  and  the  peo¬ 
ple  spared  Agag,  and  the  best  of  the  sheep,  and 
of  the  oxen,  even  the  young  of  the  second  birth, 
and  the  lambs,  and  all  that  was  good,  and  would 
not  utterly  destroy  them;  but  every  thing  that 
was  of  no  account  and  feeble,  that  they  de¬ 
stroyed  utterly. 

10  Then  came  the  word  of  the  Lord  unto 
Samuel,  saying:  11  Tt  repenteth  Me  that  I  have 
set  up  Saul  to  be  king;  for  he  is  turned  back 
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from  following  Me,  and  hath  not  performed  My 
commandments.’  And  it  grieved  Samuel;  and 
he  cried  unto  the  Lord  all  night.  12  And  Sam¬ 
uel  rose  early  to  meet  Saul  in  the  morning;  and 
it  was  told  Samuel,  saying:  ‘Saul  came  to  Car¬ 
mel,  and,  behold,  he  is  setting  him  up  a  monu¬ 
ment,  and  is  gone  about,  and  passed  on,  and 
gone  down  to  Gilgal.’  13  And  Samuel  came  to 
Saul;  and  Saul  said  unto  him:  ‘Blessed  be  thou 
of  the  Lord;  I  have  performed  the  command¬ 
ment  of  the  Lord.’  14  And  Samuel  said:  ‘What 
meaneth  then  this  bleating  of  the  sheep  in  mine 
ears,  and  the  lowing  of  the  oxen  which  I  hear?’ 
15  And  Saul  said:  ‘They  have  brought  them 
from  the  Amalekites;  for  the  people  spared  the 
best  of  the  sheep  and  of  the  oxen,  to  sacrifice 
unto  the  Lord  thy  God;  and  the  rest  we  have 
utterly  destroyed.*  16  Then  Samuel  said  unto 
Saul:  ‘Stay,  and  I  will  tell  thee  what  the  Lord 
hath  said  to  me  this  night.’  And  he  said  unto 
him:  ‘Say  on.’ 

17  And  Samuel  said:  ‘Though  thou  be  little 
in  thine  own  sight,  art  thou  not  head  of  the 
tribes  of  Israel?  And  the  Lord  anointed  thee 
king  over  Israel;  18  and  the  Lord  sent  thee  on 
a  journey,  and  said:  Go  and  utterly  destroy  the 
sinners  the  Amalekites,  and  fight  against  them 
until  they  be  consumed.  19  Wherefore  then 
didst  thou  not  hearken  to  the  voice  of  the  Lord, 
but  didst  fly  upon  the  spoil,  and  didst  that 
which  was  evil  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord?’  20  And 
Saul  said  unto  Samuel:  ‘Yea,  I  have  hearkened 
to  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  and  have  gone  the 
way  which  the  Lord  sent  me,  and  have  brought 
Agag  the  king  of  Amalek,  and  have  utterly  de-

stroyed  the  Amalekites.  21  But  the  people  took 
of  the  spoil,  sheep  and  oxen,  the  diief  of  the 
devoted  things,  to  sacrifice  unto  the  Lord  thy 
God  in  Gilgal/  22  And  Samuel  said: 

‘Hath  the  Lord  as  great  delight  in  burnt- 
offerings  and  sacrifices. 

As  in  hearkening  to  the  voice  of  the  Lord> 
Behold,  to  obey  is  better  than  sacrifice. 

And  to  hearken  than  the  fat  of  rams. 

23  For  rebellion  is  as  the  sin  of  witchcraft. 

And  stubbornness  is  as  idolatry  and 
teraphim. 

Because  thou  hast  rejected  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
He  hath  also  rejected  thee  from  being  king/ 
24  And  Saul  said  unto  Samuel:  ‘I  have  sinned; 
for  I  have  transgressed  the  commandment  of  the 
Lord,  and  thy  words;  because  I  feared  the  peo¬ 
ple,  and  hearkened  to  their  voice.  25  Now 
therefore,  I  pray  thee,  pardon  my  sin,  and  re¬ 
turn  with  me,  that  I  may  worship  the  Lord.’ 
26  And  Samuel  said  unto  Saul:  ‘I  will  not  re¬ 
turn  with  thee;  for  thou  hast  rejected  the  word 
of  the  Lord,  and  the  Lord  hath  rejected:  thee 
from  being  king  over  Israel.*  27  And  as  Sam* 
uel  turned  about  to  go  away,  he  laid  hold  upon 
the  skirt  of  his  robe,  and  it  rent.  28  And  Sam¬ 
uel  said  unto  him:  ‘The  Lord  hath  rent  the 
kingdom  of  Israel  from  thee  this  day,  and  hath 
given  It  to  a  neighbour  of  thine,  that  is  better 
than  thou.  29  And  also  the  Glory  of  Israel  will 
not  lie  nor  repent;  for  He  is  not  a  man,  that 
He  should  repent.’  30  Then  he  said:  ‘I  have 
sinned;  yet  honour  me  now,  I  pray  thee,  before 
the  elders  of  my  people,  and  before  Israel,  and 
return  tvith  me/  that  i  may  worship  the  Lord 
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thy  God.*  31  So  Samuel  returned  after  Saul; 
and  Saul  worshipped  the  Lord. 

David  and  Goliath 

nNow  the  Philistines  gathered  together 
their  armies  to  battle,  and  they  were  gath¬ 
ered  together  at  Socoh,  which  belongeth  to  Judah, 
and  pitched  between  Socoh  and  Azekah,  in 
Ephes-dammim.  2  And  Saul  and  the  men  of 
Israel  were  gathered  together,  and  pitched  in 
the  vale  of  Elah,  and  set  the  battle  in  array 
against  the  Philistines.  3  And  the  Philistines 
stood  on  the  mountain  on  the  one  side,  and  Is¬ 
rael  stood  on  the  mountain  on  the  other  side; 
and  there  was  a  valley  between  them.  4  And 
there  went  out  a  champion  from  the  camp  of 
the  Philistines,  named  Goliath,  of  Gath,  whose 
height  was  six  cubits  and  a  span.  5  And  he 
had  a  helmet  of  brass  upon  his  head,  and  he 
was  clad  with  a  coat  of  mail;  and  the  weight  of 
the  coat  was  five  thousand  shekels  of  brass* 
6  And  he  had  greaves  of  brass  upon  his  legs, 
and  a  javelin  of  brass  between  his  shoulders, 
7  And  the  shaft  of  his  spear  was  like  a  weaver’s 
beam;  and  his  spear’s  head  weighed  six  hundred 
shekels  of  iron;  ar^  his  shield-bearer  went  before 
him.  8  And  he  stood  and  cried  unto  the  ar* 
mies  of  Israel,  and  said  unto  them:  'Why  do  ye 
come  out  to  set  your  battle  in  array?  am  not  I 
a  Philistine,  and  ye  servants  to  Saul?  choose  you 
a  man  for  you,  and  let  him  come  down  to  me, 
9  If  he  be  able  to  fight  with  me,  and  kill  me, 
then  will  we  be  your  servants;  but  if  I  prevail 
against  him,  and  kill  him,  then  shall  ye  be  our 
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^rvants,  and  serve  us.’  lo  And  the  Philistine 
said:  ‘I  do  taunt  the  armies  of  Israel  this  day; 
give  me  a  man,  that  we  may  fight  together.’ 
11  And  when  Saul  and  all  Israel  heard  those 
words  of  the  Philistine,  they  were  dismayed,  and 
greatly  afraid. 

la  Now  David  was  the  son  of  that  Ephrathite 
of  Beth-lehem  in  Judah,  whose  name  was  Jesse; 
and  he  had  eight  sons;  and  the  man  was  an  old 
man  in  the  days  of  Saul,  stricken  in  years  among 
men.  13  And  the  three  eldest  sons  of  Jesse  had 
gone  after  Saul  to  the  battle;  and  the  names  of 
his  three  sons  that  went  to  the  battle  were  Eliab 
the  first-born,  and  next  unto  l^im  Abinadab, 
and  the  third  Shammah.  14  And  David  was  the 
youngest;  and  the  three  eldest  followed  Saul.— 
15  Now  David  went  to  and  fro  from  Saul  to 
feed  his  father’s  sheep  at  Beth-lehem.—i6  And 
the  Philistine  drew  near  morning  and  evening, 
and  presented  himself  forty  days. 

17  And  Jesse  said  unto  David  his  son:  'Take 
now  for  thy  brethren  an  ephah  of  this  parched 
corn,  and  these  ten  loaves,  and  carry  them  quickly 
to  the  camp  to  thy  brethren.  18  And  bring 
these  ten  cheeses  unto  the  captain  of  their  thou* 
sand,  and  to  thy  brethren  shalt  thou  bring  greet* 
ings,  and  take  their  pledge;  19  now  Saul,  and 
they,  and  all  the  men  of  Israll,  are  in  the  vale 
of  Eiah,  fighting  with  the  Philistines.’  20  And 
David  rose  up  early  in  the  morning,  and  left  the 
sheep  with  a  keeper,  and  took,  and  went,  as 
Jesse  had  commanded  him;  and  he  came  to  the 
barricade,  as  the  host  which  was  going  forth  to 
the  fight  shouted  for  the  battle.  21  And  Israel 
and  the  Philistines  put  the  battle  in  array,  army 
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against  army.  22  And  David  left  his  baggage 
in  the  hand  of  the  keeper  of  the  baggage,  and 
ran  to  the  army,  and  came  and  greeted  his  breth¬ 
ren.  23  And  as  he  talked  with  them,  behold, 
there  came  up  the  champion,  the  Philistine  of 
Gath,  Goliath  by  name,  out  of  the  ranks  of  the 
Philistines,  and  spoke  according  to  the  same 
words;  and  David  heard  them.  24  Arid  all  the 
men  of  Israel,  when  they  saw  the  man,  fled 
from  him,  and  were  sore  afraid.  25  And  the 
men  of  Israel  said:  ‘Have  ye  seen  this  man  that 
is  come  up?  surely  to  taunt  Israel  is  he  come  up; 
and  it  shall  be,  that  the  man  who  killeth  him, 
the  king  will  enrich  him  with  great  riches,  and 
will  give  him  his  daughter,  and  make  his  father’s 
house  free  in  Israel.’ 

26  And  David  spoke  to  the  men  that  stood 
by  him,  saying:  ‘What  shall  be  done  to  the  man 
that  killeth  this  Philistine,  and  taketh  away  the 
taunt  from  Israel?  for  w^ho  is  this  uncircumcised 
Philistine,  that  he  should  have  taunted  the  ar¬ 
mies  of  the  living  God?’  27  And  the  people  an¬ 
swered  him  after  this  manner,  saying:  ‘So  shall 
it  be  done  to  the  man  that  killeth  him.’  28  And 
Eliab  his  eldest  brother  heard  when  he  spoke 
unto  the  men;  and  Eliab’s  anger  was  kindled 
against  David.,  and  he  said:  ‘Why  art  thou  come 
down?  and  with  whom  hast  thou  left  those  few 
sheep  in  the  wilderness?  I  know  thy  presump¬ 
tuousness,  and  the  naughtiness  of  thy  heart;  for 
thou  art  come  down  that  thou  mightest  see  the 
battle.’  29  And  David  said:  ‘What  have  I  now 
done?  Was  it  not  but  a  word?’  30  And  he 
turned  away  from  him  toward  another,  and 
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spoke  after  the  same  manner;  and  the  people 
answered  him  after  the  former  manner. 

31  And  when  the  words  were  heard  which 
David  spoke,  they  rehearsed  them  before  Saul; 
and  he  was  taken  to  him.  32  And  David  said 
>0  Saul:  ‘Let  no  man’s  heart  fail  within  him;  thy 
servant  will  go  and  fight  with  this  Philistine.* 
33  And  Saul  said  to  David:  *Thou  art  not  able 
to  go  against  this  Philistine  to  fight  with  him; 
for  thou  art  but  a  youth,  and  he  a  man  of  war 
from  his  youth.’  34  And  David  said  unto  Saul: 
*Thy  servant  kept  his  father’s  sheep;  and  when 
there  came  a  lion,  or  a  bear,  and  took  a  lamb 
out  of  the  flock,  35  I  went  out  after  him,  and 
smote  him,  and  delivered  it  out  of  his  mouth; 
and  when  he  arose  against  me,  I  caught  him  by 
his  beard,  and  smote  him,  and  slew  him.  36  Thy 
servant  smote  both  the  lion  and  the  bear;  and 
this  uncircumcised  Philistine  shall  be  as  one  of 
them,  seeing  he  hath  taunted  the  armies  of  the 
living  God.’  37  And  David  said:  ‘The  Lord 
that  delivered  me  out  of  the  paw  of  the  lion, 
and  out  of  the  paw  of  the  bear.  He  will  deliver 
me  out  of  the  hand  of  this  Philistine.’  And 
Saul  said  unto  David:  ‘Go,  and  the  Lord  shall 
be  with  thee.’  38  And  Saul  clad  David  with  his 
apparel,  and  he  put  a  helmet  of  brass  upon  his 
head,  and  he  clad  him  with  a  coat  of  mail. 

39  And  David  girded  his  sword  upon  his  ap¬ 
parel,  and  he  essayed  to  go  [,  but  could  not]; 
for  he  had  not  tried  it.  And  David  said  unto 
Saul:  ‘I  cannot  go  with  these;  for  I  have  not 
tried  them.’  And  David  put  them  off  him. 

40  And  he  took  his  staff  in  his  hand,  and  chose 
him  five  smooth  stones  out  of  the  brook,  and 
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put  them  in  the  shepherd's  bag  which  he  had, 
even  in  his  scrip;  and  his  sling  was  in  his  hand; 
and  he  drew  near  to  the  Philistine. 

41  And  the  Philistine  came  nearer  and  nearer 
unto  David;  and  the  man  that  bore  the  shield 
went  before  him.  42  And  when  the  Philistine 
looked  about,  and  saw  David,  he  disdained  him; 
for  he  was  but  a  youth,  and  ruddy,  and  withal 
of  a  fair  countenance.  43  And  the  Philistine 
said  unto  David:  ‘Am  I  a  dog,  that  thou  comest 
to  me  with  staves?'  And  the  Philistine  cursed 
David  by  his  god.  44  And  the  Philistine  said  to 
David:  ‘Come  to  me,  and  I  will  give  thy  flesh 
unto  the  fowls  of  the  air,  and  to  the  beasts  of 
the  field.'  45  Then  said  David  to  the  Philis¬ 
tine:  ‘Thou  comest  to  me  with  a  sword,  and 
with  a  spear,  and  with  a  javelin;  but  I  come  to 
thee  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God 
of  the  armies  of  Israel,  whom  thou  hast  taunted. 
4fl  This  day  will  the  Lord  deliver  thee  into  my 
hand;  and  T  will  smite  thee,  and  take  thy  head 
from  ^off  thee;  and  I  will  give  the  carcasses  of 
the  host  of  the  Philistines  this  day  unto  the  fowls 
of  the  air,  and  to  the  wild  beasts  of  the  earth;  that 
all  the  earth  may  know  that  there  is  a  God  in 
Israel;  47  and  that  all  this  assembly  may  know 
that  the  Lord  savetli  not  with  sword  and  spear; 
for  the  battle  is  the  Lord’s,  and  He  will  give 
you  into  our  hand.’  48  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  the  Philistine  arose,  and  came  and  drew 
nigh  to  meet  David,  that  David  hastened,  and 
ran  toward  the  army  to  meet  the  Philistine. 
49  And  David  put  his  hand  in  his  bag,  and 
took  thence  a  stone,  and  slung  it,  and  smote 
the  Philistine  in  his  forehead;  and  the  stone

sank  into  his  forehead,  and  he  fell  oipon  his  face 
to  the  earth.  50  So  David  prevailed  over  the 
Philistine  with  a  sling  and  with  a  stone,  and 
smote  the  Philistine,  and  slew  him;  but  there 
was  no  sword  in  the  hand  of  David.  51  And 
David  ran,  and  stood  over  the  Philistine,  and 
took  his  sword,  and  drew  it  out  of  the  sheath 
thereof,  and  slew  him,  and  cut  off  his  head 
therewith.  And  when  the  Philistines  saw  that 
their  mighty  man  was  dead,  they  fled.  52  And 
the  men  of  Israel  and  of  Judah  arose,  and 
shouted,  and  pursued  the  Philistines,  until  thou 
comest  to  Gai,  and  to  the  gates  of  Ekron.  And 
the  wounded  of  the  Philistines  fell  down  by  the 
way  to  Shaaraim,  even  unto  Gath,  and  unto 
Ekron.  53  And  the  children  of  Israel  returned 
from  chasing  after  the  Philistines,  and  they 
spoiled  their  camp.  54  And  David  took  the 
head  of  the  Philistine,  and  brought  it  to  Jeru¬ 
salem;  but  he  put  his  armour  in  his  tent. 

55  And  when  Saul  saw  David  go  forth  against 
the  Philistine,  he  said  unto  Abner,  the  captain 
of  the  host:  ‘Abner,  whose  son  is  this  youth?’ 
And  Abner  said:  ‘As  thy  soul  liveth,  O  king,  I 
cannot  tell.*  56  And  the  king  said:  ‘Inquire 
thou  whose  son  the  stripling  is.’  57  And  as 
David  returned  from  the  slaughter  of  the  Phil¬ 
istine,  Abner  took  him,  and  brought  him  before 
Saul  with  the  head  of  the  Philistine  in  his  hand, 
58  And  Saul  said  to  him:  ‘Whose  son  art  thou, 
thou  young  man?’  And  David  answered:  ‘I  am 
the  son  of  thy  servant  Jesse  the  Beth-lehemite.’

David  and  Jonathan 

i8  And  Jonathan  said  unto  him:  ‘To- 

morrow  is  the  new  moon;  and  thou  wilt  be 
missed,  because  thy  seat  will  be  empty.  19  And 
in  the  third  day  thou  shalt  hide  thyself  well, 
and  come  to  the  place  where  thou  didst  hide 
thyself  in  the  day  of  work,  and  shalt  remain  by 
the  stone  Ezel.  20  And  I  will  shoot  three  ar¬ 
rows  to  the  side-ward,  as  though  I  shot  at  a 
mark.  21  And,  behold,  I  will  send  the  lad:  Go, 
find  the  arrows.  If  I  say  unto  the  lad:  Behold, 
the  arrows  are  on  this  side  of  thee;  take  them, 
and  come;  for  there  is  peace  to  thee  and  no 
hurt,  as  the  Lord  liveth.  22  But  if  I  say  thus 
unto  the  boy:  Behold,  the  arrows  are  beyond 
thee;  go  thy  way;  for  the  Lord  hath  sent  thee 
away.  23  And  as  touching  the  matter  which  I 
and  thou  have  spoken  of,  behold,  the  Lord  is 
between  me  and  thee  for  ever.’ 

24  So  David  hid  himself  in  the  field;  and 
when  the  new  moon  was  come,  the  king  sat  him 
down  to  the  meal  to  eat.  25  And  the  king  sat 
upon  his  seat,  as  at  other  times,  even  upon  the 
seat  by  the  wall;  and  Jonathan  stood  up,  and 
Abner  sat  by  Saul’s  side;  but  David’s  place  was 
empty.  26  Nevertheless  Saul  spoke  not  any 
thing  that  day;  for  he  thought:  ‘Something  hath 
befallen  him,  he  is  unclean;  surely  he  is  not 
clean.’  ,  27  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow 
after  the  new  moon,  which  was  the  second  day, 
that  David’s  place  w^as  empty;  and  Saul  said 
unto  Jonathan  his  son:  ‘Wherefore  cometh  not 
the  son  of  Jesse  to  the  meal,  neither  yesterday. 
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nor  to-day?*  28  And  Jonathan  answered  Saul: 
‘David  earnestly  asked  leave  of  me  to  go  to 
Beth-lehem;  29  and  he  said:  Let  me  go,  I  pray 
thee;  for  our  family  hath  a  sacrifice  in  the  city; 
and  my  brother,  he  hath  commanded  me;  and 
now,  if  I  have  found  favour  in  thine  eyes,  let 
me  get  away,  I  pray  thee,  and  see  my  brethren. 
Therefore  he  is  not  come  unto  the  king’s  table.* 

30  Then  Saul’s  anger  was  kindled  against 
Jonathan,  and  he  said  unto  him:  ‘Thou  son  of 
perverse  rebellion,  do  not  I  know  that  thou  hast 
chosen  the  son  of  Jesse  to  thine  own  shame,  and 
unto  the  shame  of  thy  mother’s  nakedness? 
31  For  as  long  as  the  son  of  Jesse  liveth  upon 
the  earth,  thou  shaft  not  be  established,  nor  thy 
kingdom.  Wherefore  now  send  and  fetch  him 
unto  me,  for  he  deserveth  to  die.’  32  And  Jon¬ 
athan  answered  Saul  his  father,  and  said  unto 
him:  ‘Wherefore  should  he  be  put  to  death? 
what  hath  he  done?’  33  And  Saul  cast  his  spear 
at  him  to  smite  him;  whereby  Jonathan  knew 
that  it  was  determined  of  his  father  to  put 
David  to  death.  34  So  Jonathan  arose  from  the 
table  in  fierce  anger,  and  did  eat  no  food  the 
second  day  of  the  month;  for  he  was  grieved  for 
David,  and  because  his  father  had  put  him  to 
shame. 

35  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  morning,  that 
Jonathan  went  out  into  the  field  at  the  time  ap¬ 
pointed  with  David,  and  a  little  lad  with  him. 
36  And  he  said  unto  his  lad:  ‘Run,  find  now 
the  arrows  which  I  shoot.’  And  as  the  lad  rail, 
he  shot  an  arrow  beyond  him.  37  And  when 
the  lad  was  come  to  the  place  of  the  arrow 
which  Jonathan  had  shot,  Jonathan  cried  after 
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the  lad,  and  said:  ‘Is  not  the  arrow  beyond 
thee?'  38  And  Jonathan  cried  after  the  lad: 
‘Make  speed,  hasten,  stay  not.’  And  Jonathan’s 
lad  gathered  up  the  arrows,  and  came  to  his 
master.  39  But  the  lad  knew  not  any  thing; 
only  Jonathan  and  David  knew  the  matter. 

40  And  Jonathan  gave  his  weapons  unto  his  lad, 
and  said  unto  him:  ‘Go,  carry  them  to  the  city.' 

41  And  as  soon  as  the  lad  was  gone,  David 
arose  out  of  a  place  toward  the  South,  and  fell 
on  his  face  to  the  ground,  and  bowed  down 
three  times;  and  they  kissed  one  another,  and 
wept  one  with  another,  until  David  exceeded. 

42  And  Jonathan  said  to  David:  ‘Go  in  peace, 
forasmuch  as  we  have  sworn  both  of  us  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  saying:  The  Lord  shall  be 
between  me  and  thee,  and  between  my  seed  and 
thy  seed,  forever.’ 

Reconciliation  of  Saul  and  David 

cys  2  And  it  cam.e  to  pass,  when  Saul  was  re- 
turned  from  following  the  Philistines,  that 
it  was  told  him,  saying:  ‘Behold,  David  is  in  the 
wilderness  of  En-gedi.’  3  Then  Saul  took  three 
thousand  chosen  men  out  of  all  Israel,  and  went 
to  seek  David  and  his  men  upon  the  rocks  of 
the  wild  goats.  4  And  he  came  to  the  sheep- 
cotes  by  the  way,  where  was  a  cave;  and  Saul 
went  in  to  cover  his  feet.  Now  David  and  his 
men  were  sitting  in  the  innermost  parts  of  the 
cave.  5  And  the  men  of  David  said  unto  him: 
‘Behold  the  day  in  which  the  Lord  hath  said 
unto  thee:  Behold,  I  wdll  deliver  thine  enemy 
into  thy  hand,  and  thou  shalt  do  to  him  as  it

shall  seem  good  unto  thee/  Then  David  arose, 
and  cut  off  the  skirt  of  Saul’s  robe  privily. 
6  And  it  came  to  pass  afterward,  that  David’s 
heart  smote  him,  because  he  had  cut  off  Saul’s 
skirt.  7  And  he  said  unto  his  men:  ‘The  Lord 
forbid  it  me,  that  I  should  do  this  thing  unto  my 
lord,  the  Lord’s  anointed,  to  put  forth  my  hand 
against  him,  seeing  he  is  the  Lord’s  anointed.* 
8  So  David  checked  his  men  with  these  words, 
and  suffered  them  not  to  rise  against  Saul.  And 
Saul  rose  up  out  of  the  cave,  and  went  on  his 
way. 

9  David  also  arose  afterward,  and  went  out 
of  the  cave,  and  cried  after  Saul,  saying:  ‘My 
lord  the  king.’  And  when  Saul  looked  behind 
him,  David  bowed  with  his  face  to  the  earth, 
and  prostrated  himself.  10  And  David  said  to 
Saul:  ‘Wherefore  hearkenest  thou  to  men’s  words, 
saying:  Behold,  David  seeketh  thy  hurt?  1 1  Be¬ 
hold,  this  day  thine  eyes  have  seen  how  that 
the  Lord  had  delivered  thee  to-day  into  my  hand 
in  the  cave;  and  some  bade  me  kill  thee;  but 
mine  eye  spared  thee;  and  I  said:  I  will  not  put 
forth  my  hand  against  my  lord;  for  he  is  the 
Lord’s  anointed.  12  Moreover,  my  father,  see, 
yea,  see  the  skirt  of  thy  robe  in  my  hand;  for  in 
that  I  cut  off  the  skirt  of  thy  robe,  and  killed 
thee  not,  know  thou  and  see  that  there  is  nei¬ 
ther  evil  nor  transgression  in  rny  hand,  and  I 
have  not  sinned  against  thee,  though  thou  lay- 
est  wait  for  my  soul  to  take  it.  13  The  Lord 
judge  between  me  and  thee,  and  the  Lord 
avenge  me  of  thee;  but  my  hand  shall  not  be 
upon  thee.  14  As  saith  the  proverb  of  the  an¬ 
cients:  Out  of  the  wicked  cometh  forth  wicked- 
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ness;  but  my  hand  shall  not  be  upon  thee. 
15  After  whom  is  the  king  of  Israel  come  out? 
after  whom  dost  thou  pursue?  after  a  dead  dog, 
after  a  flea.  16  The  Lord  therefore  be  judge, 
and  give  sentence  between  me  and  thee,  and 
see,  and  plead  my  cause,  and  deliver  me  out  of 
thy  hand.' 

17  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  David  had 
made  an  end  of  speaking  these  words  unto  Saul, 
that  Saul  said:  ‘Is  this  thy  voice,  my  son  David?’ 
And  Saul  lifted  up  his  voice,  and  wept.  18  And 
he  said  to  David:  ‘Thou  art  more  righteous  than 
I;  for  thou  hast  rendered  unto  me  good,  whereas 
I  have  rendered  unto  thee  evil.  19  And  thou 
hast  declared  this  day  how  that  thou  hast  dealt 
well  with  me;  forasmuch  as  when  the  Lord  had 
delivered  me  up  into  thy  hand,  thou  didst  not 
kill  me.  20  For  if  a  man  find  his  enemy,  will 
he  let  him  go  well  away?  wherefore  the  Lord 
reward  thee  good  for  that  which  thou  hast  done 
unto  me  this  day.  21  And  now,  behold,  I  know 
that  thou  shaft  surely  be  king,  and  that  the 
kingdom  of  Israel  shall  be  established  in  thy 
hand.  22  Swear  now  therefore  unto  me  by  the 
Lord,  that  thou  wilt  not  cut  off  my  seed  after 
me,  and  that  thou  wilt  not  destroy  my  name 
out  of  my  father’s  house.'  23  And  David  swore 
unto  Saul.  And  Saul  went  home;  but  David 
and  his  men  got  them  up  unto  the  stronghold. 
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SECOND  SAMUEL 

David's  Lament 

IAnd  it  came  to  pass  after  the  death  of  Saul, 
when  David  was  returned  from  the  slaughter 
of  the  Amalekites,  and  David  had  abode  two 
days  in  Ziklag;  2  it  came  even  to  pass  on  the 
third  day,  that,  behold,  a  man  came  out  of  the 
camp  from  Saul  with  his  clothes  rent,  and  earth 
upon  his  head;  and  so  it  was,  when  he  came  to 
David,  that  he  fell  to  the  earth,  and  prostrated 
himself.  3  And  David  said  unto  him:  Trom 
whence  comes t  thou?’  And  he  said  unto  him: 
‘Out  of  the  camp  of  Israel  am  I  escaped/  4  And 
David  said  unto  him:  ‘How  went  the  matter? 
I  pray  thee,  tell  me.’  And  he  answered:  ‘The 
people  are  fled  from  the  battle,  and  many  of 
the  people  also  are  fallen  and  dead;  and  Saul 
and  Jonathan  his  son  are  dead  also.’  5  And 
David  said  unto  the  young  man  that  told  him: 
‘How  knowest  thou  that  Saul  and  Jonathan  his 
son  are  dead?’  6  And  the  young  man  that  told 
him  said:  ‘As  I  happened  by  chance  upon 
mount  Gilboa,  behold,  Saul  leaned  upon  his 
spear;  and,  lo,  the  chariots  and  the  horsemen 
pressed  hard  upon  him.  7  And  when  he  looked 
behind  him,  he  saw  me,  and  called  unto  me. 
And  I  answered:  Here  am  I.  8  And  he  said 
unto  me:  Who  art  thou?  And  I  answered  him: 
I  am  an  Amalekite.  9  And  he  said  unto  me: 
Stand,  I  pray  thee>  beside  me,  and  slay  me,  for 
the  agony  hath  taken  hold  of  me;  because  my 
life  is  just  yet  in  me.  10  So  I  stood  beside  him, 
and  slew  him,  because  I  was  sure  that  he  could 
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not  live  after  that  he  was  fallen;  and  I  took 
the  crown  that  was  upon  his  head,  and  the 
bracelet  that  was  on  his  arm,  and  have  brought 
them  hither  unto  my  lord/ 

11  Then  David  took  hold  on  his  clothes,  and 
rent  them;  and  likewise  all  the  men  that  were 
with  him,  12,  And  they  wailed,  and  wept,  and 
fasted  until  even,  for  Saul,  and  for  Jonathan 
his  son,  and  for  the  people  of  the  Lord,  and 
for  the  house  of  Israel;  because  they  were  fallen 
by  the  sword.  13  And  David  said  unto  the 
young  man  that  told  him:  ‘Whence  art  thou?’ 
And  he  ansv/ered:  ‘I  am  the  son  of  an  Amale- 
kite  stranger.’  14  And  David  said  unto  him: 
‘How  wast  thou  not  afraid  to  put  forth  thy 
hand  to  destroy  the  Lord’s  anointed?’  15  And 
David  called  one  of  the  young  men,  and  said: 
‘Go  near,  and  fall  upon  him.’  And  he  smote 
hini  that  he  died.  16  And  David  said  unto 
him:  'Thy  blood  be  upon  thy  head;  for  thy 
mouth  hath  testified  against  thee,  saying:  I  have 
slain  the  Lord’s  anointed.’ 

17  And  David  lamented  with  this  lamentation 
oyer  Saul  and  over  Jonathan  his  son,  18  and 
said— To  teach  the  sons  of  Judah  the  bow.  Be¬ 
hold,  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  Jashar:

25  How  are  the  mighty  fallen  in  the  midst  of 

the  battle! 

Jonathan  upon  thy  high  places  is  slain!

Very  pleasant  hast  thou  been  unto  me; 
Wonderful  was  thy  love  to  me. 

Passing  the  love  of  women. 

27  How  are  the  mighty  fallen. 

And  the  weapons  of  war  perished! 
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The  Promise  to  the  House  of  David 

7  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  king  dwelt 
in  his  house,  and  the  Lord  had  given  him 
rest  from  all  his  enemies  round  about,  2  that 
the  king  said  unto  Nathan  the  prophet:  ‘See 
now,  I  dwell  in  a  house  of  cedar,  but  the  ark  of 
God  dwelleth  within  curtains/  3  And  Nathan 
said  to  the  king:  ‘Go,  do  all  that  is  in  thy 
heart;  for  the  Lord  is  with  thee/  4  And  it 
came  io  pass  the  same  night,  that  the  word  of 
the  Lord  came  unto  Nathan,  saying:  5  ‘Go  and 
tell  My  servant  David:  Thus  saith  the  Lord: 
Shalt  thou  build  Me  a  house  for  Me  to  dwell 
in?  6  for  I  have  not  dwelt  in  a  house  since  the 
day  that  I  brought  up  the  children  of  Israel  out 
of  Egypt,  even  to  this  day,  but  have  walked 
in  a  tent  and  in  a  tabernacle.  7  In  all  places 
wherein  I  have  walked  among  all  the  children 
of  Israel,  spoke  I  a  word  with  any  of  the  tribes 
gf  Israel,  whom  I  commanded  to  feed  My  peo¬ 
ple  Israel,  saying:  Why  have  ye  not  built  Me  a 
house  of  cedar?  8  Now  therefore  thus  shalt 
thou  say  unto  My  servant  David:  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  of  hosts:  I  took  thee  from  the  sheepcote, 
from  following  the  sheep,  that  thou  shouldest 
be  prince  over  My  people,  over  Israel.  9  And 
I  have  been  with  thee  whithersoever  thou  didst 
go,  and  have  cut  off  all  thine  enemies  from 
before  thee;  and  I  will  make  thee  a  great  name, 
like  unto  the  name  of  the  great  ones  that  are 
in  the  earth.  10  And  I  will  appoint  a  place 
for  My  people  Israel,  and  will  plant  them,  that 
they  may  dwell  in  their  own  place,  and  be  dis- 
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quieted  no  more;  neither  shall  the  children  of 
wickedness  afflict  them  any  more,  as  at  die  first, 
11  even  from  the  day  that  I  commanded  judges 
to  be  over  My  people  Israel;  and  I  will  cause  , 
thee  to  rest  from  all  thine  enemies.  Moreover 
the  Lord  telleth  thee  that  the  Lord  will  make 
thee  a  house.  12  When  thy  days  are  fulfilled, 
and  thou  shalt  sleep  with  thy  fathers,  I  will 
set  up  thy  seed  after  thee,  that  shall  proceed  out 
of  thy  body,  and  I  will  establish  his  kingdom, 
13  He  shall  build  a  house  for  My  name,  and  I 
will  establish  the  throne  of  his  kingdom  for 
ever.  14  I  will  be  to  him  for  a  father,  and  he 
shall  be  to  Me  for  a  son;  if  he  commit  iniquity, 

I  will  chasten  him  with  the  rod  of  men,  and 
with  the  stripes  of  the  children  of  men;  15  but 
My  mercy  shall  not  depart  from  him,  as  I  took, 
it  from  Saul,  whom  I  put  away  before  thee. 
16  And  thy  house  and  thy  kingdom  shall  be 
made  sure  for  ever  before  thee;  thy  throne  shall 
be  established  for  ever.*  17  According  to  all 
these  words,  and  according  to  all  this  vision,  so 
did  Nathan  speak  unto  David. 

18  Then  David  the  king  went  in,  and  sat  before 
the  Lord;  and  he  said:  /Who  am  I,  O  Lord  God, 
and  what  is  my  house,  that  Thou  hast  brought 
me  thus  far?  19  And  this  was  yet  a  small  thing 
in  Thine  eyes,  O  Lord  God;  but  Thou  hast  spoken 
also  of  Thy  servant’s  house  for  a  great  w;hile  to 
come;  and  this  too  after  the  manner  of  great 
men,  O  Lord  God.  20  And  what  can  David 
say  more  unto  Thee?  for  Thou  knqwest  Thy 
servant,  O  Lord  God.  21  For  Thy  word’s  sake> 
and  according  to  Thine  own  heart,  hast  Thou 
wrought  all  this  greatness,  to  make  Thy  serv- 
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Lord  God;  for  there  is  none  like  Thee,  neither 
is  there  any  God  beside  Thee,  according  to  all 
that  we  have  heard  with  our  ears.  23  And  who 
is  like  Thy  people,  like  Israel,  a  nation  one  in 
the  earth,  whom  God  went  to  redeem  unto 
Himself  for  a  people,  and  to  make  Him  a  name, 
and  to  do  for  Thy  land  great  things  and  tre¬ 
mendous,  even  for  you,  [in  driving  out]  from 
before  Thy  people,  whom  Thou  didst  redeem 
to  Thee  out  of  Egypt,  the  nations  and  then- 
gods?  24  And  Thou  didsf  establish  to  Thyself 
Thy  people  Israel  to  be  a  people  unto  Thee 
for  ever;  and  Thou,  Lord,  becamest  their  God. 
25  And  now,  O  Lord  God,  the  word  that  Thou 
hast  spoken  concerning  Thy  servant,  and  con¬ 
cerning  his  house,  confirm  Thou  it  for  ever, 
and  do  as  Thou  hast  spoken.  26  And  let  Thy 
name  be  magnified  for  ever,  that  it  may  be 
said:  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  God  over  Israel;  and 
the  house  of  Thy  servant  David  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  before  Thee.  27  For  Thou,  O  Lord  of 
hosts,  the  God  of  Israel,  hast  revealed  to  Thy 
servant,  saying:  I  will  build  thee  a  house;  there¬ 
fore  hath  Thy  servant  taken  heart  to  pray  this 
prayer  unto  Thee.  28  And  now,  O  Lord  God, 
Thou  alone  art  God,  and  Thy  words  are  truth, 
and  Thou  hast  promised  this  good  thing  unto 
Thy  servant;  29  now  therefore  let  it  please 
Thee  to  bless  the  house  of  Thy  servant,  that 
it  may  continue  for  ever  before  Thee;  for  Thou, 
O  Lord  God,  hast  spoken  it;  and  through  Thy 
blessing  let  the  house  of  Thy  servant  be  blessed 
for  ever.’

nAnd  it  came  to  pass,  at  the  return  of  the 
year,  at  the  time  when  kings  go  out  to 
battle,  that  David  sent  Joab,  and  his  servants 
with  him,  and  all  Israel;  and  they  destroyed 
the  children  of  Ammon,  and  besieged  Rabhah. 
But  David  tarried  at  Jerusalem. 

2  And  it  came  to  pass  at  eventide,  that  David 
arose  from  off  his  bed,  and  walked  upon  the  roof 
of  .the  king's  house;  and  from  the  roof  he  saw 
a  woman  bathing;  and  the  woman  was  very 
beautiful  to  look  upon.  3  And  David  sent  and 
inquired  after  the  woman.  And  one  said:  ^Is 
not  this  Bath-sheba,  the  daughter  of  Eliam,  the 
wife  of  Uriah  the  Hittite?’  4  And  David  sent 
messengers,  and  took  her;  and  she  came  in  unto 
him,  and  he  lay  with  her;  for  she  was  purified 
from  her  uncleanness;  and  she  returned  unto 
her  house.  5  And  the  woman  conceived;  and 
she  sent  and  told  David,  and  said:  ‘I  am  with 
child.' 

6  And  David  sent  to  Joab  {,  saying]:  ‘Send 
me  Uriah  the  Hittite/  And  Joab  sent  Uriah  to 
David.  7  And  when  Uriah  was  come  unto  him, 
David  asked  of  him  how  Joab  did,  and, how  the 
people  fared,  and  how  the  war  prospered. 
8  And  David  said  to  Uriah:  ‘Go  down  to  thy 
house,  and  wash  thy  feet.'  And  Uriah  departed 
out  of  the  king's  house,  and  there  followed  him 
a  mess  of  food  from  the  king.  9  But  Uriah 
slept  at  the  door  of  the  king’s  house  vdth  all 
the  servants  of  his  lord,  and  went  not  down 
to  his  house.  10  And  when  they  had  told 
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David,  saying:  ‘Uriah  went  not  down  unto  his 
house’,  David  said  unto  Uriah:  ‘Art  thou  not 
come  from  a  journey?  wherefore  didst  thou  not 
go  down  unto  thy  house?’  11  And  Uriah  said 
unto  David:  ‘The  ark,  and  Israel,  and  Judah, 
abide  in  booths;  and  my  lord  Joab,  and  the 
servants  of  my  lord,  are  encamped  in  the  open 
field;  shall  I  then  go  into  my  house,  to  eat 
and  to  drink,  and  to  lie  with  my  wife?  as  thou 
livest,  and  as  thy  soul  liveth,  I  will  not  do  this 
thing.’  12  And  David  said  to  Uriah:  ‘Tarry 
here  to-day  also,  and  to-morrow  I  will  let  thee 
depart.’  So  Uriah  abode  in  Jerusalem  that  day, 
and  the  morrow.  13  And  when  David  had 
called  him,  he  did  eat  and  drink  before  him; 
and  he  made  him  drunk;  and  at  even  he  went 
out  to  lie  on  his  bed  with  the  servants  of  his 
lord,  but  went  not  down  to  his  house. 

14  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  morning,  that 
David  wrote  a  letter  to  Joab,  and  sent  it  by  the 
hand  of  Uriah.  15  And  he  wrote  in  the  letter, 
saying:  ‘Set  ye  Uriah  in  the  forefront  of  the 
hottest  battle,  and  retire  ye  from  him,  that  he 
may  be  smitten,  and  die.*  16  And  it  came  to 
pass,  when  Joab  kept  watch  upon  the  city,  that 
he  as^gned  Uriah  unto  the  place  where  he 
knew  that  valiant  men  were.  17  And  the  men 
of  the  city  went  out,  and  fought  with  Joab;  and 
there  fell  some  of  the  people,  even  of  the 
servants  of  David;  and  Uriah  the  Hittite  died 
also.  18  Then  Joab  sent  and  told  David  all 
the  things  concerning  the  war;  19  and  he 
charged  the  messenger,  saying:  ‘When  thou  hast 
made  an  end  of  telling  all  the  things  concerning 
the  war  unto  the  king,  20  it  shall  be  that,  if 
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the  king’s  wrath  arise,  and  he  say  utitei  thee: 
Wherefore  went  ye  so  nigh  unto  the  city  to 
light?  knew  ye  not  that  they  would  shoot  from 
the  wall?  zi  who  smote  Abimelech  the  son  of 
Jerubbesheth?  did  not  a  woman  cast  an  upp^ 
millstone  upon  him  from  the  wall,  that  he  died 
at  Thebez?  why  went  ye  so  nigh  the  wall?  then 
Shalt  thou  say;  Thy  servant  Uriah  the  Hittite 
is  dead  also/  : 

22  So  the  messenger  went,  and  came  and  told 
David  all  that  Joab  had  sent  him  for.  23  And 
the  messenger  said  unto  David:  ‘The  men  pre¬ 
vailed  against  us,  and  came  out  unto  us  into 
the  field,  and  we  were  upon  them  even  unto 
the  entrance  of  the  gate.  24  And  the  shooters 
shot  at  thy  servants  from  off  the  wall;  and  some 
of  the  king’s  servants  are  dead,  and  thy  servant 
Uriah  the  Hittite  is  dead- also/  25  Then  David 
said  lunto  the  messenger:  ‘Thus  shalt  thou  say 
unto  Joab:  Let  not  this  thing  displease  thee, 
for  the  sword  devoureth  in  one  manner  or  an¬ 
other;  make  thy  battle  more  strong  against  the 
city,  and  overthrow  it;  and  encourage  thou 
him/ 

26  And  when  the  wife  of  Uriah  heard  that 
Uriah  her  husband  v/as  dead,  she  madai  lamen¬ 
tation  for  her  husband.  27  And  when  the 
mourning  was  past,  David  sent  and  took  her 
home  to  his  house,  and  she  became  his  wife, 
and  bore  him  a  son.  But  the  thing  that  David 
had  done  displeased  the  Lord. 

1  C)  And  the  Lord  sent  Nathan  unto  David. 

And  he  came  unto  him,  and  said  unto 
him:  ‘There  were  two  men  in  one  city:  the 
one  rich,  and  the  other  poor.  2  The  rich  man 
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had  exceeding  many  flocks  and  herds;  3  but 
the  poor  man  had  nothing,  save  one  little  ewe 
lamb,  which  he  had  bought  and  reared;  and 
it  grew  up  together  with  him,  and  with  his 
children;  it  did  eat  of  his  own  morsel,  and 
drank  of  his  own  cup,  and  lay  in  his  bosom, 
and  was  unto  him  as  a  daughter.  4  And  there 
came  a  traveller  unto  the  rich  man,  and  he 
spared  to  take  of  his  own  flock  and  of  his  own 
herd,  to  dress  for  the  wayfaring  man  that  was 
come  unto  him,  but  took  the  poor  man’s  lamb, 
and  dressed  it  for  the  man  that  was  come  to 
him/  5  And  David’s  anger  was  greatly  kindled 
against  the  man;  and  he  said  to  Nathan:  ‘As 
the  Lord  liveth,  the  man  that  hath  done  this 
deserveth  to  die;  6  and  he  shall  restore  the 
lamb  fourfold,  because  he  did  this  thing,  and 
because  he  had  no  pity/  U 

7  And  Nathan  said  to  David:  ‘Thou  art  the 
man/ 


FIRST  KINGS 
Solomon*s  Wisdom 

33  And  Solomon  loved  the  Lord,  walking  in 
the  statutes  of  David  his  father;  only  he 
sacrificed  and  offered  in  the  high  places. 

4  And  the  king  tvent.to  Gibeon  to  sacrifice 
there;  for  that  was  the  great  high  place;  a 
thousand  burnt -offerings  did  Solomon  offer  upon 
that  altar.  5  In  Gibeon  the  Lord  appeared  to 
Solomon  in  a  dream  by  night;  and  God  said: 
‘Ask  what  I  shall  give  thee.’  6  And  Solomon 
said:  ‘Thou  hast  shown  unto  Thy  servant  David 
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my  father  great  kindness,  according  as  he 
walked  before  Thee  in  truth,  and  in  righteous¬ 
ness,  and  in  uprightness  of  heart  with  Thee; 
and  Thou  hast  kept  for  him  this  great  kind¬ 
ness,  that  Thou  hast  given  him  a  son  to  sit 
on  his  throne,  as  it  is  this  day.  ^  And  now, 
O  Lord  my  God,  Thou  hast  made  Thy  servant 
king  instead  of  David  my  father;  and  I  am  but 
a  little  child;  I  know  not  how  to  go  out  or 
come  in.  8  And  Thy  servant  is  in  the  midst 
of  Thy  people  which  Thou  hast  chosen,  a  great 
people,  that  cannot  be  numbered  nor  counted 
for  multitude.  9  Give  Thy  servant  therefore 
an  understanding  heart  to  judge  Thy  people, 
that  I  may  discern  between  good  and  evil;  for 
^vho  is  able  to  judge  this  Thy  great  people?* 
10  And  the  speech  pleased  the  Lord,  that 
Solomon  had  asked  this  thing.  11  And  God 
said  unto  him:  ‘Because  thou  hast  asked  this 
thing,  and  hast  not  asked  for  thyself  long  life; 
neither  hast  asked  riches  for  thyself,  nor  hast 
asked  the  life  of  thine  enemies;  but  hast  asked 
for  thyself  understanding  to  discern  justice; 
12  behold,  I  have  done  according  to  thy  word: 
lo,  I  have  given  thee  a  wise  and  an  understand¬ 
ing  heart;  so  that  there  hath  been  none  like 
thee  before  thee,  neither  after  thee  shall  any 
arise  like  unto  thee.  13  And  I  have  also  given 
thee  that  which  thou  hast  not  asked,  both  riches 
and  honour— so  that  there  hath  not  been  any 
among  the  kings  like  unto  thee— all  thy  days. 
14  And  if  thou  wilt  walk  in  My  ways,  to  keep 
My  statutes  and  My  commandments,  as  thy 
father  David  did  walk,  then  I  will  lengthen 
thy  days.*  15  And  Solomon  awoke,  and,  be- 
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hold,  it  was  a  dream;  and  he  came  to  Jerusalem, 
and  stood  before  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of 
the  Lord,  and  offered .  up  burnt-offerings,  and 
offered  peace-offerings,  and  made  a  feast  to  all 
his  servants. 

16  Then  came  there  two  women,  that  were 
harlots,  unto  the  king,  and  stood  before  him. 

17  And  the  one  woman  said:  ‘Oh,  my  lord,  I 
and  this  woman  dwell  in  one  house;  and  I  was 
delivered  of  a  child  with  her  in  the  house. 

18  And  it  came  to  pass  the  third  day  after  I 
was  delivered,  that  this  woman  was  delivered 
also;  and  we  were  together;  there  was  no  stranger 
with  us  in  the  house,  save  we  two  in  the  house. 

19  And  this  woman’s  child  died  in  the  night;  be¬ 
cause  she  overlay  it.  20  And  she  arose  at  mid¬ 
night,  and  took  my  son  from  beside  me,  while  thy 
handmaid  slept,  and  laid  it  in  her  bosom,  and  laid 
her  dead  child  in  my  bosom.  21  And  when  I  rose 
in  the  morning  to  give  my  child  suck,  behold,  it 
was  dead;  but  when  I  had  looked  well  at  it  in  the 
morning,  behold,  it  was  not  my  son,  whom  I  did 
bear.*  22  And  the  other  woman  said:  ‘Nay;  but 
the  living  is  my  son,  and  the  dead  is  thy  son.* 
And  this  said:  ‘No;  but  the  dead  is  thy  son, 
and  the  living  is  my  son.*  Thus  they  spoke  be¬ 
fore  the  king. 

23  Then  said  the  king:  ‘The  one  saith:  This 
is  my  son  that  liveth,  and  thy  son  is  the  dead; 
and  the  other  saith:  Nay;  but  thy  son  is  the 
dead,  and  my  son  is  the  living.*  24  And  the 
king  said:  ‘Fetch  me  a  sword.*  And  they 
brought  a  sword  before  the  king.  25  And  the 
king  said:  ‘Divide  the  living  child  in  two,  and 
give  half  to  the  one,  and  half  to  the  other.* 
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26  Then  spoke  the  woman,  whose  the  living  , 
chiLd  was,  unto  the  king,  for  her  heart  yearned^ 
upon  her  son,  and  she  said:  ‘Oh,  my  lord,  give 
her  the  living  child,  and  in  no  wise  slay  it/ 
But  the  other  said:  ‘It  shall  be  neither  mine 
noy  thine;  divide  it.’  27  Then  the  king  an¬ 
swered  and  said:  ‘Give  her  the  living  child,  and 
in  no  wise  slay  it:  she  is  the  mother  thereof.* 
28  And  all  Israel  heard  of  the  judgment  which 
the  king  had  judged;  and  they  feared  the  king; 
for  they  saw  that  the  wisdom  of  God  was  in 
him>  to  do  justice. 


Elijah 

"I  m  And  Elijah  the  Tishbite,  who  was  of  the 
X  l  settlers  of  Gilead,  said  unto  Ahab:  ‘As 
the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel,  liveth,  before  whom 
I  stand,  there  shall  not  be  dew  nor  rain  these 
years,  but  according  to  my  word.*  2  And  the 
word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  him,  saying: 
3  ‘Get  thee  hence,  and  turn  thee  eastward,  and 
hide  thyself  by  the  brook  Cherith,  that  is  before 
the  Jordan.  4  And  it  shall  be,  that  thou  shalt 
drink  of  the  brook;  and  I  have  commanded  the 
ravens  to  feed  thee  there.*  5  So  he  went  and 
did  according  unto  the  word  of  the  Lord;,  for 
he  went  and  dwelt  by  the  brook  Cherith,  that  is 
before  the  Jordan.  6  And  the  ravens  brought 
him  bread  and  flesh  in  the  morning,  and  bread 
and  flesh  in  the  evening;  and  he  drank  of  the 
brook.  7  And  it  came  to  pass  after  a  while,  that 
the  brook  dried  up,  because  there  was  no  rain 
in  the  land. 

B  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  him^ 
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saying:  9  ‘Arise,  get  thee  to  Zarephath,  which 
belongeth  to  Zidon,  and  dwell  there;  behold, 

I  have  commanded  a  widow  there  to  sustain 
thee.*  10  So  he  arose  and  went  to  Zarephath; 
and  when  he  came  to  the  gate  of  the  city,  be¬ 
hold,  a  widow  was  there  gathering  sticks;  and 
he  called  to  her,  and  said:  ‘Fetch  me,  I  pray 
thee,  a  little  water  in  a  vessel,  that  I  may  drink.* 

II  And  as  she  was  going  to  fetch  it,  he  called 
to  her,  and  said:  ‘Bring  me,  I  pray  thee,  a 
morsel  of  bread  in  thy  hand.*  12  And  she  said: 
‘As  the  Lord  thy  God  liveth,  I  have  not  a  cake, 
only  a  handful  of  meal  in  the  jar,  and  a  little 
oil  in  the  cruse;  and,  behold,  I  am  gathering 
two  sticks,  that  I  may  go  in  and  dress  it  for 
me  and  my  son,  that  we  may  eat  it,  and  die.* 

13  And  Elijah  said  unto  her:  ‘Fear  not;  go  and 
do  as  thou  hast  said;  but  make  me  thereof  a 
little  cake  first,  and  bring  ^t  forth  unto  me, 
and  afterward  make  for  thee  and  for  thy  son. 

14  For  thus  saith  the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel: 
The  jar  of  meal  shall  not  be  spent,  neither  shall 
the  cruse  of  oil  fail,  until  the  day  that  the  Lord 
serideth  rain  upon  the  land.*  1 5  And  she  went 
arid  did  according  to  the  saying  of  Elijah;  and 
she,  and  he,  and  her  house,  did  eat  many  days. 
16  The  jar  of  meal  was  not  spent,  neither  did 
the  cruse  of  oil  fail,  according  to  the  word  of 
the  Lord,  which  He  spoke  by  Elijah. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things, 
that  the  son  of  the  woman,  the  mistress  of  the 
house,  fell  sick;  and  his  sickness  was  so  sore, 
that  there  was  no  breath  left  in  him.  18  And 
she  said  unto  Elijah:  ‘What  have  I  to  do  with 
thee,  O  thou  man  of  God?  art  thou  come  unto 
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me  to  bring  my  sin  to  remembrance,  and  to  slay 
my  son?*  19  And  he  said  unto  her:  ‘Give  me 
thy  son.*  And  he  took  him  out  of  her  bosom, 
and  carried  him  up  into  the  upper  chamber, 
where,  he  abode,  and  laid  him  upon  his  own 
bed.  20  And  he  cried  unto  the  Lord,  and 
said:  ‘O  Lord  my  God,  hast  Thou  also  brought 
evil  upon  the  widow  with  whom  I  sojourn,  by 
slaying  her  son?*  21  And  he  stretched  himself 
upon  the  child  three  times,  and  cried  unto  the 
Lord,  and  said:  ‘O  Lord  my  God,  I  pray  Thee, 
let  this  child’s  soul  come  back  into  him.’ 
22  And  the  Lord  hearkened  unto  the  voice  of 
Elijah;  apd  the  soul  of  the  child  came  back  into 
him,  and  he  revived.  23  And  Elijah  took  the 
child,  and  brought  him  down  out  of  the  upper 
chamber  into  the  house,  and  delivered  him  unto 
his  mother;  and  Elijah  said:  ‘See,  thy  son 
liveth.*  24  And  the  woman  said  to  Elijah: 
‘Now  I  know  that  fhou  art  a  man  of  God,  and 
that  the  word  of  the  Lord  in  thy  mouth  is 
truth.’ 

T  Q  And  it  came  to  pass  after  many  days, 
J-  O  that  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  to  Elijah, 
in  the  third  year,  saying:  ‘Go,  show  thyself  unto 
Ahab,  and  I  will  send  rain  upon  the  land.’ 
2  And  Elijah  went  to  show  himself  unto  Ahab. 

And  the  famine  was  sore  in  Samaria.  3  And 
Ahab  called  Obadiah,  who  was  over  the  house- 
hold.—Now  Obadiah  feared  the  Lord  greatly; 
4  for  it  was  so,  when  Jezebel  cut  off  the  proph¬ 
ets  of  the  Lord,  that  Obadiah  took  a  hundred 
prophets,  and  hid  them  fifty  in  a  cave,  and  fed 
them  with  bread  and  water.— 5  And  Ahab  said 
unto  Obadiah:  ‘Go  through  the  land,  unto  all 
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the  springs  of  water,  and  unto  all  the  brooks; 
perad venture  we  may  find  grass  and  save  the 
horses  and  mules  alive,  that  we  lose  not  all  the 
beasts.*  6  So  they  divided  the  land  between 
them  to  pass  throughout  it:  Ahab  went  one  way 
by  himself,  and  Obadiah  went  another  way  by 
himself. 

7  And  as  Obadiah  was  in  the  way,  behold, 
Elijah  met  him;  and  he  knew  him,  and  fell  on 
his  face,  and  said;  ‘Is  it  thou,  my  lord  Elijah?* 
8  And  he  answered  him:  ‘It  is  I;  go,  tell  thy 
lord:  Behold,  Elijah  is  here.*  g  And  he  said: 
‘Wherein  have  I  sinned,  that  thou  wouldest 
deliver  thy  servant  into  the  hand  of  Ahab,  to 
slay  me?  lo  As  the  Lord  thy  God  liveth,  there 
is  no  nation  or  kingdom,  whither  my  lord  hath 
not  sent  to  seek  thee;  and  when  they  said:  He 
is  not  here,  he  took  an  oath  of  the  kingdom 
and  nation,  that  they  found  thee  not.  ii  And 
now  thou  sayest:  Go,  tell  thy  lord:  Behold, 
Elijah  is  here.  12  And  it  will  come  to  pass,  as 
soon  as  I  am  gone  from  thee,  that  the  spirit  of 
the  Lord  will  carry  thee  whither  I  know  not; 
and  so  when  I  come  and  tell  Ahab,  and  he 
cannot  find  thee,  he  w^ill  slay  me;  but  I  thy 
servant  fear  the  Lord  from  my  youth.  13  Was 
it  not  told  my  lord  what  I  did  when  Jezebel 
slew  the  prophets  of  the  Lord,  how  I  hid  a 
hundred  men  of  the  Lord’s  prophets  by  fifty 
in  a  cave,  and  fed  them  wdth  bread  and  water? 

14  And  now  thou  sayest:  Go,  tell  thy  lord:  Be¬ 
hold,  Elijah  is  here;  and  he  will  slay  me.* 

15  And  Elijah  said:  ‘As  the  Lord  of  hosts  liveth^ 
before  whom  I  stand,  I  will  surely  show  myself 
unto  him  to-day.* 
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"16  So  Obadiah  went  to  meet  Ahab,  and  told 
him;  and  Abab  went  to  meet  Elijah.  17  And 
it  came  to  pass,  when  Ahab  saw  Elijah,  that 
Ahab  said  unto  him:  ‘Is  it  thou,  thou  troubler 
of  Israel?’  18  And-  he  answered:  ‘I  have  not 
troubled  Israel;  but  thou,  and  thy  father’s 
house,  in  that  ye  have  forsaken  the  command- 
nients  of  the  Lord,  and  thou  hast  followed  the 
Baalim,  ig  Now  therefore  send,  and  gather  to 
nie  ail  Israel  unto  mount  Garmel,  and  the 
prophets  of  Baal  four  hundred  and  fifty,  and 
the  prophets  of  the  Asherah  four  hundred,  that 
eat- at  Jezebel’s  tables’ 

And  Ahab  sent  unto  all  the  children  of 
Israel,  and  gathered  the  prophets  together  unto 
moiitit  Carmel.  21  And  Elijah  came  near  uiito 
all  the  people,  and  said:  ‘How  long  halt  ye 
between  two  opinions?  if  the  Lord  be  God, 
fdHow  Him;  but  if  Baal,  follow  him.*  And  the 
people  answered  him  not  a  word.  22  Then 
said'Elijah  unto  the  people:  ‘I,  even  I  only, 
ain  left  a  projphet  of  the  Lord;  but  Baal’s 
prophets  are  four  hundred  and  fifty  men. 
23  Let  them  therefore  give  us  two  bullocks;  and 
let  them  choose  one  bullock  for  themselves,  and 
cut  it  in  pieces,  and  lay  it  on  the  wood,  and 
put  no  fire  under;  and  I  will  dress  the  other 
bullock^  and  lay  it  on  the  wood,  and  put  no  fire 
under.  24  And  call  ye  on  the  name  of  your 
god,  and  I  will  call  on  the  name  of  the  Lord; 
and  the  God  that  answereth  by  fire,  let  him  be 
God.’  And  all  the  people  answered  and  said: 
‘It  is  'well  spoken.’ 

23  Arid  Elijah  said  unto  the  prophets  of  Baal: 
*Choose  you  one  bullock  for  yourselves,  and 
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dress  it  first;  for  ye  are  many;  and  call  on  the 
name  of  your  god,  but  put  no  fire  under/ 

26  And  they  took  the  bullock  which  was  given 
them,  and  they  dressed  it,  and  called  on  the 
name  of  Baal  from  morning  even  until  noon, 
saying:  ‘O  Baal,  answer  us/  But  there  was  no 
voice,  nor  any  that  answered.  And  they  danced 
in  halting  wise  about  the  altar  which  was  made. 

27  And  it  came  to  pass  at  noon,  that  Elijah 
mocked  them,  and  said:  ‘Cry  aloud;  for  he  is  a 
god;  either  he  is  musing,  or  he  is  gone  aside, 
or  he  is  in  a  journey,  or  peradventure  he 
sleepeth,  and  must  be  awaked.*  28  And  they 
cried  aloud,  and  .cut  themselves  after  their 
manner  with  swords  and  lances,  till  the  blood 
gushed  out  upon  them.  29  And  it  was  so, 
when  midday  was  past,  that  they  prophesied 
until  the  time  of  the  offering  of  the  evening 
offering;  but  there  was  neither  voice,  nor  any 
to  answer,  nor  any  that  regarded. 

30  And  Elijah  said  unto  all  the  people:  ‘Come 
near  unto  me’;  and  all  the  people  came  near 
unto  him.  And  he  repaired  the  altar  of  the 
Lord  that  was  thrown  down.  31  And  Elijah 
took  twelve  stones,  according  to  the  number 
of  the  tribes  of  the  sons  of  Jacob,  unto  whom 
the  word  of  the  Lord  came,  saying:  ‘Israel  shall 
be  thy  name.’  32  And  with  the  stones  he  built 
an  altar  in  the  name  of  the  Lord;  and  he  made 
a  trench  about  the  altar,  as  great  as  would  con¬ 
tain  two  measures  of  seed.  33  And  he  put  the 
wood  in  order,  and  cut  the  bullock  in  pieces, 
and  laid  it  on  the  wood.  34  And  he  said:  ‘Fill 
four  jars  with  water,  and  pour  it  on  the  burnt- 
offering,  and  on  the  wood.’  And  he  said:  ‘Do 
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it  the  second  time*;  and  they  did  it  the  second 
time.  And  he  said:  *Do  it  the  third  time’;  and 
they  did  it  the  third  time.  55  And  the  water 
ran  round  about  the  altar;  and  he  filled  the 
trench  also  with  water.  36  And  it  came  to  pass 
at  the  time  of  the  offering  of  the  evening  offer 
ing,  that  Elijah  the  prophet  came  near,  and 
said:  ‘O  Lord,  the  God  of  Abraham,  of  Isaac, 
and  of  Israel,  let  it  be  known  this  day  that 
Thou  art  God  in  Israel,  and  that  I  am  Thy 
servant,  and  that  I  have  done  all  these  things 
at  Thy  word.  37  Hear  me,  O  Lord,  hear  me, 
that  this  people  may  know  that  Thou,  Lord, 
art  God,  for  Thou  didst  tuxii  their  heart  back- 
ward.*^  38  Then  the  fire  of  the  Lord  fell,  and 
consumed  the  burnt-offering,  and  the  wood, 
and  the  stones,  and  the  dust,  and  licked  up  the 
water  that  was  in  the  trench.  39  And  when  all 
the  people  saw  it,  they  fell  on  their  faces;  and 
they  said:  ‘The  Lord,  He  is  God;  the  Lord,  He 
is  God.*  40  And  Elijah  said  unto  them:  ‘Take 
the  prophets  of  Baal;  let  not  one  of  them 
escape.’  And  they  took  them;  and  Elijah 
brought  them  down  to  the  brook  Kishon,  and 
slew  them  there. 

41  x4nd  Elijah  said  unto  Ahab:  ‘Get  thee  up, 
eat  and  drink;  for  there  is  the  sound  of  abun¬ 
dance  of  rain.*  42  So  Ahab  went  up  to  eat 
and  to  drink.  And  Elijah  went  up  to  the  top 
of  Carmel;  and  he  bowed  himself  down  upon 
the  earth,  and  put  his  face  between  his  knees. 
43  And  he  said  to  his  servant:  ‘Go  up  now, 
look  toward  the  sea.’  And  he  went  up,  and 
looked,  and  said:  ‘There  is  nothing.*  And  he 
said:  ‘Go  again  seven  times,*  44  And  it  came  to 
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pass  at  the  seventh  time,  that  he  said:  ‘Behold, 
there  ariseth  a  cloud  out  of  the  sea,  as  small  as 
a  man’s  hand/  And  he  said:  ‘Go  up,  say  unto 
Ahab:  Make  ready  thy  chariot,  and  get  thee 
down,  that  the  rain  stop  thee  not,*  45  And  it 
came  to  pass  in  a  little  while,  that  the  heaven 
grew  black  with  clouds  and  wind,  and  there  was 
a  great  rain.  And  Ahab  rode,  and  went  to 
Jezreel.  46  And  the  hand  of  the  Lord  was  on 
Elijah;  and  he  girded  up  his  loins,  and  ran 
before  Ahab  to  the  entrance  of  Jezreel. 

1  Q  And  Ahab  told  Jezebel  all  that  Elijah  had 
done,  and  withal  how  he  had  slain  all 
the  prophets  with  the  sword.  2  Then  Jezebel 
sent  a  messenger  unto  Elijah,  saying:  ‘So  let 
the  gods  do  [to  me],  and  more  also,  if  I  make 
not  thy  life  as  the  life  of  one  of  them  by  to¬ 
morrow  about  this  time.*  3  And  when  he  saw 
that,  he  arose,  and  went  for  his  life,  and  came 
to  Beer-sheba,  which  belongeth  to  Judah,  and 
left  his  servant  there.  4  But  he  himself  went 
a  day’s  journey  into  the  wilderness,  and  came 
and  sat  down  under  a  broom-tree;  and  he  re¬ 
quested  for  himself  that  he  might  die;  and  said: 
‘It  is  enough;  now,  O  Lord,  take  away  my  life; 
for  I  am  not  better  than  my  fathers.*  5  And 
he  lay  down  and  slept  under  a  broom-tree;  and; 
behold,  an  angel  touched  him,  and  said  unto 
him:  ‘Arise  and  eat.’  6  And  he  looked,  and, 
behold,  there  ^vas  at  his  head  a  cake  baked  on 
the  hot  stones^  and  a  cruse  of  water.  And  he 
did  eat  and  drink,  and  laid  him  down  again. 
7  And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  came  again  the 
second  time,  and  touched  him,  and  said:  ‘Arise 
and  eat;  because  the  journey  is  too  great  for 
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thee;*  8  And  he  arose,  and  did  eat  and  drink, 
and  went  in  the  strength  of  that  meal  forty 
days  and  forty  niglits  nnto  Horeb  the  mount  of 
G04. 

9  And  he  came  thither  unto  a  cave,  and 
lodged  there;  and,  behold,  the  word  of  the 
Lord  came  to  him,  and  He  said  unto  himr 
‘What  doest  thou  here,  Elijah?*  10  And  he 
said:  *1  have  been  very  jealous  for  the  Lord, 
the  God  of  hosts;  for  the  children  of  Israel  have 
forsaken  Thy  covenant,  thrown  down  Thine 
altars,  and  slain  Thy  prophets  with  the  sword;  ^ 
and  1,  even  I  only,  am  left;  and  they  seek  my  ' 
iife>  to  take  it  away.*  11  And  He  said:  ‘Go  ^ 
foith,  and  stand  upon  the  mount  before  the 
Lord.’  And,  beh^d,  the  Loru  passed  by,  and 
a  great  and  strong  wind  rent  the  mountains^ 
and  broke  in  pieces  the  rocks  before  the  Lord; 
but  the  Lord  was  not  in  the  wind;  and  after 
the  wind  an  earthquake;  but  the  Lord  was  notl 
iit  the  earthquake;  12  and  after  the  earthquake 
a  fire;  but  the  Lord  was  not  in  the  fire;  and 
after  the  fire  a  stilTsmall  voice.  13  And  it  was 
sd,  when  Elijah  heard  it,  that  he  wrapped  his- 
face  in  his  mantle,  and  went  out,  and  stood  in 
the  entrance  of  the  cave. 

SECOND  KINGS 
Elisha 

5  Now  Naaman,  captain  of  the  host  of  the 
king  of  Aram,  was  a  great  man  with  his 
master,  and  held  in  esteem,  because  by  him  the 
Lord  had  given  victory  unto  Aram;  he  was  also 
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a  mighty  man  of  valour,  but  he  was  a  leper. 
2  And  the  Arameans  had  gone  out  in  bands, 
and  had  brought  away  captive  out  of  the  land 
of  Israel  a  little  maid;  and  she  waited  on 
Naaman’s  wife.  3  And  she  said  unto  her 
mistress:  ‘Would  that  my  lord  were  with  the 
prophet  that  is  in  Samaria!  then  would  he  re¬ 
cover  him  of  his  leprosy.*  4  And  he  went  in, 
and  told  his  lord,  saying:  ‘Thus  and  thus  said 
the  maid  that  is  of  the  land  of  Israel.’  5  And 
the  king  of  Aram  said:  ‘Go  now,  and  I  will  send 
a  letter  unto  the  king  of  Israel.*  And  he  de¬ 
parted,  and  took  with  him  ten  talents  of  silver, 
and  six  thousand  pieces  of  gold,  and  ten  changes 
of  raiment.  6  And  he  brought  the  letter  to  the 
king  of  Israel,  saying:  ‘And  now  when  this 
letter  is  come  unto  thee,  behold,  I  have  sent 
Naaman  my  servant  to  thee,  that  thou  mayest 
recover  him  of  his  leprosy.*  7  And  it  came  to 
pass,  when  the  king  of  Israel  had  read  the  letter^ 
that  he  rent  his  clothes,  and  said:  ‘Am  I  God, 
to  kill  and  to  make  alive,  that  this  man  doth 
send  unto  me  to  recover  a  man  of  his  leprosy? 
but  consider,  I  pray  you,  and  see  how  he 
seeketh  an  occasion  against  me.* 

8  And  it  was  so,  when  Elisha  the  man  of  God 
heard  that  the  king  of  Israel  had  rent  his 
clothes,  that  he  sent  to  the  king,  saying:  ‘Where¬ 
fore  hast  thou  rent  thy  clothes?  let  him  come 
now  to  me,  and  he  shall  know  that  there  is  a 
prophet  in  Israel.*  9  So  Naaman  came  with 
his  horses  and  with  his  chariots,  and  stood  at 
the  door  of  the  house  of  Elisha.  10  And  Elisha 
sent  a  messenger  unto  him,  saying:  ‘Go  and 
wash  in  the  Jordan  seven  times,  and  thy  flesh 
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shall  come  back  to  thee,  and  thou  shalt  be 
clean/  ii  But  Naaman  was  wroth,  and  went 
away,  and  said:  ‘Behold,  I  thought:  He  will 
surely  come  out  to  me,  and  stand,  and  call  on 
the  name  of  the  Lord  his  God,  and  wave  his 
hand  over  the  place,  and  recover  the  leper. 
12  Are  not  Amanah  and  Pharpar,  the  rivers  of 
Damascus,  better  than  all  the  waters  of  Israel? 
may  I  not  wash  in  them,  and  be  clean?*  So  he 
turned,  and  went  away  in  a  rage.  13  And  his 
servants  came  near,  and  spoke  unto  him,  and 
said:  ‘My  father,  if  the  prophet  had  bid  thee 
do  some  great  thing,  wouldest  thou  not  have 
done  it?  how  much  rather  then,  when  he  saith 
to  thee:  Wash,  and  be  clean?’  14  Then  went  he 
down,  and  dipped  himself  seven  times  in  the 
Jordan,  according  to  the  saying  of  the  man  of 
God;  and  his  flesh  came  back  like  unto  the 
flesh  of  a  little  child,  and  he  was  clean- 

15  And  he  returned  to  the  man  of  God,  he 
and  all  his  company,  and  came,  and  stood  before 
him;  and  he  said:  ‘Behold  now,  I  know  that 
there  is  no  God  in  all  the  earth,  but  in  Israel; 
npw  therefore,  I  pray  thee,  take  a  present  of 
thy  servant.’  16  But  he  said:  ‘As  the  Lord 
liveth,  before  whom  I  stand,  I  will  receive 
none.’  And  he  urged  him  to  take  it;  but  he 
refused.  17  And  Naaman  said:  ‘If  not,  yet  I 
pray  thee  let  there  be  given  to  thy  servant  two 
mules’  burden  of  earth;  for  thy  servant  will 
henceforth  offer  neither  burnt-ofEering  nor  sacri¬ 
fice  unto  other  gods,  but  unto  the  Lord.  18  In 
this  thing  the  Lord  pardon  thy  servant:  when 
my  master  goeth  into  the  house  of  Rimmon  to 
worship  there,  and  he  leaneth  on  my  hand,  and 
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I  prostrate  myself  in  the  house  of  Rimmon, 
when  I  prostrate  myself  in  the  house  of  Rim¬ 
mon,  the  Lord  pardon  thy  servant  in  this 
thing/  19  And  he  said  unto  him:  *Go  in  peace/ 
So  he  departed  from  him  some  way. 

20  But  Gehazi,  the  servant  of  Elisha  the  man 
of  God,  said:  ‘Behold,  my  master  hath  spared 
this  Naaman  the  Aramean,  in  not  receiving  at 
his  hands  that  which  he  brought;  as  the  Lord 
liveth,  I  will  surely  run  after  him,  and  take 
somewhat  of  him.’  21  So  Gehazi  followed  after 
Naaman.  And  when  Naaman  saw  one  running 
after  him,  he  alighted  from  the  chariot  to  meet 
him,  and  said:  ‘Is  all  well?’  22  And  he  said: 
‘All  is  well.  My  master  hath  sent  me,  saying: 
Behold,  even  now  there  are  come  to  me  from 
the  hill-country  of  Ephraim  two  young  men  of 
the  sons  of  the  prophets;  give  them,  I  pray 
thee,  a  talent  of  silver,  and  two  changes  of 
raiment.’  23  And  Naaman  said:  ‘Be  content, 
take  two  talents.’  And  he  urged  him,  and 
bound  two  talents  of  silver  in  two  bags,  with 
two  changes  of  raiment,  and  laid  them  upon 
two  of  his  servants;  “and  they  bore  them  before 
him.  24  And  w^hen  he  came  to  the  hill,  he 
took  them  from  their  hand,  and  deposited  them 
in  the  house;  and  he  let  the  men  go,  and  they 
departed.  25  But  he  went  in,  and  stood  before 
his  master.  And  Elisha  said  unto  him:  ‘Whence 
comest  thou,  Gehazi?’  And  he  said:  ‘Thy  serv¬ 
ant  went  no  whither.’  26  And  he  said  unto 
him:  ‘Went  not  my  heart  [with  thee],  when  the 
man  turned  back  from  his  chariot  to  meet  thee? 
Is  it  a  time  to  receive  money,  and  to  receive 
garments,  and  olive-yards  and  vineyards,  and 
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sheep  and  oxen,  and  men-servants  and  maid¬ 
servants?  27  The  leprosy  therefore  of  Naaman 
shall  cleave  unto  thee,  and  unto  thy  seed  for 
ever/  And  he  went  out  from  his  presence  a 
leper  as  white  as  snow. 

Faith  Victorious  over  Force 

10  Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  third  year 
J-O  of  Hoshea  son  of  Elah  king  of  Israel, 
that  Hezekiah  the  son  of  Ahaz  king  of  Judah 
began  to  reign.  2  Twenty  and  five  years  old 
was  he  when  he  began  to  reign;  and  he  reigned 
twenty  and  nine  years  in  Jerusalem;  and  his 
mother's  name  was  Abi  the  daughter  of  Zecha- 
riah.  3  And  he  did  that  which  was  right  in  the 
eyes  of  the  Lord,  according  to  all  that  David 
his  father  had  done.  4  He  removed  the  high 
places,  and  broke  the  pillars,  and  cut  down  the 
Asherah;  and  he  broke  in  pieces  the  brazen 
serpent  that  Moses  had  made;  for  unto  those 
days  the  children  of  Israel  did  offer  to  it;  and 
it  was  called  Nehushtan.  5  He  trusted  in  the 
Lord,  the  God  of  Israel;  so  that  after  him  was 
none  like  him  among  all  the  kings  of  Judah, 
nor  among  them  that  were  before  him.  6  For 
he  cleaved  to  the  Lord,  he  departed  not  from 
following  Him,  but  kept  His  commandments, 
which  the  Lord  commanded  Moses.  7  And  the 
Lord  was  with  him:  whithersoever  he  went 
forth  he  prospered;  and  he  rebelled  against  the 
king  of  Assyria,  and  served  him  not.  8  He 
smote  the  Philistines  unto  Gaza  and  the  borders 
thereof,  from  the  tower  of  the  watchmen  to  the 
fortified  city. 
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9  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fourth  year  of 
king  Hezekiah,  which  was  the  seventh  year  of 
Hoshea  son  of  Elah  king  of  Israel,  that  Shal¬ 
maneser  king  of  Assyria  came  up  against  Sa¬ 
maria,  and  besieged  it.  lo  And  at  the  end  of 
three  years  they  took  it;  even  in  the  sixth  year 
of  Hezekiah,  which  was  the  ninth  year  of 
Hoshea  king  of  Israel,  Samaria  was  taken. 
11  And  the  king  of  Assyria  carried  Israel  away 
unto  Assyria,  and  put  them  in  Halah,  and  in 
Habor,  on  the  river  of  Gozan,  and  in  the  cities 
of  the  Medes;  12  because  they  hearkened  not  to 
the  voice  of  the  Lord  their  God,  but  trans¬ 
gressed  His  covenant,  even  all  that  Moses  the 
servant  of  the  Lord  commanded,  and  would  not 
hear  it,  nor  do  it. 

13  Now  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  king  Heze¬ 
kiah  did  Sennacherib  king  of  Assyria  come  up 
against  all  the  fortified  cities  of  Judah,  and 
took  them.  14  And  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah 
sent  to  the  king  of  Assyria  to  Lachish,  saying: 
*1  have  offended;  return  from  me;  that  which 
thou  puttest  on  me  will  I  bear.’  And  the  king 
of  Assyria  appointed  unto  Hezekiah  king  of 
Judah  three  hundred  talents  of  silver  and  thirty 
talents  of  gold.  15  And  Hezekiah  gave  him  all 
the  silver  that  was  found  in  the  house  of  the 
Lord,  and  in  the  treasures  of  the  king’s  house, 
16  At  that  time  did  Hezekiah  cut  off  the  gold 
from  the  doors  of  the  temple  of  the  Lord,  and 
from  the  door-posts  which  Hezekiah  king  of 
Judah  had  overlaid,  and  gave  it  to  the  king 
of  Assyria. 

17  And  the  king  of  Assyria  sent  Tartan  and 
Rab-saris  and  Rab-shakeh  from  Lachish  to 
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king  Hezekiah  with  a  great  army  unto  Jeru¬ 
salem.  And  they  went  up  and  came  to  Jeru¬ 
salem.  And  when  they  were  come  up,  they 
came  and  stood  by  the  conduit  of  the  upper 
pool,  which  is  in  the  highway  of  the  fullers’ 
field.  i8  And  when  they  had  called  to  the 
king,  there  came  out  to  them  Eliakim  the  son 
of  Hilkiah,  who  •  was  over  the  household,  and 
Shebnah  the  scribe,  and  Joah  the  son  of  Asaph 
the  recorder. 

19  And  Rab-shakeh  said  unto  them:  ‘Say  ye 
now  to  Hezekiah:  Thus  saith  the  great  king,  the: 
king  of  Assyria:  What  confidence  is  this  wherein' 
thou  trustest?  20  Sayest  thou  that  a  mere  word  | 
of  the  lips  is  counsel  and  strength  for  the  war? 
Now  on  whom  dost  thou  trust,  that  thou  hast  | 
rebelled  against  me?  21  Now,  behold,  thou 
trustest  upon  the  staff  of  this  bruised  reed,  even 
upon  Egypt;  whereon  if  a  man  lean,  it  will  go 
into  his  hand,  and  pierce  it;  so  is  Pharaoh 
king  of  Egypt  unto  all  that  trust  on  him. 
22  But  if  ye  say  unto  me:  We  trust  in  the 
Lord  our  God;  is  not  that  He,  whose  high  places 
and  whose  altars  Hezekiah  hath  taken  away, 
and  hath  said  to  Judah  and  to  Jerusalem: 
Ye  shall  worship  before  this  altar  in  Jeru¬ 
salem?  23  Now  therefore,  I  pray  thee>  make  a 
wager  with  my  master  the  king  of  Assyria,  and 
I  will  give  thee  two  thousand  horses,  if  thou 
be  able  on  thy  part  to  set  riders  upon  them. 
24  How  then  canst  thou  turn  away  the  face  of 
one  captain,  even  of  the  least  of  my  master’s 
servants?  and  yet  thou  puttest  thy  ,  trust  on 
Egypt  for  chariots  and  for  Jiorseraen!  25  Am 
I  now  come  up  without  the  Lord  against  this 
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place  to  destroy  it?  The  Lord  said  unto  me: 
Go  up  against  this  land,  and  destroy  it.’ 

26  Then  said  Eliakim  the  son  of  Hilkiah, 
and  Shebnah,  and  Joah,  unto  Rab-shakeh: 
‘Speak,  I  pray  thee,  to  thy  servants  in  the 
Aramean  language;  for  we  understand  it;  and 
speak  not  with  us  in  the  Jews’  language,  in  the 
ears  of  the  people  that  are  on  the  wall.’  27  But 
Rab-shakeh  said  unto  them:  ‘Hath  my  master 
sent  me  to  thy  master,  and  to  thee,  to  speak 
these  words?  hath  he  not  sent  me  to  the  men 
that  sit  on  the  wall,  to  eat  their  own  dung,  and 
to  drink  their  own  water  with  you?’  28  Then 
Rab-shakeh  stood,  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice 
in  the  Jews’  language,  and  spoke,  saying:  ‘Hear 
ye  the  word  of  the  great  king,  the  king  of 
Assyria.  29  Thus  saith  the  king:  Let  not  Heze- 
kiah  beguile  you;  for  he  will  not  be  able  to 
deliver  you  out  of  his  hand;  30  neither  let 
Hezekiah  make  you  trust  in  the  Lord,  saying: 
The  Lord  will  surely  deliver  us,  and  this  city 
shall  not  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the  king 
of  Assyria.  31  Hearken  not  to  Hezekiah;  for 
thus  saith  the  king  of  Assyria:  Make  your  peace 
with  me,  and  come  out  to  me;  and  eat  ye  every 
one  of  his  vine,  and  every  one  of  his  fig-tree, 
and  drink  ye  every  one  the  waters  of  his  own 
cistern;  32  until  I  come  and  take  you  away  to  a 
land  like  your  own  land,  a  land  of  corn  and 
wine,  a  land  of  bread  and  vineyards,  a  land  of 
olive-trees  and  of  honey,  that  ye  may  live,  and 
not  die;  and  hearken  not  unto  Hezekiah,  when 
he  persuadeth  you,  saying:  The  Lord  Will  de¬ 
liver  us.  33  Hath  any  of  the  gods  of  the 
nations  ever  delivered  his  land  out  of  the  hand 
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of  the  king  of  Assyria?  34  Where  are  the  gods 
of  Hamath,  and  of  Arpad?  where  are  the  gods 
of  Sepharvaim,  of  Hena,  and  Iwah?  have  they 
delivered  Samaria  out  of  my  hand?  35  Who 
are  they  among  all  the  gods  of  the  countries, 
that  have  delivered  their  country  out  of  my 
hand,  that  the  Lord  should  deliver  Jerusalem 
out  of  my  hand?* 

36  But  the  people  held  their  peace,  and  an¬ 
swered  him  not  a  word;  for  the  king’s  command¬ 
ment  was,  saying:  ‘Answer  him  not/  37  Then 
came  Eliakim  the  son  of  Hilkiah,  who  was 
over  the  household,  and  Shebna  the  scribe,  and 
Joah  the  son  of  Asaph  the  recorder,  to  Heze- 
kiah  with  their  clothes  rent,  and  told  him  the 
-words  of  Rab-shakeh. 

1  A  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  king  Heze? 
J-  y  kiah  heard  it,  that  he  rent  his  clothes, 
and  covered  himself  with  sackcloth,  and  went 
into  the  house  of  the  Lord.  2  And  he  sent 
Eliakim,  who  was  over  the  household,  and 
Shebna  the  scribe,  and  the  elders  of  the  priests, 
covered  with  sackcloth,  unto  Isaiah  the  prophet 
the  son  of  Amoz.  3  And  they  said  unto  him: 
‘Thus  saith  Hezekiah:  This  day  is  a  day  of 
trouble,  and  of  rebuke,  and  of  contumely;  for 
the  children  are  come  to  the  birth,  and  there 
is  not  strength  to  bring  forth.  4  It  may  be  the 
Lord  thy  God  will  hear  all  the  words  of  Rab- 
shakeh,  whom  the  king  of  Assyria  his  master 
hath  sent  to  taunt  the  living  God,  and  will 
rebuke  the  words  which  the  Lord  thy  God  hath 
heard;  wherefore  make  prayer  for  the  remnant 
that  is  left.*  5  So  the  servants  of  king  Hezekiah 
came  to  Isaiah.  6  And  Isaiah  said  unto  them: 
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'Thus  shall  ye  say  to  your  master:  Thus  saith 
the  Lord:  Be  not  afraid  of  the  words  that 
thou  hast  heard,  wherewith  the  servants  of  the 
king  of  Assyria  have  blasphemed  Me,  7  Behold, 
I  will  put  a  spirit  in  him,  and  he  shall  hear 
a  rumour,  and  shall  return  to  his  own  land; 
and  I  will  cause  him  to  fall  by  the  sword  in  his 
own  land.* 

8  So  Rab-shakeh  returned,  and  found  the 
king  of  Assyria  warring  against  Libnah;  for  he 
had  heard  that  he  was  departed  from  Lachish. 
9  And  when  he  heard  say  of  Tirhakah  king  of 
Ethiopia:  ‘Behold,  he  is  come  out  to  fight 
against  thee’;  he  sent  messengers  again  unto 
Hezekiah,  saying:  10  ‘Thus  shall  ye  speak  to 
Hezekiah  king  of  Judah,  saying:  Let  not  thy 
God  in  whom  thou  trustest  beguile  thee,  say¬ 
ing:  Jerusalem  shall  not  be  given  into  the  hand 
of  the  king  of  Assyria.  11  Behold,  thou  hast 
heard  what  the  kings  of  Assyria  have  done  to 
all  lands,  by  destroying  them  utterly;  and  shalt 
thou  be  delivered?  ‘  12  Have  the  gods  of  the 
nations  delivered  them,  which  my  fathers  have 
destroyed,  Gozan,  and  Haran,  and  Rezeph,  and 
the  children  of  Eden  that  were  in  Telassar? 
13  Where  is  the  king  of  Hamath,  and  the  king 
of  Arpad,  and  the  king  of  the  city  of  Sephar- 
vaim,  of  Hena,  and  IvvahP* 

14  And  Hezekiah  received  the  letter  from  the 
hand  of  the  messengers,  and  read  it;  and  Heze¬ 
kiah  went  up  unto  the  house  of  the  Lord,  and 
spread  it  before  the  Lord.  15  And  Hezekiah 
prayed  before  the  Lord,  and  said:  ‘O  Lord,  the 
God  of  Israel,  that  sittest  upon  the  cherubim. 
Thou  art  the  God,  even  Thou  alone,  of  all  the 
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kingdoms  of  the  earth;  Thou  hast  made  heaven 
and  earth.  i6  Incline  Thine  ear,  O  Lord,  and 
hear;  open  Thine  eyes,  O  Lord,  and  see;  and 
hear  the  words  of  Sennacherib,  wherewith  he 
hath  sent  him  to  taunt  the  living  God.  17  Of- 
a  truth.  Lord,  the  kings  of  Assyria  have  laid 
waste  the  nations  and  their  lands,  18  and  have 
cast  their  gods  into  the  fire;  for  they  were  no 
gods,  but  the  work  of  men’s  hands,  wood  and 
stone;  therefore  they  have  destroyed  them, 
ig  Now  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God,  save  Thou 
us,  I  beseech  Thee,  out  of  his  hand,  that  all 
the  kingdoms  of  the  earth  may  know  that 
Thou  art  the  Lord  God,  even  Thou  only.’ 

20  Then  Isaiah  the  son  of  Amoz  sent  to 
Hezekiah,  saying:  ‘Thus  saith  the  Lord,  the 
God  of  Israel:  Whereas  thou  hast  prayed  to 
Me  against  Sennacherib  king  of  Assyria,  I  have 
heard  thee.  21  This  is  the  word  that  the 
Lord  hath  spoken  concerning  him: 

The  virgin  daughter  of  Zion 

Hath  despised  thee  and  laughed  thee  to 
scorn; 

The  daughter  of  Jerusalem 

Hath  shaken  her  head  at  thee. 

22  Whom  hast  thou  taunted  and  blasphemed? 

And  against  whom  hast  thou  exalted  thy 

voice? 

Yea,  thou  hast  lifted  up  thine  eyes  on  high. 

Even  against  the  Holy  One  of  Israeli 

23  By  thy  messengers  thou  hast  taunted  the 

Lord, 

And  hast  said:  With  the  multitude  of  my 
chariots 
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Am  I  come  up  to  the  height  of  the  moun¬ 
tains. 

To  the  innermost  parts  of  Lebanon; 

And  I  have  cut  down  the  tall  cedars  thereof. 
And  the  choice  cypresses  thereof; 

And  I  have  entered  into  his  farthest  lodge. 
The  forest  of  his  fruitful  held. 

24  I  have  digged  and  drunk 
Strange  waters. 

And  with  the  sole  of  my  feet  have  I  dried 
up 

All  the  rivers  of  Egypt. 

25  Hast  thou  not  heard? 

Long  ago  I  made  it. 

In  ancient  times  I  fashioned  it; 

Now  have  I  brought  it  to  pass. 

Yea,  it  is  done;  that  fortihed  cities 
Should  be  laid  waste  into  ruinous  heaps. 

26  Therefore  their  inhabitants  were  of  small 

power. 

They  were  dismayed  and  confounded; 

They  were  as  the  grass  of  the  held. 

And  as  the  green  herb,  ' 

As  the  grass  on  the  housetops. 

And  as  corn  blasted  before  it  is  grown  up. 

27  But  I  know  thy  sitting  down,  and  thy  going 

out,  and  thy  coming  in. 

And  thy  raging  against  Me. 

28  Because  of  thy  raging  against  Me, 

And  for  that  thy  tumult  is  come  up  into 
Mine  ears. 

Therefore  will  I  put  My  hook  in  thy  nose. 
And  My  bridle  in  thy  lips. 
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And  I  will  turn  thee  back  by  the  way 

By  which  thou  earnest. 

29  And  this  shall  be  the  sign  unto  thee:  ye 
shall  eat  this  year  that  which  groweth  of  itself, 
and  in  the  second  year  that  which  springeth 
of  the  same;  and  in  the  third  year  sow  ye,  and 
reap,  and  plant  vineyards,  and  eat  the  fruit 
thereof.  30  And  the  remnant  that  is  escaped 
of  the  house  of  Judah  shall  again  take  root 
downward,  and  bear  fruit  upward.  31  For  out 
of  Jerusalem  shall  go  forth  a  remnant,  and  ^ut 
of  mount  Zion  they  that  shall  escape;  the  zeal 
of  the  Lord  of  hosts  shall  perform  this. 
32  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  concerning 
the  king  of  Assyria:  He  shall  not  come  unto 
this  city,  nor  shoot  an  arrow  there,  neither 
shall  he  come  before  it  with  shield,  nor  cast  a 
mound  against  it.  33  By  the  way  that  he  came, 
by  the  same  shall  he  return,  and  he  shall  not 
come  unto  this  city,  saith  the  Lord.  34  For  I 
will  defend  this  city  to  save  it,  for  Mine  own 
sake,  and  for  My  servant  David’s  sake.’ 

35  And  it  came  to  pass  that  night,  that  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  went  forth,  and  smote  in  the 
camp  of  the  Assyrians  a  hundred  fourscore  and 
five  thousand;  and  when  men  arose  early  in  the 
morning,  behold,  they  were  all  dead  corpses. 

36  So  Sennacherib  king  of  Assyria  departed, 
and  went  and  returned,  and  dwelt  at  Nineveh. 

37  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  was  worshipping 
in  the  house  of  Nisroch  his  god,  that  Adram- 
melech  and  Sarezer  his  sons  smote  him  with  the 
sword;  and  they  escaped  into  the  land  of  Ararat. 
And  Esarhaddon  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead.

A  PropheVs  Indignation 

IThe  vision  of  Isaiah  the  son  of  Amoz,  which 
he  saw  concerning  Judah  and  Jerusalem,  in 
the  days  of  Uzziah,  Jotham,  Ahaz,  and  Hezekiah, 
kings  of  Judah. 

2  Hear,  O  heavens,  and  give  ear,  O  earth. 

For  the  Lord  hath  spoken: 

Children  I  have  reared,  and  brought  up. 
And  they  have  rebelled  against  Me. 

3  The  ox  knoweth  his  owmer. 

And  the  ass  his  master’s  crib; 

But  Israel  doth  not  know. 

My  people  doth  not  consider. 

4  Ah  sinful  nation, 

A  people  laden  with  iniquity, 

A  seed  of  evil-doers. 

Children  that  deal  corruptly; 

They  have  forsaken  the  Lord, 

They  have  contemned  the  Holy  One  of  Israel, 
They  are  turned  away  backward. 

5  On  what  part  will  ye  be  yet  stricken. 

Seeing  ye  stray  a^vay  more  and  more? 

The  whole  head  is  sick. 

And  the  whole  heart  faint; 

6  From  the  sole  of  the  foot  even  unto  the  head 
There  is  no  soundness  in  it; 

But  wounds,  and  bruises,  and  festering  sores: 
They  have  not  been  pressed,  neither  bound 
up. 

Neither  mollified  with  oil. — 
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7  Your  country  is  desolate; 

Your  cities  are  burned  with  fire; 

Your  land,  strangers  devour  it  in  your 
presence. 

And  it  is  desolate,  as  overthrown  by  floods. 

8  And  the  daughter  of  Zion  is  left 
As  a  booth  in  a  vineyard. 

As  a  lodge  in  a  garden  of  cucumbers. 

As  a  besieged  city. 

9  Except  the  Lord  of  hosts 

Had  left  unto  us  a  very  small  remnant. 

We  should  have  been  as  Sodom, 

We  should  have  been  like  unto  Gomorrah. 

10  Hear  the  word  of  the  Lord, 

Ye  rulers  of  Sodom; 

Give  ear  unto  the  law  of  our  God, 

Ye  people  of  Gomorrah. 

11  To  what  purpose  is  the  multitude  of  your 

sacrifices  unto  Me? 

Saith  the  Lord; 

I  am  full  of  the  burnt-offerings  of  rams. 
And  the  fat  of  fed  beasts; 

And  I  delight  not  in  the  blood 
Of  bullocks,  or  of  lambs,  or  of  he -goats. 

12  When  ye  come  to  appear  before  Me, 

Who  hath  required  this  at  your  hand, 

To  trample  My  courts? 

13  Bring  no  more  vain  oblations; 

It  is  an  offering  of  abomination  unto  Me; 
New  moon  and  sabbath,  the  holding  of  con¬ 
vocations— 

I  cannot  endure  iniquity  along  with  the 
solemn  assembly. 
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14  Your  new  moons  and  your  appointed  seasons 
My  soul  hateth; 

They  are  a  burden  unto  Me; 

I  am  weary  to  bear  them. 

15  And  when  ye  spread  forth  your  hands, 

I  will  hide  Mine  eyes  from  you; 

Yea,  when  ye  make  many  prayers, 

I  will  not  hear; 

Your  hands  are  full  of  blood. 

16  Wash  you,  make  you  clean. 

Put  away  the  evil  of  your  doings 
From  before  Mine  eyes. 

Cease  to  do  evil; 

17  Learn  to  do  well; 

Seek  justice,  relieve  the  oppressed. 

Judge  the  fatherless,  plead  for  the  widow. 

18  Come  now,  and  let  us  reason  together, 

Saith  the  Lord; 

Though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet, 

They  shall  be  as  white  as  snow; 

Though  they  be  red  like  crimson. 

They  shall  be  as  wool. 

19  If  ye  be  willing  and  obedient. 

Ye  shall  eat  the  good  of  the  land; 

20  But  if  ye  refuse  and  rebel. 

Ye  shall  be  devoured  with  the  sword; 

For  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken. 

21  How  is  the  faithful  city 
Become  a  harlot! 

She  that  was  full  of  justice. 

Righteousness  lodged  in  her. 

But  now  murderers. 

22  Thy  silver  is  become  dross.

23  Thy  princes  are  rebellious. 

And  companions  of  thieves; 

Every  one  loveth  bribes. 

And  folio  we  th  after  rewards;

24  Therefore  saith  the  Lord>  the  Lord  of  hosts. 

The  Mighty  One  of  Israel:  r  -

25  And  I  will  turn  My  hand  upon  thee, 

And  purge  away  thy  dross  as  with  lye. 

And  will  take  away  all  thine  alloy; 

26  And  I  will  restore  thy  judges  as  at  the  first. 
And  thy  counsellors  as  at  the  beginning; 
Afterward  thou  shall  be  called  The  city  of 

righteousness, 

.  The  faithful  city. 

27  Zion  shall  be  redeemed  with  justice. 

And  they  that  return  of  her  with  righteous- 
-ness, 

28  But  the  destruction  of  the  transgressors  and 

the  sinners  shall  be  together. 

And  they  that  forsake  the  Lord  shall  be  con¬ 
sumed. 

29  For  they  shall  be  ashamed  of  the  terebinths 

which  ye  have  desired. 

And  ye  shall  be  confounded  for  the  gardens 
that  ye  have  chosen. 

30  For  ye  shall  be  as  a  terebinth  whose  leaf 

fadeth. 

And  as  a  garden  that  hath  no  water. 
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31  And  the  strong  shall  be  as  tow. 

And  his  work  as  a  spark; 

And  they  shall  both  burn  together. 

And  none  shall  quench  them. 

A  Vision  of  the  Future 

22  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  the  end  of 
days. 

That  the  mountain  of  the  Lord’s  house  shall 
be  established  as  the  top  of  the  mountains. 
And  shall  be  exalted  above  the  hills; 

And  all  nations  shall  flow  unto  it. 

3  And  many  peoples  shall  go  and  say: 

‘Come  ye,  and  let  us  go  up  to  the  mountain 
of  the  Lord, 

To  the  house  of  the  God  of  Jacob; 

And  He  will  teach  us  of  His  ways.

Arid  from  the  glory  of  His  majesty. 

11  The  lofty  looks  of  man  shall  be  brought  low. 
And  the  haughtiness  of  men  shall  be  bowed 

down. 

And  the  Lord  alone  shall  be  exalted  in  that 
day. 

18  For  the  Lord  of  hosts  hath  a  day 
Upon  all  that  is  proud  and  lofty. 

And  upon  all  that  is  lifted  up,  and  it  shall 
be  brought  low; 

13  And  upon  all  the  cedars  of  Lebanon 
That  are  high  and  lifted  up. 

And  upon  all  the  oaks  of  Bashan; 

14  And  upon  all  the  high  mountains. 

And  upon  all  the  hills  that  are  lifted  up; 

15  And  upon  every  lofty  tower. 

And  upon  every  fortified  wall; 

16  And  upon  all  the  ships  of  Tarshish, 
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And  upon  all  delightful  imagery. 

17  And  the  loftiness  of  man  shall  be  bowed 

down. 

And  the  haughtiness  of  men  shall  be  brought 
low; 

And  the  Lord  alone  shall  be  exalted  in  that 
day. 

18  And  the  idols  shall  utterly  pass  away. 

19  And  men  shall  go  into  the  caves  of  the  rocks. 
And  into  the  holes  of  the  earth. 

From  before  the  terror  of  the  Lord,

When  He  ariseth  to  shake  migh'tily  the  earth. 

20  In  that  day  a  man  shall  cast  away 

His  idols  of  silver,  and  his  idols  of  gold, 
W^hich  they  made  for  themselves  to  worship. 
To  the  moles  and  to  the  bats; 

21  To  go  into  the  clefts  of  the  rocks. 

And  into  the  crevices  of  the  crags. 

From  before  the  terror  of  the  Lord, 

And  from  the  glory  of  His  majesty. 

When  He  ariseth  to  shake  mightily  the  earth. 

32  Cease  ye  from  man,  in  whose  nostrils  is  a 
breath;

IThe  words  of  Jeremiah  the  son  of  Hilkiah, 
of  the  priests  that  were  in  Anathoth  in  the 
land  of  Benjamin,  2  to  whom  the  word  of  the 
Lord  came  in  the  days  of  Josiah  the  son  of 
Amon,  king  of  Judah,  in  the  thirteenth  year  of 
his  reign.  3  It  came  also  in  the  days  of  Jehoi- 
akim  the  son  of  Josiah,  king  of  Judah,  unto  the 
end  of  the.  eleventh  year  of  Zedekiah  the  son  of 
Josiah,  king  of  Judah,  unto  the  carrying  away 
of  Jerusalem  captive  in  the  fifth  month. 

4  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me, 
saying: 

5  -Before  I  formed  thee  in  the  belly  I  knew 
-  thee. 

And  before  thou  earnest  forth  out  of  the 
womb  I  sanctified  thee; 

I  have  appointed  thee  a  prophet  unto  the 
nations. 

6  Then  said  I:  ‘Ah,  Lord  God!  behold,  I  cannot 
speak;  for  I  am  a  child.*  7  But  the  Lord  said 
unto  me: 

Say  not:  I  am  a  child; 

For  to  whomsoever  I  shall  send  thee  thou 
shalt  go. 

And  whatsoever  I  shall  command  thee  thou 
shalt  speak. 

8  Be  not  afraid  of  them; 

For  I  am  with  thee  to  deliver  thee, 

Saith  the  Lord. 

9  Then  the  Lord  put  forth  His  hand,  and 
touched  my  mouth;  and  the  Lord  said  unto  me: 
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Behold,  I  have  put  My  words  in  thy  mouth; 

10  See,  I  have  this  day  set  thee  over  the  nations 
and  over  the  kingdoms. 

To  root  out  and  to  pull  down. 

And  to  destroy  and  to  overthrow; 

To  build,  and  to  plant. 

11  Moreover  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto 
me,  saying:  ‘Jeremiah,  what  seest  thou?*  And  I 
said;  ‘I  see  a  rod  of  an  almond- tree/  12  Then 
said  the  Lord  unto  me:  ‘Thou  hast  well  seen; 
for  I  watch  over  My  word  to  perform  it/ 

13  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me 
the  second  time,  saying;  ‘What  seest  thou?*  And 
I  said;  ‘I  see  a  seething  pot;  and  the  face  thereof 
is  from  the  north/  14  Then  the  Lord  said  unto 
me;  ‘Out  of  the  north  the  evil  shall  break  forth 
upon  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  land.  15  For, 
lo,  I  will  call  all  the  families  of  the  kingdoms  of 
the  north,  saith  the  Lord;  and  they  shall  come, 
and  they  shall  set  every  one  his  throne  at  the 
entrance  of  the  gates  of  Jerusalem,  and  against 
all  the  walls  thereof  round  about,  and  against 
all  the  cities  of  Judah.  16  And  I  will  utter  My 
judgments  against  them  touching  all  their  wick¬ 
edness;  in  that  they  have  forsaken  Me,  and  have 
offered  unto  other  gods,  and  worshipped ,  the 
work  of  their  own  hands.  17  Thou  therefore 
gird  up  thy  loins,  and  arise,  and  speak  unto  them 
all  that  I  command  thee;  be  not  dismayed  at 
them,  lest  I  dismay  thee  before  them.  18  For, 
behold,  I  have  made  thee  this  day  a  fortified  city, 
and  an  iron  pillar,  and  brazen  walls,  against  the 
whole  land,  against  the  kings  of  Judah,  against 
the  princes  thereof,  against  the  priests  thereof. 
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and  against  the  people  of  the  land.  19  And 
they  shall  fight  against  thee;  but  they  shall  not 
prevail  against  thee;  For  I  am  with  thee,  saith 
the  Lord,  to  deliver  thee.*

9  Oh  that  I  were  in  the  wilderness,

They  have  taught  their  tongue  to  speak  lies. 
They  weary  themselves  to  commit  iniquity. 

5  Thy  habitation  is  in  the  midst  of  deceit; 
Through  deceit  they  refuse  to  know  Me, 
Saith  the  Lord. 

6  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts: 
Behold,  I  will  smelt  them,  and  try  them; 
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For  how  else  should  I  do. 

Because  of  the  daughter  of  My  people? 

7  Their  tongue  is  a  sharpened  arrow. 

It  speaketh  deceit; 

One  speaketh  peaceably  to  his  neighbour  with 
his  mouth. 

But  in  his  heart  he  layeth  wait  for  him. 

8  Shall  I  not  punish  them  for  these  things? 
Saith  the  Lord; 

Shall  not  My  soul  be  avenged 
On  such  a  nation  as  this? 

9  For  the  mountains  will  T  take  up  a  weeping 
-  and  wailing. 

And  for  the  pastures  of  the  wilderness  a 
lamentation. 

Because  they  are  burned  Up,  so  that  none 
passeth  through. 

^nd  they  hear  not  the  voice  of  the  cattle; 
Both  the  fowl  of.  the  heavens  and  the  beast 
Are  fled,  and  gone. 

10  And  I  will  make  Jerusalem  heaps, 

A  lair  of  jackals; 

And  I  will  make  the  cities  of  Judah  a  deso¬ 
lation. 

Without  an  inhabitant. 

11  Who  is  the  wise  man,  that  he  may  under¬ 

stand  this? 

And  who  is  he  to  whom  the  mouth  of  the 
Lord  hath  spoken,  that  he  may  declare  it? 
Wherefore  is  the  land  perished 
And  laid  waste  like  a  wilderness,  so  that 
none  passeth  through? 

12  And  the  Lord  saith: 
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Because  they  have  forsaken  My  law  which  I 
set  before  them. 

And  have  not  hearkened  to  My  voice,  nei¬ 
ther  walked  therein; 

13  But  have  walked  after  the  stubbornness  of 

their  own  heart.

Freedom  of  Speech 

In  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Jehoiakim 
iwvi  the  son  of  Josiah,  king  of  Judah,  came 
this  word  from  the  Lord,  saying;  2  ‘Thus  saith 
the  Lord;  Stand  in  the  court  of  the  Lord’s  house, 
and  speak  unto  all  the  cities  of  Judah,  which 
come  to  worship  in  the  Lord’s  house,  all  the 
words  that  I  command  thee  to  speak  unto  them; 
diminish  not  a  word.  3  It  may  be  they  will 
hearken,  and  turn  every  man  from  his  evil  way; 
that  I  may  repent  Me  of  the  evil,  which  I  pur¬ 
pose  to  do  unto  them  because  of  the  evil  of  their 
doings.  4  And  thou  shalt  say  unto  them;  Thus 
saith  the  Lord;  If  ye  will  not  hearken  to  Me,  to 
walk  in  My  law,  which  I  have  set  before  you, 
5  to  hearken  to  the  words  of  My  servants  the 
prophets,  whom  I  send  unto  you,  even  sending 
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them  betimes  and  often,  but  ye  have  not  hearlc- 
ened;  6  then  will  I  make  this  house  like  Shiloh, 
and  will  make  this  city  a  curse  to  all  the  nations 
of  the  earth/ 

7  So  the  priests  and  the  prophets  and  all  the 
people  heard  Jeremiah  speaking  these  words  in 
the  house  of  the  Lord.  8  Now  it  came  to  pass, 
when  Jeremiah  had  made  an  end  of  speaking  all 
that  the  Lord  had  commanded  him  to  speak 
unto  all  the  people,  that  the  priests  and  the 
prophets  and  all  the  people  laid  hold  on  him, 
saying:  ‘Thou  shalt  surely  die.  9  Why  hast 
thou  prophesied  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  say¬ 
ing:  This  house  shall  be  like  Shiloh,  and  this 
city  ’  shall  be  desolate,  without  an  inhabitant?' 
And  all  the  people  were  gathered  againk  Jere¬ 
miah  in  the  house  of  the  Lotm;  ’  -  - 

10  When '  the  princes  of  J udah  heard  these 
things,  th€y  came  up  from  the  king’s  house  iinto 
the  house  of  the  Lord;  and  they  sat  ih  the  entry 
of  the  new  gate  of  the  Lord’s  house.  11  Then 
spoke  the  priests  and  the  prophets  unto  the 
princes  and  to  all  the  people,  saying:  ^his  man 
'  is  worthy  of  d^th;  for  ’  he  hath  propheked 
against  this  city,  as  ye  have  heard  ’ivith  yOur 
ears.’  12  Then  spoke  Jeremiah  lihto  all  the 
princes  and  to  all  the  people,  saying:  ‘The  Lo^ 
sent  me  to  prophesy  against  this- '  liouse  and 
against  this  city  all  the  words  that  ye  have 
heard.  13  Therefore  now  amend  your  ways  arid 
your  doirlgs,  and  hearken  to  the  voice  df  the 
Lord  your  God;  and  the  Lord  will  repent  Him 
of  the  evil  that  He  hath  pronounced  against 
you,  14  But  as  for  ine,  behold,  I  am  in  your 
hand;  do  with  me  as  is  good  and  right  in  your 
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eyes.  15  Only  know  ye  for  certain  that,  if  ye 
put  me  to  death,  ye  will  bring  innocent  blood 
upon  yourselves,  and  upon  this  city,  and  upon 
the  inhabitants  thereof;  for  of  a  truth  the  Lord 
hath  sent  me  unto  you  to  speak  all  these  words 
in  your  ears.* 

16  Then  said  the  princes  and  all  the  people 
unto  the  priests  and  to  the  prophets:  ‘This  man 
is  not  worthy  of  death;  for  he  hath  spoken  to 
us  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  our  God.*  17  Then 
rose  up  certain  of  the  elders  of  the  land,  and 
spoke  to  all  the  assembly  of  the  people,  saying: 

18  ‘Micah  the  Morashtite  prophesied  in  the  days 

of  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah;  and.  he  spoke  to  all 
the  people  of  Judah,  saying:  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  oh  hosts:  ;  ^  ^  ^ 

Zion  shall  be  plowed  as  a  fipld^  .  , 

,  And  Jerusalem  shall  become  heaps. 

And  the  mountain  of  the  house  as  the  high 
,  places  of  a  forest.  ; 

19  Did  Hezekiah  kiitg  of  Judah  and  all  Judah 
put  him  at  all  to  death?  did  he  not  fear  the 
Lord,  and  entreat  the  fayour  of  ,  the  Lord,  and 
the  Lord  repented  Him  of  the  evil  which  He 
had  pronounced  against  them?  Thus  might  we 
,  procure  great  evil  against  our  own  souls.* 

,.20  And  there  was  also  a  man  that  prophesied 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  Uriah  the  son  of 
Shemaiah  of  K^iriath-jearim;  and  he  prophesied 
against  this  city  and  ag^nsf  this  land  according 
to  all  the  words  of  Jereip.i^h;  2 1  and  when  Jehoi- 
akint  the  king,  with  all  his  mighty  men,  and  all 
the  princes,  heard  his  words,  the  king  sought  to 
put  him  to  death;  but  when  Uriah  heard  it,  he 
was  afraid,  and  fled,  and  went  into  Egypt;  22  and

Jehoiakim  the  king  sent  men  into  Egypt,  El- 
nathan  the  son  of  Achbor,  and  certain  men  with 
him,  into  Eg}^pt;  23  and  they  fetched  forth  Uriah 
out  of  Egypt,  and  brought  him  unto  Jehoiakim 
the  king;  who  slew  him  with  the  sword,  and  cast 
his  dead  body  into  the  graves  of  the  children  of 
the  people.  24  Nevertheless  the  hand  of  Ahi- 
kam  the  son  of  Shaphan  was  with  Jeremiah, 
that  they  should  not  give  him  into  the  hand  of 
the  people  to  put  him  to  death.

Q  Now  these  are  the  words  of  the  letter  that 
Jeremiah  the  prophet  sent  from  Jerusalem 
unto  the  residue  of  the  elders  of  the  captivity, 
and  to  the  priests,  and  to  the  prophets,  and  to 
all  the  people,  whom  Nebuchadnezzar  had  car¬ 
ried  away  captive  from  Jerusalem  to  Babylon, 
2  after  that  Jeconiah  the  king,  and  the  queen- 
mother,  and  the  officers,  and  the  princes  of 
Judah  and  Jerusalem,  and  the  craftsmen,  and 
the  smiths,  were  departed  from  Jerusalem;  3  by 
the  hand  of  Elasah  the  son  of  Shaphan,  and 
Gemariah  the  son  of  Hilkiah,  whom  Zedekiah 
king  of  Judah  sent  unto  Babylon  to  Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar  king  of  Babylon,  saying: 

4  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of 
Israel,  unto  all  the  captivity,  whom  I  have 
caused  to  be  carried  away  captive  from  Jeru¬ 
salem  unto  Babylon: 

5  Build  ye  houses,  and  dwell  in  them,  and 
plant  gardens,  and  eat  the  fruit  of  them;  6  take 
ye  wives,  and  beget  sons  and  daughters;  and 
take  wives  for  your  sons,  and  give  your  daugh- 
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ters  to  husbands,  that  they  may  bear  sons  and 
daughters;  and  multiply  ye  there,  and  be  not 
diminished.  7  And  seek  the  peace  of  the  city 
whither  I  have  caused  you  to  be  carried  away 
captive,  and  pray  unto  the  Lord  for  it;  for  in 
the  peace  thereof  shall  ye  have  peace.

And  their  soul  shall  be  as  a  watered  garden. 
And  they  shall  mot  pine  any  more  a!t  mil. 

13  Then  shall  the  virgin  rejoice  ih  the  dance. 
And  the  young  nien  and  the  old  together; 
For  I  will  turn  their  mourning  into  joy. 

And  will  comfort  them,  and  make  them  re¬ 
joice  from  their  sorrow. 

14  And  I  will  satiate  the  soul  of  the  priests  with 

fotness. 

And  My  people  shall  be  satisfied  with  My 
goodness, 

Saith  the  Lord.  : 

15  Thus  saith  the  Loud: 

A  voice  is  heard  in  Ramah, 

Lamentation,  and  bitter  weeping, 

Rachel  w^eeping  for  her  children; 

She  refuseth  to  be  comforted  for  her  children. 
Because  they  are  not. 

16  Thus  saith  the  Lord: 

Refrain  thy  voice  from  weeping. 
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And  thine  eyes  from  tears; 

For  thy  work  shall  be  rewarded,  saith  the 
Lord; 

And  they  shall  come  back  from  the  land  of 
the  enemy. 

17  And  there  is  hope  for  thy  future,  saith  the

And  thy  children  shall  return  to  their  own 
border.

30  But  every  one  shall  die  for  his  own  iniquity; 
every  man  that  eateth  the  sour  grapes,  his  teeth 
shall  be  set  on  edge. 

31  Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  that 
I  will  make  a  new  covenant  with  the  house  of 
Israel,  and  with  the  house  of  Jiidah;  32  not  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  covenant  that  I  made  with  their 
fathers  in  the  day  that  I  took  them  by  the  hand 
to  bring  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt;  foras¬ 
much  as  they  broke  My  covenant,  although  1  was 
a  lord  over  them,  saith  the  Lo^.  33  But  this 
is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  the  house 
of  Israel  after  those  days,  saith  the  Lord,  I  will 
put  My  law  in  their  inward  parts,  and  in  their 
heart  will  I  write  it;  and  I  will  be:  their  Godi 
and  they  shall  be  My  people;  34  and  they  shall 
teach  ho  more  every  man  his  neighbour,  and 
every  man  his  brother,  saying:  ‘Know  the  Lord’; 
for  they  shall  all  know  Me,  from  the  least  of 
them  unto  the  greatest  of  them,  saith  the  Lord; 
for  I  will  forgive  their  iniquity,  and  their  sin 
will  1  remember  no  more. 

35  Thus  saith  the  Lord, 

Who  giveth  the  sun  for  a  light  by  day. 
And  the  ordinances  of  the  moon  and  of  thel 
stars  for  a  light  by  night. 

Who  stirreth  up  the  sea,  that  the  waves 
thereof  roar. 

The  Lord  of  hosts  is  His  name: 

36  If  these  ordinances  depart  from  before  Me, 
Saith  the  Lord, 
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Then  the  seed  of  Israel  also  shall  cease 
From  being  a  nation  before  Me  for  ever. 

37  Thus  saith  the  Lord: 

If  heaven  above  can  be  measured. 

And  the  foundations  of  the  earth  searched 
out  beneath. 

Then  will  I  also  cast  oflE  all  the  seed  of 
Israel 

For  all  that  they  have  done,  saith  the  Lord. 

38  Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  that 
the  city  shall  be  built  to  the  Lord  from  the 
tower  of  Hananel  unto  the  gate  of  the  corner, 

39  And  the  measuring  line  shall  yet  go  out 
straight  forward  unto  the  hill  Gareb,  and  shall 
turn  about  unto  Goah.  40  And  the  whole  val¬ 
ley  of  the  dead  bodies,  and  of  the  ashes,  and  all 
the  fields  unto  the  brook  Kidron,  unto  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  the  horse  gate  toward  the  east,  shall  be 
I  holy  unto  the  Lord;  it  shall  not  be  plucked  up, 
I  nor  thrown  down  any  more  for  ever. 

j  Faith  in  the  Future 

|0^  6  And  Jeremiah  said:  ‘The  word  of  the 
Lord  came  unto  me,  saying:  7  Behold, 
Hanamel,  the  son  of  Shallum  thine  uncle,  shall 
come  unto  thee,  saying:  Buy  thee  my  field  that 
is  in  Anathoth;  for  the  right  of  redemption  is 
[thine  to  buy  it.’  8  So  Hanamel  mine  uncle’s 
son  came  to  me  in  the  court  of  the  guard  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  word  of  the  Lord,  and  said  unto 
me:  ‘Buy  my  field,  I  pray  thee,  that  is  in  Ana¬ 
thoth,  which  is  in  the  land  of  Benjamin;  for  the 
right  of  inheritance  is  thine,  and  the  redemption 
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is  thine;  buy  it  for  thyself/  Then  I  knew  that 
this  was  the  word  of  the  Lord.  9  And  I  bought 
the  field  that  was  in  Anathoth  of  Hanamel  mine 
uncle’s  son,  and  weighed  him  the  money,  even^ 
seventeen  shekels  of  silver.  10  And  I  subscribed , 
the  deed,  and  sealed  it,  and  called  witnesses, 
and  weighed  him  the  money  in  the  balances. 
11  So  I  took  the  deed  of  the  purchase,  both  that 
which  was  sealed,  containing  the  terms  and  con¬ 
ditions,  and  that  which  w^as  open;  12  and  I  de¬ 
livered  the  deed  of  the  purchase  unto  Baruch 
the  son  of  Neriah,  the  son  of  Mahseiah,  in  the 
presence  of  Hanamel  mine  uncle [*s  son],  and  in 
the  presence  of  the  witnesses  that  subscribed  the 
deed  of  the  purchase,  before  all  the  Jews  that 
sat  in  the  court  of  the  guard.  13  And  I  charged 
Baruch  before  them,  saying:  14  'Thus  saith  the 
Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel:  Take  these 
deeds,,  this  deed  of  the  purchase,  both  that  which  : 
is  sealed,  and  this  deed  which  is  open,  and  put - 
them  in  an  earthen  vessel;  that  they  may  con¬ 
tinue  many  days.  15  For  thus  saith  the  Lord 
of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel:  Houses  and  fields 
and  vineyards  shall  yet  again  be  bought  in  this 
land/  I 

16  Now  after  I  had  delivered  the  deed  of  the  I 
purchase  unto  Baruch  the  son  of  Neriah,  1 1 
prayed  unto  the  Lord,  saying:  17  'Ah  Lord  God! 
behold.  Thou  hast  made  the  heaven  and  the 
earth  by  Thy  great  power  and  by  Thy  out¬ 
stretched  arm;  there  is  nothing  too  hard  for 
Thee;  18  who  showest  mercy  unto  thousands, 
and  recompensest  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  into 
the  bosom  of  their  children  after  them;  the 
gieat,  the  mighty  God,  the  Lord  of  hosts  is  His 
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name;  19  great  in  counsel,  and  mighty  in  work; 
whose  eyes  are  open  upon  all  the  ways  of  the 
sons  of  men,  to  give  every  one  according  to  his 
ways,  and  according  to  the  fruit  of  his  doings; 
20  who  didst  set  signs  and  wonders  in  the  land 
of  Egypt,  even  unto  this  day,  and  in  Israel  and 
among  other  men;  and  madest  Thee  a  name, 
as  at  this  day;  21  and  didst  bring  forth  Thy 
people  Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  with  signs, 
and  with  wonders,  and  with  a  strong  hand,  and

Personal  Responsibility 

1  p  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me, 
-L  O  saying:  2  'What  mean  ye,  that  ye  use  this 
proverb  in  the  land  of  Israel,  saying: 
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The  fathers  have  eaten  sour  ^apes. 

And  the  children’s  teeth  are  set  on  edge? 

3  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  ye  shall  not 
have  occasion  any  more  to  use  this  proverb  in 
Israel.  4  Behold,  all  souls  are  Mine;  as  the  soul 
of  the  father,  so  also  the  soul  of  the  son  is  Mine; 
the  soul  that  sinneth,  it  shall  die. 

5  But  if  a  man  be  just,  and  do  that  which  is 
lawful  and  right,  6  and  hath  not  eaten  upon 
the  mountains,  neither  hath  lifted  up  his  eyes  to 
the  idols  of  the  house  of  Israel,  neither  hath  de¬ 
filed  his  neighbour’s  wife,  neither  hath  come 
near  to  a  woman  in  her  impurity;  7  and  hath. 
not  wronged  any,  but  hath  restored  his  pledge 
for  a  debt,  hath  taken  nought  by  robbery,  hath 
given  his  bread  to  the  hungry,  and  hath  covered 
the  naked  with  a  garment;  8  he  that  hath  not 
given  forth  upon  interest,  neither  hath  taken 
any  increase,  that  hath  withdrawn  his  hand  from 
iniquity,  hath  executed  true  justice  bet'tveen  man 
and  man,  9  hath  walked  in  My  statutes,  and 
hath  kept  Mine  ordinances,  to  deal  truly;  he  is 
just,  he  ahall  surely  live,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

10  If  he  beget  a  son  that  is  a  robber,  a  shed- 
der  0/  blood,  and  that  doeth  to  a  brother  any  of 
these  things,  11  whereas  he  himself  had  not 
done  any  of  these  things,  for  he  hath  even  eaten 
upon  the  mountains,  and  defiled  his  neighbour’s 
wife,  1 2  hath  wronged  the  poor  and  needy,  hath 
taken  by  robbery,  hath  not  restored  the  pledge, 
and  hath  lifted  up  his  eyes  to  the  idols,  hath 
committed  abomination,  13  hath  given  forth 
u^on  interest,  and  hath  taken  increase;  shall  he 
then  Ih’e?  he  Shall  hot  live~he  hath  done  all

these  abominations;  he  shall  surely  be  put  to 
death,  his  blood  shall  be  upon  him. 

14  Now,  lo,  if  he  beget  a  son,  that  seeth  all 
his  father’s  sins,  which  he  hath  done,  and  con- 
sidereth,  and  doeth  not  such  like,  15  that  hath 
not  eaten  upon  the  mountains,  neither  hath  lifted 
up  his  eyes  to  the  idols  o£  the  house  of  Israel, 
hath  not  defiled  his  neighbour’s  wife,  16  nei¬ 
ther  hath  wronged  any,  hath  not  taken  aught  to 
pledge,  neither  hath  taken  by  robbery,  but  hath 
given  his  bread  to  the  hungry,  and  hath  covered 
the  naked  with  a  garment,  17  that  hath  with¬ 
drawn  his  hand  from  the  poor,  that  hath  not 
received  interest  nor  increase,  hath  executed 
Mine  ordinances,  hath  walked  in  My  statutes; 
he  shall  not  die  for  the  iniquity  of  his  father^ 
he  shair  surely  live.  18  As  for  his  father,  be¬ 
cause  he  cruelly  oppressed,  committed  robbery 
on  his  brother,  and  did  that .  which  is  not  good 
among  his  people,  behold,  he  dieth  for  his  in¬ 
iquity.  19  Yet  say  ye:  Why  doth  not  the  son 
bear  the  iniquity  of  the  father  with  him?  When 
the  son  hath  done  that  which  is  lawful  and 
right,  and  hath  kept  all  My  statutes,  and  hath 
done  them,  he  shall  surely  live.  20  The  soul 
that  sinneth,  it  shall  die;  tjie  son  shall  not  bear 
the  iniquity  of  the  father  with  him,  neither 
shall  the  father  bear  the  iniquity  of  the  son 
with  him;  the  righteousness  of  the  righteous 
shall  be  upon  him,  and  the  wickedness  of  the 
wicked  shall  be  upon  him. 

21  But  if  the  wicked  turn  from  all  his  sins 
that  he  hath  committed,  and  keep  all  My  stat¬ 
utes,  and  do  that  which  is  lawful  and  right,  he 
shall  surely  live,  he  shall  not  die.  22  None  ol 
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his  transgressions  that  he  hath  committed  shall 
be  remembered  against  him;  for  his  righteous¬ 
ness  that  he  hath  done  he  shall  live.  23  Have  I 
any  pleasure  at  all  that  the  wicked  should  die? 
saith  the  Lord  Gob;  and  not  rather  that  he 
should  return  from  his  ways,  and  live? 

24  But  when  the  righteous  turneth  away  from 
his  righteousness,  and  committeth  iniquity,  and 
doeth  according  to  all  the  abominations  that 
the  wicked  man  doeth,  shall  he  live?  None  of 
his  righteous  deeds  that  he  hath  done  shall  be 
remembered;  for  his  trespass  that  he  trespassed, 
and  for  his  sin  that  he  hath  sinned,  for  them 
shall  he  die.  25  Yet  ye  say:  The  way  of  the 
Lord  is  not  equal.  Hear  now,  O  house  of 
Israel:  Is  it  My  way  that  is  hot  equal?  is  it.  not 
your  w^ys  that  are  unequal?  26  When  the 
righteous  man  turneth  away  from  his  righteous¬ 
ness,  and  committeth  iniquity,  he  shall ,  die 
therefor;  for  his  iniquity  that  he  hath  done 
shall  he  die.  27  Again,  when  the  wicked  man 
turneth  away  from  his  wickedness  that  he  hath 
committed,  and  doeth  that  which  is  lawful  and 
right,  he  shall  save  his  soul  alive.  28  Because 
he  considereth,  and  turneth  away  from  all  his 
transgressions  that  he  hath  committed,  he  shall 
surely  live,  he  shall  not  die.  29  Yet  saith  the 
house  of  Israel:  The  way  of  the  Lord  is  not 
equal.  O  house  of  Israel,  is  it  My  ways  that 
are  not  equal?  is  it  not  your  ways  that  are 
unequal?  30  Therefore  I  will  judge  you,  O 
house  of  Israel,  every  one  according  to  his 
ways,  saith  the  Lord  God.  Return  ye,  and  turn 
yourselves  from  all  your  transgressions;  so  shall 
they  not  be  a  stumblingblock  of  iniquity  unto 
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you.  31  Cast  away  from  you  all  your  trans¬ 
gressions,  wherein  ye  have  transgressed;  and 
make  you  a  new  heart  and  a  new  spirit;  for  why 
will  ye  die,  O  house  of  Israel?  32  For  I  have 
no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  him  that  dieth,  saith 
the  Lord  God;  wherefore  turn  yourselves,  and 
live.' 

Call  to  Repentance 

Q  Q  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me, 
00  saying:  2  'Son  of  man,  speak  to  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  thy  people,  and  say  unto  them:  When  I 
bring  the  sword  upon  a  land,  if  the  people  of 
the  land  take  a  man  from  among  them,  and  set 
him  for  their  watchman;  3  if,  when  he  seeth 
the  sword  come  upon  the  land,  he  blow  the 
horn,  and  warn  the  people;  4  then  whosoever 
heareth  the  sound  of  the  horn,  and  taketh  not 
warning,  if  the  sword  come,  and  take  him  away, 
his  blood  shall  be  upon  his  own  head;  5  he 
heard  the  sound  of  the  horn,  and  took  not 
warning,  his  blood  shall  be  upon  him;  whereas 
if  he  had  taken  warning,  he  would  have  de¬ 
livered  his  soul.  6  But  if  the  watchman  see 
the  sword  come,  and  blow  not  the  horn,  and 
the  people  be  not  warned,  and  the  sword  do 
come,  and  take  any  person  from  among  them, 
he  is  taken  away  in  his  iniquity,  but  his  blood 
will  I  require  at  the  watchman’s  hand. 

7  So  thou,  son  of  man,  I  have  set  thee  a 
watchman  unto  the  house  of  Israel;  therefore, 
when  thou  shalt  hear  the  word  at  My  mouth, 
warn  them  from  Me.  8  When  I  say  unto  the 
wicked:  O  wicked  man,  thou  shalt  surely  die. 
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and  thou  dost  not  speak  to  warn  the  wicked 
from  his  way;  that  wicked  man  shall  die  in  his 
iniquity,  but  his  blood  will  I  require  at  thy 
hand.  9  Nevertheless,  if  thou  warn  the  wicked 
of  his  way  to  turn  from  it,  and  he  turn  not 
from  his  way;  he  shall  die  in  his  inquity,  but 
thou  hast  delivered  thy  soul. 

10  Therefore,  O  thou  son  of  man,  say  unto 
the  house  of  Israel:  Thus  ye  speak;  saying:  Oiir 
transgressions  and  our  sins  are  upon  us,  and 
we  pine  away  in  them;  how  then  can  we  live? 
11  Say  unto  them:  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  Gop, 

I  have  no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  the  wicked^ 
but  that  the  wicked  turn  from  his  way  and 
live;  turn  ye,  turn  ye  from  your  evil  ways;  for 
why  will  ye  die,  O  house  of  Israel?* 

,  Prophecy  of  the  Dry  Bones 

The  hand  of  the  Lord  was  upon  me,  and 
O  *  the  Lord,  carried  me  out  in  a  spirit,  and 
set  me  down  in  the  midst  of  the  valley,  and  it  “ 
was  full  of  bones;  2  and  He  caused  me  to  pass 
by  them  round  about,  and,  behold,  there  were 
very  many  in  the  open  valley;  and,  lo,  tliey , 
were  very  dry.  3  And  He  said  unto  me:  ^Son 
of  nian,  can  these  bones  live?*  And  !  answered: 
‘O  Lord  God,  Thou  knowest.V  4  Then  He  said 
unto  me:  /Prophesy  over  these  bones,  and  say 
unto  them:  O  ye  dry  bones,  hear  the  word  of 
the  Lord:  5  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  unto 
these  bones:  Behold,  I  will  cause  breath  to 
enter  into  you,  and  ye  shall  live.  6  And  I  will 
lay  sinews  upon  you,  and  will  bring  up  flesh 
upon  you,  and  cover  you  with  skin,  and  put

breath  in  you,  and  ye  shall  live;  and  ye  shall 
know  that  I  am  the  Lord.*  7  So  I  prophesied 
as  I  was  commanded;  and  as  I  prophesied,  there 
was  a  noise,  and  behold  a  commotion,  and  the 
bones  came  together,  bone  to  its  bone.  8  And  I 
beheld,  and,  lo,  there  were  sinews  upon  them, 
and  flesh  came  up,  and  skin  covered  them 
above;  but  there  was  no  breath  in  them. 
9  Then  said  He  unto  me:  ‘Prophesy  unto  the 
breath,  prophesy,  soil  of  man,  and  say  to  the 
breath:  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God:  Come  from

one  stick,  and  write  upon  it:  For  Judah,  and

19  say  unto  them:  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God:  Behold,  I  will  take  the 
stick  of  Joseph,  which  is  in  the  hand  of  Ephraim, 
and  the  tribes  of  Israel  his  companions;  and 
I  will  put  them  unto  him  together  with  the 
stick  of  Judah,  and  make  them  one  stick,  and 
they  shall  be  one  in  My  hand.  20  And  the 
sticks  whereon  thou  writest  shall  be  in  thy 
hand  before  their  eyes.  21  And  say  unto  them: 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  God:  Behold,  I  will  take 
the  children  of  Israel  from  among  the  nations, 
whither  they  are  gone^  and  will  gather  them 
on  every  side,  and  bring  them  into  their  own 
land;  22  and  I  will  make  them  one  nation  in  the 
land,  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel,  and  one 
king  shall  be  king  to  them  all;  and  they  shall 
be  no  more  two  nations,  neither  shall  they  be 
divided  into  two  kingdoms  any  more  at  all;

I  Now  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto 
Jonah  the  son  of  Amittai,  saying:  2  ‘Arise, 
go  to  Nineveh,  that  great  city,  and  proclaim 
against  it;  for  their  wickedness  is  come  up  be¬ 
fore  Me.V  3  But  Jonah  rose  up  to  flee  unto 
Tarshish  from  the  ^  resence  of  the  Lord;  and 
he  went  down  i  ^  Joppa,  and  found  a  ship  going 
to  Tarshish;  so  he  paid  the  fare  thereof,  and 
went  down  into  it,  ro  go  with  them,  pnto 
.Tarshish,  from:  the  presence  of  the  Lorn 

4  But  the  Lord  hurled  a  great  wind  into  the 
sea,  and  there  was  a  mighty  tempest  in  the 
sea^  so  that  the  ship  was  like  to  be  broken. 
5  And  the  mariners  were  afraid,  and  cried  every 
man  unto  his  god;  and  they  cast  forth  the 
wares  that  were  in  the  ship  into  the  sea,  to 
lighten  it  unto  them.  But  Jonah  was -  gone 
:down  into  the  innermost  parts  of  the  ship;  and 
he  lay,  and  was  fast  asleep.  6  So  the  shipmaster 
came  to  him,  and  said  unto  him:  ‘What  meanest 
thpu  that  thou  sleepest?  arise,  call  upon  thy 
God,  if  so  be  that  God  will  think  upon  us,  that 
we  perish  not.* 

.  7  And  they  said  every  one  to  his  fellow: 
‘Come,  and  let  us  cast  lots,  that  we  may  know 
for  whose  cause  this  evil .  is  upon  us.*  So  they 
cast  lots,  and  the  lot  fell  upon  Jonah.  8  Then 
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said  they  unto  him:  ‘Tell  us,  we  pray  thee,  for 
whose  cause  this  evil  is  upon  us:  what  is  thine 
occupation?  and  whence  comest  thou?  what  is 
thy  country?  and  of  what  people  art  thou?' 
9  And  he  said  unto  them:  ‘I  am  a  Hebrew;  and 
I  fear  the  Lord,  the  God  of  heaven,  who  hath 
made  the  sea  and  the  dry  land.'  lo  Then  were 
the  men  exceedingly  afraid,  and  said  unto  him: 
‘What  is  this  that  thou  hast  done?’  For  the 
men  knew  that  he  fled  from  the  presence  of  tho 
Lord,  because  he  had  told  them. 

11  Then  said  they  unto  him:  ‘What  shall 
we  do  unto  thee,  that  the  sea  may  be  calm  unto 
us?’  for  the  sea  grew  more  and  more  tempestu¬ 
ous.  12  And  he  said  unto  them:  ‘Take  me  up, 
and  cast  me  forth  into  the  sea;  so  shall  the  sea 
be  calm  unto  you;  for  I  know  that  for  my  sake 
this  great  tempest  is  upon  you.'  13  Keyerthe- 
less  the  men  rowed  hard  to  bring  it  to  the  land; 
but  they  could  not;  for  the  sea  grew  more  and 
more  tempestuous  against  them.  14  Wherefore 
they  cried  unto  the  Lord,  and  said:  ‘We  beseech 
Thee,  6  Lord,  we  beseech  Thee,  let  us  not 
perish  for  this  man’s  life,  and  lay  not  upon  us 
innocent  blood;  for  Thou,  O  Lord,  hast  done 
as  it  pleased  Thee.’  15  So  they  took  up  Jonah, 
and  cast  him  forth  into  the  sea;  and  the  sea 
ceased  from  its  raging.  16  Then  the  men 
feared  the  Lord  exceedingly;  and  they  offered 
a  sacrifice  unto  the  Lord,  and  made  vows. 

2  And  the  Lord  prepared  a  great  fish  to 
swallow  up  Jonah;  and  Jonah  was  in  the 
belly  of  the  fish  three  days  and  three  nights. 
2  Then  Jonah  prayed  unto  the  Lord  his  God 
out  of  the  fishes  belly.  3  And  he  said: 
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I  called  out  of  mine  affliction 
Unto  the  Lord,  and  He  answered  me; 

Out  of  the  belly  of  the  netherworld  cried  I, 
And  Thou  heardest  my  voice. 

4  For  Thou  didst  cast  me  into  the  depth. 
In  the  heart  of  the  seas. 

And  the  flood  was  round  about  me; 

All  Thy  waves  and  Thy  billows 
Passed  over  me. 

5  And  I  said:  T  am  cast  out 
From  before  Thine  eyes’; 

Yet  I  will  look  again 
Toward  Thy  holy  temple. 

6  The  waters  compassed  me  about,  even  to 

the  soul; 

The  deep  was  round  about  me; 

The  weeds  were  wrapped  about  my  head. 

7  I  went  down  to  the  bottoms  of  the  moun¬ 

tains; 

The  earth  with  her  bars  closed  upon  me 
for  ever; 

Yet  hast  Thou  brought  up  my  life  from 
the  pit, 

O  Lord  my  God. 

8  When  my  soul  fainted  wdthin  me, 

I  remembered  the  Lord; 

And  my  prayer  came  in  unto  Thee, 

Into  Thy  holy  temple. 

9  They  that  regard  lying  vanities 
Forsake  their  own  mercy. 

10  But  I  will  sacrifice  unto  Thee 
With  the  voice  of  thanksgiving; 

That  which  I  have  vowed  I  will  pay. 
Salvation  is  of  the  Lord. 
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11  And  the  Lord  spoke  unto  the  fish,  and  it 
vomited  out  Jonah  upon  the  dry  land. 

3  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto 
Jonah  the  second  time,  saying:  2  "Arise,  go 
untp  Nineveh,  that  great  city,  and  make  unto 
it'thie  proclamation  that  I  bid  thee/  3  So 
JJoh^li  arose,  and  went  unto  Nineveh,  according 
to  thb  word  of  the  Lord.  Now  Nineveh  was  an 
exceeding  great  city,  of  three  days*  journey. 
4  And  Jonah  began  to  enter  into  the  city  a 
dayV  journey,  and  he  proclaimed,  a-rid  said: 
‘Yet  iorty  days,  and  Nineveh  shall  be  over¬ 
thrown.*  ; 

5  And  the  people  of  Nineveh  believed  God; 
and  they  proclaimed  a  fast,  and  put  oil  sack¬ 
cloth,-  from  the  greatest  of  them  even  to- the 
least  of  them^  6  And  the  tidings  jeached  the 
king^f  Nineyeh,  and  he  arose-  from  his  throne, 
and  laid  his  robe  from  him,  and  covered  him 
with  sackcloth,  and  sat  in  ashes.  7  And  he 
^used  -it  to  be  proclaimed  and  published 
through  Nineveh  by  the  decree  of  the  king-  aM 
his  nobles,  saying:  ‘Let  neither  man  nor  beast, 
herd  nor  flock,  taste  any  thing;  let  them  hot 
-feed,,  nor  drink  water;  8  but  let  them  be 
covered  with^  sackcloth,  both  ihan  and  beast, 
and  let  them  cry  mighlily  unto  God;  yea,-  let 
them  turn  every  one  from  his  evil  way t  and 
from  the  violence  thaf  is  in  their  hands.  9  Who 
j  knoweth  whether  God  will  not  turn  and  re¬ 
pent,  mid  turn  away  from  His  fieice  aiiger, 
that  we  perish  not?* 

10  And  God  saw  their  works,  that  they  turned 
from  their  evil  way;  and  God  repented  of  the 
evil,  which  He  said  He  would  do  unto  them; 
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4  and  He  did  it  not.  1  But  it  dispf^sed 
Jonah  exceedingly,  and  he  was  angry. 
2  And  he  prayed  unto  the  Lord,  and  said:  *I 
pray  Thee,  O  Lord,  was  not  this  my  saying, 
when  I  was  yet  in  mine  own  country?  There¬ 
fore  I  fled  beforehand  unto  Tarshish;  for  I 
knew  that  Thou  art  a  gracious  God,  and  com¬ 
passionate,  long-suffering,  and  abundant  in 
mercy,  and  repentest  Thee  of  the  evil.  3  There¬ 
fore  now,  O  Lord,  take,  I  beseech  Thee,  my  life 
from  me;  for  it  is  better  for  me  to  die  than  to 
live.*  4  And  the  Lord  said:  ‘Art  thou  greatly 
angry?* 

5  Then  Jonah  went  out  of  the  city,  and  sat 
on  the  east  side  of  the  city,  and  there  made 
him  a  booth,  and  sat  under  it  in  the  shadow, 
till  he  might  see  what  would  become  of  the 
city.  6  And  the  Lord  God  prepared  a  gourd, 
and  made  it  to  come  up  over  Jonah,  that  it 
might  be  a  shadow  over  his  head,  to  deliver 
him  from  his  evil.  So  Jonah  was  exceeding 
glad  because  of  the  gourd.  7  But  God  pre¬ 
pared  a  worm  when  the  morning  rose  the  next 
day,  and  it  smote  the  gourd,  that  it  withered. 
8  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  sun  arose, 
that  God  prepared  a  vehement  east  wind;  and 
the  sun  beat  upon  the  head  of  Jonah,  that  he 
fainted,  and  requested  for  himself  that  he  might 
die,  and  said:  ‘It  is  better  for  me  to  die  than 
to  live.*  9  And  God  said  to  Jonah:  ‘Art  thou 
greatly  angry  for  the  gourd?*  And  he  said:  T 
am  greatly  angry,  even  unto  death.*  10  And 
the  Lord  said:  ‘Thou  hast  had  pity  on  the 
gourd,  for  which  thou  hast  not  laboured,  neither 
madest  it  grow,  which  came  up  in  a  night,  and 
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perished  in  a  night;  11  and  should  not  I  have 
pity  on  Nineveh,  that  great  city,  wherein  are 
more  than  sixscore  thousand  persons  that  cannot 
discern  between  their  right  hand  and  their  left 
hand,  and  also  mitch  cattle?’

9  For  behold  the  stone  that  I  have 
laid  before  Joshua;  upon  one  stone  are  seven 
facets;  behold,  I  will  engrave  the  graving 
thereof,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts:  And  I  will 
remove  the  iniquity  of  that  land  in  one  day. 
10  In  that  day,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  shall  ye 
call  every  man  his  neighbour  under  the  vine 
and  under  the  fig-tree.* 

j  And  the  angel  that  spoke  with  me  returned, 

4  and  waked  me,  as  a  man  that  is  wakened 
out  of  his  sleep.  2  And  he  said  unto  me:  ‘What 
seest  thou?’  And  I  said:  ‘I  have  seen,  and  be¬ 
hold  a  candlestick  all  of  gold,  with  a  bowl  upon 
the  top  of  it,  and  its  seven  lamps  thereon;  there 
are  seven  pipes,  yea,  seven,  to  the  lamps,  which 
are  upon  the  top  thereof;  3  and  two  olive-trees 
by  it,  one  upon  the  right  side  of  the  bowl,  and 
the  other  upon  the  left  side  thereof.’  4  And  I 
answered  and  spoke  to  the  angel  that  spoke 
with  me,  saying:  ‘What  are  these,  my  lord?*

Th^  Testing  of  Job 

1  There  was  a  man  in  the  land  of  Uz,  whose 
name:  was  Job;  and  that  man  was  whole¬ 
hearted  and  upright,:  and  one  that  feared  God, 
and  shunned  evil.  2  And  there  were  born  unto 
him  seven  sons  and  three  daughters.  3  His  pos¬ 
sessions  also  were  seven  thousand  sheep,  and 
three  thousand  camels,  and  five  hundred  yoke 
of  oxen,  and  five  hundred  she-asses,  and  a  very 
great  household;  so  that  this  man  was  the  great¬ 
est  of  all  the  children  of  the  east.  4  And  his 
sons  used  to  go  -and  hold  a  feast  in  the  house 
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of  each  one  upon  his  day;  and  they  would  send 
and  invite  their  three  sisters  to  eat  and  to 
drink  with  them.  5  And  it  was  so,  when  the 
days  of  their  feasting  were  gone  about,  that  Job 
sent  and  sanctified  them,  and  rose  up  early  in 
the'  morning,  and  offered  burnt-offerings  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  number  of  them  all;  for  Job  said: 
‘It  may  be  that  my  sons  have  sinned,  and  blas¬ 
phemed  God  in  their  hearts.*  Thus  did  Job 
continually.

Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord. 
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22  For  all  this  Job  sinned  not,  nor  ascribed 
aught  unseemly  to  God. 

2  Again  it  fell  upon  a  day,  that  the  sons  of 
God  came  to  present  themselves  before  the 
Lord,  and  Satan  came  also  among  them  to 
present  himself  before  the  Lord.  2  And  the 
Lord  said  unto  Satan:  ‘From  whence  comest 
thou?*  And  Satan  answered  the  Lord,  and 
said:  ‘From  going  to  and  fro  in  the  earth,  and 
from  walking  up  and  down  in  it.*  3  And  the 
Lord  said  unto  Satan:  ‘Hast  thou  considered 
My  servant  Job,  that  there  is  none  like  him  in 
the  earth,  a  wholehearted  and  an  upright  man, 
one  that  feareth  God,  and  shunneth  evil?  and 
he  still  holdeth  fast  his  integrity,  although  thou 
didst  move  Me  against  him,  to  destroy  him 
without  cause.*  4  And  Satan  answered  the 
Lord,  and  said:  ‘Skin  for  skin,  yea,  all  that  a* 
man  hath  will  he  give  for  his  life.

2  And  Riith 
the  Moabitess  said  unto  Naomi:  ‘Let  me  notv  go  i 
to  the  field,  and  glean  among  the  ears  of  corn 
after  him  in  whose  sight  I  shall  find  favour.’ 
And  she  said  unto  her:  ‘Go,  my  daiightent::

A  time  to  break  down,  and  a  time  to  build 
up; 

4  A  time  to  Weepi  and  a  time  to  lau^h;- 
A  time  to  mourn,  and  a  time  bo  dance; 

'  5  A  time  to  east  away  stones>  and  a  time  to 
gather  stones  together; 

A  time  to  embrace^  and  a  time  to  refrain 
from  embracing;  - 

6  A  time  to  seek,  and  a  time  to  lose; 
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A  time  to  keep,  and  a  time  to  cast  away; 

7  A  time  to  rend,  and  a  time  to  sew; 

A  time  to  keep  silence,  and  a  time  to  speak; 

8  A  time  to  love,  and  a  time  to  hate; 

A  time  for  war,  and  a  time  for  peace. 

9  What  profit  hath  he  that  worketh  in  that  he 
laboureth?  lo  I  have  seen  the  task  which  God 
hath  given  to  the  sons  of  men  to  be  exercised 
therewith,  ii  He  hath  made  every  thing  beau¬ 
tiful  in  its  time;  also  He  hath  set  the  world  in 
their  heart,  yet  so  that  man  cannot  find  out  the 
work  that  God  hath  done  from  the  beginning 
even  to  the  end.  12  I  know  that  there  is  noth¬ 
ing  better  for  them,  than  to  rejoice,  and  to  get 
pleasure  so  long  as  they  live.  13  But  also  that 
every  man  should  eat  and  drink,  and  enjoy 
pleasure  for  all  his  labour,  is  the  gift  of  God. 

8  Who  is  as  the  wise  man?  and  who  knoweth 
the  interpretation  of  a  thing? 

A  man’s  wisdom  maketh  his  face  to  shine. 
And  the  boldness  of  bis  face  is  changed. 

2  I  [counsel  thee]:  keep  the  king’s  command, 
and  that  in  regard  of  the  oath  of  God.  3  Be 
not  hasty  to  go  out  of  his  presence;  stand  not 
in  an  evil  thing;  for  he  doeth  whatsoever  pleas- 
eth  him.  4  Forasmuch  as  the  king’s  word  hath 
power;  and  who  may  say  unto  him:  ‘What  doest 
thou?' 

5  Whoso  keepeth  the  commandment  shall 
know  no  evil  thing; 

And  a  wise  man’s  heart  discemeth  time  and 
judgment. 

6  For  to  every  matter  there  is  a  time  and  judg¬ 
ment;  for  the  evil  of  man  is  great  upon  him. 
7  For  he  knoweth  not  that  which  shall  be;  for 
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even  when  it  cometh  to  pass,  who  shall  declare 
it  unto  him?  8  There  is  no  man  that  hath 
power  over  the  wind  to  retain  the  wind;  neither 
hath  he  power  over  the  day  of  death;  and  there 
is  no  discharge  in  war;  neither  shall  wickedness 
deliver  him  that  is  given  to  it.  9  All  this  have 
I  seen,  even  applied  my  heart  thereto,  whatever 
the  work  that  is  done  under  the  sun;  what  time 
one  man  had  power  over  another  to  his-  hurt. 

10  And  so  I  saw  the  wicked  buried,  and  they 
entered  into  their  rest;  but  they  that  had  done 
right  went  away  from  the  holy  place,  and  were 
forgotten  in  the  city;  this  also  is  vanity.  11  Be¬ 
cause  sentence  against  an  evil  work  is  not  ex¬ 
ecuted  speedily,  therefore  the  heart  of  the  sons 
of  men  is  fully  set  in  them  to  do  evil;  12  be¬ 
cause  a  sinner  doeth  evil  a  hundred  times,  and 
prolongeth  his  days— though  yet  I  know  that  it 
shall  be  well  with  them  that  fear  God,  that  fear 
before  Him;  13  but  it  shall  not  be  well  with  the 
wicked,  neither  shall  he  prolong  his  days,  which 
are  as  a  shadow,  because  he  feareth  not  before 
God.  14  There  is  a  vanity  which  is  done  upon 
the  earth:  that  there  are  righteous  men,  unto 
whom  it  happeneth  according  to  the  work  of 
the  tvicked;  again,  there  are  wicked  men,  to 
whom  it  happeneth  according  to  the  work  of 
the  righteous— I  said  that  this  also  is  vanity. 
15  So  I  commended  mirth,  that  a  man  hath  no 
better  thing  under  the  sun,  than  to  eat,  and  to 
drink,  and  to  be  merry,  and  that  this  should 
accompany  him  in  his  labour  all  the  days  of  his 
life  which  God  hath  given  him  under  the  sun. 

i6  When  I  applied  my  heart  to  know  wisdom, 
and  to  see  the  business  that  is  done  upon  the 
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earth— for  neither  day  nor  night  do  men  see 
sleep  with  their  eyes— 17  then  I  beheld  all  the 
work  of  God,  that  man  cannot  find  out  the 
work  that  is  done  under  the  sun;  because  though 
a  man  labour  to  seek  it  out,  yet  he  shall  not 
find  it;  yea  further,  though  a  wise  man  think  to 
know  it,  yet  shall  he  not  be  able  to  find  it.

ESTHER 
Story  of  Purim 

1N0W  it  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of  Ahasueriis 
—this  is  Ahasuerus  who  reigned,  from  India 
even  unto  Ethiopia,  over  a  hundred  and  seven 
and  twenty  provinces— 2  that  in  those  days,  when 
the  king  Ahasuerus  sat  on  the  throne  of  his 
kingdom,  which  was  in  Shushan  the  castle,  3  in 
the  third  year  of  his  reign,  he  made  a  feast  unto 
all  his  princes  and  his  servants;  the  army  of 
Persia  and  Media,  the  nobles  and  princes  of  the 
provinces,  being  before  him;  4  when  he  showed 
the  riches  of  his  glorious  kingdom  and  the  hon¬ 
our  of  his  excellent  majesty,  many  days,  even  a 
hundred  and  fourscore  days.  5  And  when  these 
days  were  fulfilled,  the  king  made  a  feast  unto 
all  the  people  that  were  present  in  Shushan  the 
castle,  both  great  and  small,  seven  days,  in  the 
court  of  the  garden  of  the  king’s  palace;  6  there 
were  hangings  of  white,  fine  cotton,  and  blue, 
bordered  with  cords  of  fine  linen  and  purple, 
upon  silver  rods  and  pillars  of  marble;  the 
couches  were  of  gold  and  silver,  upon  a  pave¬ 
ment  of  green,  and  white,  and  shell,  and  onyx 
marble.  7  And  they  gave  them  drink  in  vessels 
of  gold— the  vessels  being  diverse  one  from  an¬ 
other— and  royal  wine  in  abundance;  according 
to  the  bounty  of  the  king.  8  And  the  drinking 
was  according  to  the  law;  none  did  compel;  for 
so  the  king  had  appointed  to  all  the  officers  of 
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his  house,  that  they  should  do  according  to! 
every  man’s  pleasure.  j 

9  Also  Vashti  the  queen  made  a  feast  for  the 
women  in  the  royal  house  which  belonged  to 
king  Ahasuerus.  10  On  the  seventh  day,  wh2n 
the  heart  of  the  king  was  merry  with  wine,  he 
commanded  Mehuman,  Bizzetha,  Harbona,  Big- 
tha,  and  Abagtha,  Zethar,  and  Garcas,  the  seven 
chamberlains  that  ministered  in  the  presence  of 
Ahasuerus  the  king,  11  to  bring  Vashti  the 
queen  before  the  king  with  the  crown  royal,  to 
show  the  peoples  and  the  princes  her  beauty; 
for  she  was  fair  to  look  on.  12  But  the  queen 
Vashti  refused  to  come  at  the  king’s  command¬ 
ment  by  the  chamberlains;  therefore  was  the 
king  very  wroth,  and  his  anger  burned  in  him. 

13  Then  the  king  said  to  the  wise  men,  who 
knew  the  times— for  so  was  the  king’s  manner 
toward  all  that  knew  law  and  judgment;  14  and 
the  next  unto  him  was  Garshena,  Shethar,  Ad- 
matha,  Tarshish,  Meres,  Marsena,  and  Memu- 
can,  the  seven  princes  of  Persia  and  Media,  who 
saw^  the  king’s  face,  and  sat  first  in  the  kingdom: 
15  ‘What  shall  we  do  unto  the  queen  Vashti  ac¬ 
cording  to  law,  forasmuch  as  she  hath  not  done 
the  bidding  of  the  king  Ahasuerus  by  the  cham¬ 
berlains?* 

16  And  Memucan  answered  before  the  king 
and  the  princes:  ‘Vashti  the  queen  hath  not 
done  wrong  to  the  king  only,  but  also  to  all  the 
princes,  and  to  all  the  peoples,  that  are  in  all 
the  provinces  of  the  king  Ahasuerus.  17  For 
this  deed  of  the  queen  will  come  abroad  unto 
all  women,  to  make  their  husbands  contempti¬ 
ble  in  their  eyes,  when  it  wdll  be  said:  The  king 
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Ahasuerus  commanded  Vashti  the  queen  to  be 
brought  in  before  him,  but  she  came  not. 
18  And  this  day  will  the  princesses  of  Persia  and 
Media  who  have  heard  of  the  deed  of  the  queen 
say  the  like  unto  all  the  king’s  princes.  So  will 
there  arise  enough  contempt  and  wrath.  19  If 
it  please  the  king,  let  there  go  forth  a  royal 
commandment  from  him,  and  let  it  be  written 
among  the  laws  of  the  Persians  and  the  Medes, 
that  it  be  not  altered,  that  Vashti  come  no  more 
before  king  Ahasuerus,  and  that  the  king  give 
her  royal  estate  unto  another  that  is  better  than 
she.  20  And  when  the  king’s  decree  which  he 
shall  make  shall  be  published  throughout  all 
his  kingdom,  great  though  it  be,  all  the  wives 
will  give  to  their  husbands  honour,  both  to  great 
and  small.’  21  And  the  word  pleased  the  king 
and  the  princes;  and  the  king  did  according  to 
the  word  of  Memucan;  22  for  he  sent  letters 
into  all  the  king’s  provinces,  into  every  province 
according  to  the  writing  thereof,  and  to  every 
people  after  their  language,  that  every  man 
should  bear  rule  in  his  own  house,  and  speak  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  language  of  his  people. 

2  After  these  things,  when  the  wrath  of  king 
Ahasuerus  was  assuaged,  he  remembered 
Vashti,  and  what  she  had  done,  and  what  was 
decreed  against  her.  2  Then  said  the  king’s 
servants  that  ministered  unto  him:  ‘Let  there 
be  sought  for  the  king  young  virgins  fair  to 
look  on;  3  and  let  the  king  appoint  officers  in 
ail  the  provinces  of  his  kingdom,  that  they  may 
gather  together  all  the  fair  young  virgins  unto 
Shushan  the  castle,  to  the  house  of  the  women, 
unto  the  custody  of  Hegai  the  king’s  chamber- 
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lain,  keeper  of  the  women;  and  let  their  oint¬ 
ments  be  given  them;  4  and  let  the  maiden  that 
pleaseth  the  king  be  queen  instead  of  Vashti,* 
And  the  thing  pleased  the  king;  and  he  did  so. 

5  There  was  a  certain  Jew  in  Shushan  the 
castle,  whose  name  was  Mordecai  the  son  of 
Jair  the  son  of  Shimei  the  son  of  Kish,  a  Ben- 
jamite,  6  who  had  been  carried  away  from  Jeru¬ 
salem  with  the  captives  that  had  been  carried 
away  with  Jeconiah  king  of  Judah,. whom  Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar  the  king  of  Babylon  had  carried 
away.  7  And  he  brought  up  Hadassah,  that 
iSr  Esther,  his  uncle’s  daughter;  for  she  had 
neither  father  nor  mother,  and  the  maLiden  was 
of  beautiful  form  and  fair  to  look  oh;  and  when 
her  father  and  mother  were'  dead,  Mordecai 
took  her  for  his  own  daughter. 

8  So  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  king’s  cbm- 
mahdment  and  his  decree  was  published,  and 
when  many  maidens  were  gathered  together 
unto  Shushan  the  castle,  to  the  custody  of 
Hegai,  that  Esther  was  taken  into  the  king’s 
house,  to  the  custody  of  Hegai,  keeper  o£  the 
women.  9  And  the  maiden  pleased  him,  and 
she  obtained  kindness  of  him;  and  he  speedily 
gave  her  her  ointments,  with  her  portions,  and 
the  seven  maidens,  who  were  meet  to  be  given 
her  out  of  the  king’s  house;  and  he  advanced 
her  and  her  maidens  to  the  best  place  in  the 
house  of  the  women.  10  Esther  had  not  made 
known  her  people  nor  her  kindred;  for  Mor¬ 
decai  had  charged  her  that  she  should  not  tell 
it.  11  And  Mordecai  walked  every  day  before 
the  court  of  the  women’s  house,  to  know  how 
Esther  did,  and  what  would  become  of  her. 
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12  Now  when  the  turn  of  every  maiden  was 
come  to  go  in  to  king  Ahasuerus,  after  that  it 
had  been  done  to  her  according  to  the  law  for 
the  women,  twelve  months— for  so  were  the 
days  of  their  anointing  accomplished,  to  wit,  six 
months  with  oil  of  myrrh,  and  six  months  with 
sweet  odours,  and  with  other  ointments  of  the 
women— 13  when  then  the  maiden  came  unto 
the  king,  whatsoever  she  desired  was  given  her 
to  go  with  her  out  of  the  house  of  the  women 
unto  the  king’s  house.  14  In  the  evening  she 
went,  and  on  the  morrow  she  returned  into  the 
second  house  of  the  women,  to  the  custody  of 
Shaashgaz,  the  king’s  chamberlain,  who  kept  the 
concubines;  she  came  in  unto  the  king  no  more, 
except  the  king  delighted  in  her,  and  she  were 
called  by  name. 

15  Now  when  the  turn  of  Esther,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Abihail  the  uncle  of  Mordecai,  who  had 
taken  her  for  his  daughter,  was  come  to  go  in 
unto  the  king,  she  required  nothing  but  what 
Hegai  the  king’s  chamberlain,  the  keeper  of  the 
women,  appointed.  And  Esther  obtained  favour 
in  the  sight  of  all  them  that  looked  upon  her. 
16  So  Esther  was  taken  unto  king  Ah^uerus 
into  his  house  royal  in  the  tenth  month,  which 
is  the  month  Tebeth,  in  the  seventh  year  of  his 
reign.  17  And  the  king  loved  Esther  above  all 
the  women,  and  she  obtained  grace  and  favour 
in  his  sight  more  than  all  the  virgins;  so  that 
he  set  the  royal  crown  upon  her  head,  and  made 
her  queen  instead  of  Vashti.  18  Then  the  king 
made  a  great  feast  unto  all  his  princes  and  his 
sOTVants,  ^ven  Esther’s  feast;  and  he  made  a  1;^ 
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lea^e  to  the  provinces,  and  gave  gifts,  according 
to  the  bounty  of  the  king* 

ig  And  when  the  virgins  were  gathered  to¬ 
gether  the  second  time,  and  Mordecai  sat  in 
the  king’s  gate— 20  Esther  had  not  yet  made 
known  her  kindred  nor  her  people;  as  Morde¬ 
cai  had  charged  her;  for  Esther  did  the  com¬ 
mandment  of  Mordecai,  like  as  when  she  was 
brought  up  with  him—ai  in  those  days,  while 
Mordecai  sat  in  the  king’s  gate,  two  of  the 
king’s  chamberlains,  Bigthan  and  Teresh,  of 
those  that  kept  the  door,  were  wroth,  and 
sought  to  lay  hands  on  the  king  Ahasiierus. 

22  And  the  thing  became  known  to  Mordecai, 
who  told  it  unto  Esther  the  queen;  and  Esther 
told  the  king  thereof  in  MordeCai’s  name. 

23  And  xvhen  inquisition  Was  made  of  the  mat¬ 
ter,  and  it  was  found  to  be  so,  they  were  both 
hanged  on  a  tree;  and  it  xvas  written  in  the 
book  of  the  chronicles  before  the  king. 

3  After  these  things  did  king  Ahasu'er us  pro¬ 
mote  Haman  the  son  of  Hammedatha  the 
Agagite,  and  advanced  him,  and  set  his  seat 
above  all  the  princes  that  were  with  him.  2  And 
all  the  king’s  servantl,  that  were  in  the  king’s 
gate^  bowed  dOWn>  and  prostrated  themselves 
before  Haman;  for  the  king  had  so  commanded 
concerning  him.  But  Mordecai  bowed  not  down, 
nor  prostrated  himself  before  him.  3  Then  the 
king’s  Servants,  that  were  in  the  king^s  gate, 
said  unto  Mordecai:  ‘Why  transgressest  thou  the 
king’s  commandment?’  4  Now  it  came  to  pais, 
when  they  spoke  daily  unto  him,  and  he  heark¬ 
ened  not  unto  them,  that  they  told  Haitian j  to 
see  whether  Mordecai’s  Xvords  would  stand;  for 
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he  had  told  them  that  he  was  a  Jew.  5  And 
when  Haman  saw  that  Mordecai  bowed  not 
down,  nor  prostrated  himself  before  hiAi,  then 
was  Haman  full  of  wrath.  6  But  it  seemed  con¬ 
temptible  in  his  eyes  to  lay  hands  on  Mordecai 
alone;  for  they  had  made  kxiown  to  him  the 
people  of  Mordecai;  wherefore  Haman  sought 
to  destroy  all  the  Jews  that  were  throughout  the 
whole  kingdom  of  Ahasuerus,  even  the  people 
of  Mordecai.  7  In  the  first  month,  which  is  the 
month  Nisan,  in  the  twelfth  year  of  king  Ahas¬ 
uerus,  they  cast  pur,  that  is,  the  lot,  before 
Haman  from  day  to  day,  and  from  month  to 
month,  to  the  twelfth  month,  which  is  the 
month  Adar. 

8  And  Haman  said  unto  king  Ahasuerus: 
*There  is  a  certain  people  scattered  abroad  and 
dii^ersed  among  the  peoples  in  all  the  provinces 
of  thy  kingdom;  and  their  laws  are  diverse  from 
those  of  every  people;  neither  keep  they  the 
king’s  laws;  therefore  it  profiteth  not  the  king 
to  suffer  them.  9  If  it  please  the  king,  let  it  be 
written  that  they  be  destroyed;  and  I  will  pay 
ten  thousand  talents  of  silver  into  the  hands  of 
those  that  have  the  charge  of  the  king’s  busi¬ 
ness,  to  bring  it  into  the  king’s  treasuries.* 
10  And  the  king  took  his  ring  from  his  hand, 
and  gave  it  unto  Haman  the  son  of  Ham- 
medatha  the  Agagite,  the  Jews’  enemy.  11  And 
the  king  said  unto  Haman:  ‘The  silver  is  given 
to  thee,  the  people  also,  to  do  with  them  as  it 
seemeth  good  to  thee.* 

la  Then  were  the  king*s  saibes  called  in  the 
first  month,  on  the  thirteenth  day  thereof,  and 
there  was  written,  according  to  all  that  Haman 
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commanded,  unto  the  king’s  satraps,  and  to  the 
governors  that  were  over  every  province,  and  to 
the  princes  of  every  people;  to  every  province 
according  to  the  writing  thereof,  and  to  every 
people  after  their  language;  in  the  name  of  king 
Ahasuerus  was  it  written,  and  it  was  sealed  with 
the  king’s  ring.  13  And  letters  were  sent  by 
posts  into  all  the  king’s  provinces,  to  destroy,  to 
slay,  and  to  cause  to  perish,  all  Jews,  both  young 
and  old,  little  children  and  women,  in  one  day, 
even  upon  the  thirteenth  day  of  the  twelfth 
month,  which  is  the  month  Adar,  and  to  take 
the  spoil  of  them  for  a  prey.  14  The  copy  of 
the  writing,  to  be  givert  out-*  for  a  decree  in 
every  province,  was  to  be  published  unto  all  the 
peoples,  that  they  should  be  ready  against  that 
day.  15  The  posts  went  forth  in  haste  by  ^he 
king’s  commandment,  and  the  decree  was  given 
out  in  Shushan  the  castle;  and  the  king  and 
Haman  sat  down  tp  drink;  but  the  city  of 
Shushan  was  perplexed.  _  ;  :  . 

4  N0W  when  Mordecai  knew  ^11  that  was  dope, 
Mordecai  rent  his  .clothes,  and  put  on  sack¬ 
cloth  with  ashes,  and  went  out  into  the  midst 
of  the  city,  and  cried  with  a  loud  and  a  bitter 
cry;  2  and  he  came  even  before  the  king’s  gate; 
for  none  might  enter  within  the  king’s  gate 
clothed  with  sackcloth.  3:  And  in : every  prov¬ 
ince,  whithersoever  the  king’s  commandment  and 
Ms  decree  came,  there:  was  great  mourning 
among  the  Jews,  and  fasting,  and  weeping,  and 
wailing;  and  many  lay  in  sackcloth  and  ashes. 

4  .  And  Esther’s  maidens  and  her  chamberlains 
came  and  told  it  her;  and  the  queen  was  ex¬ 
ceedingly,  pained;  and  she  sent  raiment  to  clothe 
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Mordecai,  and  to  take  his  sackcloth  from  off 
him;  but  he  accepted  it  not.  5  Then  called 
Esther  for  Hathach,  one  of  the  king’s  chamber¬ 
lains,  whom  he  had  appointed  to  attend  upon 
her,  and  charged  him  to  go  to  Mordecai,  to 
know  what  this  was,  and  why  it  was.  6  So 
Hathach  went  forth  to  Mordecai  unto  the  broad 
place  of  the  city,  which  was  before  the  king’s 
gate.  7  And  Mordecai  told  him  of  all  that 
had  happened  unto  him,  and  the  exact  sum 
of  the  money  that  Haman  had  promised  to  pay 
to  the  king’s  treasuries  for  the  Jews,  to  destroy 
them.  8  Also  he  gave  him  the  copy  of  the 
writitig  of  the  decree  that  was  given  out  in 
Shushan  to  destroy  them,  to  show  it  unto 
Esther,  and  to  declare  it  unto  her;  and  to  charge 
her  that  she  should  go  in  unto  the  king,  to 
make  supplication  unto  him,  and  to  make  re¬ 
quest  before  him,  for  her  people. 

9  And  Hathach  came  and  told  Esther  the 
words  of  Mordecai.  10  Then  Esther  spoke  unto 
Hathach,  and  gave  him  a  message  unto  Morde¬ 
cai;  11  ‘All  the  king’s  servants,  and  the  people 
of  the  king’s  provinces,  do  know,  that  who¬ 
soever,  whether  man  or  woman,  shall  come  unto 
the  king  into  the  inner  court,  who  is  not  called, 
there  is  one  law  for  him,  that  he  be  put  to 
death,  except  such  to  whom  the  king  shall  hold 
out  the  golden  sceptre,  that  he  may  live;  but 
I  have  not  heen  called  to  come  in  unto  the 
king  the^e  thirty  days.*  12  And  they  told  to 
Mordecai  Esther's  words. 

13  Then  Mordecai  bade  them  return  answer 
unto  Esther:  ‘Think  not  with  thyself  that  thou 
Shalt  escape  in  the  king’s  house,  more  than  all 
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the  Jews.  14  For  if  thou  altogether  boldest  thy 
peace  at  this  time,  then  will  relief  and  deliver¬ 
ance  arise  to  the  Jews  from  another  place,  but 
thou  and  thy  father’s  house  will  perish;  and 
who  knoweth  whether  thou  art  not  come  to 
royal  estate  for  such  a  time  as  this?’  15  Then 
Esther  bade  them  return  answer  Unto  Mordecai: 
16  ‘Goi  gather  together  all  the  Jews  that  are 
present  in  Shushan,  and  fast  ye  for  me,  and 
neither  eat  nor  drink  three  days,  night  or  day; 
I  also  and  my  maidens  will  fast  in  like  manner; 
and  so  will  I  go  in  unto  the  king,  which  is  not 
according  to  the  law;  and  if  I  perish,  I  perish.’ 

So  Mordecai  went  his  way,  and  did  acCord* 
ing  to  all  that  Esther  had  commanded  him. 

5  Now  it  came  to  pass  on  the  third  day,  that 
Esther  put  on  her  royal  apparel,  and  stood 
in  the  inner  court  of  the  king’s  house,  over 
against  the  king’s  house;  and  the  king  sat  upon 
his  royal  throne  hi  the  royal  house,  over  against 
the  entrance  of  the  house.  2  And  it  was  so, 
when  the  king  saw  Esther  the  queen  standing  iii 
the  court,  that  she  obtained  favour  in  his 
Sight;  and  the  king  held  out  to  Esther  the 
golden  sceptre  that  was  in  his  hand.  So  Esther 
drew  near,  and  touched  the  top  of  the  sceptre. 
3  Then  said  the  king  unto  her:  ‘What  wilt 
thou,  queen  Esther?  for  whatever  thy  request, 
even  to  the  half  of  the  kingdom,  it  shall  be 
given  thee.’  4  And  Esther  said:  ‘If  it  seeiii 
good  unto  the  king,  let  the  king  and  Haman 
come  this  day  unto  the  banquet  that  I  have  pre¬ 
pared  for  him.’  5  Then  the  king  said:  ‘Cause 
Haman  to  make  haste,  that  it  may  be  done  as 
Esther  hath  said.’  So  the  king  and  Haman 
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came  to  the  banquet  that  Esther  had  prepared. 
6  And  the  king  said  unto  Esther  at  the  banquet 
of  wine:  'Whatever  thy  petition,  it  shall  be 
granted  thee;  and  whatever  thy  request,  even 
to  the  half  of  the  kingdom,  it  shall  be  per¬ 
formed.’  7  Then  answered  Esther,  and  said: 
'My  petition  and  my  request  is~8  if  I  have 
found  favour  in  the  sight  of  the  king,  and  if  it 
please  the  king  to  grant  my  petition,  and  to 
perform  my  request— let  the  king  and  Haman 
come  to  the  banquet  that  I  shall  prepare  for 
them,  and  I  will  do  to-morrow  as  the  king  hath 
said.* 

9  Then  went  Haman  forth  that  day  joyful 
and  glad  of  heart;  but  when  Haman  saw  Morde- 
cai  in  the  king’s  gate,  that  he  stood  not  up  nor 
moved  for  him,  Haman  was  filled  ^vith  rvrath 
against  Mordecai.  lo  Nevertheless  Haman  rcr 
frained  himself,  and  went  home;  and  he  sent 
and  fetched  his  friends  and  Zeresh  his  wife. 

11  And  Haman  recounted  unto  them  the  glory 
of  his  riches,  and  the  multitude  of  his  children, 
and  everything  as  to  how  the  king  had  pro¬ 
moted  him,  and  how  he  had  advanced  him 
above  the  princes  and  servants  of  the  king. 

12  Haman  said  moreover:  ‘Yea,  Esther  the 
queen  did  let  no  man  come  in  with  the  king 
unto  the  banquet  that  she  had  prepared  but 
myself;  and  to-morrow  also  am  I  invited  by  her 
together  with  the  king.  13  Yet  all  this  availeth 
me  nothing,  so  long  as  I  see  Mordecai  the  Jew 
sitting  at  the  king’s  gate.*  14  Then  said  Zeresh 
his  wife  and  all  his  friends  unto  him:  'Let  a 
gallows  be  made  of  fifty  cubits  high,  and  in  the 
morning  speak  thou  unto  the  king  that  Mor- 
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decai  may  be  hanged  thereon;  then  go  thou  in 
merrily  with  the  king  unto  the  banquet/  And 
the  thing  pleased  Haman;  and  he  caused  the 
gallows  to  be  made. 

5  On  that  night  could  not  the  king  sleeps  and 
he  commanded  to  bring  the  book  of  records 
of  the  chronicles,  and  they  were  read  before 
the  king.  2  And  it  was  found  written,  that 
Mordecai  had  told  of  Bigthana  and  Teresh;  two 
of  the  king’s  chamberlains,  of  those  that  kept 
the  door,  who  had  sought  to  lay  hands  on  the 
king  Ahasuerus.  3  And  the  king  said:  ‘What 
honour  and  dignity  hath  been  done  -to  fMor- 
decai  for  this?’  Then  said  the  lyng’s  servants 
that  ministered  unto  him:  ‘There  is  nothing 
done  for  him.*  4  And  the  king  said:  -  Who  is  in 
the  court?’— Now  Haman  was  come  into  the 
outer  court  of  the  king’s  house,  to  speak  unto 
the  king  to  hang  Mordecai  on  the  gallows  that 
he  had  prepared  for  him.— 5  And  the  king’s 
servants  said  unto  him:  ‘Behold,  Haman  stand- 
eth  in  the  court.*  And  the  king  said:  ‘Let  him 
come  in.*  6  So  Haman  came  in.  And  the  king 
said  unto  him:  ‘What  shall  be  done  unto  the 
man  whom  the  king  delighteth  to  honour?’— 
Now  Haman  said  in  his  heart:  ‘Whom  would 
the  king  delight  to  honour  besides  myself?*— 
7  And  Haman  said  unto  the  king:  ‘For  the  man 
whom  the  king  delighteth  to  honour,  S  let  royal 
apparel  be  brought  which  the  king  useth  to 
w^r,  and  the  horse  that  the  king  rideth  upon, 
and  on  whose  head  a  crown  royal  is  set;  9  and 
let  the  apparel  and  the  horse  be  delivered  to 
the  hand  of  one  of  the  king’s  most  noble 
princes,  that  they  may  array  the  man  therewith 
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whom  the  king  delighteth  to  honour,  and  cause 
him  to  ride  on  horseback  through  the  street 
of  the  city,  and  proclaim  before  him:  Thus 
shall  it  be  done  to  the  man  whom  the  king 
delighteth  to  honour.*  lO  Then  the  king  said 
to  Haman:  ‘Make  haste,  and  take  the  apparel 
and  the  horse,  as  thou  hast  said,  and  do  even 
so  to  Mordecai  the  Jew,  that  sitteth  at  the 
king's  gate;  let  nothing  fail  of  all  that  thou 
hast  spoken.*  ii  Then  took  Haman  the  apparel 
and  the  horse,  and  arrayed  Mordecai,  and  caused 
him  to  ride  through  the  street  of  the  city,  and 
proclaimed  before  liim:  ‘Thus  shall  it  be  done 
unto  the  man  whom  the  king  delighteth  to 
honour** 

12  And  Mordecai  returned  to  the  king's  gate. 
But  Haman  hastened  to  his  house,  mourning 
and  having  his  head  covered.  13  And  Haman 
recounted  unto  Zeresh  his  wife  and  all  his 
friends  every  thing  that  had  befallen  him. 
Then  said  his  wise  men  and  Zeresh  his  wife 
unto  him:  Tf  Mordecai>  before  whom  thou  hast 
begun  to  fall,  be  of  the  seed  of  the  Jews,  thou 
shalt  not  prevail  against  him,  but  shalt  surely 
fall  before  him.*  14  While  they  wero  yet  talk¬ 
ing  with  him,  came  the  king’s  chamberlains,  and 
hastened  to  bring  Haman  unto .  the  banquet 
that  Esther  had  prepared. 

So  the  king  and  Haman  came  to  banquet 


4  with  Esther  the  queen.  2  And  the  king 
said  again  unto  Esther  on  the  second  day  at  the 
banquet  of  wine:  ‘Whatever  thy  petition,  queen 
Esther,  it  shall  be  granted  thee;  and  whatever 
thy  request,  even  to  the  half  of  the  kingdom, 
k  shall  be  performed.*  3  Then  Esther  the 
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queen  answered  and  said:  ‘If  I  have  found  fa¬ 
vour  in  thy  sight,  O  king,  and  if  it  please  the 
king,  let  my  life  be  given  me  at  my  petition, 
and  my  people  at  my  request;  4  for  we  are 
sold,  I  and  my  people,  to  be  destroyed,  to  be 
slain,  and  to  perish.  But  if  we  had  been  sold 
for  bondmen  and  bondwomen,  I  had  held  my 
peace,  for  the  adversary  is  not  worthy  that  the 
king  be  endamaged.’ 

5  Then  spoke  the  king  Ahasuerus  arid  said 
unto  Esther  the  queen:  ‘Who  is  he,  and  where 
is.  he,  that  durst  presume  in  his  heart  to  do  so?’ 
6  And  Esther  said:  ‘An  adversary  and  an  enemy, 
even  this  wicked  Haman.’  Then  Haman  was 
terrified  before  the  king  and  the  queen.  7  And 
the  king  arose  in  his  wrath  from  the  banquet  of 
wine  and  went  into  the  palace  garden;  but 
Haman  remained  to  make  request  for  his  life 
to  Esther  the  queen;  for  he  saw  that  there  was 
evil  determined  against  him  by  the  king.  8  Then 
the  king  returned  out  of  the  palace  garden  into 
the  place  of  the  banquet  of  wine;  and  Haman 
was  fallen  upon  the  couch  whereon  Esther  was. 
Then  said  the  king:  ‘Will  he  even  force  the 
queen  before  me  in  the  house?*  As  the  word 
went  out  of  the  king’s  mouth,  they  covered 
Haman’s  face.  9  Then  said  Harbonah,  one  of 
the  chamberlains  that  were  before  the  king: 
‘Behold  also,  the  gallows  fifty  cubits  high,  which 
Haman  hath  made  for  Mordecai,  who  spoke 
good  for  the  king,  standeth  in  the  house  of 
Haman.’  And  the  king  said:  ‘Hang  him  there¬ 
on.’  10  So  they  hanged  Haman  on  the  gallows 
that  he  had  prepared  for  Mordecai.  Then  was 
the  king’s  wrath  assuaged. 
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8  On  that  day  did  the  king  Ahasuerus  give 
the  house  of  Haman  the  Jews*  enemy  unto 
Esther  the  queen.  And  Mordecai  came  before 
the  king;  for  Esther  had  told  what  he  was  unto 
her.  a  And  the  king  took  off  his  ring,  which 
he  had  taken  from  Haman,  and  gave  it  unto 
Mordecai.  And  Esther  set  Mordecai  over  the 
house  of  Haman. 

3  And  Esther  spoke  yet  again  before  the  king, 
and  fell  down  at  his  feet,  and  besought  him 
with  tears  to  put  away  the  mischief  of  Haman 
the  Agagite,  and  his  device  that  he  had  devised 
against  the  Jews.  4  Then  the  king  held  out 
to  Esther  the  golden  sceptre.  So  Esther  arose, 
and  stood  before  the  king.  5  And  she  said: 
Tf  it  please  the  king,  and  if  I  have  found  fa¬ 
vour  in  his  sight,  and  the  thing  seem  right  be¬ 
fore  the  king,  and  I  be  pleasing  in  his  eyes, 
let  it  be  written  tp  reverse  the^  letters  devised 
by  Haman  the  son  of  Hammedatha  the  Agagite, 
which  he  wrote  to  destroy  the  Jews  that  are  in 
all  the  king’s  provinces;  6  for  how  can  X  endure 
to  see  the  evil  that  shall  come  unto  my  people? 
or  how  can  I  endure  to  see  the  destruction  of 
my  kindred?' 

7  Then  the  king  Ahasuerus  said  unto  Esther 
the  queen  and  to  Mordecai  the  Jew:  ‘Behold,  I 
have  given  Esther  the  house  of  Haman,  and 
him  they  have  hanged  upon  the  gallows,  be¬ 
cause  he  laid  Xus  hand  upon  the  Jews.  8  Write 
ye  also  concerning  the  Jews,  as  it  liketh  you, 
in  the  king’s  name,  and  seal  it  with  the  king’s 
ring;  for  the  writing  which  is  written  in  the 
king’s  name,  and  sealed  with  the  king’s  ring, 
may  no  man  reverse.’  9  Then  were  the  king’s 
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scribes  called  at  that  time,  in  the  third  rnodth, 
which,  is  the  month  Sivam  on  the  three  and 
twentieth  day  thereof;  and  it  was  written  ac¬ 
cording  to  all  that  Mordecai  commanded  con¬ 
cerning  the  Jews,  even  to  the  satraps,  and  the 
governors  and  princes  of  the  provinces  ,  which 
are  from.  India  .  unto  Ethiopia,  a  hundred 
tweaty  and  seven  provinces,  unto  every  pfovinee 
according  to  the  writing  thereof,  and  unto  eyery 
people  after  their  language,  and  to  the  Jews 
according  to  their  writing,  and  according  to 
their  language.  10  And  they  wrote  in  the 
name  of  king  Ahasuerus,  and  sealed  it  with  the 
king’s  ling  and  sent  letters  by  posts  on  horse¬ 
back,  riding  on  swift  steeds  that  were  used  in 
the  king’s  service,  bred  of  the  stud;  11  that 
the  king  had  granted  the  Jews  that  were  in 
every  city  to  gather  themselves  together,  and  to 
stand  for  their  Jife,  to  destroy,  and  to  slay,  and 
to  cause  to  perish,  all  the  forces  of  the  people 
and  province  that  would  assault  them,  their 
little  ones  and  women,  and  to  take  the  spoil 
of  them  for  a  prey,  12  upon  one  day  in  all  the 
provinces  of  king  Ahasuerus,  namely,  upon  the 
thirteenth  day  of  the  twelfth  month,  which  is 
the  month  Adar.  13  The  copy  of  the  writing, 
to  be  given  out  for  a  decree  in  every  province, 
was  to  be  published  unto  all  the  peoples,  and 
that  the  Jews  should  be  ready  against  that  day 
to  avenge  themselves  on  their  enemies.  14  So 
the  posts  that  rode  upon  swift  steeds  that  were 
used  in  the  king’s  service  went  out,  being 
hastened  and  pressed  on  by  the  king’s  com¬ 
mandment;  and  the  decree  was  given  out  in 
Shushan  the  castle. 
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15  And  Mordecai  went  forth  from  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  the  king  in  royal  apparel  of  blue  and 
white,  and  with  a  great  crown  of  gold,  and  with 
a  robe  of  fine  linen  and  purple;  and  the  city 
of  Shushan  shouted  and  was  glad.  16  The  Jews 
had  light  and  gladness,  and  joy  and  honour. 
17  And  in  every  province,  and  in  every  city ^ 
whithersoever  the  king’s  corttmandraent  and  his 
decree  came,  the  Jews  had  gladness  and  joy,  a 
feast  and  a  good  day.  And  many  from  among 
the  peoples  of  the  land  became  Jews;  for  the 
fear  of  the  Jews  was  fallen  upon  them. 

9  Now  in  the  twelfth  month,  which  is  the 
month  Adar,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  the 
same,  when  the  king’s  commandment  and  his 
decree  drew  near  to  be  put  in  execution,  in  the 
day  that  the  enemies  of  the  Jews  hoped  to  have 
rule  over  them;  whereas  it  was  turned  to  the 
contrary,  that  the  Jews  had  rule  over  them 
that  hated  them;  2  the  Jews  gathered  them¬ 
selves  together  in  their  cities  throughout  all 
the  provinces  of  the  king  Ahasuerus,  to  lay 
hand  on  such  as  sought  their  hurt;  and  no  man 
could  withstand  them;  for  the  fear  of  them  was 
fallen  upon  all  the  peoples.  3  And  all  the 
princes  of  the  provinces,  and  the  satraps,  and 
the  governors,  and  they  that  did  the  king’s 
business,  helped  the  Jews;  because  the  fear  ot 
Mordecai  was  fallen  upon  them.  4  For  Morde¬ 
cai  was  great  in  the  king’s  house,  and  his  fame 
went  forth  throughout  all  the  provinces;  for  the 
man  Mordecai  waxed  greater  and  greater. 
5  And  the  Jews  smote  all  their  enemies  with 
the  stroke  of  the  sword,  and  with  slaughter  and 
destruction,  and  did  what  they  would  unto 
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them  that  hated  them.  6  And  in  Shiishan  the 
castle  the  Jews  slew  and  destroyed  five  hundred 
men.  7  And  Parshandatha,  and  Dalphon,  and 
Aspatha,  8  and  Poratha,  and  Adalia,  and  Arida- 
tha,  9  and  Parmashta,  and  Arisai,  and  Aridai, 
and  Vaizatha,  10  the  ten  sons  of  Haman  the 
son  of  Hammedatha,  the  Jews'  enemy,  slew  they; 
but  on  the  spoil  they  laid  not  their  hand. 

1 1  On  that  day  the  number  of  those  that 
were  slain  in  Shushan  the  castle  was  brought 
bef6re  the  king.  18  And  the  king  said  unto 
Esther  the  queen:  ‘The  Jews  have  slain  and 
destroyed  five  hundred  men  in  Shushan  the 
castle,  and  the  ten  sons  of  Haman;  what  then 
have  they  done  in  the  rest  of  the  king’s  prov¬ 
inces!  Now  whatever  thy  petition,  it  shall  be 
granted  thee;  and  whatever  thy  request  further, 
it  shall  be  done.’  13  Then  said  Esther:  ‘If  it 
please  the  king,  let  it  be  granted  to  the  Jews 
that  are  in  Shushan  to  do  to-morrow  also  ac¬ 
cording  unto  this  day’s  decree,  and  let  Haman ’s 
ten  sons  be  hanged  upon  the  gallows.’  14  And 
the  king  commanded  it  so  to  be  done;  and  a 
decree  was  given  out  in  Shushan;  and  they 
hanged  Haman’s  ten  sons.  15  And  the  Jews 
that  were  in  Shushan  gathered  themselves  to¬ 
gether  on  the  fourteenth  day  also  of  the  month 
Adar,  and  slew  three  hundred  men  in  Shushan; 
but  on  the  spoil  they  laid  not  their  hand. 

16  And  the  other  Jews  that  were  in  the  king’s 
provinces  gathered  themselves  together,  and 
stood  for  their  lives,  and  had  rest  from  their 
enemies,  and  slew  of  them  that .  hated  them 
seventy  and  five  thousand— but  on  the  spoil 
they  laid  not  their  hand— 17  on  the  thirteenth 
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day  of  the  month  Adar,  and  on  the  fourteenth 
day  ot  the  same  they  rested,  and  made  it  a  day 
of  feasting  and  gladness.  18  But  the  Jews  that 
were  in  Shushan  assembled  together  on  the 
thirteenth  day  thereof,  and  on  the  fourteenth 
thereof;  and  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  same 
they  rested,  and  made  it  a  day  of  feasting  and 
gladness.  19  Therefore  do  the  Jews  of  the 
villages,  that  dwell  in  the  unwalled  towns,  make 
the  fourteenth  day  of  the  month  Adar  a  day  of 
gladness  and  feasting,  and  a  good  day,  and  of 
sending  portions  one  to  another. 

20  And  Mordecai  wrote  these  things,  and 
sent  letters  unto  all  the  Jews  that  were  in  all 
the  provinces  of  the  king  Ahasuerus,  both  nigh 
and  far,  si  to  enjoin  them  that  they  should 
keep  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  month  Adar, 
and  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  same,  yearly,  22  the 
days  wherein  the  Jews  had  rest  from  their 
enemies,  and  the  month  which  was  turned  unto 
them  from  sorrow  to  gladness,  and  from  mourn¬ 
ing  into  a  good  day;  that  they  should  make 
them  days  of  feasting  and  gladness,  and  of 
sending  portions  one  to  another,  and  gifts  to 
the  poor.  23  And  the  Jews  took  upon  them  to 
do  as  they  had  begun,  and  as  Mordecai  had 
written  unto  them;  24  because  Haman  the  son 
of  Hammedatha,  the  Agagite,  the  enemy  of  all 
the  Jews,  had  devised  against  the  Jews  to  destroy 
them,  and  had  cast  pur,  that  is,  the  lot,  to 
discomfit  them,  and  to  destroy  them;  25  but 
when  she  came- before  the  king,  he  commanded 
by  letters  that  his  wicked  device,  which  he  had 
devised  against  the  Jews,  should  return  upon 
his  own  head;  and  that  he  and  his  sons  should 
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be  hanged  on  the  gallows.  26  WherefoTC  they 
called  these  days  Purim,  after  the  name  of  pur. 
Therefore  because  of  all  the  words  of  this_ 
letter,  and  of  that  which  they  had  seen  con¬ 
cerning  this  matter,  and  that  which  had  come 
unto  them,  27  the  Jews  ordained,  and  too¥ 
upon  them^  and  iipQti  them  seed,  and  upon  all 
such  as  joined  themselves  unto  them,  so  as  it 
should  not  fail,  that  they  would  keep  these  two 
days  according  to  the  Writing  thereof,  and 
according  to  the  appointed  time  thereof,  every 
year;  28  and  that  these  days  should  be  remem¬ 
bered  and  kept  throughout^  every  generation,- 
cvery  family;  every  province,  and  every  city;  and 
that  these  days  of  Purim  should  not  fail  from 
among  the  Jews,  nor  the  memorial  of  them 
perish  from  their  seed. 

^9  Then  Esther  the  queen,  the  daughter  of 
Abihaih  and  Mordecai  the  Jew,  wrote  down 
all  the  acts  of  power,  to  confirm  this  second 
letter  of  Purim-  30  And  he  sent  letters  unto 
all  the  Jews,  to  the  hundred  twenty  and  seven 
provinces  of  the  kingdom  of  Ahasuerus,  with 
words  of  peace  and  truth,  3 1  to  confirm  these 
days  of  Purim  in  their  appointed  times,  accord¬ 
ing  as  Mordecai  the  Jew  and  Esther  the  queen 
had  enjoined  them,  and  as  they  had  ordained 
for  themselves  and  for  their  seed,  the  /matters 
of  the  fastings  and  their  cry.  32  And  the 
commandment  of  Esther  confirmed  these  mat¬ 
ters  of  purim;  and  it  was  written  in  the  book. 
1  Y\  And  the  king  Ahasuerus  laid  a  tribute 
xU  upon  the  land,  and  upon  the  isles  of  the 
sea.  2  And  all  the  acts  of  his  power  and  of 
his  might,  and  the  full  account  of  the  greatness 
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of  Mordecai,  how  the  king  advanced  him,  are 
they  not  written  in  the  book  of  the  chronicles 
of  the  kings  of  Media  and  Persia?  3  For  Mor¬ 
decai  the  Jew  was  next  unto  king  Ahasuerus, 
and  great  among  the  Jews,  and  accepted  of  the 
multitude  of  his  brethren;  seeking  the  good  of 
his  people  and  speaking  peace  to  all  his  seed. 


DANIEL 
Loyal  Youths 

IIn  the  third  year  of  the  reign  of  Jehoiakira 
king  of  Jiidah  came  Nebuchadnezzar  king 
of  Babylon  unto  Jerusalem,  and  besieged  it. 
2  And  the  Lord  gave  Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah 
into  his  hand,  with  part  of  the  vessels  of  the 
house  of  God;  and  he  carried  them  into  the 
land  of  Shinar  to  the  house  of  his  god,  and  the 
vessels  he  brought  into  the  treasure-house  of  his 
god.  3  And  the  king  spoke  unto  Ashpenaz  his 
chief  officer,  that  he  should  bring  in  certain 
of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  of  the  seed  royal, 
and  of  the  nobles,  4  youths  in  whom  was  no 
blemish,  but  fair  to  look  on,  and  skilful  in  all 
wisdom,  and  skilful  in  knowledge,  and  discern¬ 
ing  in  thought,  and  such  as  had  ability  to  ^tand 
in  the  king’s  palace;  and  that  he  should  teach 
them  the  learning  and  the  tongue  of  the  Chal-, 
deans.  5  And  the  king  appointed  for  them  a 
daily  portion  of  the  king’s  food,  and  of  the 
wine  which  he  drank,  and  that  they  should  be 
nourished  three  years;  that  at  the  end  thereof 
they  might  stand  before  the  king.  6  Now 
among  these  were,  of  the  children  of  Judah, 
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Daniel,  Hananiah,  Mishael,  and  Azariah.  7  And 
the  chief  of  the  officers  gave  names  unto  them: 
unto  Daniel  he  gave  the  name  of  Belteshazzar; 
and  to  Hananiah,  of  Shadrach;  and  to  Mishael, 
of  Meshach;  and  to  Azariah,  of  Abed-nego. 

8  But  Daniel  purposed  in  his  heart  that  he 
w^uld  not  defile  himself  with  the  king’s  fiood, 
nor  with  the  wine  which  he  drank;  therefore  he 
requested  of  the  chie^  of  the  officers  that  he 
might  not  defile  himself.  9  And  God  granted 
Daniel  mercy  and  compassion  in  the  sight  of  the 
f^hief  of  the  officers,  10  And  the  chief  of  the 
officers  said  unto  Daniel:  ‘I  fear  nay  lord  the 
king,  who  hath  appointed  your  food  and  your 
drink;  for  why  should  he  see  your  faces  sad  iri 
comparison  with  the  youths  that  are  of  your 
own  age?  so  would  ye  endanger  my  head  with 
the  king.*  11  Then  said  Daniel  to  the  steward, 
whom  the  chief  of  the  officers  had  appointed 
over  Daniel,  Hananiah,  Mishael,  and  Azariah: 
12  'Try  thy  servants,  I  beseech  thee,  ten  days; 
and  let  them  give  us  pulse  to  eat,  aqd  water 
to  drink.  13  Then  let  our  countenances  be 
looked  upon  before  thee,  and  the  countenance 
of  the  youths  that  eat  of  the  king’s  food;  and 
as  thou  seest,  deal  with  thy  servants.*  14  So  he 
hearkened  unto  theni  in  this  matter,  and  tried 
them  ten  days.  15  And  at  the  end  of  ten  days 
their  countenances  appeared  fairer,  and  they 
were  fatter  in  flesh,  than  all  the  youths  that 
did  eat  of  the  king’s  food.  16  So  the  steward 
took  away  their  food,  and  the  wine  that  they 
should  drink,  and  gave  them  pulse. 

17  Now  as  for  these  four  youths,  God  gave 
them  knowledge  and  skill  in  all  learning  and 
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wisdom;  and  Daniel  had  understanding  in  all 
visions  and  dreams.  18  And  at  the  end  of  the 
days  which  the  king  had  appointed  for  bringing 
them  in,  the  chief  of  the  officers  brought  them 
in  before  Nebuchadnezzar.  19  And  the  king 
spoke  with  them;  and  among  them  all  was 
found  none  like  Daniel,  Hananiah,  Mishael,  and 
Azariah;  therefore  stood  they  before  the  king. 

20  And  in  all  matters  of  wdsdom  and  under¬ 
standing,  that  the  king  inquired  of  them,  he 
found  them  ten  times  better  than  all  the  magi¬ 
cians  and  enchanters  that  were  in  all  his  realm. 

21  And  Daniel  continued  even  unto  the  first 
year  of  king  Cyrus. 

Belshazzar^s  Feast 

5  Belshazzar  the  king  made  a  great  feast  to  a 
thousand  of  his  lords,  and  drank  wine  be¬ 
fore  the  thousand.  2  Belshazzar,  while  he 
tasted  the  wine,  commanded  to  bring  the  golden 
and  silver  vessels  which  Nebuchadnezzar  his 
father  had  taken  out  of  the  temple  which  was 
in  Jerusalem;  that  the  king  and  his  lords,  his 
consorts  and  his  concubines,  might  drink  there¬ 
in.  3  Then  they  brought  the  golden  vessels 
that  were  taken  out  of  the  temple  of  the  house 
of  God  which  was  at  Jerusalem;  and  the  king 
and  his  lords,  his  consorts  and  his  concubines, 
drank  in  them*  4  They  drank  wine,  and  praised 
the  gods  of  gold,  and  of  silver,  of  brass,  of  iron, 
of  wood,  and  of  stone.  5  In  the  same  hour 
came  forth  fingers  of  a  man’s  hand,  and  wrote 
over  against  the  candlestick  upon  the  plaster 
of  the  tvall  of  the  king’s  palace;  and  the  king 
saw  the  palm  of  the  hand  that  wrote.  6  Then 
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the  king’s  countenance  was  changed  in  him,  and 
his  thoughts  affrighted  him;  and  the  joints  of 
his  loins  were  loosed,  and  his  knees  smote  one 
against  another.  7  The  king  cried  aloud  to 
bring  in  the  enchanters,  the  Chaldeans>  and  the 
astrologers.  The  king  spoke  and  said  to  the 
wise  men  of  Babylon:  ‘Whosoever  shall  r^d 
this  writing,  and  declare  unto  me  the  interpreta¬ 
tion  thereof,  shall  be  clothed  with  purple,  ahd 
have  a  chain  of  gold  about  his  neck,  and  shall 
rule  as  one  of  three  in  the  kingdom,* 

8  Then  came  in  all  the  king's  wise  men:  but 
they  could  not  read  the  writing,  nor  make 
known  to  the  king  the  interpretation.  9  Then 
was  king  Belshazzar  greatly  affrighted,  and  his 
countenance  was  changed  in  him,  and  his  lords 
were  perplexed.  10  Now  the  queen  by  reason 
of  the  words  of  the  king  and  his  lords  came 
into  the  banquet  house;  the  queen  spoke  and 
Sard:  ‘O  king,  live  for  ever!  let  not  thy  thoughts 
affright  thee,  nor  let  thy  countenance  be 
changed;  ii  there  is  a  man  in  thy  kingdom,  in 
whom  ia  the  spirit  of  the  holy  godsV  and  in  the 
days  of  thy  father  light  and  understanding  and 
wisdom,  like  the  wisdom  of  the  gods,  was  found 
in  him;  and  the  king  Nebuchadnezzar  thy 
father,  the  king,  I  say,  thy  father,  made  him  mas¬ 
ter  of  the  magicians,  enchanters,  Chaldeahsrahd 
astrologers;  12  forasmuch  as  a  surpassing  spirit- 
and  knowledge,  and  understanding,  interpreting 
of  dreams,  and  declaring  of  riddles,  and  loosing 
of  knots,  were  found  in  thie  same  Daniel,  whom 
the  king  named  Belteshazzar.  Now  let  Daniel  be 
called,  and  he  will  declare  the  interpretation.* 

13  Then  was  Daniel  brought  in  before  the 
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king.  The  king  spoke  and  said  unto  Daniel: 
‘Art  thou  Daniel,  who  is  of  the  children  of  the 
captivity  of  Judah,  whom  the  king  my  father 
brought  out  of  Judah?  14  I  have  heard  of 
thee,  that  the  spirit  of  the  gods  is  in  thee,  and 
that  light  and  understanding  and  surpassing 
wisdom  is  found  in  thee.  15  And  now  the  wise 
men,  the  enchanters,  have  been  brought  in  be¬ 
fore  me,  that  they  should  read  this  writing,  and 
make  knowm  unto  me  the  interpretation  there¬ 
of;  but  they  could  not  declare  the  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  the  thing.  16  But  I  have  heard  of 
thee,  that  thou  canst  give  interpretations,  and 
loose  knots;  now  if  thou  canst  read  the  writing, 
and  make  known  to.  me  the  interpretation 
thereof,  thou  shalt  be  clothed  with  purple,  and 
have  a  chain  of  gold  about  thy  neck,  and  shalt 
rule  as  one  of  three  in  the  kingdom.* 

17  Then  Daniel  answered  and  said  before  the 
king:  ‘Let  thy  gifts  be  to  thyself,  and  give  thy 
rewards  to  another;  nevertheless  I  will  read  the 
writing  unto  the  king,  and  make  known  to 
him  the  interpretation.  18  O  thou  king,  God 
Most  High  gave  Nebuchadnezzar  thy  father  the 
kingdom,  and  greatness,  and  glory,  and  majesty; 
19  and  because  of  the  greatness  that  He  gave 
him,  all  the  peoples,  nations,  and  languages 
trembled  and  feared  before  him:  whom  he 
would  he  slew,  and  whom  he  would  he  kept 
alive;  and  whom  he  would  he  raised  up,  and 
whom  he  would  he  put  down,  20  But  when 
his  heart  was  lifted  up,  and  his  spirit  was  hard¬ 
ened  that  he  dealt  proudly,  he  was  deposed 
from  his  kingly  throne,  and  his  glory  was  taken 
from  him;  21  and  he  was  driven  from  the  sons 
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and  his  dwelling  was  with  the  wild  asses;  he  was 
fed  with  grass  like  oxen,  and  his  body  was  wet 
with  the  dew  of  heaven;  until  he  knew  that 
Ck)d  Most  High  ruleth  in  the  kingdom  of  men, 
and  that  He  setteth  up  over  it  whomsoever  He 
will.  S2  And  thou  his  son,  O  Belshazzar,  hast 
not  humbled  thy  heart,  though  thou  knewest  all 
this;  23  but  hast  lifted  up  thyself  against  the 
Lord  of  heaven;  and  they  have  brought  the 
vessels  of  His  house  before  thee,  and  thou  and 
thy  lords,  thy  consorts  and  thy  concubines,  have 
drunk  wine  in  them;  and  thou  hast  praised  the 
gods  of  silver,  and  gold,  of  brass,  iron,  wood, 
and  stone,  which  see  not,  nor  hear,  nor  know; 
and  the  God  in  whose  hand  thy  breath  is,  and 
whose  are  all  thy  ways,  hast  thou  not  glorified; 

24  then  was  the  palm  of  the  hand  sent  from 
before  Him,  and  this  writing  was  inscribed. 

25  And  this  is  the  writing  that  was  inscribed: 
MENE  MENE,  TEKEL  UPHAKSIN.  20  This  IS  the 
interpretation-  of  the  thing:  mene,  God  hath 
numbered  thy  kingdom,  and  brought  it  to  an 
end.  27  TEKEL,  thou  art  weighed  in  the  bal¬ 
ances,  and  art  found  wanting.  28  peres,  thy 
kingdom  is  divided,  and  given  to  the  Medes  and 
Persians.’- 

29  Then  commanded  Belshazzar,  and  they 
clothed  Daniel  with  purple,  and  put  a  chain  of 
gold  about  his  neck,  and  made  proclamation 
coneerning  him,  that  he  should  rule  as  one  of 
three  in  the  kingdom.  30  In  that  night  Bel¬ 
shazzar  the  Chaldean  king  was  slain. 
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Daniel  and  the  Lions 

5  5  Then  the  presidents  and  the  satraps  sought 
to  find  Occasion  against  Daniel  as  touching 
the  kingdom;  biit  they  could  find  no  occasion 
nor  fault;  fdrasmiich  as  he  was  faithful,  neither 
was  there  any  error  or  fault  found  in  him. 
6  Then  said  these  men:  ‘We  shall  not  find  any 
occasion  against  this  Daniel,  except  We  find  it 
against  him  in  the  matter  Of  the  law  of  his 
God/  7  Then  these  presidents  and  satraps 
came  tumultuously  to  the  king,  and  said  thus 
unto  him:  ‘king  Darius,  liVe  for  ever!  8  All 
the  presidents  of  the  kingdom,  the  prefects  and 
the  satraps,  the  ministers  and  the  goverrtOrS, 
have  consulted  together  that  the  king  should 
establish  a  statute,  and  make  a  strong  interdict, 
that  whosoever  shall  ask  a  petition  of  any  god 
or  man  for  thirty  days,  save  of  thee,  O  king,  he 
shall  be  cast  into  the  den  Of  lions,  g  J^ow,  O 
king,  establish  the  interdict,  and  sign  the  writ¬ 
ing,  that  it  be  not  changed,  according  to  the 
law  of  the  Medes  and  Persians,  which  altereth 
not.*  Id  Wherefore  king  Darius  signed  the  xvrit- 
ing  and  the  interdict. 

11  And  when  Daniel  knew  that  the  writing 
was  signed,  he  went  into  his  house— now  his 
windows  were  open  in  his  upper  chamber  td- 
w^ard  Jerusalem— and  he  kneeled  upon  his  knees 
three  times  a  day,  and  prayed,  and  gave  thanks 
before  his  God,  as  he  did  aforetime.  12  Then 
these  men  came  tumultuously,  and  found  Dan^ 
iel  making  petition  and  supplication  before  his 
God.  13  Then  they  came  near,  and  spoke  be¬ 
fore  the  king  concerning  the  king’s  interdict: 
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‘Hast  thou  not  signed  an  interdict,  that  every 
man  that  shall  make  petition  unto  any  god  or 
man  within  thirty  days,  save  unto  thee,  O  king, 
shall  be  cast  into  the  den  of  lions?’  The  king 
answered  and  said:  ‘The  thing  is  true,  accord- 
ing  to  the  law;  of  the  Medes  and  Persians, 
which  altereth  not/  14  Then  answered  they 
and  said  before  the  king:  ‘That  Daniel,  who  is 
of  the  children  of  the  captivity  of  Judah,  re- 
gardeth  not  thee,  O  king,  nor  the  interdict  that 
thou  hast  signed,  but  maketh  his  petition  three 
times  a  day/  15  Then  the  king,  when  he  heard 
these  words,  was  sore  displeased,  and,  set  his 
heart  on  Daniel  to  deliver  him;  and  he  laboured 
till  the  going  down  of  the  sun  to  rescue  him. 
16  Then  these  men  came  tumultuously  unto 
the  king,  and  said  unto  the  king:  ‘Know,  O 
king,  that  it  is  a  law  of  Ae  Medes  and  Persians, 
that  no  interdict  nor  statute  which  the  king 
esmblisheth  may  be  changed/  17  Then  the 
king  commanded,  and  they  brought  Daniel,  and 
cast  him  into  the  den  of  lions.  Now  the^king 
spoke  and  said  unto  Daniel:  ‘Thy  God  whom 
thou  servest  continually.  He  will  deliver  thee/ 
18  And  a  stone  was  .  brought,  and  laid  upon  the 
mouth  of  the  den;  and  the  king  sealed  it  with 
his  own  signet,  and  with  the  signet  of  -  his 
lords;  that  nothing  might  be  changed  concern¬ 
ing  DanieL  .  r  ■:  - 

19  Then  the  king  went  to  his  palace,  jand 
passed  the  night  fasting;  neither  were  diversions 
brought  before  him;  and  his  sleep  fled  from 
him.  20  Then  the  king  arose  very  early  in  the 
morning,  and  went  in  haste  unto  the  den  of 
lions.  21  And  when  he  came  near  unto  the 
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den  to  Daniel,  he  cried  with  a  pained  voice; 
the  king  spoke  and  said  to  Daniel:  Daniel, 

servant  of  the  living  God,  is  thy  God,  whom 
thou  servest  continually,  able  to  deliver  thee 
from  the  lions?*  22  Then  said  Daniel  unto  the 
king:  *0  king,  live  for  ever!  23  My  God  hath 
sent  His  angel,  and  hath  shut  the  lions*  mouths, 
and  they  have  not  hurt  me;  forasmuch  as 
before  Him  innocency  was  found  in  me;  and 
also  before  thee,  O  king,  have  I  done  no  hurt/ 
24  Then  was  the  king  exceeding  glad,  and  com¬ 
manded  that  they  should  take  Daniel  up  out 
of  the  den.  So  Daniel  was  taken  up  out  of  the 
den,  and  no  manner  of  hurt  was  found  upon 
him,  because  he  had  trusted  in  his  God. 

DanieVs  Prayer 

93  And  I  set  my  face  unto  the  Lord  God,  to 
seek  by  prayer  and  supplications,  with  fast¬ 
ing,  and  sackcloth,  and  ashes.  4  And  I  prayed 
unto  the  Lord  :  my  God,  and  made  confession, 
and  said:  Lord,  the  great  and  awful  God, 

who  keepest  covenant  and  mercy^  with  them 
that  love  Thee  and  keep  Thy  commandments, 
5  we  have  sinned^  and  have  dealt  iniquitously, 
and  have  done  wiekedly,  and  have  rebelled,  and 
have  turned  aside  from  Thy  commandments 
and  from  Thine  ordinances;  6  neither  have  we 
hearkened  unto  Thy  servants  the  prophets,  that 
spoke  Inp  Thy  name  to  our  kings,  our  princes, 
and  dur  fathers,  and  to  all  the  people  of  the 
land.  7  Unto  Thee,  O  Lord,  belongeth  right¬ 
eousness,  but  unto  us  confusion  of  face,  as  at 
this  day;  to  the  men  of  Judah,  and  to  the  in-

habitants  of  Jerusalem,  arid  unto  all  Israel,  that 
are  near,  and  that  are  far  off,  through  ail  the 
countries  whither  Thou  hast  driven  them,  be¬ 
cause  they  dealt  treacherously  with  Thee.  8  O 
Lord,  to  us  belongeth  confusion  of  face,  to  our 
kings,  to  our  princes,  and  to  our  fathers,  be¬ 
cause  we  have  sinned  against  Thee.  9  To  the 
Lord  our  God  belong  compassions  and  forgive¬ 
nesses;  for  we  have  rebelled  against  Him; 

10  neither  have  we  hearkened  to  the  voice  of 
the  Lord  our  God,  to  walk  in  His  laws,  which 
He  set  before  us  by  His  servants  the  prophets. 

11  Yea,  all  Israel  have  transgressed  Thy  law, 
and  have  turned  aside,  so  as  not  to  hearken  to 
Thy  voice;  and  so  there  hath  been  poured  out 
Upon  us  the  curse  and  the  oath  that  is  written 
in  the  Law  of  Moses  the  servant  of  God;  for 
we  have  sinned  against  Him.  12  And  He  hath 
confirmed  His  word,  which  He  spoke  against 
us,  and  against  our  judges  that  judged  us,  by 
bringing  upon  us  a  great  evil;  so  that  under 
the  whole  heaven  hath  hot  been  done  as  hath 
been  done  upon  Jerusalem.  13  As  it  is  written 
in  the  Law  of  Moses,  all  this  evil  is  come  upon 
us;  yet  have  we  not  entreated  the  favour  of  the 
Lord  our  God,  that  we  might  turn  from  dur 
iniquities,  and  have  discerninent  in  Thy  truth. 
34  And  so  the  Lord  hath  watched  over  the 
evil,  and  brought  it  upon  us;  for  the  Lord  bur 
God  is  righteous  in  all  His  wdrks  which  He 
hath  done,  and  we  haVe  not  hearkened  td  His 
voice.  15  And  now,  O  Lord  our  God,  that  hast 
brought  Thy  people  forth  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt  with  a  mighty  haiid,  and  hast  gotten 
Thee  renown,  as  at  this  day*  we  have  sinned. 
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we  have  done  wickedly.  i6  O  Lord,  according 
to  all  Thy  righteousness,  let  Thine  anger  and 
Thy  fury,  I  pray  Thee,  be  turned  away  from 
I’hy  city  Jerusalem,  Thy  holy  mountain;  be¬ 
cause  for  our  sins,  and  for  the  iniquities  of  our 
fathers,  Jerusalem  and  Thy  people  are  become 
a  reproach  to  all  that  are  round  about  us. 
17  Now  therefore,  O  our  God,  hearken  unto  the 
prayer  of  Thy  servant,  and  to  his  supplications, 
and  cause  Thy  face  to  shine  upon  Thy  sanc¬ 
tuary  that  is  desolate,  for  the  Lord’s  sake.  18  O 
my  God,  incline  Thine  ear,  and  hear;  open 
Thine  eyes,  and  behold  our  desolations,  and  the 
city  upon  which  Thy  name  is  called;  for  we  do 
not  present  our  supplications  before  Thee  be¬ 
cause  of  our  righteousness,  but  because  of  Thy 
great  compassions.  19  O  Lord,  hear,  O  Lord, 
forgive,  O  Lord,  attend  and  do,  defer  not;  for 
Thine  own  sake,  O  my  God,  because  Thy  name 
is  called  upon  Thy  city  and  Thy  people.' 

EZRA 

Keeping  Faith 

95  And  at  the  evening  offering  I  arose  up 
from  my  fasting,  even  with  my  garment 
and  my  mantle  rent;  and  I  fell  upon  my  knees, 
and  spread  out  my  hands  unto  the  Lord  my 
God;  6  and  I  said;  ‘O  my  God,  I  am  ashamed 
and  blush  to  lift  up  my  face  to  Thee,  my  God; 
for  our  iniquities  are  increased  over  our  head, 
and  our  guiltiness  is  giown  up  unto  the  heav¬ 
ens.  7  Since  the  days  of  our  fathers  we  have 
been  exceeding  guilty  unto  this  day;  and  for 
our  iniquities  have  we,  our  kings,  and  our 
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priests,  been  delivered  into  the  hand  of  the 
kings  of  the  lands,  to  the  sword,  to  captivity, 
and  to  spoiling,  and  to  confusion  of  face,  as  it 
is  this  day.  8  And  now  for  a  little  moment 
grace  hath  been  shown  from  the  Lord  our  God, 
to  leave  us  a  remnant  to  escape,  and  to  give  us 
a  nail  in  His  holy  place,  that  our  God  may 
lighten  our  eyes,  and  give  us  a  little  reviving 
in  our  bondage,  g  For  we  are  bondmen;  yet 
our  God  hath  not  forsaken  us  in  our  bondage, 
but  hath  extended  mercy  unto  us  in  the  sight 
of  llfe  kings  of  Persia,  to  give  us  a  reviving,  to 
set  up  the  house  of  our  God,  and  to  repair 
the- ruins  thereof,  and  to  give  us  a  fence  in 
Judah  and  in  Jerusalem,  lo  And  now,  O  our 
God,  what  shall  we  say  after  this?  for  we  have 
forsaken  Thy  commandments,  ii  which  Thou 
hast  commanded  by  Thy  servants  the  prophets, 
saying:  The  land,  unto  which  ye  go  to  possess 
it,  is  an  unclean  land  through  the  uncleanness 
o|  the  peoples  of  the  lands,  through  their 
abomihations,  wherewith  they  have  filled  it 
^orn  one  end  to  another  in  their  filthiness. 
12  Now  therefore  give  riot  your  daughters  unto 
their  sons,  neither  take  their  daughters  unto 
your  sons,  nor  seek  their  peace  or  their  pros¬ 
perity  for  ever;  that  ye  may  be  strong,  and  eat 
the  good  of  the  land,  and  leave  it  for  an  in¬ 
heritance  to  your  children  for  ever.  13  And 
after  all  that  is  come  upon  u§  for  oui*  evil  deeds, 
and  for  6ur  great  guilt,  seeing  that  Thou  our 
Odd  hast  puriished- us  less  than  our  iniquities 
deserve,  and  hast  given  us  such  a  remnant, 
14  shall  we  again  break  Thy  commandments, 
and  make  mairiages  with  the  peoples  that  do 


these  abominations?  wouldest  not  Thou  be 
angry  with  us  till  Thou  hadst  consumed  us,  so 
that  there  should  be  no  remnant,  nor  any  to 
escape?  15  O  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel,  Thou 
art  righteous;  for  we  are  left  a  remnant  that  is 
escaped,  as  it  is  this  day;  behold,  we  are  before 
Thee  in  our  guiltiness;  for  none  can  stand  be¬ 
fore  Thee  because  of  this.’ 

1  A  while  Ezra  prayed,  and  made  con- 

i  \/  fession,  weeping  and  casting  himself  down 
before  the  house  of  God,  there  was  gathered 
together  unto  him  out  of  Israel  a  very  great 
congregation  of  men  and  women  and  children; 
for  the  people  wept  very  sore.  2  And  Sheca- 
niah  the  son  of  Jehiel,  one  of  the  sons  of  Elam, 
answered  and  said  unto  Ezra:  'We  have  broken 
faith with  our  God,  and  have  married  foreign 
women .  of  the  peoples  of  the  land;  yet  now 
there  is  hope  for  Israel  concerning  this  thing. 
3  Now  therefore  let  iis  make  a  covenant  with 
our  God  to  put  away  all  the  wives,  and  such 
as  are  born  of  them,  according  to  the  counsel 
of  the  Lord,  and  of  those  that  tremble  at  the 
commandment  of  our  God;  and  let  it  be  done 
according  to  the  law.  4  Arise;  for  the  matter 
belongeth  unto  thee,  and  we  are  with  thee; 
be  of  good  courage,  and  do  it/ 

5  Then  arose  Ezra,  and  made  the  chiefs  of 
the  priests,  the  Levifes,  and  all  Israel,  to  swear 
that  they  would  do  according  to  this  word.  So 
they  swore.  6  Then  Ezra  rose  up  from  before 
the  house  of  God,  and  went  into  the  chamber 
of  Jehohanan  the  son  of  Eliashib;  and  when 
he  came  thither,  he  did  eat  no  bread,  nor  drink 
water for  he  mourned  because  of  the  faithless^ 
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ness  of  them  of  the  captivity.  7  And  they  made 
proclamation  throughout  Judah  and  Jerusalem 
unto  all  the  children  of  the  captivity,  that  they 
should  gather  themselves  together  unto  Jeru¬ 
salem;  8  and  that  whosoever  came  not  within 
three  days,  according  to  the  counsel  of  the 
princes  and  the  elders,  all  his  substance  should 
be  forfeited,  and  himself  separated  from  the 
congregation  of  the  captivity. 

9  Then  all  the  men  of  Judah  and  Benjamin 
gathered  themselves  together  unto  Jerusalem 
within  the  three  days;  it  was  the  ninth  month, 
on  the  twentieth  day  of  the  month;  and  all  the 
people  sat  in  the  broad  place  before  the  house 
of  God,  trembling  because  of  this  matter,  and 
for  the  great  rain.  10  And  Ezra  the  priest 
stood  up,  and  said  unto  them:  *Ye  have  broken 
faith,  and  have  married  foreign  women,  to  in¬ 
crease  the  guilt  of  Israel.  11  Now  therefore 
make  confession  unto  the  Lord,  the  God  of  your 
fathers,  and  do  His  pleasure;  and  separate  your¬ 
selves  from  the  peoples  of  the  land,  and  from 
the  foreign  women.'  12  Then  all  the  congrega¬ 
tion  answered  and  said  with  a  loud  voice:  ‘As 
thou  hast  said,  so  it  is  for  us  to  do.  13  But 
the  people  are  many,  and  it  is  a  time  of  much 
rain,  and  we  are  not  able  to  stand  without, 
neither  is  this  a  work  of  one  day  or  two;  for 
we  have  greatly  transgressed  in  this  matter. 
14  Let  nov/  our  princes  of  all  the  congregation 
stand,  and  let  all  them  that  are  in  our  cities 
that  have  married  foreign  women  come  at  ap¬ 
pointed  times,  and  with  them  the  elders  Of  every 
city,  and  the  judges  thereof,  until  the  fierce 
wrath  of  our  God  be  turned  from  us,  as  touch- 
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ing  this  matter/  15  Only  Jonathan  the  son  of 
Asahel  and  Jahzeiah  the  son  of  Tikvah  stood 
up  against  this  matter;  and  Meshullam  and 
Shabbethai  the  Levite  helped  them.  16  And 
the  children  of  the  captivity  did  so.  And  Ezra 
the  priestj  with  certain  heads  of  fathers’  houses, 
after  their  fathers'  houses,  and  all  of  them  by 
their  names,  were  separated;  and  they  sat  down 
in  the  first  day  of  the  tenth  month  to  examine 
the  matter.  17  And  they  were  finished  with 
all  the  men  that  had  married  foreign  women 
by  the  first  day  of  the  first  month. 


NEHEMIAH 
Nehemiah*s  Mission 

IThe  words  of  Nehemiah  the  son  of  Haca- 
liah. 

Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  month  Chislev, 
in  the  twentieth  year,  as  I  was  in  Shushan  the 
castle,  a  that  Hanani,  one  of  my  brethren,  came 
out  of  Judah,  he  and  certain  men;  and  I  asked 
them  concerning  the  Jews  that  had  escaped, 
that  were  left  of  the  captivity,  and  concerning 
Jerusalem.  3  And  they  said  unto  me:  ‘The 
remnant  that  are  left  of  the  captivity  there  in 
the  province  are  in  great  affliction  and  re¬ 
proach;  the  wall  of  Jerusalem  also  is  broken 
down,  and  the  gates  thereof  are  burned  with 
fire.’  4  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  I  heard 
these  w^ords,  that  I  sat  down  and  wept,  and 
mourned  certain  days;  and  I  fasted  and  prayed 
before  the  God  of  heaven,  5  and  said:  ‘I  beseech 
Thee,  O  Lord,  the  God  of  heaven,  the  great 
and  awful  God,  that  keepeth  covenant  and 
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mercy  with  them  that  love  Him  and  keep  His 
commandments;  6  let  Thine  ear  now  be  atten¬ 
tive,  and  Thine  eyes  open,  that  Thou  mayest 
hearken  unto  the  prayer  of  Thy  servant,  which 
I  pray  before  Thee  at  this  time,  day  and  night, 
for  the  children  of  Israel  Thy  servants,  while  I 
confess  the  sins  of  the  children  of  Israel,  which 
we  have  sinned  against  Thee;  yea,  I  and  my 
father’s  house  have  sinned.  7  We  have  dealt 
very  corruptly  against  Thee,  and  have  not  kept 
the  commandments,  nor  the  statutes,  nor  the 
ordinances  which  Thou  didst  command  Thy 
servant  Moses.  8  Remember,  I  beseech  Thee, 
the  word  that  Thou  didst  command  Thy  serv¬ 
ant  Moses>  saying:  If  ye  deal  treacherously,  I 
will  scatter  you  abroad  among  the  peoples; 
9  but  if  ye  return  unto  Me,  and  keep  My  com¬ 
mandment  and  do  them,  though  your  dis- 
perised  were  in  the  uttermost  part  of  the  heaven, 
yet  will  I  gather  them  from  thence,  and  will 
bring  them  unto  the  place  that  I  have  chosen 
to  cause  My  name  to  dwell  there.  10  Now  these 
are  Thy  servants  and  Thy  people,  whom  Thou 
hast  redeemed  by  Thy  great  power,  and  by  Thy 
strong  hand.  11  O  Lord,  I  beseech  Thee,  let 
naw  Thine  ear  be  attentive  to  the  prayer  of  Thy 
servant,  and  to  the  prayer  ol  Thy  servants,:  who 
delight  to  fear  Thy  name;  and  prosper,  I  pray 
Thee,  Thy  servant  this  .  day,  and  grant  him 
mercy  in  the  sight  of  this  man.*  Now  I  was 
cupbearer  to  the  king.  "  .  : 

2  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  month -Nisan, 
in  the  twentieth  year  of  Artaxerxes.  the 
king,  when  wine  was  before  him,  that  I  took  up 
tjie  wipe,  and  gave  it  unto  the  king.  Now  I 
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had  not  been  beforetime  sad  in  his  presence. 
2  And  the  king  said  unto  me:  ‘Why  is  thy 
countenance  sad,  seeing  thou  art  not  sick?  this 
is  nothing  else  but  sorrow  of  heart.*  Then  I 
was  very  sore  afraid.  3  And  I  said  unto  the 
king:  ‘Let  the  king  live  for  ever:  why  should 
not  my  countenance  be  sad,  when  the  city,  the 
place  of  my  fathers*  sepulchres,  lieth  waste,  and 
the  gates  thereof  are  consumed  with  fire?’ 
4  Then  the  king  said  unto  me:  ‘For  what  dost 
thou  make  request?*  So  I  prayed  to  the  God  of 
heaven.  5  And  I  said  unto  the  king:  Tf  it 
please  the  king,  and  if  thy  servant  have  found 
favour  in  thy  sight,  that  thou  wouldest  send 
me  unto  Judah,  unto  the  city  of  my  fathers* 
sepulchres,  that  I  may  build  it.*  6  And  the 
king  said  unto  me,  the  queen  also  sitting  by 
him:  ‘For  how  long  shall  thy  journey  be?  arid 
when  wilt  thou  return?*  So  it  pleased  the  king 
to  send  me;  and  I  set  him  a  time.  7  Moreover 
I  said  unto  the  king:  ‘If  it  please  the  king,  let 
letters  be  given  me  to  the  governors  beyond 
the  River,  that  they  may  let  me  pass  through 
till  I  come  unto  Judah;  8  and  a  letter  unto 
Asaph  the  keeper  of  the  king’s  park,  that  he 
may  give  me  timber  to  make  beams  for  the 
gates  of  the  castle  which  appertaineth  to  the 
house,  and  for  the  wall  of  the  city,  and  for  the 
house  that  I  shall  enter  into.*  And  the  king 
granted  me,  according  to  the  good  hand  of  my 
God  upon  me. 

9  Then  i  came  to  the  governors  beyond  the 
River,  and  gave  them  the  king’s  letters.  Now 
the  king  had  sent  with  me  captains  of*  the 
army  and  horsemen.  10  And  when  Sanballat 
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the  Horonite,  and  Tobiah  the  servant,  the  Am¬ 
monite,  heard  of  it,  it  grieved  them  exceedingly, 
for  that  there  was  come  *a  man  to  seek  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  children  of  Israel.  Ti  So  I  came  to 
Jerusalem,  and  was  there  three  days.  12  And 
L  arose  in  the  night#  I  and  some  few  men  with 
me;  neither  told  I  any  man  what  my  God  put 
into  my  heart  to  do  for  Jerusalem;  neither  Was 
there  any  beast  with  me,  save  the  beast  that  I 
rode  upon.  13  And  I  went  out  by  night  by 
the  valley  gate,  even  toward  the  dragon’s  well, 
and  to  the  dung  gate,  and  viewed  the  walls  of 
Jerusalem,  which  were  broken  down,  and  the 
gates  thereof  were  consumed  with  fire.  14  Then 
I  went  on  to  the  fountain  gate  and  to  the  king’s 
pool;  but  there  was  no  place  for  the  beast  that 
^\"as  under  me  to  pass.  15  Then  went  I  up  in 
the  night  in  the  valley,  and  viewed  the  wall; 
and  I  turned  back,  and  entered  by  the  valley 
gate,  and  so  returned.  l6  And  the  rulers  knew 
not  whither  I  went,  or  what  I  did;  neither  had 
I  as  yet  told  it  to  the  Jews,  nor  to  the  priests, 
nor  to  the  nobles,  nor  to  the  rulers,  nor  to  the 
rest  that  did  the  work. 

17  Then  said  I  unto  them:  ‘Ye  see  the  evil 
case  that  we  are  in,  how  Jerusalem  lieth  waste, 
and  the  gates  thereof  are  burned  with  fire; 
come  and  let  us  build  up  the  wall  of  Jerusalem, 
that  we  be  no  more  a  reproach.’  18  And  I  told 
them  of  the  hand  of  my  God  which  was  good 
upon  me;  as  also  of  the  king’s  words  that  he 
had  spoken  unto  me.  And  they  said:  ‘Let  us 
rise  up  and  build.’  So  they  strengthened  their 
hands  for  the  good  work.  19  But  when  San- 
ballat  the  Horonite,  and  Tobiah  the  servant. 
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the  Ammonite,  and  Gesliem  the  Arabian,  heard 
it,  they  laughed  us  to  scorn,  and  despised  us, 
and  said:  ‘What  is  this  thing  that  ye  do?  will 
ye  rebel  against  the  king?’  20  Then  answered 
I  them,  and  said  unto  them:  ‘The  God  of 
heaven.  He  will  prosper  us;  therefore  we  His 
servants  Will  arise  and  build;  but  ye  have  no 
portidu,  nor  right,  nor  memorial,  in  Jerusalem.’ 

Defending  the  Ramparts 

333  But  it  came  to  pass  that,  when  Sanballat 
heard  that  we  builded  the  wall,  he  was  wroth, 
and  took  great  indignation,  and  mocked  the  Jews. 
34  And  he  spoke  before  his  brethren  and  the 
array  of  Samaria,  and  said:  ‘What  do  these  feeble 
Jews?  will  they  I'estore  at  will?  will  they  sacri¬ 
fice?  will  they  make  an  end  this  day?  will  they 
revive  the  stones  out  of  the  heaps  of  rubbish, 
seeing  they  are  burned?’  35  Now  Tobiah  the 
Ammonite  was  by  him,  and  he  said:  ‘Even  that 
which  they  build,  if  a  fox  go  up,  he  shall  break 
down  their  stone  wall.'  36  Hear,  O  our  God; 
for  we  are  despised;  and  turn  back  their  re¬ 
proach  upon  their  own  head,  and  give  them  up 
to  spoiling  in  a  land  of  captivity;  37  and  cover 
not  their  iniquity,  and  let  not  their  sin  be 
blotted  out  from  before  Thee;  for  they  have 
vexed  Thee  before  the  builders.  38  So  we  built 
the  wall;  and  all  the  wall  was  joined  together 
unto  half  the  height  thereof;  for  the  people  had 
a  mind  to  work. 

4  But  it  came  to  pass  that,  when  Sanballat, 
and  Tobiah,  and  the  Arabians*  and  the  Am¬ 
monites,  and  the  Ashdodites,  heard  that  the  re¬ 
pairing  of  the  walls  of  Jerusalem  went  forward.

and  that  the  breaches  began  to  be  stopped,  then 
they  were  very  wroth;  2  and  they  conspired  all 
of  them  together  to  come  and  fight  against  Jeru¬ 
salem,  and  to  cause  confusion  therein.  3  But  we 
made  our  prayer  unto  our  God^  and  set  a  watch 
against  them  day  and  night,  because  of  them. 

4  And  Judah  said:  ‘The  strength  of  the  bearers 
of  burdens  is  decayed,  and  there  is  much  rub¬ 
bish;  so  that  we  are  not  able  to  build  the  wall.’ 

5  And  our  adversaries  said:  ‘They  shall  not 

know,  neither  see,  till  we  come  into  the  midst  ©f 
them,  and  slay  them,  and  cause  the  work  to 
cease.’  6  And  it  came  to  pass  that,  when  the 
Jews  that  dwelt  by  tliem  came,  they  said  unto 
us  ten  times:  ‘Ye  must  return  unto  us  from  all 
places.’  7  Therefore  set  I  in  the  lowest  parts 
of  the  space  behind  the  wall,  in  the  open  places, 
I  even  set  the  people  after  their  families  with 
their  swords,  their  spears,  and  their  bows.  S  And 
I  looked^  and  rpso  up,  and  said  unto  the  nobles, 
and  to  the  rulers,  and  to  the  rest  of  the  people: 
‘Be  not  ye  afraid  of  them;  remember  the  Lord, 
who  is  great  and  awful,  and  fight  for  your  breth¬ 
ren,  your  sons  and  your  daughters,  your  wives 
and  your  houses.’  ^  ^  ^  ^ 

^  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  our  enemies  heard 
that  it  was  known  unto  us,  and  God  had  brought 
their  counsel  to  nought,,that4ve  returned  aU  of 
US- to  the  rWalV  every  one  unto  his  work,  10  And 
k  came  to  pass  fiom  that  time  £o:th,  that^h^f 
of  my  servants  wrought  in  the  work,  and  half  of 
them  held  the  spears,  the  shields,  and  the  bows, 
and  the  coats  of  mail;  and  the  rulers  were  be¬ 
hind  all  the  house  of  Judah.  11  They  that 
builded  the  wall  and  they  that  bore  burdens 
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laded  themselves,  every  one  with  one  of  his  hands 
wrought  in  the  work,  and  with  the  other  held 
his  weapon;  12  and  the  builders,  every  one  had 
his  sword  girded  by  his  side,  and  so  builded. 
And  he  that  sounded  the  horn  was  by  me. 
13  And  I  said  unto  the  nobles,  and  to  the  rulers 
and  to  the  rest  of  the  people:  ‘The  work  is  great 
and  large,  and  we  are  separated  upon  the  wall, 
one  far  from  another;  14  in  what  place  soever 
ye  hear  the  sound  of  the  horn,  resort  ye  thither 
unto  us;  our  God  will  fight  for  us.* 

15  So  we  wrought  in  the  work;  and  half  of 
them  held  the  spears  from  the  rising  of  the 
morning  till  the  stars  appeared.  16  Likewise  at 
the  same  time  said  I  unto  the  people:  ‘Let  every 
one  with  his  servant  lodge  within  Jerusalemr 
that  in  the  night  they  may  be  a  guard  to  u$, 
and  may  labour  in  the  day.*  17  So  neither  I, 
nor  my  brethren,  nor  my  servants,  nor  the  men 
of  the  guard  that  followed  me,  none  of  us  put 
off  our  clothes,  every  one  that  went  to  the  water 
had  his  weapon. 

A  Solemn  Pledge 

^  29  And  the  rest  of  the  people,  the  priests, 
lU  the  Levites,  the  porters,  the  singers,  the 
Nethinim,  and  all  they  that  had  separated  them¬ 
selves  from  the  peoples  of  the  lands  unto  the 
law  of  God,  their  wives,  their  sons,  arid  their 
daughters,  every  one  that  had  knowled^  and 
understanding;  30  they  cleaved  to  their  breth¬ 
ren,  their  nobles,  and  entered  into  a  curse,  and 
into  an  oath,  to  walk  in  GodV  law,  which  was 
given  by  Moses  the  servant  of  God,  and  to  ob¬ 
serve  and  do  all  the  commandments  of  the  Lord 
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our  Lord*  and  His  ordinances  and  His  statutes; 
51  and  that  we  would  not  give  our  daughters 
linto  the  peoples  of  the  land,  nor  take  their 
daughters  for  our  sons;  52  and  if  the  peoples 
of  the  land  bring  ware  dr  any  victuals  oh  the 
sabbath  day  tb  sell,  that  we  would  not  buy  of 
them  oh  the  sabbath,  or  on  a  holy  day;  and 
that  we  would  forego  the  seventh  year^  and  the 
exaction  of  every  debt. 

Also  we  made  ordinances  for  us,  to  charge 
ourselves  yearly  with  the  third  part  of  a  shekel 
for  the  service  of  the  house  of  our  God. 


FIRST  CHRONICLES 
The  Builder  of  God*s  House 


2  And  David  commanded  to  gather  to- 


gether  the  strangers  that  were  in  the  land 
of  Israel;  and  he  set  masons  to  hew  wrought 
stones  to  build  the  house  of  God.  3  And  David 
prepared  iron  in  abundance  for  the  nails  for  the 
doors  of  the  gates,  and  for  the  couplings;  and 
brass  in  abundance  without  Weight;  4  and  cedar- 
trees  without  number;  for  the  Zidonians  and 
they  of  Tyre  brought  cedar- trees  in  abundance 
to  David.  5  And  David  said:  ‘Solomon  my  son 
is  young  and  tender^  and  the  house  that  is  to  be 
buiided  for  the  Lord  must  be  exceeding  mag¬ 
nificent,  of  fame  and  of  glory  throughout  all 
countries;  I  will  therefore  make  preparation  for 
him.’  So  David  prepared  abundantly  before  his 


death. 


6  Then  he  called  for  Solomon  his  son,  and 
charged  him  to  build  a  house  for  the  .Lord,  the 
God  of  Israel.  7  And  David  said  to  Solomon: 
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‘My  son,  as  for  me,  it  was  in  my  heart  to  build 
a  house  unto  the  name  of  the  Lord  my  God. 
8  But  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  to  me,  saying: 
Thou  hast  shed  blood  abundantly,  and  hast 
made  great  wars;  thou  shalt  not  build  a  house 
unto  My  name,  because  thou  hast  shed  much 
blood  upon  the  earth  in  My  sight.  9  Behold,  a 
son  shall  be  born  to  thee,  who  shall  be  a  man 
of  rest;  and  I  will  give  him  rest  from  all  his  en¬ 
emies  round  about;  for  his  name  shall  be  Solo¬ 
mon,  and  I  wall  give  peace  and  quietness  unto 
Israel  in  his  days.  10  He  shall  build  a  house 
for  My  name;  and  he  shall  be  to  Me  for  a  son, 
and  I  wall  be  to  him  for  a  father;  and  I  will 
establish  the  throne  of  his  kingdom  over  Israel 
for  ever.  11  Now*,  my  son,  the  Lord  be  with 
thee;  and  prosper  thou,  and  build  the  house  of 
the  Lord  thy  God,  as  He  hath  spoken  concern¬ 
ing  thee.  12  Only  the  Lord  give  thee  discretion 
and  understanding,  and  give  thee  charge  con¬ 
cerning  Israel;  that  so  thou  mayest  keep  the  law 
of  the  Lord  thy  God.  13  Then  shalt  thou  pros¬ 
per,  if  thou  observe  to  do  the  statutes  and  the 
ordinances  which  the  Lord  charged  Moses  with 
concerning  Israel;  be  strong,  and  of  good  cour¬ 
age;  fear  not,  neither  be  dismayed.  14  Now, 
behold,  in  my  straits  I  have  prepared  for  the 
house  of  the  Lord  a  hundred  thousand  talents 
of  gold,  and  a  thousand  thousand  talents  of  sil¬ 
ver;  and  of  brass  and  iron  without  weight,  for 
it  is  in  abundance;  timber  also  and  stone  have 
I  prepared;  and  thou  mayest  add  thereto. 
15  Moreover  there  are  workmen  wdth  thee  in 
abundance,  hewers  and  workers  of  stone  and 
timber,  and  all  men  that  are  skilful  in  any  man- 
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ner  of  work;  16  of  the  gold,  the  silver,  and  the 
brass,  and  the  iron,  there  is  no  number.  Arise 
and  be;  doing,  and  the  Lord  be  with  thee.*: 

1.7  E)avid  also  commanded  all  the  princes  of 
Ismel  to  help  Solomon  his  son:  18, Is  not  the 
Lord  your  God  with  you?  and  hath  He  not 
given  you  rest  on  every  side?  for  He  hath  de¬ 
livered  the  inhabitants  of  the  land  into  my 
hand;  and  the  land  is  subdued  before  the  Lord, 
and  before  His  people,  19  Now  set  your  heart 
and  your  soul  to  seek  after  the  Lord  your  God; 
arise  therefore,  and  build  ye  the  sanctuary  of  the 
Lord  God,  to  bring  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of 
the  LoRDi  and  the  holy  vessels  of  God,  into  the 
house  that  is  to  be  built  to  the  name  of  the 
Lord.-

Cyf\  10  Wherefore  David  blessed  the  Lord 
m  y  before  all  the  congregation;  and  David 
said:  ‘Blessed  be  Thou,  O  Lord,  the  God  of 
Israel  our  father,  for  ever  and  ever.  11  Thine, 
O  Lord,  is  the  greatness,  and  the  power,  and  the 
glory,  and  the  victory,  and  the  majesty;  for  all 
that  is  in  the  heaven  and  in  the  earth  is  Thine; 
Thine  is  the  kingdom,  O  Lord,  and  Thou  art 
exalted  as  head  above  all.  12  Both  riches  and 
honour  come  of  Thee,  and  Thou  rulest  over  all; 
and  in  Thy  hand  is  power  and  might;  and  in 
Thy  hand  it  is  to  make  great,  and  to  give 
strength  unto  all.  13  Now  therefore,  our  God, 
we.  thank  Thee,  and  praise  Thy  glorious  name. 
14  But  who  am  I,  and  what  is  my  people,  that 
we  should  be  able  to  offer  so  willingly  after  this 
sort?  for  all  things  come  of  Thee,  and  of  Thine 
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own  have  we  given  Thee.  15  For  we  are  stran¬ 
gers  before  Thee,  and  sojourners,  as  all  our 
fathers  were:  our  days  on  the  earth  are  as  a 
shadow,  and  there  is  no  abiding.  16  O  Lord 
our  God,  all  this  store  that  we  have  prepared  to 
build  Thee  a  house  for  Thy  holy  name  cometh 
of  Thy  hand,  and  is  all  Thine  own.  17  I  know 
also,  my  God,  that  Thou  triest  the  heart,  and 
hast  pleasure  in  uprightness.  As  for  me,  in  the 
uprightness  of  my  heart  I  have  willingly  offered 
all  these  things;  and  now  have  I  seen  with  joy 
Thy  people,  that  are  present  here,  offer  willingly 
unto  Thee.  18  O  Lord,  the  God  of  Abraham, 
of  Isaac,  and  of  Israel,  our  fathers,  keep  this  for 
ever,  even  the  imagination  of  the  thoughts  of 
the  heart  of  Thy  people,  and  direct  their  heart 
unto  Thee;  19  and  give  unto  Solomon  my  son 
a  whole  heart,  to  keep  Thy  commandments. 
Thy  testimonies,  and  Thy  statutes,  and  to  do 
all  these  things,  and  to  build  the  palace,  for 
which  I  have  made  provision.* 


SECOND  CHRONICLES 
Prayer  in  a  Temple 

6  Then  spoke  Solomon: 

The  Lord  hath  said  that  He  would  dwell  in 
the  thick  darkness. 

2  But  I  have  built  Thee  a  house  of  habita¬ 
tion. 

And  a  place  for  Thee  to  dwell  in  for  ever. 

3  And  the  Ling  turned  his  face,  and  blessed  all 
the  congregation  of  Israel;  and  all  the  congre¬ 
gation  of  Israel  stood,  4  And  he  said:  ‘Blessed 
be  the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel,  who  spoke  with

His  mouth  unto  David  my  father,  and  hath  with 
His  hands  fulfilled  it,  saying:  5  Since  the  day 
that  I  brought  forth  My  people  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt,  I  chose  no  city  out  of  all  the  tribes  of 
Israel  to  build  a  house  in,  that  My  name  might 
be  there;  neither  chose  I  any  man  to  be  prince 
over  My  people  Israel;  6  but  I  have  chosen 
Jerusalem,  that  My  name  might  be  there;  and 
have  chosen  David  to  be  over  My  people  Israel. 
7  Now  it  was  in  the  heart  of  David  my  father 
to  build  a  house  for  the  name  of  the  Lord,  the 
God  of  Israel.  8  But  the  Lord  said  unto  David 
my  father:  Whereas  it  was  in  thy  heart  to  build 
a  house  for  My  name,  thou  didst  well  that  it 
was  in  thy  heart;  9  nevertheless  thou  shall  not 
build  the  house,  but  thy  son  that  shall  come 
forth  out  of  thy  loins,  he  shall  build  the  house 
for  My  name.  10  And  the  Lord  hath  estab¬ 
lished  His  word  that  He  spoke;  for  I  am  risen 
up  in  the  room  of  David  my  father,  and  sit  on 
the  throne  of  Israel,  as  the  Lord  promised,  and 
have  built  the  house  for  the  name  of  the  Lord, 
the  God  of  Israel.  11  And  there  have  I  set  the 
ark,  wherein  is  the  covenant  of  the  Lord,  which 
He  made  with  the  children  of  Israel.’ 

12  And  he  stood  before  the  altar  of  the  Lord 
in  the  presence  of  all  the  congregation  of  Israel, 
and  spread  forth  his  hands— 13  for  Solomon  had 
made  a  brazen  scaffold,  of  five  cubits  long,  and 
five  cubits  broad,  and  three  cubits  high,  and 
had  set  it  in  the  midst  of  the  court;  and  upon 
it  he  stood,  and  kneeled  down  upon  his  knees 
before  all  the  congregation  of  Israel,  and  spread 
forth  his  hands  toward  heaven— 14  and  he  said: 
*0  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel,  there  is  no  God  like 
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Thee,  in  the  heaven,  or  in  the  earth;  who  keep- 
est  covenant  and  mercy  with  Thy  servants,  that 
walk  before  Thee  with  all  their  heart;  15  who 
hast  kept  with  Thy  servant  David  my  father 
that  which  Thou  didst  promise  him;  yea.  Thou 
spokest  with  Thy  mouth,  and  hast  fulfilled  it 
with  Thy  hand,  as  it  is  this  day.  16  Now  there^ 
fore,  O  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel,  keep  with  Thy 
servant  David  my  father  that  which  Thou  hast 
promised  him,  saying:  There  shall  not  fail  thee 
a  man  in  My  sight  to  sit  on  the  throne  of  Israel; 
if  only  thy  children  take  heed  to  their  way>  to 
walk  in  My  law  as  thou  hast  walked  before  Me. 
17  Now  therefore,  O  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel, 
let  Thy  word  be  verified,  which  Thou  spokest 
unto  Thy  servant  David. 

18  But  will  God  in  very  truth  dwell  with  men 
on  the  earth?  behold,  heaven  and  the  heaven  of 
heavens  cannot  contain  Thee;  how  much  less 
this  house  which  I  have  buildedl  19  Yet  have 
Thou  respect  unto  the  prayer  of  Thy  servant, 
and  to  his  supplication,  O  Lord  my  God,  to 
hearken  untci»  the  cry  and  to  the  prayer  which 
Thy  servant  prayeth  before  Thee;  20  that  Thine 
eyes  may  be  open  toward  this  house  day  and 
night,  even  toward  the  place  whereof  Thou  hast 
said  that  Thou  wouldest  put  Thy  name  there;  to 
hearken  unto  the  prayer  which  Thy  servant  shall 
pray  toward  this  place.  21  And  hearken  Thou 
to  the  supplications  of  Thy  servant,  and  of  Thy 
people  Israel,  when  they  shall  pray  toward  this 
place;  yea,  hear  Thou  from  Thy  dweUing-place, 
even  from  heaven;  and  when  Thou  hearest,  for¬ 
give. 

22  If  a  man  sin  against  his  neighbour,  and  an 
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oath  b6  exacted  of  him  to  cause  him  to  swear > 
and  he  come  and  swear  before  Thine  altar  in 
this  house;  23  then  hear  Thou  from  heaven, 
and  do,  and  judge  Thy  servants,  requiting  the 
widced,  to  bring  his  way  upon  his  own  head;  and 
justifying  the  righteous,  to  give  him  accordirig 
to  his  righteousness. 

And  if  Thy  people  Israel  be  smitten  down 
before  the  enemy;  when  they  sin  against  Thee, 
arid  shall  turn  again  and  confess  Thy  name,  and 
pray  and  make  supplication  before  Thee  in  this 
house;  25  then  hear  Thou  from  heaven,  and 
forgive  the  sin  of  Thy  people  Israel,  and  bring 
them  back  unto  the  land  which  Thou  gavest  to 
them  and  to  their  fathers. 

26  When  the  heaven  is  shut  up,  and  there  is 
no  rain,  when  they  sin  against  Thee;  if  they  pray 
toward  this  place,  and  confess  Thy  name,  turn¬ 
ing  from  their  sin,  when  Thou  dost  afflict  them; 
27  then  hear  Thou  in  heaven,  and  forgive  the 
sin  of  Thy  servants,  and  of  Thy  people  Israel, 
whqi  Thou  dost  direct  them  on  the  good  way 
wherein  they  should  walk;  and  sefld  rain  upon 
Thy  land,  which  Thou  hast  given  to  Thy  people 
for  an  inheritance. 

28  If  there  be  in  the  land  famine,  if  there  be 
pestilence,  if  there  be  blasting  or  mildew,  locust 
or  caterpillar;  if  their  enemies  besiege  them  in 
the  land  of  their  cities;  whatsoever  plague  or 
whatsoever  sickness  there  be;  29  what  prayer 
and  supplication  soever  be  made  by  any  inan,  or 
by  all  Thy  people  Israel,  Who  shall  know  evety 
man  his  own  plague  and  his  own  pain,  and  shall 
spread  forth  his  hands  toward  this  house;  30  then 
hear  Thou  from  heaven  Thy  dwelling-place,  and 
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forgive,  and  render  unto  every  man  according 
to  all  his  ways,  whose  heart  Thou  knowest— for 
Thou,  even  Thou  only,  knowest  the  hearts  of 
the  children  of  men— 31  that  they  may  fear, 
Thee,  to  walk  in  Thy  ways,  all  the  days  that 
they  live  in  the  land  which  Thou  gavest  unto 
our  fathers. 

32  Moreover  concerning  the  stranger,  that  is 
not  of  Thy  people  Israel,  when  he  shall  come 
out  of  a  far  country  for  Thy  great  name’s  sake, 
and  Thy  mighty  hand,  and  Thine  outstretched 
arm;  when  they  shall  come  and  pray  toward 
this  house;  33  then  hear  Thou  from  heaven, 
even  from  Thy  dwelling-place,  and  do  according 
to  all  that  the  stranger  calleth  to  Thee  for;  that 
all  the  peoples  of  the  earth  may  know  Thy  name, 
and  fear  Thee,  as  doth  Thy  people  Israel,  and 
that  they  may  know  that  Thy  name  is  called 
upon  this  house  which  I  have  built. 

34  If  Thy  people  go  out  to  battle  against  their 
enemies,  by  whatsoever  way  Thou  shalt  send 
them,  and  they  pray  unto  Thee  toward  this  city 
which  Thou  hast  chosen,  and  the  house  which  I 
have  built  for  Thy  name;  35  then  hear  Thou 
from  heaven  their  prayer  and  their  supplication, 
and  maintain  their  cause.  36  If  they  sin  against 
Thee— for  there  is  no  man  that  sinneth  not— 
and  Thou  be  angry  with  them,  and  deliver  them 
to  the  enemy,  so  that  they  carry  them  away  cap¬ 
tive  unto  a  land  far  off  or  near;  37  yet  if  they 
shall  bethink  themselves  in  the  land  whither 
they  are  carried  captive,  and  turn,  and  make 
supplication  unto  Thee  in  the  land  of  their 
captivity,  saying:  We  have  sinned,  we  have  done 
iniqiiitously,  and  have  dealt  wickedly;  38  if  they 
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return  unto  Thee  with  all  their  heart  and  with 
all  their  soul  in  the  land  of  their  captivity, 
whither  they  have  carried  them  captive,  and 
pray  toward  their  land,  which  Thou  gavest  unto 
their  fathers,  and  the  city  which  Thou  hast 
chosen,  and  toward  the  house  which  I  have  built 
for  Thy  name;  39  then  hear  Thou  from  heaven, 
even  from  Thy  dwelling-place,  their  prayer  and 
their  supplications,  and  maintain  their  cause; 
and  forgive  Thy  people  who  have  sinned  against 
Thee. 

40  Now,  O  my  God,  let,  I  beseech  Thee,  I’hine 
eyes  be  open,  and  let  Thine  ears  be  attent,  unto 
the  prayer  that  is  made  in  this  place. 

41  Now  therefore  arise,  O  Lord  God,  into  Thy 

resting-place. 

Thou,  and  the  ark  of  Thy  strength; 

Lot  Thy  priests,  O  Lord  God,  be  clothed 
with  salvation. 

And  let  Thy  saints  rejoice  in  good. 

42  O  Lord  God,  turn  not  away  the  face  of 

Thine  anointed; 

Remember  the  good  deeds  of  David  Thy 
servant.’
